“Don’t know what I should do under 
those circumstances,’’ replied the witness. 
‘** Have been in the railroad business eleven 


years. Know that I am here for—to tell 
the truth and nothing but the truth in 


regard to what I know about this accident. 
Can’t say whether I should use it or not, 
but probably should not if I knew a train 
was momentarily expected to arrive at that 
point. Had no authority over Welch. Had 
charge of a floating gang. Had to get 
through my work at the Dimmock street 
bridge on that day. 

* Welch was summoned to the Dimmock 
street bridge on Aug. 10, 1890, to tamp the 
track. All the men under me were re- 
quired to finish their work on that day as 
we had another job on the South Shore 
which had to be attended to. Remember 
that I testified at Quincy two days after the 
accident, but do not remember exactly 
what I said on that occasion.” 

Dist.-Atty. Pratt—Did the division 
master, Emory Bryant, tell you to tamp up 
the track on the day of the accident ? 

‘** Yes, sir,’’ said the witness. 

“The Only Way to Raise the Track 
was by using the jack.” 

Frank B. Shea testified: ‘‘ Am employed 
by the Old Colony Railroad Company. 
Am foreman under Mr. Bryant. Was at 
the Dimmock street bridg® on Aug. 19, 
1890, the day of the accident. Can’t say 
what Emory Bryant was doing on that day. 
Saw him at the bridge. Was on the west 
side of the bridge at the time of the 
accident. Remember making observations 
to George N. Bryant. Think I made the 
statement that a man could be seen stand- 
| ing 480 feet away from the bridge. 

‘The foreman of a floating gang has no 
authority over the foreman of a section 
gang. Have used a jack, but before the 
jack came into railroad use, the lever and 
bar were employed. It required more men

to operate the latter than it does the jack. 
Four men usually have charge of the jack. 
Am not particularly accustomed to using 
the jack. -Used it last summer. My men 
have also used it. The more weight that 
rests on the jack the harder it is to operate 
it.

The first witness examined yesterday 
afternoon was Henry D. Dupee, proprietor 
of the Walpole dye and chemical works, 
who stated that he employed Welch, and 
had always found him an excellent work- 
man, and a man of the best character. 

Lucian H. McIntyre, employed in the 
railroad department of the Thomson-Hous- 
ton company, testified: ‘* The driving-wheel 
brake is applied to all the wheels of the 
train simultaneously. A train of nine cars, 
the seventh and eighth cars only being 
equipped with the latest quick-acting brake, 
and going at the rate of thirty miles per 
hour on a grade 30 feet to the mile, could 
be stopped inside of 315 feet. A train 
weighing 600,000 pounds, and travelling at 
the rate of 30 miles per hour on a down 
grade, could not be stopped inside of 150 
feet.’’ 

George M. Nichols of Norwood, foreman

Familiar with Jacks 

but not particularly with the Barrett jack. 
A man can lower as readily as he can raise 
the lever of the jack. I have never used 
that kind of jack.

BILL ~RECOMMITTED. 


The Water Bill Not 
That Agreed Upon. 


A Few Immaterial Changes Cause 
a Kick. 


The Alterations Made by Representative 
Quincy—tvery Inch to be Fought. 


Thursday afternoon Mr. Johnson of 
| Haverhill, House chairman of the Water 
Supply Committee, rose to a question of 
privilege and said that the Quincy water 
bill which had been reported to the House 
was not the bill which the committee had 
agreed to report. He moved to recommit 
so that the committee might correct the 
error. Messrs. Finney of Plymouth and 
Burke of Quincy, of the Water Supply 
Committee, hoped that the bill would not 
be recommitted, but that the committee 
would correct the error without recom- 
mittal. The Speaker said that if the bill 
given to the clerk was different from that 
agreed upon by the committee, then the 
bill must be made to conform to the com- 
mittee’s judgment, otherwise any amount 
of surreptitious change could be made in 
ee bill. The recommittal was ordered. 

Mr. Johnson said afterwards that in the 
| bill which the committee agreed to there 
was no such expression us is in the section, 

“either independently of the works of the 
Quincy Water Company or after the pur- 
chase of the franchise, corporate property, 
rights and privileges of said corporation,” 
and he did not know but other insertions 
had been made. 

The representative of the LEDGER saw 
Lawyer Pattee this morning. He admitted 
that two changes, which he considered im- 
material, were made in the bill which the 
committee voted to report. They were at 
the request and suggestion of Representa- 
tive Quincy. Mr. Pattee was rather op- 
posed to the changes, but not considering 
them material, offered no strenuous objec- 
tion. 

It was left with Representative Burke to 
see the members of the Water Supply 
Committee, and get their assent, and he is 
thought to have submitted them to at least 
a majority. A representative of Mr. Quin- 
cy’s experience ought to know what was 
right and wrong. 

One of the changes is that mentioned by 
Mr. Johnson above. Another was an addi- 
tion to Section 13, which provides that all 
sums due for the use of water under this 
act shall constitute a lien upon the real 
estate using or being supplied with water 
to be collected in the same manner as 
taxes upon real] estate, or in an action of 
contract in the name of the city of Quincy. 

Several members of the Legislature are 
reported to have been approached by mem- 
bers of the Water Company, and doubtless 
every inch of the ground will be fought.

ALMOST POSITIVE PROOF 


That He is the Man Who Murdered and 


Disembowelled Carrie Brown in One of 
New York's Slums—Chain of Civeumstan- 


tial Evidence Strongly Against Him,

Damaging Evidence.

Engineer Charles B. Babcock, recalled, 
said: “ The railroad company was running 
extras on account of the increased travel. 
My train was made up at Woods Holl. I 
remember that the boat was late one morn-

prior to the accident on August 19, 1890.”’ 

Joseph F. Welch, the defendant in the 
ease, next took the stand. Mr. Welch was 
very pale, considerably nervous, and his 
appearance indicated that he had suffered 
much anxiety since the terrible accident. 

Mr. Welch Testified : 

‘‘T am 40 years old, and I have lived in 
Milford, Braintree, Southboro and Quincy. 
I live at present in Norwood, and am em- 
ployed in the repair shop of the New York 
& New England Railroad. I was section 
foreman for 18 years on the Boston, Clinton 
& Fitchburg Railroad, until it was leased 
to the Old Colony Railroad Corporation. I 
have worked for Mr. Dupee, of Walpole, 
in his dye and chemical works as an engi- 
neer. Hartney was a member of my gang, 
which was furnished by Mr. Bryant. I 
was not required to pick my men. My 
duties were to keep the track in repair for 
the safe running of trains. I did the sur- 
facing on the inside of the tracks. My 
pay was $2.25 per day.”

It was some time befare 
the verbs and their implied noun made 
a connection in my brain, and then the 
desire to stand these young womenina 
corner was so intense I retired to avoid a 
demonstration. 

The century has indeed grown old and 
lazy where the tongue finds so small a 
word as ‘‘tea” difficult of utterance. To 
pour tea is about as simple a phrase as 


can be spoken, and to drop the finaf 
word tea is to render it intolerably vul- 
gar. The custom at large afternoon re- 


ceptions here of having two good look- 
ing girls perform this service, generally 
imposed on servants in well appointed 
houses in London, is thoroughly Amer- 
ican, and so, too, is the abominable fault 
which has grown out of it.—Boston 
Herald.

Rome, May 2.—A meeting of working- 
men took place yesterday afternoon near | 
the Church of San Giovanni. There were 
five members of the chamber of deputies | 
present. An Anarchist speaker violently | 
urged the assembled men to attack the | 
police. The speaker's words so ext ited his | 
hearers that soon the mob stoned the 
troops which were stationed in the neigh- 
borhood. Some of the hurled 
stones at the troops from the windows in 
the neighborhood. The gen d’armes at this | 
point fired upon the rioters, and the cave 
alry immediately after charged upon those 
who had not been put to flight by the gen 
d’armes’ fire. At the same time the infantry 
soldiers near the scene of the riot were 
ordered to storm the houses from which 
the stones had been thrown. A terrible up- | 
roar followed. 

When matters had calmed down some- 
what it was found Barzilai, a 
member of the chamber of deputies, Sig. 
Cipriani, a Socialist leader, and twenty- 
five others had been wounded during the 
riot. One man was killed outright by the | 
gendarmes’ fire. In addition a gendarme 
was stabbed to death by the rioters. Dur- 
ing the cavalry arge several troopers 
were unhorsed and were trampled upon 
and kicked by their comrades’ horses. 

Later on another sharp conflict occurred 
between the soldiers and a mob in Victor 
Emanuel square. Several persons were in- 
jured and a tror is killed. Alto- 
gether 100 persons \ arrested, Nine 
soldiers and five civilians were wounded.

Fierce Battles Waged Between Work- 
men and Soldiers—The Police Routed. 


Lyons, May 2.—There were three serious 
rday between workmen and 
troops who were called out to help the po- 
lice. The workmen attempted to have a 
parade, although it had been forbidden by 
the authorities, and the police could not 
zope with them. A body of cavalry 
charged the rioters and were met with 
volleys of stones, but the workmen were 
forced to retire. One policeman was badly 
hurt, and a number of arrests were made.

A RIOT IN FLORENCE. 
Arrest of an Incendiary Fol- 
lowed by General Window Smashing. 


Speaker 


FLORENCE, May 2.—A crowd composed 
of about a thousand workingmen met yes 
terday afternoon on the plaza Savano- 
rota. The police and military authorities, 
in anticipation of a disturbance, had occu- 
pied the plaza and its neighborhood with 
strong pickets of policemen and_ soldiers. 
The authorities, however, had determined 
not to interfere with the meeting unless it 
became absolutely necessary to do 
During the progress of the meeting, a 
speaker, whose name is not given, made a 
most violent aud incendiary address, call- 
ing upon the workmen present tomake a 
rush toward the center of the efity, and to 
plunder the houses of the wealthy classes, 
which are situated in that portion of the 
city. 

The police thereupon interfered, and 
after making a short,sharp and determined 
charge into the midst of the crowd, ar- 
rested the man who was making these vio 
lent remarks. A tumult followed, and 
the workingmen began to handle the po 
licemen roughly in an attempt to rescue 
the prisoner. Finally, a squadron of cav 
alry ordered to move on the 
plaza. The troopers then charged upon 
the rioters, causing the latter to rush in 
masses Off the square. Asthe rioters re- 
treated down the neighhoring streets, they 
broke the store windows, right and left, 
along the route of their flight. Several of 
those who were most prominent in the dis- 
turbance were arrested, and the stores 
throughout Florence were hastily closea, 
for it is feared that there may be further 
disturbance.

It is apparent that Italy would suffer 
more from cutting off the oil supply than 
would the United States. Florida and the 
Pacific coast could possibly stand it if the 
Messina oranges and lemons should be 
shut out. There is nothing we import 
from Italy, except statuary marble, which 
we could not get to equal advantage else- 
where; but Italy would miss greatly 
American cotton, tobacco, petroleum and 
breadstuffs. 

Some interesting statistics have also 


been prepared with regard to another great 
exportation from Italy,that is immigrants. 
These have increased far more than other 
products. From 3000 in , the number 
of Italians imported has grown to 52.000 in 
1890. Of this number, are classi 
as miscellaneous; that is, without any) 
definite trade or occupation, most of them 
being set down as “laborers.’’ Nearly 15,- 
000 are given as having no occupation at 
all. This includes, it is supposed, women 
and children. This miscellaneous impor- 
tation is one which the United States 
could well bear to have embargoed.

NOT READY FOR PUBLICATION. 


The Spanish Treaty Awaiting an Exam- 
ination by the President. 

WASHINGTON, May 2.—The Spanish 
treaty, recently negotiated by Special Com- 
missioner Foster at Madrid, is in the 
hands of Secretary of State Blaine. Mr. 
Foster, who arrived yesterday, called at 
Secretary Blaine’s house and with him 
went carefully over the proposed agree- 
ment. Secretary Blaine, however, said 
that he could say nothing whatever on the 
treaty, which is of such a nature as to pre- 
clude publication until the president shall 
have had a look at it. He also declined tu 
state whether or nat the document was a 
treaty or an agreement under the recent 
tariff law. This is an important point to 
be determined, inasmuch as a treaty would 
have to go tothe senate for ratification and 
would therefore run the chances of rejec- 
tion, whereas a tariff agreement such as 
those that have been made with the South 
American countries can be put into opera- 
tion at once by means of 2 proclamation 
by the president. 


Finances in Good Condition, 

WASHINGTON, May 2.—Sveeretary Foster 
in spernking to an Associated Press re- 
porter concerning financial matters, said 
that in his opinion the government would 
be able to take care of all its obligations 
and that in addition to the £236,000,000 of 
bonds already retired by tiis administra- 
6 on, it would, in his opinion, add a con- 
siderable amount in the two years that re- 
main. Concerning the $10,000,000 legal 
tender redemption fund in the treasury 
thesecretary said he did not expect that 
any condition of affairs would arise which 
would make it necessary for the govern- 
ment to touch it. He intimated, however 
that this fund might be used with. 
out legislative action in case of absolute 
necessity to prevent any discredit to ‘gov- 
ernment obligations. 


The Manipur Maasacre. 

CALCUTTA, May 2.—Natives of Manipur 
State that Commissioner Quinton was 
murdered shortly after his seizure by the 
rebels. They say that as the officers were 
leaving the hall where the durbar was 
held, the senaputty gave the signal for the 
massacre, and then retired with the chief,

WHOSE HANDWRITING IS IT? 


Dr. Graves Suspected of Having Directed 
the Poisoned Package to Denver. 


DENVER, May 2.—Investigation into the 


Barnaby murder mystery is being prose- 


cuted vigoruisly. A genuine sensation 


was produced here yesterday when the 


handwriting upon the inscription upon 


the poison bottle was compared with the 
signature of Dr. Graves taken from the 


hotel register of the Gilsey house. 


From Mr. Worrell’s statement, it is clear 


that Dr. Graves used a stylographic pen, 


and his handwriting on the hotel register 
looks unmistakably as if written by a 
Neither the inscription nor 
the signature shows the slightest light or 
shade, and the slope and general style of 


stylographic. 


the handwriting certainly appear similar, 


with the noticeable fact that the writing 
on theinscription is evidently much more 


careful and finished. 

The features that attract attention are 
these: Every “E” in the inscription is 
written in the Greek Epsilon, and every 
“E” in the signature is in the Latin style. 
Every “R’ in the inscription is one style 
and every “R” in the signature another. 
The “I’s” are exactly the same in both 
cases; the ‘‘S” also exactly the same in 
both, especially in the words ‘‘Woods” and 
“‘Graves.”’ There is a resemblance in the 
“T's” and capital “‘P’s,”’ 

The cross on the word “accept” in the in- 
scription looks like one of those thick 
blotches referred to by Mr. Worrell, and 
the mark after the first initial ‘“‘T” in the 
signature also looks like the mark that 
would be made by a stylograph, and not 
the dot of an ordinary pen. 


A “ CHRISTIAN ” 


RIOT. 


Greeks Pillaging Houses of Jews in the 
Hebrew Quarter of Zante. 

ATHENS, May 2.—A dispatch from 
Zante, capital of the Ionian island of that 
name, brings news of a serious religious 
riot which is taking place there. May day 
is observed by the Greek Christians as the 
Greek Good Friday, and part of the cere- 
monies of the day consisted of a proces- 
sion of Christians, which marched through 
the principal streets. The processionists, 
however, were not contented with a peace- 
ful demonstration. When they neared the 
quarter of Zante which is known as the 
Hebrew quarter, the Christians practically 
beseiged that section of the town. 

In order to guard against just such an 
occurrence a cordon of soldiers had been 
drawn up around the Hebrew quarter, and 
upon the refusal of the Christians to re- 
tire in peace, the soldiers fired upon them, 
killing and wounding several people. The 
Christians, the dispatch adds, are now 
pillaging the houses of the Hebrews at 
Zante and threaten to burn the Jewish 
quarter of the town. It is supposed that 
disturbances at Zante have their origin in 
the disturbance which recently occurred at 
Corfu. 


IRISHMEN DISAGREE. 


Parnellites and Antis Have a Spat in the 
House of Commons, 


LONDON, May 2.—The debate on the 
government’s Irish land purchase bill in 
the house of commons yesterday was made 
lively by a spat between Irishmen. After 
several of the McCarthyites had discussed 
the proposed amendments to the bill for 
some little time, Mr. Parnell arose and ad- 
vised them, in view cf the conciliatory 
attitude of the government, to confine 
their debate to the important points of the 
measure in order that the bill might pass 
the house more quickly. Timothy Healy 
retorted that Parnell had been repudiated 
as representing Ireland and declared that 
he would not be guided by any directions 
given by Parnell. Mr. Fitzgerald replied 
that Irishmen still recognized Mr. Parnell 
as their representative and that they would 
never be guided by Mr. Sexton or Mr. 
Healy. 

After this little encounter Mr. Parnell 
said that he was quite indifferent to what 
Mr. Healy might say. He, however, must 
state what he thought was best for Ire- 
land, with no regard as to whether his 
statements exasperated Mr. Healy or not. 


ALL TUMBLING DOWN. 


Number of Endowment Concerns in Phil- 
adelphia Either Stranded or Tottering. 

NEW YORK, May 2.—Three more bene- 
ficial societies have stranded in Philadel- 
phia. They are the Guarantee Beneficial 
association, the Active Beneficial suciety, 
and the Knights of Normandie, beneficial 
orders. These concerns on Thursday be- 
gan torefund to their certificate holders 
either the whole ora large percentage of 
the assessment moneys paidin. There are 
also two other orders, which are on the 
verge of closing upshop. They are the 
Quarterly Endowment society and the 
Mechanics’ Bond company. Both are re- 
turning their moneys to the certificate 
holders who wish to withdraw. Other 
“million a minute” schemes are busy de- 
bating whether they had not better stop 
business in view of a dark future before 
them, and a popular ill-feeling. 


“OLD HUTCH” TURNS UP. 


Was Having a Little Picnic All by Him- 
self in Indiana. 


EVANSVILLE, Ind., May 2.—‘‘Old Hutch” 
was arrested here yesterday, After spend 
ing the day quietly in company with a de- 
tective, no restraint being put upon him, 
he left at 6:10 over the Evansville route 
for Chicago. His actions here would not 
lead one to believe him of unsound mind. 
He drank considerable beer during the day, 
but did not appear to be intoxicated. He 
had been shown various telegrams from 
Chicago, relative to himself, and laughed 
heartily about one from a Chicago detec- 
tive, who said he would be here to take 
him home. “Ill beat that d—d fellow 
home,” was his reply. 


Three Dead, Two Will Die. 

New YorK, May 2.—George Kreamer’s 
fireworks factory at Morrisania was 
burned yesterday afternoon, an explosion 
of powder starting the fire. Three em- 
ployes, all young girls, were caught in the 
building aud burned to death in sight of 
the crowd that had assembled to watch 
the fire. George Kreamer, the proprietor, 
and a 14-year-old girl were horribly burned 
about the body and they will die. The 
loss on the building and stock is about 
#6000; insurance not stated. 


Bothered by the McKinley Bill. 

Boston, May 2.— Liquor dealers are 
somewhat inconvenienced by the workings 
of the McKinley bill. Heretofore all 
licenses grantea by the United States gov- 
ernment expired May1l. Now the year 
begins July 1, and, as a consequence, all 
those who hold a license are obliged to 
come to the collector’s office and take out 
licenses till July 1, and at the latter date 
must come back and get others good for a 
year. 

Blair in Washington. 

WASHINGTON, May 2 —Ex-Senator Blair 
arrived here last evening and will have an 
interview with Secretary Blaine to-day.

cult iire to extinguish, but the firemen 
handled it well, and with a very little 
water, as a shut-off nozzle was used. The

There was some damage by water to 
the walls aud ceilings and to the furniture 
and stock of some of the occupants, 
notably D. Bamford the tailor, who oc- 
cupies theroom below. $200 to $300 will 
cover tho whole loss. 

The origin of the fire is a mystery. 
There was very little rubbish in the closet, 
and not of a dangerous character. The 
theory of an electric wire causing it was 
advanced, but there appears to have been 
no wire in or nearthe closet, and further, 
the current was not on. Suspicious point 
to an incendiary orgin, and anyone could 
have obtained access as a door leading into 
the Granite Manufacturers room was un- 
locked.

Again at 7.25 the fireman were called to 
the Square by an alarm from Box 26, at 
which time the flames were making rapid 
headway in the hay shed and barn at the 
grain store of A. J. Richards & Sons. 
The fire department got down to work 
promptly, Hose 1 laying two lines from the 
Saville street bydrant and one from a 
hydrant on Hancock street, near the 
fountain. These were supplemented soon 
by a line run from the latter hydrant by 
Hose 4, one from a hydrant front of the 
Brackett estate run by Hose 2, and one 
from the Steamer which drafted from the 


reservoir. There was no lack of water or 
pressure and the fize was fairly drowned 
out. 


It gave evidence at the start of becoming 
a conflagration, and the firemen were at a 
disadvantage owing to the dense smoke. 
The Old Colony freight house and also 
several freight cars on the siding were 
threatened, but the latter were moved to a 
safer spot, and the former saved by the 
department. An Old Colony engine sum- 
moned from Boston arrived quickly, but 
was not needed. 

A. J. Richards had upwards of twenty 
tons of hay stored in the shed and barn, 
and although it was not destroyed is 
probably worthless because of the smoke 
and water. Their loss on stock is about 
$400 ; on buildings $800 ; fully insured. 

The origin of the fire is unknown, but is 
thought to have been incendiary. It 
might however have been a spark from an 
engine or carelessness.

WEYMOUTH. 


A Serious Contlagration Averied by Timely 
Aid from Quincy. 

Weymouth had a fire Saturday night, 
and a lively one, which at one time threat- 
ened the destruction of several dwelling- 
houses, the North High School and the 
shoe manufactory formerly occupied by 
A. W. Clapp. 

About 7.30 o'clock a bundle of hay in 
the large stable of E. Bourk on Tremont 
street, Weymouth Landing, was discovered 
to be on fire. The young men who discov- 
ered the fire opened the doors to extinguish 
it, which created a draft, and in an instant 
the stable was a mass of flames. An alarm 
Was sounded, and the department upon 
its arrival finding it had more than 
it could handle, telephoned to East and 
North Weymeuth for help. Before the de- 
partinents from these villages arrived the 
surrounding buildings were threatened, and 
a telephone message was sent to Quincy, 
which promptly responded by sending a 
Steamer and hose carriage. The steamer 
was located near the post office and did 
good service, aiding the home department 
materially, as they were hampered by a 
scarcity of hose.

Among the Quarries. 


One has no idea of the number of men 
employed in our granite industry, nor of 
the amount of work that is being done on 
Quarry street, until he takes a trip through 
there. 

The LEDGER man continued his walk 
through this street on Saturday and was 
surprised at the amount of business that is 
being done. Leaving Frederick & Field’s 
sheds we journeyed westward pass numer- 
ous small sheds, each of which contain one 
man who is busy cutting pavers, which are 
thrown in a heap near his shanty to be 
carted away to our cities. The first quarry 
we pass is that of Fegan « Ballou, and 
then in turn come Erickson’s, Baker's, 
McDonnell & Sons,’ Fallon & Sons,’ Shea’s, 
Merry Mount, Dell's, Craig & Richards,’ 
Reinhalters,’ Churchill & Hitchcock's, and 
many others, all scattered here, there and 
everywhere. Quantities of tools are lying 
around in a promiscuous manner and 
hundreds of blocks of granite in a finished 
and unfinished state. Very little granite 
outside of pavers is cut here, the most of 
it being shipped to the other end of the 
street and to South Quincy. 

Arriving at the end of the street and 
climbing to high ground a magnificent view 
is presented. Looking east, there appears 
on the horizon countless numbers of der- 
ricks and hundred of paths running in 
every direction, and should a stranger try 
to travel through this section at night he 
would doubtless his way, and the 
chances are, that he would fall into some 
of the deep holes, and be dashed to the 
rocks below and meet a horrible death. 

Turning round and facing the west, 
see on the right the pretty village of Wol- 
laston with its many colored houses and 
well kept lawns; then following the horizon 
there appears East Milton and the Blue 
Hills, and as we keep turning, West Quincy 
appears in view, and away in the distance 
the town of Braintree. 

While you stand here almost spell-bound, 
a little puff of smoke is seen, followed a 
few seconds later by a dull report which 
means that a blast has taken place. The 
blasts are frequent occurrences here and 
the workmen outside of those who are very 
near, pay little or no attention to them. 

After feasting your eyes on the scene 
before you, you turn your steps to the east 
and start for home, but you will not go 
many yards before you will have to stop 
and think bow you came up and which of 
the paths you must take to reach the vil- 
however, if you keep at it 
you will soon find your way back, well re- 
paid for your visit and firmly convinced 
that the men who work in these dangerous 
hills earn their money, every cent of it.

He declared that the innermost and 
eternal verities of our nature all men 
have in common, and that his followers 
were to make much of these, while they 
were to make less of their differences of 
possession and attainment. Weakness, 
failure, poverty were to draw us to our 
brother, not drive us from him, for in 
the prevalence of these drawing, uniting, 
loving forces over the sundering and 
disuniting forces lay the hope of our 
race—he called it the coming of the 
kingdom of the Son of Man.—Rey. Dr,

Paris, May 4.—The details of the 
labor trouble at Fourmies has immensely 
heightened the political importance of the 
incident. The fact that six women, sev- 
eral children and eight men were killed on 
the spot, while twenty were seriously 
wounded, several fatally, gives the affair 
the character of a massacre. The soldiers 
were merely exposed to stone-throwing, 
but they replied with successive volleys 
from their Lebel rifles, inflicting frightful 
wounds on their victims. The houses ex- 
posed to the fire were riddled and there is 
every sign that reckless and wanton inhu- 
manity was shown by the troops. The 
local popular commotion is intense, and it 
finds a response in the growing excitement 
in every working center. 

Fourmies is practically in a state of 
seige, cavalry patrol the street, and are 
everywhere greeted with yells of reproba- 
tion from excited of men and 
women. The tension of feeling may be 
judged from the fact that the military are 
hailed with cries of ‘‘Vive Prussia.” 

The funeral of the victims was fixed for 
yesterday, but the enormous number of 
workmen arriving from other iudustrial 
centers caused the government to send re- 
inforcements and toorderthe postpone 
ment of the funeral until to-day. The 
prefect yesterday refused to receive a dep- 
utation asking for the removal of the regi- 
ment that fired upon the crowd. 

A section of the Left and the Socialist 
and Boulangist deputies join in demand- 
ing a vote of censure against M. Constans, 
minister of the interior, as responsible for 
the slaughter. A motion to that effect 
will be made in the chamber of deputies. 
A majority of the Right and Left approves 
generally the measures of repression taken 
by M. Constans throughout the country, 
but will advocate an inquiry into the con- 
duct of the troops at Fourmies. Parlia- 
pentary circles view the affair as shaking 
the position of the ministry. Labor centers 
throughout France are profoundly moved, 
and public meetings here and at Marseilles, 
Lyons and elsewhere are being organized 
to protest against the precipitate action of 
the authorities. 

It is learned that the sub-prefect of Four- 
mies ordered the firing on the crowd. It 
would have been still worse had not the 
mayor risked his life and rushed between 
the combatants and implored them to stop 
fighting. This is the first time that the 
Lebel rifle has been used against human

Doings of Strikers Lead to a Proclama- 
tion of a State of Siege. 

BrussELs, May 4.—The labor disturb- 
ances in the vicinity of Mons and Liege 
continue. Yesterday there was fighting 
between strikers and gen d’armes, both at 
Seraing, near Liege, and at Hornu, near 
Mons, many persons being wounded. The 
situation is critical. 

In the mining districts disorder still pre- 
vails and many telephone wires have been 
cut and windows smashed. Meetings were 
held at Liege, Seraing and other places to 
denounce the action of the Brussels labor 
union, which sent delegates to various cen- 
ters to delay or prevent strikes. At these 
meetings it was decided to disregard the 
advice of the union and coinmence a gen- 
eral strike to-day. state of siege has 
been proclaimed in the villages around 
Liege. 

THE HYDE PARK MEETING. 


Quarter of a Million Workmen Partici- 
pate in a Big Demonstration. 

LONDON, May 4.—The attendance at the 
labor meeting in Hyde Park yesterday 
was variously estimated at from 200),000 to 
300,000, The procession in connection with 
the meeting Sncluded workers at all the 
trades and was miles long. It was inter- 
spersed with bauds and many banners were 
carried. Traffic along the line of march 
was blocked for several hours. John 
3urns, Thomas Mann, the president of the 
Dockers’ union, Benjamin Tillett, the 
Avelings and Mr. Graham, the Socialist 
member of parliament, were among the 
speakers, who were assigned to twelve 
different platforms, which had been 
erected in the park. An identical resolu- 
tion in favor of a compulsory labor day of 
eight hours was moved on all the plat- 
forms. 

Reports from Other Quarters. 

LONDON, May 9.—The principal towns of 
Germany, Holland and Switzerland, were 
yesterday the scenes of demonstrations of 
workmen in favor of the short-hour move- 
ment. In Hamburg 30,000 persons, a 
tenth of whom were the wives and sweet- 
hearts of the workmen, paraded through 
the suburb of Horn, delegates from the 
workmen’s societies keeping excellent or- 
der. In the line were many bands and 
banners, and a number of choral societies 
took part in the procession. After a short 
meeting in the public park, at which ap- 
propriate resolutions were adopted, the 
crowd dispersed and devoted the re- 
mainder of the day to music and dancing 
No disorder was reported anywhere. 

Bother at Barcelona. 

BARCELONA, May 4.—Considerable dis- 
order prevails here. Five petards ex- 
ploded during last night, causing great 
alarm and doing much damage. A_ con- 
flict between the police and strfkers has 
just taken place. Pistol were ex- 
changed. The ringleaders among the riot- 
ers were arrested. 

Dublin Workmen Turn Out. 

Dusiix, May 5.—Ten thousand work- 
men of this city yesterday marched in pro- 
cession to Phoenix park, where they held a 
meeting at which a resolution demanding 
a work day of eight hours was passed.

Some 600 evictions will be made this 
week, in order to make room for the new 
men coming into the region, but labor 
officials say they will be able ts prevent 
the bulk of them from going to work. 


The Situation at Gotham. 

New York, May 4.—Sunday in this city 
was not a day of rest forthe strikers. The 
men met in saloons and on the corners and 
discussed the situation. They say they 
will not give in to the bosses. The Central 
Labor union held a meeting in Clarendon 
hall and delegates from a great many 
trades unions were present. Resolutions 
were passed upholding the strikers. Tbe 
boss framers also held a mecting and de- 
sided to advertise for 700 men. They 
laughed at the report that twenty-seven of 
their number had signed an agreement 
with the strikers. A general meeting of 
bosses will be held to-night. 


The Law Defied. 

Boston, May 4.—The Central Labor 
union voted yesterday afternoon to march 
to Franklin park on the Fourth of July 
ind to hold a meeting there in defiance, if 
necessary, of the city authorities.

HIS SUFFERINGS ENDED. 


Revf Dr. George Bothwell 
with a Cork in His Lung. 

BROOKLYN, May 4.—After two weeks of 
unparalleled suffering Rev. Dr. George 

Sothwell of the Church of the Covenant, 
who inhaled a cork, died at the Brooklyn 
hospital last night. There were at his 
bedside his wife, whom he recognized just 
before his death, Rev. Dr. Stokes, an old 
friend, two nurses and Ambulance Sur- 
geon Young. Allday long the end had 
seemed near and life was only maintained 
by the frequent administration of stimu- 
lants.

She was 
sentenced to twelve years at hard labor, 
and to pay 2000 francs,to the relatives of 
her victim.

TOLEDO, May 4.—Police Court Clerk 
William H. Cook was arrested, charged by 
Mayor Emmick with embezzling $10,000.

It was im- 
perfect, not only because it did not in- 
clude New Zealand and New South 
Wales, but because of the limited powers 
of the council, which could deal directly 
with only a very few subjects, such as 
the Australian fisheries and the service 
of criminal processes in the several 
states; on other subjects, such as patent 
rights, copyright, corporations, etc., 
which were dealt with by the individual 
legislatures, it would only act when they 
had been referred to it by two colonies 
at least, and its action was binding only 
on those colonies that had made the 
reference. There was no executive and 
no judiciary. Under the new constitu- 
tion, so faras it has been disclosed in 
the dispatches from Sydney, this feeble- 
ness of the council and these essential 
features of asound federation are ab- 
sent. 

The constitution is, in fact, closely 
modeled after that of the United States, 
and provides that the powers not ex- 
pressly delegated to the federal govern- 
ment are reserved by the colonies them- 
selves, a principle, by the way, not ob- 
served in the Dominion constitution, 
which provides that the powers not ex- 
pressly reserved by the colonies are dele- 
gated to the central authority. There is 
a senate whose members are elected by 
the legislatures of new states. Their 
terms are for six years. One-half of 
them retire every three years. The 
members of the national assembly are 
elected by universal suffrage for three 
years. They alone have the right to 
originate all tax and appropriation bills. 

The judicial system is unlike the Amer- 
can, because the British government has 
the right to veto its decisions, and the 
executive, instead of being elective as 
in the United States, is appointed in 
Londen. Should this constitution re- 
ceive the approval of all the colonies 
represented in the Sydney convention 
there will be added to the nations of 
the earth a new power, not so great 
as they in point of population, but 
With possibilities that would, if realized, 
more than rival them.

RoME, May 4.—The Green Book on the 
New Orleans lynching comprises twenty- 
four dispatches from March 14 to April 28.

ISOLATE FRANCE. 


TO 


French Ministers Alarmed at the Atti- 
tude of Austria and Germany. 


Paris, May 4.—The movement of the 
German and Austrian governments to 
isolate France commercially begins to 
alarm the French ministers moreseriously. 
Dispatches from the French embassy at 
Vienna state that Germany has opened 
negotiations with Russia with the view 
of arranging for Russian co-operation in 
the projected commercial union. Concert 
with Russia at first sight appears improb- 
able, but under the German-Austria treaty 
provision is made to treat other powers re- 
ciprocally, Both countries can offer Russia 
the benefits of a differential tariff. Swit- 
zerland and Servia will send delegates to 
the Vienna commercial conference. Russia 
has been invited, but has not not yet re- 
plied. A semi official note in yesterday’s 
Freimdenblatt of Vienna proclaimed the 
wide economic and political bearing of the 
German-Austrian treaty and expects that 
other powers will be forced to make simi- 
lar arrangements. Even France, the note 
says, will find it impossible to remain 
isolated and will be compelled to return to 
the treaty system.

WEATHER-CROP BULLETIN. 


A Week Favorable for Farm Werk— 
Good Crop of Fruit Promised. 


CAMBRIDGE, Mass., May 4.—The New 
England Meteorological society, co-operat- 
ing with the United States signal service, 
issues the following bulletin for the week 
ending May 1: 

The week was very favorable for plow- 
ing and harrowing, and that part of farm 
work is far ahead of the average, although 
the high winds have rendered the sowing 
of grass seed and light grains very difficult, 
and the cool weather has made the ground 
too cold for seed. 

There are very few reports of injury by 
frost. Grass is perhaps slightly injured 
in places and some early potatoes are 
nipped, though not seriously. Fears are 
entertained for the fruit buds in southern 
New Hampshire and in central Connecti- 
cut. Peach, plum and cherry trees are in 
blossom in all the southern sections. A 
good crop is promised. 

The prolonged dry weather has had a 
bad effect on the grass. No reports have 
been received as yet of grass being winter- 
killed. 

At Mayfield, Me.,and in northern New 
Hampshire and Vermont farm work has 
just begun, and in places snow drifts are 
yet to be seen. In the southern part of 
those states the work is well along and 
some pastures are fit for grazing. In the 
Connecticut valley in Massachusetts and 
Connecticut a large acreage of potatoes 
and corn is being planted. In eastern 
Massachusetts and Khode Island the tent- 
caterpillers are appearing in large num- 
bers.

IS ROBERT HAMILTON DEAD? 


A Wyoming Guide Professes to Believe 
That He is Not. 


DENVER, May 4.—Thomas Cooper, a well 
known Wyoming guide, has returned 
from Jackson’s Hole, in the Snake River 
valley, the scene of the supposed drown- 
ing of Robert Ray Hamilton, and tells an 
interesting story of the event, which indi- 
cates that there are strong grounds for the 
suspicion held by many people in the east 
that Hamilton is not dead. The apparent 
disinclination of those directly interested 
in the identification of the body to havea 
complete and thorough identification is 
strong evidence that the body found was 
not that of Hamilton. 

Dr. Green, a New York friend of Hamil- 
ton, came to the scene and proposed that 
an examination should be made to seeif 
the body contained any wound or showed 
any evidence of foul play, and the request 
was unheeded, and the body buried as 
found, with clothing, boots and spurs on, 
just as taken from the river. A ranchman 
living in the region, named Davis, whe 
knew Hamilton, claims to have met Ham- 
ilton at Green River after the time that the 
body was found. 

Cooper says Ranchman Davis is willing 
tosweerto having met Hamilton after 
his alleged death, and that he at that time 
announccd his departure for the coast.

Quicker Than Lightning. 
“Quicker than lightning” is a phrase 
colloquially used to express the maximum 


of rapidity. But, according to a contem- 
porary, electricity itself is outstripped by 
that old fashioned machine, the human 
body, by which it appears power can, so to 
speak, be generated in the brain, trans- 
mitted through the nerves and developed 
in the muscles in an infinitesimal fraction 
ofasecond. It is stated that a pianist, in 
playing a presto of Mendelssohn, played 
5,595 notes in four minutes and three sec- 
onds. The striking of each of these, it has 
been estimated, involved two movements 
of the finger, and possibly more. Again, 
the movements of the wrists, elbows and 
arms can scarcely be less than one move- 
ment for exch note. As twenty-four notes 
were playe:l each second, and each involves 
three movements, we would have seventy- 
two voluntary movements per second, 
Again, the place, the force, the time, and 
the duration of each of these movements 
was controlled 

All these motor reactions were condition- 
ed upon a knowledge of the position of 
each finger of each band before it was 
moved while moving it, as well as of the 
auditory effects to force and pitch, all of 
which involves at least equally rapid 
sensory transinissions. If we add to this 
the work of the memory in placing the 
notes in their proper position, as well as 
the fact that the performer at the same 
time participates in the emotions the selec- 
tion describes, und feels the strength and 
weakness of the performance, we arrive at 
a truly bewildering network of impulses, 
coursing along :t inconceivably rapid rates. 
Such estimates show, too, that we are 
capable of doing mauy things at once. 


An Ancient Race. 


Of the builders of ancient mounds and 
other remarkable earthworks found in this 
country we have no real knowledge, but 
popular belief and scientific theory alike 
attribute these works to a race preceding 
the American Indian. Even the Indians 
themselves appeared to regard them as the 
work of some very ancient people. The 
relics of carved stone, elegantly formed 
pottery an«d bronze, silver and copper or- 
naments found in explored mounds indi- 
cate askill and degree of civilization not 
found among the Indians by the first white 
settlers of the country. The Inter-Ocean 
quotes a writer on this subject to the effect 
that the monuments left by the mound 
builders “indicate that the ancient popula- 
tion was numerous and widely spread, as 
shown from the number and magnitude of 
their works, and the extensive range of 
their occurrence; that it was essentially 
homogeneous in customs, habits, religion 
and government, as appears from the great 
uniformity which the works display, not 
only in respect to position and form, but in 
all minor particulars; and that the feat- 
ures common to all the remains identify 
them as appertaining to « single grand sys- 
tem, owing its origin to a family of men 
moving in the same general direction, act- 
ing under common impulses and influenced 
by similar causes.’’ Archzeologists find in 
the mounds evidence of a very different 
state of society from that among the In- 
dians. The Indians were a nomadic race, 
subsisting by hunting: the mound builders 
were apparently an agricultural people. 
Many of the monnds seem to have been 
erected as military works; these would 
only have been needed by an agricultural 
people. 


Alcohol and Tobacco, 

Oliver Wendell Holmes remarks in one 
of his books: 

The older I grow the less use I make of 
alcoholic stimulants—in fact, I hardly 
meddle with them at all, except a glass or 
two of champazne occasionally. I find 
that by far the best borne of all drinks 
containing aleviol. I think, as one grows 
older, less food, especially less animal food, 
is required. 

What do I say to smoking? I cannot 
grudgean old man his pipe, but I think 
tobacco often does a good deal of harm to 
the health—to the eyes especially, to the 
nervous system generally, producing head- 
ache, palpitation aud trembling. I myself 
gave it up many yearsago. Philosophi- 
cally speaking, I think self narcotization 
and self alcoholization are rather ignoble 
substitutes for undisturbed self conscious- 
ness and unfettered self control. 


Population of the World in 1890. 


In the proceedings of the Royal Geograph- 
ical society for January, 1891, it is estimated 
that the population of the world in 1890 
was 1,487,600,000, representing an average 
of 31 to the square mile, and an increase of 
8 per cent. during the decade. Of the con- 
tinents Asia has the largest population, 
850,000,000, and the lowest percentage of in- 
crease, 6 per cent. Australasia has the 
smallest population, 4,730,000, and the 
smallest average per square mile, 1.4, but 
the highest rate of increase during thg de- 
cade, 30 per cent. Europeis the most thickly 
settled continent, with a population of 380,- 
200,000, which is 101 to the square mile. 
The population of North America is esti- 
mated at 89,250,000, which is an average of 
14 to the square mile, and represents an in- 
crease of 20 percent. during the past decade, 


The Growth of a Great City. 


One of the most singular facts about the 
growth of London is its regularity. It has 
been stated that it may be roughly taken 
that every month about a thousand houses 
areadded to London. In August of last 
year 765,577 houses had to be supplied by the 
water companies with water; in September 
that number had increased to 766,797. In 
August of 1889 754,464 houses had to be 
supplied, or 11,113 below the number in the 
same month of 1890. In September, 1890, 
the companies had to supply 10,976 houses 
more than in September of 1889. This ex- 
tension is not confined to any one portion 
ofthe capital, but a preference is still 
being shown for the north and northwest 
suburbs. 


Queer Crabs. 


In ,Bermuda the soldier crab carries 
heavy shells up the hills to puzzle future 
geologists. Another species climbs the 
mangrove trees. A shore crab in the Cape 
Verde islands may “‘be seen running along 
like a piece of paper blown by astrong 
wind.” In Ascension island there are crabs 
which “climb up to the top of Green 
mountain, and the larger ones steal the 
young rabbits from their holes and devour 
them.’’ The famous robber crab of the 
Philippines that cracks and eats cocoanuts 
is itself routed out of its hole and feasted 
on by the wild swine.

Want New Schoolhouse. 

Councilman Warner presented the peti- 
tion of Angus McNeil and 100 others en- 
dorses the action of the Ward Three 
Councilmen in favor of a new school 
building on the ‘* Plains’? instead of en- 
larging the John Hancock. Referred to 
Committee on Public Buildings. 

Hancock Street Culvert. 

The Committee on Sewers and Drains 
recommended leave to withdraw on the 
petition for an enlargement of the Han- 
cock street culvert, believing that it was an 
Old Colony culvert which caused the 
nuisance. Accepted. 

Canal Street Culvert. 

The same committee believed the Canal 
street culvert sufficiently large and recom- 
mended leave to withdraw, on the petition 
to enlarge. Accepted. 

The Browuks. 

The Committee on Sewers and Drains 
recommended that the appropriations for 
brooks, $800, be expended in removing 
obstructions; that the Mayor be requested 
to hold a conference with the Old Colony 
authorities relative to its culvert and ob- 
structions; that an ordinance be framed 
for the protection of the water courses. 

Councilman Newcomb, the chairman, 
said the committee favored spending all 
the $800 on Town and Furnace brooks, 
which amount they knew was very small.

He defined 
the limits of both the Adams and John 
Hancock districts, and said DSoth were on 
the edge of the ward. Relief was wanted 
as much for one as the cther. He spoke 
of the large number crossing the railroad 
track to go to the Adams and the danger. 
The ward did not want an expensive 
building. He thought brick would be out 
of place, and cited six and seven room 
buildings which had been erected at Matta- 
pan, Weymouth and in our own city for 
about $15,000. The expenditure of $500 
for plans would be foolish. To relieve 
the present pressure two good rooms could 
be made in the third story of the John 
Hancock. 

Councilman Jones believed the petition 
presented this evening should con- 
sidered. It was a growing section. The 
primary children had to walk a long dis- 
tance, some a mile. Favored laying order 
on the table. 

Councilman Fallon opposed the enlarge- 
ment of the John Hancock, believing the 
location a very undesirable one. He fa- 
vored new building and moved to recom- 
mit order. 

Councilman Warner hoped the order 
would lay on the table and remain there, 
as he wanted a new building or nothing. 

Chairman Claflin spoke of the crowded 
condition of the John Hancock, saying 
the attic was unfit fora school room.

Sarah Barnwell Elliott Wrote the Story 
Which Has Created So Much Comment. 
Since the story of “Jerry” began last 

June in Scribner's Magazine speculation

“Jerry.” 

Miss Elliott wrote the story three 
years ago, before she went abroad. It 
was not the result, she says, of any 
actual knowledge of such a life as she 
pictures. The hero, Jerry, is purely a 
creature of her imagination, and the 
scenes are drawn from what she has read 
rather than from observation. Her ob- 
ject in publishing the story anonymously 
was that she might get the honest opin- 
ion of the critics, and the result has 
been most flattering. 


SARAH BARNWELL ELLIOTT. 


Miss Elliott is a southern girl. Her 
father was Bishop Elliott, of Georgia, 
and her brother was Bishop Elliott, of 
Tennessee, both of whom are dead. The 
family, before the war, were very 
wealthy. They were related to the 
Barnwells, of South Carolina, for whom 
Miss Elliott was named. 

The Elliotts suffered the common fate 
of most wealthy southerners; their fort- 
unes were swallowed up and they were 
left with comparatively little. 

Miss Elliott was always fond of litera- 
ture, and more than ten years ago she 
wrote a story which Lippincott pub- 
lished in book form, and of which the 
plates are still kept. Later she wrote 
short stories for The Independent, one 
of the best of which was “The Simple 
Heart.” 

Last year she contributed a sketch to 
Harper's called ‘The Ex-Brigadier,” 
which received favorable criticism. Her 
greatest work, however, has been done 
in “Jerry,” and her reputation as an au- 
thor is well assured. Dealing as it does 
With a great issue of the time—the labor 
question—‘‘Jerry” has touched the heart 
of the masses. The hero is a man of the 
people, and the story is essentially for 
the people. Miss Elliott has another 
story nearly completed which will be 
published during the coming year. 

The author of ‘‘Jerry” is not a beau- 
tiful woman, but she is very pleasing. 
She has big, pathetic gray eyes, wide 
apart; her hair is light brown, and her 
speech has the soft southern intonation 
which is always charming. She is 
strong in pathos. and equally strong in 
humor, and she has a quality rare among 
women, she is logical. Miss Elliott is 
at present at her home in Tennes- 
see, but she will return to New York 
during the summer. 

MARGARET MAnrTON. 


President of the World's Fair. 

William T. Baker, who was recently 
elected president of the World's Fair, is 
president of the Chicago board of trade.

merchants, of which he is still the head.

Last year William Baker was caair- 
man of the committee on foreign affairs 
of the Columbian exposition, and out- 
lined all the work done in that depart- 
ment. He is a broad minded man, and 
his election has given great satisfaction. 
He grasped the responsibilities of the of- 
fice from the start, regarding it, as he 
declared in his speech of acceptance, *‘as 
an honor only as the incumbent honors 
it.” Mr. Baker, whose election was unan- 
imous, succeeds Lyman J. Gage, the well 
known Chicago banker, who resigned.

Floral Decoration That Lends Poetry and 
Grace to the Setting of a Feast. 

The fashion of table decoration grows 
every day more varied. The tasteful fancy 
of one hostess is to adorn her feasts with 
garlands of flowers, knotted with ribbons 
of delicate color. Sometimes festoons of 
violets hang about the silver candlesticks; 
sometinies the dishes are wreathed with 
roses, or sprays of white lilac blossoms are 
strewn amid the wax candles. Always 
satin ribbons of pale tints bind the clusters 
of blossoms 

Another giver of dinner parties and a 
collector of porcelains as well brings out 
her dainty cupids, shepherdesses and court 
ladies and flings flowers at their feet—here 
two caruations, there a moss or blush rose, 
a spray of lilac, an orchid. The table is a 
poetic confusion of porcelain figures and 
flowers. At the ends and in the center 
stand magnificent vases. filled with exotic 
blooms. 

The latest Parisiau fashion is to sur 
round the fruit dishes with thick wreaths 
of roses or violets. traceries of flowers are 
scattered over the tablecloth. Heraldic de 
vices, coats of arms, ships, baskets, wagons, 
wrought in flowers, are also seen at fash- 
ionable dinner tables The menus, sur- 
rounded with ribbons, are pin ued on sprays 
of flowers. This abundant use of blossoms 
yives an incomparable poetry and grace to 
the setting of the feast. Wax candles are 
the most refined and soft illuminauts; but 
at some houses lumps are placed on the 
table amid flowers. 

The Souvenir Spoon Fad. 

The fad for souvenirspoons has evidently 
come tostay. It pervades the length and 
breadth of the land and interests men, 
women and children alike There are sou- 
venir spoons jualore, representing not only 
dead but living Ameriéan celebrities, in 
instance of which may be noted the Whit- 
tier, Longfellow, Lincoln and Grant spoons; 
while old towns of historic importance have 
each one or more memorial spoons. 

These souvenirs fortunately biend utility 
with beauty. They are mace in a sufficient 
variety of sizes und shapes to serve as tea, 
coffee, dessert and pup spoons. There are

specially formed spoons for oranges, and 
spoons with fancy bowls for almonds, bon- 
bons, olives and the like. Each family 
may, therefore, collect a fine assortment of 
these souvenirs without feeling that an 
improvident thing bas been done, 

These commemorative spoons furnish a 
never ending fuud for conversation at teas 
and dinners, and greatly please the little 
folk with their object lessons in history. 
Prominent among the New York souvenirs 
are the Liberty and Knickerbocker spoons; 
Washington bas her George Washington 
and White House spoons, while New Eng- 
land is to the front with her Moll pitcher 
and Witch spoons, her Paul Revere, Dex- 
ter, Plymouth Rock and a score or more of 
others. In the cut are depicted several of 
these souvenirs, the ornamentation of 
which is an appropriate explanation of the 
name bestowed upon each. They include 
a spoon for tea, another for bonbons, a 
spoon for oranges, and an after dinner cof- 
fee spoon 


AN INTERESTING 


Puff Paste. 

Puff paste may be made with butter for 
shortening, or by using half butter and 
half lard an extra teaspoonful of salt will 
be required if lard is used. Stir the beaten 
yelk of an egg into half a cupful of ice 
water, and with this moisten the flour, into 
which one-half pound of butter has been 
chopped, making a stiff dough. Use for 
the whole one pound of shortening to one 
pound of flour. Roll out the paste; baste 
with one-third of the remaining butter; 
fold closely and roll out again; repeat the 
process till the butter is used up. Roll 
very thin, and set in a cold place for ten 
minutes before using Brash over with 
beaten egg while hot. 


Washing Cilded China. 

If glass or china has gilding on it, even 
that considered the most durable, wash 
gently in hot water, rinse in cold, but 
never rub with « towel of any kind. Rinse 
thoroughly, turn down on a dry towel to 
drain and dry, and when ready to put up, 
dry, wipe xently with a very soft, thin 
cloth or a piece of silk kept specially for 
that purpose but rubbing or attempting 
to polish will soon tarnish any gilding. If 
through auy carelessness or necident gild- 
ing becomes tarnished. a slight polishing 
with a chamois skin “With a very little 
whiting may be tried, but it is a misfort- 
une when any such cleansing becomes a 
work of necessity 


D_te Sandwiches. 

Cut white or Graham bread in thin 
slices, trim off any hard crust that may 
cling round the edges, butter thinly, then 
spread ou one slice of prepareddates. They 
will need to be gently coaxed, rolled and 
spread with a silver fork to make a smooth 
layer. The dates having accommodated 
themselves to circumstances, cover with 


another thin slice of the buttered bread | 


and press the two sides gently together, 
after the well known manner of sand- 
wiches. Serve while they are newly made. 


Entree of Hashed Mutton. 

Mince an onion and fry it in butter toa 
brown color, add a tablespoonful of flour, 
stir well, pour in enough stock or broth to 
make the sauce, with a dash of vinegar, 
pepper, salt and spicés to taste. Let the 
suuce give a boil, then strain it, and when 
cold putin the slices of raeat, well trimmed, 
of any outside parts, and a good allowance 
of pickled gherkins cut in slices. Let the 
whole get warm by gentile simmering, and 
keep it hot till wanted for table. Serve 
garnished with fried bread. 


STORIES OF BARRETT. 


OPINIONS OF THE DEAD ACTOR'S 
NEIGHBORS IN WALPOLE. 


Where Hoe Used to Recuperate and Where 
He Found His Charming Wife—How He 
Was Regarded dy His Simple Friends 
Near His Country Home. 


Away up in the hills of Norfolk coun- 
ty, nestled among the woods, about a 
mile and a half from the town of 
Walpole, there stands what is now 
known as the Cobb Farm, but at one 
time this was the home of the la 
mented trugedian, Lawrence Barrett, 
and as such it is known for miles around. 

The old settlers delight in pointing it 
out to visitors. These same people also 
love to speak of the good old times when 
Mr. Barrett came home. 

They all speak of the tragedian as 
“Mr.” Barrett. 

In an interview with one aged resi- 
dent of the locality much of the late 
actor's Career was learned. 

“Why, yes; every one in these parts 
remembers the young actor, and also his 
charming wife. It used to be quitea 
time when he returned after a long tour, 
and it was along the shady lanes and in 
pretty nooks in the woods that he sought 
rest and quiet for his overworked brain. 

“But I tell you it did not take him 
long to recuperate. He would have 
hardly been here a week before he 
would be wandering off into the woods, 
book in hand, to study. Come, and I 
will show you one of his favorite spots 
where I have known Mr. Barrett to stay 
for hours, rehearsing his part, with 
nothing but the birds and squirrels for 
his auditors, so far as he knew. But 
many is the time that a few of us neigh- 
bors have stolen down to within earshot 
of the actor and listened to his words. It 
was a great treat for us all.” 

BARRETT IN LOVE. 

In answer to the inquiry as to how 
Mr. Barrett came to reside among them 
the old gentleman gave quite a chuckle, 
and with his face wreathed in smiles, 
said: 

**Why, bless your heart, he fell in love 
with one of our pretty girls. I say one, 
because we have always had many in this 
district. She was a Mary Mayer, who 
lived with her uncle, John M. Mayer, 
who then resided at the old homestead. 

“You see, Mary was a bright, intelli- 
gent girl, who had been given an excel- 
lent education by her father, Philip 
Mayer. He kept a confectioner’s store 
on Tremont street, Boston, and al- 
though Mary lived out here with her 
uncle she frequently visited her parents, 
and there became acquainted with Mr. 
Barrett. They formed a friendship, 
which soon ripened into love, and mar- 
riage was the result. 

“After their marriage they made the 
farm their home. It was here their 
charming daughters were reared and 
educated, and I tell you ‘papa’s’ home 
coming every summer was quite a time 
for the people of the North End. We 
had grand times, and no one appeared 
to enjoy them more than did the young 
and at that time rising actor. 

“He lived among us many years, and 
every one in those days had a kind word 
for Mr. Barrett; he was respected by all 
who came in contact with him. He was 
generous toa fault, and many are the 
people who huve lived throughout the 
year on the bounty he bestowed during 
his short sojourn in the summer months. 
I remember that during one of his visits 
he offered to erect a house for a worthy 
man and his family and pay the whole 
bill. 

“It was his many acts of charity that 
made hiin beloved by the people up here. 
We had stirring times in those days. Mr. 
Barrett and his iriends used to make 
things lively, and his genial, generous 
disposition was in a measure infectious, 
and had a tendency to make every one 
pleasant. 

HIS GENEROSITY. 

“Yes, I have nothing but the most 
pleasant recollection of Mr. Barrett and 
his amiable wife when they lived in 
these parts. 

‘He did for others what few men now- 
adays would do with more money than 
ever he possessed. For years he support- 
ed his mother, his widowed sister and 
family and many people who had no 
claim whatever upon him. He always 
gave largely to any charity, and at times 
going short to do so. I remember his 
sister, Miss Barrett, coming to live at 
the farm, but she soon followed in the 
footsteps of her brother and married Mr. 
Tisdale, one of our townsmen. For the 
newly wedded pair he purchased a $5,000 
house in Walpole. 

‘‘As the summer months began to wane 
Mr. Barrett used to study very hard, 
and you could meet him in the road at 
all times talking to himself. It was at 
these times that Mr. Barrett used to 
cause his friends much anxiety, as this 
hard study was too much for his over- 
taxed brain, and he several times wan- 
dered away. On one occasion he was 
caught just boarding a train at Dedham 
for Boston. having walked the whole 
seven miles with but little cf his ordi- 
nary wearing appure! on. But he always 
came around al! right after a short rest. 

“It was just pie for us country fel- 
lows to get Mr. Barrett to tell us some 
of his experiences while on ‘the road,’ as 
these theater people call it. We used to 
sit on that wall, and Mr. Barrett would 
hand out the cigars, and after we were 
all lit up reel off some fine stories that 
would be well worth printing if I could 
only remember them. 

“TI could tell you lots of good deeds 
performed by Mr. Barrett, but as most 
of the people are still alive it would 
hardly be fair. He was a most effec- 
tionate husband, a loving father and a 
most estimable gentleman, and nothing 
but regrets were expressed when he de- 
cided to leave us for Cohasset; but what 
was Walpole’s loss was Cohasset’s gain.” 
—Boston Globe.

AMONG GRANITE CUTTERS. 


Boston Cutters Not to Strike—A Demand 
Made by Quarrymen of Milford. 

The threatened strike of the granite 
cutters of Boston, has been averted. A 
conference was held at the Quincy House 
on Monday evening between representatives 
of the Granite Cutters’ Union and the 
Granite Manufacturers’ Association, at 
which all differences were adjusted anda 
bill of prices and the hours of labor were 
settled for the season of 1891. 

The result of the conference was ratified 
by the Boston branch of the Granite Cut- 
ters’ Union, at a meeting held in Evans 
hall last night. 

One hundred and twenty-eight quarry- 
men in Milford and vicinity, of branch 42, 
Quarrymen’s National Union, demand 
these prices May 15: Quarrymen $2 a day ; 
hand drillers, $1.80; nine hours for five 
days in a week, and eight for Saturdays, 
and none but union men to be employed. 
The local firms have made no reply. 

The Barre, Vt., quarrymen say they do 
not call for any discrimination. The bill 
they submitted was: 

1. Nine hours to constitute a day’s 
work, 

2. All practical quarrymen shall receive 
twenty cents per hour and upward. 

3. A powder man shall be employed on 
each quarry who shal! receive not less than 
25 cents per hour. 

This bill to take effect May 1, 1891, and 
continue in force for one year. Should 
either party desire a change, three months’ 
notice to be given previous to that date, 
and should no such notice be given, this 
bill to continue in force for another year. 
—Herald. 


SCHOOL COMMITTEE MEETING. 


A Committee of Three on Ward Three 


Accommodations—Salaries Increased. 


The school committee held its regular 
monthly meeting Tuesday evening. All 
members present with the exception of 
Mr. Corthell. 

The business transacted was as follows: 

It was determined to have no public 
graduation exercises of the grammar 
schools this year. 

A committee consisting of Messrs. Claflin, 
Crane and Keith was appointed to further 
consider the matter of school accommoda- 
tions of Ward Three. 

The salaries of Mrs. Corliss and Miss 
Abbie M. Kelley of the Willard school, 
and Miss A. T. Kelley of the Coddington 
school, was increased from $459 to $500. 

The meeting then adjourned to next 
Tuesday evening. 


Novel Law Points i aised. 


Edgar F. Leonard has filed in the Supe- 
rior Court at Dedham a writ of habeas 
corpus in the case of the Commonwealth 
vs. John Crimens, one of two young men 
found guilty of fishing in the Brockton 
reservoir. Mr. Leonard raised some new 
law points never before raised. His points 
are: The hearing in the case of John 
Crimens and William Smith was held be- 
fore Trial Justice Marden at Stoughton 
and was on complaint charging them with 
breaking one of the ordinances of the 
city of Brockton by fishing in the city’s 
réservoir, which is in the town of Avon, 
Norfolk county, and his point is that 
Justice Marden’s court had no jurisdiction 
to try cases arising under Brockton city 
ordinances, one town having no authority 
to make by-laws for another, any more 
than one State can make laws for another. 
Should his client be hereafter tried in the 
Police court of Brockton he will raise the 
point that that court has no jurisdiction 
over an offence committed out of the 
county of Plymouth, in which Brockton is, 
and that at present there is no law to pre- 
vent fishing in the Brockton city reservoir 
in Avon.

Would Lose 82,000,000. 
Editors of Daily Ledger: 

The writer has followed the discussion of 
the water question with much interest and 
now gives the conclusion that he has ar- 
rived at as to the cost of the works con- 
templated under the new bill, and to which 
Quincy must go to obtain a supply of water 
for present use, which will not be required 
for forty years to come. The figures are 
taken from statements made by Mr. Blake 
and from the testimony of the other en- 
gineers before the committee. 

At the second hearing before the City 
Council Mr. Blake said that his preliminary 
work would cost $500,000. This was with- 
out any land or water damages. For one- 
third of the water-shed the towns of Hol- 
brook, Braintree and Randolph must pay 
$60,000, and Quincy must pay for the other 
two-thirds, twice as much, or $120,000. A 
law suit to determine if Quincy could draw 
water from this place would doubtless cost 
$20,000, and thus for this place, with the 
filter gallery, we should pay a total of 
$640,000. 

If the towns of Holbrook, Braintree and 
Randolph should lose their case they would 
drive a bulkhead of planks acress the out- 
let of the pond and cut off the ground flow 
of water, and then the city would be ob- 
liged to adopt the second part of the plan, 
to wit, the reservoir, This must also be 
done if the filter galleries fail to yield a 
million gallons daily. 

All of the engineers agreed upon these 
facts: that there can be made a reservoir 
of 400 acres; that about 300 acres of it has 
a covering of mud and peat of an average 
depth of four feet; that there are about 300 
acres of heavy growth wood; that the 
wood, muck and stumps should be removed 
and that 

The Wood and Muck Must be. 


Mr. Tidd testified to the cost of removing 
muck at Sterling, Mass., at thirty-five cents 
per cubic yard. 

The items of cost would then be about 
as follows: 


Cost of removing wood and stumps 
from 300 acres, at $1000 per 
acre, 

Cost of removing muck at a depth 
of 4 feet on 300 acres, 6,453 
yards per acre, making a total 
of 1,935,900 cubic yards at 35 
cents per yard, 


$300,000 


$677,565 

As much of this must be carted a mile or 
more, the price per yard does not seem un- 
reasonable. The next item is the cost of 
the land taken for the reservoir, 500 acres, 
—we say 500 acres because there must be 
enough land outside of the flow line to 
keep the place clean—at $100 per acre=$50,- 
000; cost of land taken to dump 2,000,000 
yards of muck and stumps on, 100 acres at 
$100 per acre=$10,000; cost of dam, gate 
house, etc., about $75,000. 

A summing up of these items shows: 


Cost of plant for filter gallery 
scheme, 

Land for reservoir, 

Land for dump, 


$640,000 
50,000 


Cost of removing trees and 
stumps on 300 acres, 300,000 
Removing muck, 677,565 


Dam and appurtenances, 75,000 


Total cost, $1,752,565 


The annual fixed charges on this sum 
would be, at six per cent. interest and 
sinking fund for twenty-five years, $105, 
033.90; provided that the city would sell a 
four per cent. bond at par, which is doubt, 
ful. The returns from water rates would 
not exceed $30,000, (see Mr. Blake’s figures) 
making an annual deficit of at least $70,- 
000, besides the cost of operating, which 
would be about $10,000 more. There 
would also be one more item of expense to 
be added, viz.: the interest on the money 
expended while the work of construction 
was going op,—and that would be on an 
average for some four years of at least $20,- 
000 per year, as it is certain that the works 
could not be completed in a shorter space 
of time than four years,—making a total 
cost of the city’s proposed works $2,000,- 
000, a sum that should be spread over the 
next thirty or forty years. RUBE Bars.

NO INDICTMENT IS FOUND 


Against Any One Concerned in the Kill- 
ing, as the Act Involved and Had the 
Sympathy of the Entire People of New 
Orleans—Conduct of Detective O’Mal- 
ley and His Associates Vigorousiy De- 
mounced—At Least Three of the Jury 
in the Hennessy Case Bribed. 


NEw ORLEANS, May 6.—After six weeks’ 
investigation, the grand jury completed 
itslaborson the Hennessy case and the 
killing of Italians at the parish prison, by 
presenting the following special report at 
4:30 o’clock yesterday afternoon: 

GRAND Jury Room, May 5, 1591. 
To the Hon. Robert Marr, Judge of Criminal 

District Court of the Parish of Orleans, Sec- 

tion A: 

When this grand jury entered upon its term 
of service there was pending in section B, this 
tribunal, the trial of nine men, indicted for 
participation in the assassination of the late 
superintendent of police, D.C. Hennessy, on 
the night of Oct. 5, 1890. The enormity of that 
crime, executed at the midnight hour, created 
unusual interest throughout the whole 
country, while in our own city, vitally con- 
cerned in the administration of justice, as 
deeply affecting her social, political and ma- 
terial welfare, the sentiment of the populace 
had crystallized into the concrete form of ex- 
pression that justice be rendered through the 
recognized channels of criminal jurispru- 
dence, that the guilty perpetrators, whoever 
they were, be tried by an impartial jury of 
American citizens, and meet with a righteous 
conviction. 

It is not to be wondered that attention 
should be directed to the trial during the 
many days of its progress, in the selection of 
jurors, the evidence of witnesses, the argu- 
wents of counsel, the charge of the judge, and 
finally concentrated on the twelve men who, 
by virtue of their solemn oath, sat in awful 
judgment on their fellow men. The verdict is 
now of official record, bearing date March 13, 
1891. We cannot be mistaken in the assertion 
that the verdict was startling, amazing, a 
bitter disappointment, shocking to public 
opinion, provoking the repeated accusation 
that some of the jury had been 

Unfaithful to Their Office. 


As the trial neared its termination, it was 
not possible for any observer to fail to realize 
the comments madeon every side, touching 
the action of some members of the jury, when 
the case should be submitted; charges and 
speculation abounded, coupled with the well- 
known cennection of certain parties of un- 
enviable authority, as shown by their presence 
dawy in the court room aud building, arousing 
the suspicion that the most subtle, dangerous 
and powerful influence known to the practice 
of criminal law were being exercised in behalf 
of the defense. These considerations have led 
us to investigate the subject, embracing all its 
attendant conditions and incidents. The in- 
qury has been conducted with the utmost 
diligence, devoid of fear or partiality, with the 
single purpose of fastening the guilt to the 
proper persons and presenting them under in- 
dictment to this tribunal. 

Careful observers testify with special refer- 
ence to the 

Marked Inattention of the Jury, 

as the witnesses submitted their evidence,a 
conduct most unbecoming, and fraught with 
the gravest consequences when the moment- 
ous import ofzthe issue is considered. We are 
led to conclude that the jury undertook to try 
the ease when it was submitted by their own 
estimate of the value of statements made by 
parties not called as witnesses. With strange 
unanimity they dwelt upon what they knew 
by reading and hearsay of certain incidents of 
the assassination prior to the trial, and made 
those the basis of the persuasion for giving the 
accused the benefit of the doubt and conclud- 
ing the deliberations in their favor. 

It is clearly brought out by evidence of the 
jurors that as affecting three of the accused, 
Politz, Scaffetiand Monasterio the jury en- 
gaged in the deliberations in their case some 
four or five hours, attended with intense ex- 
citement, and on repeated ballots the jury's 
vote stood six guilty, six not guilty. This isa 
clearly defined indication of the conviction of 
the jury as to those accused. It impresses us 
deeply, as it must everyone to whom the facts 
arg conveyed, and forees the conclusion that 
the evidence was sufficient to justify the six 
jurors who stood resolute and determined for 
a verdict of guilty, making it well-nigh impos- 
sibleto reach any other conclusion than a 
mistrial These three accused named above 
were probably the unwilling actors designated 
by leaders of the conspiracy to execute a vil- 
lainous partin which they had neither per- 
sonal motive nor interest. 

Bribery. 

Following this investigation, it was quickly 
learned from various sources that talesmen 
had been approached; every clue offered was 
taken up; as a rule, the talesmen who had been 
previously marked out were seen when alone 
or invited away to some secluded or unsus- 
pected places, well designed pretexts guarding 
the real meaning of the talks, but quickly 
leading up to the great trial. Talesmen were 
visited at their homes during the evening or 
early morning, intercepted while on their way 
to the court house, stopped in the corridor of 
the court, and the vile work was deliberately 
carried forward in the court room during the 
trial. There is no possible doubt that such at- 
tempts were made by various parties in the 
service of the defense—entertained by some of 
the talesmen and scornfully rejected by others. 


Indictment of the Conspirators. 


In the attempts to influence the talesmen of 
the Hennessy case no visible act was com- 
mitted,whispered words conveying the insinua- 
tion or directly offering money. This reference 
will serve to show the barriers this inquest has 
encountered in securing evidence, but sufficient 
was offered by voluntary and reliable wit- 
nesses to justify the indictment of six men, as 
follows: 

Thomas McCrystoland John Cooney, with 
D. C. O’Malley,for attempting to bribe a tales- 
man, and Bernard Glaudi, Charles Granger 
and Ferneard Armant,for attempts by each to 
bribe three different talesmen. These parties 
are clearly shown to have been intimate with 
O'Malley, often at his office, informed of all 
doings and were active workers in the jury- 
fixing business generally. 

From the testimony given by the numerous 
witnesses before this grand jury we are forced 
to the conclusion that Dominick C. O'Malley 
is chargeable with a knowledge of and par- 
ticipation in, if not all, of the unlawful acts in 
connection with this celebrated case. Without 
his 

Insidious and Corrupting Influence 
we bejjeve the verdict would have been rad- 
ically different, and, as a natural consequence, 
the tragic occurrence of the 14th of March last 
never would have been recorded. The indicted 
McCrystol and Cooney were reliable and 
trained assistants. 

From the beginning of our investigation, 
there is continuous evidence brought to our 
attention of the

of what is known as the D. C. O'Malley detec- 
tiveagency. It advertises in The Daly City 
Item, and by a signboard at the office, that one 
of the ablest criminal! lawyers at the bar is the 
attorney for the agency. We know for an ab- 
solute fact that the bank account is kept and 
checks drawn in the name of O'Malley and 
Adams, the interested parties being C. D. 
O'Malley and Lionel Adams. Such a combin- 
ation between a detective and a prominent 
criminal lawyer is unheard of before in the 
civilized world, and when we contemplate its 
possibilities for evil, we stand aghast. 

The detective agency has at its command a 


board of perjurers, biackmailers, sub »rners 
and jury tamperers, and hasfor some time 
been an element of discerd in this community 
ind a stumbling block to the administration 
af justice. z 

Make-Up of the Mafia. 

The extended range of our researches has 
developed the existence of the secret organ- 
wation styled “Mafia.” Its officers and many 
of its mambers are now known. Among them 
are men born in this city, of Italian origin, 
using their power for the basest purposes. The 
larger number of the society is ccenposed of 
Italians and Sicilians, who left their native 
land, in most instances, under assumed names, 
te avoid conviction and punishment for 
crimes there _ committed, and others 
were escaped convicts and bandits, outlawed 
in their own land, seeking the city of New Ur- 
leans for the congenial companionship of their 
own class. To-day there are recorded in the 
office of the Italian consul in this city the 
names of some 1100 Italians and Sicilians 
landed here during several years past, show- 
ing the official records of their criminality in 
Italy and Sicily. Hundreds of them are 
among us to-day. We doubt not the Italian 
government would rather be rid of them than 
be charged with their custody and punishment. 

Three Jurors Were Bribed. 

The report says it seems certain that at 
least three of the Hennessy jurors were in- 
fluenced by money. Some of their associ- 
aties have testified that, but for the per- 
sistent efforts of those jurymen, the ver- 
dict would have been very different 
from that rendered. It is certain that the 
special effort of counsel for defense was to 
select for service on that jury such men as 
were the acquaintance and well under the 
influence of O’Malley and his assistants. 
Notably those talesmen who were on the 
ljetective agent’s list. 

Calling attention to the immigrants ar- 
riving at New Orleans from Italy, the re- 
ports say the immigration laws are vio- 
lated, and that the Italian consul himself, 
in a sworn statement before the grand 
jury, charged that nine Italians were re 
xently landed from the steamer Eutella, 
whose names were noton the passenger 

ist. In conclusion, dealing with the 
-ynchings at the parish prison, the grand 
jury say: 

Eight Were Citizens. 

Evidence is before us from official sources 
shat eleven persons were killed in the attack 
on the parish prison. In the careful examina- 
dion as to citizenship of these men, we find 
that eight of them were beyond question 
American citizens, and another had “‘declared 
his intention” in this court, which act carries 
with it the renunciation of allegiance to his 
native country. 

Itisa noteworthy fact in connection with 
the uprising that no injury whatever was done 
to either person or property, beyond the one 
act which seemed to have been the object of 
the assemblage at the parish prison. Wehave 
referred to the large number of citizens par- 
ticipating in this demonstration, estimated by 
judges at from 6000 to 8000, regarded as a spon- 
taneous uprising of the people. The magnitude 
of this affair makes it a 

Difficult Task to Fix the Guilt 
upon any number of the participants; in fact, 
the act seemed to involve the entire people of 
the parish and city of New Orleans, so profuse 
their sympathy and extended their connection 
with the affair. In view of these considerations 
the thorough examination of the subject has 
failed to disclose the necessary facts to justify 
this grand jury in presenting indictments.

Snug Little Sum of $25,000 Bequeathed 
to Him by Mrs. Barnaby. 

PROVIDENCE, May 6.—The last will of 
Mrs. Josephine E. Barnaby, dated Jan. 8, 
1891, and witnessed by Florence M. Wor- 
relland David F. Rose, was filed for pro- 
bate yesterday, having been presented to 
the municipal court by Lawyer Rose of 
Chester, Pa. Afterseveral minor bequests 
of real estate to relatives and friends, the 
provisions of the will are as follows: 

Ten thousand dollars to John Post Rey- 
nolds, cousin of the testatrix; $10,000 to 
Mr. and Mrs. Bennett of Blue Mountain, 
N. Y.; $1000 each to Ann Earle, Mrs. 
Samuel Arnold, Theresa Cole and Mrs. 
Carrigan; $5000 to her granddaughier, 
Florence Conrad; $5000 to her grandson, J. 
B. Conrad: $10,000 in trust to Edward I. 
Worrell of Chester, Pa., then to be paid to 
such persons as said Worrell may appoint; 
#5000 to her daughter Mrs. Mabel Conrad; 
$5000 to her daughter, Maud Barnaby; $#25,- 
000 to T. Thatcher Graves, M. D. 

Theexecutor is directed to place two 
memorial windows in Grace Protestant 
Episcopal church of Providence, one in 
memory of Mrs. Barnaby’s father and 
mother, and the other in memory of her 
daughter Hetty, deceased, and herself; the 
residue of the estate, after provision is 
made for tombstones for her father and 
mother, is bequeathed to Grace church. 
Dr. T. Thatcher Graves is named as the 
executor ofthe instrument. No informa- 
tion has been obtained as to whether this 
will will be contested or not. 


BOYD MUST GET OUT. 


Neb¥aska Supreme Court Declares Thayer 
Governor of the State. 


LINCOLN, Neb., May 6.—Just before ad- 
journment of the supreme court yesterday 
afternoon a decision was handed down in 
the Thayer-Boyd quo warranto case. A 
judgment of ouster was rendered against 
Governor Boyd in favor of ex-Governor 
Thayer, on the ground of non-citizenship. 
The decision was written by Judge Norval, 
Judge Cobb concurring, but Judge Max- 
well dissented. Counsel for Governor Boyd 
will at once apply for a supersedeas for the 
purpose of taking thecase ona writ of 
error to the United States supreme court. 
They claim that the question of naturaliza- 
tion is a federal one. 


Maine Masons. 

PORTLAND, Me., May 6.—The Masons 
grand lodge of Maine met at Masonic hal] 
yesterday, Albro F. Chase of Portland, 
grand master, presiding. The reports of 
the grand officers and committees occupied 
the morning session. Grand Master Chase 
delivered an address, reporting the craft in 
& prosperous condition. The number of 
members is 20,968, against 20,675 last year, 
an increase of 293. The initiates are 835; 
deaths, 302; number of lodges, 192. 


A Venerable Soldier Honored. 

New York, May 6.—A dinner was given 
in honor of Gen. George S. Greene at the 
Century club last evening, the occasion be- 
ing his 90th birthday. Three generations 
of the Greene family present—the general, 
his sons, George S. Greene, Jr., chief en- 
gineer of the dock department, and Capt. 
Francis V. Greene, and S. Dana Greene, 
son of the general’s eldest son, now de- 
ceased.

The American Minister Soon 
to Quit Rome. 


“PERSISTENT QUIBBLING” 


Charged to Mr. Blaine By an Italian 
Newspaper—Death of Barbara Ubryk, 
the Nun Who Was the Innecent Cause 
of the Famous Cracow Riot. 


Lonpon, May 6.—The Rome correspond- 
ent of The Chronicle says that it is re- 
ported that Minister Porter will shortly 
vacate the United States legation there, 
leaving the secretary in charge. 

WASHINGTON, May 6.—No doubt what- 
ever is entertained in diplomatic circles 
that Minister Porter will within a few 
days apply for and receive a leave of 
absence, if, indeed,he has not already done 
so. He will probably wait until he gets 
the fac-simile reproductions of Baron 
Fava’s celebrated translation of Premier 
Rudini’s original demand. Some amusing 
speculation is indulged in as to what use 
the minister will put them to in the wide 
latitude given him by Mr. Blaine. 

RoME, May 6.—The Opinione says: Mr. 
Blaine’s telegram to Minister Porter again 
begs the question. The green book proved 
that the telegram to Baron Fava was com- 
municated in confidence to Mr. Blaine and 
President Harrison. It is regrettable that 
a minister of a great power should persist 
in quibbling whilst the principle at issue 
is unsolved. 

The Opinione calls for earnest and calm 
consideration of the question. 


THE CRACOW RiOT. 


Death of the Poor Nun Whose Sufferings 
Worked Up the Popular Feeling. 

VIENNA, May 6.—Barbara Ubryk, the 
innocent cause of the Cracow riot in July, 
1869, has just died in the insane asylum in 
that city. Barbara belonged to a noble 
family, but became a Carmelite nun. Soon 
after entering the convent she ceased to 
write to her relatives, who lost all trace of 
her. Years afterward one of the brothers 
tried to persuade the religionists to tell 
him what had become of his sister, and 
was given to understand that her name 
had been stricken from the list of the liv- 
ing. 

Not satisfied with this answer, he in- 
voked the assistance of Bishop Galecki, 
who, surrounded by police, forced an en- 
trance into the convent and discovered 
Sister Barbara in a cell ten feet under- 
ground,nearly naked andinsane She had 
lost all power of speech and use of her 
lower limbs. The bishop punished the su- 
perior confessor in the name of the pope. 
Sister Barbara was then 52, having spent 
twenty years in the cell to which originally 
she had been banished for some venial act 
of indiscretion. 

When the facts became known to the 
public, crowds collected in the streets and 
threatened to burn all convents and houses 
of Jesuits. The military was called out 
and riots ensued, which lasted several days, 
and during which many citizens and sol- 
diers were killed and wounded. 


BIG DEMAND FOR SMALL COIN. 


Treasury Officials Have All They Can 
Do to Keep Orders Filled. 


WASHINGTON, May 6.—A number of ap- 
plications have been received by United 
States Treasurer Nebeker for a consignment 
of the subsidiary silver coin, which the de- 
partment has offered to send to anyone 
free of cost for transportation by express, 
in su ms of $200 or more by registered mail 
in packages of $70, in exchange for other 
money. Most of the applications have come 
from banks, and they have asked gener- 
ally for amounts ranging from $500 to 
$1000. The requests are being complied 
with as rapidly as possible. 

The circular offering to exchange the 
coin for other money was issued last Fri- 
day, and judging from the interest already 
manifested the department officials are en- 
couraged to believe thata large quantity 
of the fractional coin will be placed in cir- 
culation. Requests for this ccuin are also 
received and the coin supplied by the sub- 
treasuries. 

There has been a great demand at the 
department for 10-cent pieces, induced, it 
is presumed, by the extensive use of a new 
metallic safe case which has been sold ex- 
tensively throughout the country and 
which can be opened only when filled with 
fifty of the 10-cent pieces. 

A statement prepared at the treasury 
department shows that there was a net de- 
crease of $763,031 in circulation May 1, as 
compared with April1. The items of de- 
crease were: Standard silver dollars, $1,- 
228,192; gold certificates, $5,426,270; and na- 
tional bank notes, $2,026,211. The items of 
Increase were: Gold, $393,931; subsidiary 
Silver, 114,505; silver certificates, $3,300,905: 
treasury notes of the actof July 14, 1890. 
$8,098,281; and United States notes, $1,009 i 
420. During the same period there was & 
net decrease of money and bullion in the 
treasury amounting to $9,914,803, the prin- 
cepal decrease being in gold coin.

WHERE JEWSHARPS ARE MADE. 


A Family of Smiths Do All the Mana- 
facturing Outside of New York. 

The village of Bath-on-the-Hudson, 
though its manufacturing interests are 
few, can boast of possessing the only 
jewsharp factory in the United States 
outside of New York city. Simple as 
the jewsharp is, it requires, nevertheless, 
no little skill in construction. 

The proprietor of the factory in Bath 
is John Smith, and he has perfected him- 
self to such an extent that his work is 
recognized as among the best in the 
world. The factory isa small building 
situated a short distance off Third street, 
and although unpretentious contains 
every facility for the manufacture of 
jewsharps. , 

Twenty years ago, in England, Mr. 
Smith began his apprenticeship at the 
trade. Hearing from friends in this 
country that here would be found a 
better market for the sale of his spe- 
cialty, he determined to emigrate. Ar- 
riving in New York he failed to secure 
employment, and deciding to start in 
business for himself he went to Troy 
and opened a factory there. He was 
but moderately successful in Troy, and 
after a short time moved to Bath, built 
a factory and is perfectly satisfied with 
the location. The Smith jewsharp is 
sold principally to firms in New York, 
Boston and Chicago. These firms sell 
the goods to retailers throughout the 
United States. 

When the factory is rnnning at its 
fullest capacity over two gross a day are 
tcrned out. The busiest time of the 
year is that just preceding the holidays. 
During this season the factory employs 
five people—the proprietor, his two sons 
and two other Englishmen, who live 
near the factory. 

The manufacture of the “sharps” is an 
interesting process, and but few people 
are aware of the large amount of work 
expended in makinga jewsharpof good 
tone. The frames of the instrument are 
not made by Mr. Smith. He buys them 
from afoundry. Upon these frames is 
bestowed the least work; it is in setting 
the steel tongue in the frame and _filing 
the lower portion of the frame to fit the 
tongue thet the most care and skill are 
required. 

The first work done on a jewsharp is 
to place the frame in a vise, file off the 
roughness and taper down the points, so 
that each side presents a sharp edge, be- 
tween which the tongue is to vibrate. 
The mos delicate work then begins. A 
piece of steel wire is cut from a coil, 
hammered flat at one end and left round 
at the other, and tempered with the 
greatest care. The flat end is then set 
in the are of the frame, and then the two 
ends are carefully pressed and ham- 
mered until they come as close as pos- 
sible to the tongue without touching it. 

The round end of the tongue is then 
bentin the form of a right angle, the 
point is turned over, and the ‘harp” is 
ready to be placed in the hands of a 
finisher. There are seven sizes and four 
kinds of finishing—the common, gold 
bronze, lacquered and tin plated. The 
harp can be toned to any pitch. To make 
the tone high the tongue is made small 
and pressed back toward the frame; to 
make the tone lower it is bent forward. 
Mr. Smith is not only a good maker of 
the harp, but can extract quite a little 
music from the little instrument. He 
can also play two at once, which he 
tunes so that they are in harmony, by 
filing the frames. 

When business is rushing Mr. Simith’s 
whole family is pressed into service, and 
each member excels in his or her particu- 
lar work. Mr. Smith prophesies that 
within a few years the instruments he 
makes will be in more general use than 
now. He has once enlarged his factory, 
and expects to do so again.—Albany 
Journal.

When people are brought to- 
vether without care for these similarities 
we know what If their num- 
ber be large enough they invariably split 
up, not by cold exclusiveness, but by 
natural selection, into mutually appre 
ciative groups, of which each member 
has some affinity for the rest. 

Where this instinctive distribution is, 
through smallness of numbers or the 
fussiness of a host, impossible we may 
expect a dull time. All know Bret 
Harte’s tale of a man who had never 
heard of Adam before and asked **What 
was his other name?’ But there have 
been talkers in real life 2lso who had to 
endure much at the hands of the igno- 
rant.—Gentleman’s Magazine.

Nastartiam. 

What is brighter and more attractive 
than a bed or trellis of nasturticms? 
If you wish to grow the plantsin a bed 
it is necessary te get the Tom Thumb 
varieties, thatdo not grow over a foot 
high. It always seems to us, however, 
that the nasturtium’s essential beauty 
lies in its climbing habits, and that the 
new hybrid dwarf varieties are not as 
attractive as the vines. If the nastur- 
tium seeds are planted now in a box of 
sandy loam and set in a sunny window, 
and transplanted when the ground is 
settled, they will begin to blossom early 
in the summer. 

If you wish abundanceof blossoms you 
must pick off a great many of the leaves 
and never allow any flowers to go t 
seed. -A very beautiful variety of flow- 
ers can be obtained by planting “‘scar- 
let,” dark maroon and yellow nastur- 
tiums together. They will not always 
remain exactly as they were planted, 
but the variety obtained in specimens 
blotched and striped with the different 
shades is very attractive. The leaves 
and some of the flowers of the nastur- 
tium, mixed with a large proportion of 
lettuce, make a very acceptable salad. 

If you wish to raise the seed vessels 
for pickles it is better to raise the regu- 
lar vegetable garden vines for this pur- 
pose alone. ‘The seeds of the new orna- 
mental varieties are not any better for 
pickles, and if the flowers are allowed to 
drop and the seed vessels mature it ex- 
hausts the vines so much that they do 
not give such an exuberant wealth of 
bloom as they do when the flowers are 
picked off as soon as they fade.—New 
York Tribune. 


Central Park’s “Cranks.” 

“Some pretty odd sights might have 
been observed on the commons here dur- 
ing the past winter,” remarked a Central 
park policeman the other day as he met 
a half dozen croquet players coming to- 
ward one of the upper east side gates. 
“Now, would you believe it, there have 
been as many as a round dozen sets of 
croquet played here on some of the cold- 
est days of the past winter? Croquet is 
not a game that calls for any considera- 
ble exertion, but there are many clubs 
in this vicinity, and the elder players, 
especially those who have passed at 
least a half century of years, and who 
are known as croquet fiends, play all the 
year round. The old chaps come out 
here bygdied up in fur coats, and are as 
regular as clockwork. 

“Then we have had lawn tennis play- 
ers when the ‘lawn’ part of the business 
was soft and slushy. Camera fiends— 
men and women—have been here at all 
hours of the day and night to photograph 
the lake, the trees, the driveways and 
other scenes. Tis is a great place, and 
all kinds of people turn up here—even 
dead men.” And the policeman whistled 
“Annie Rooney.”—New York Telegram. 


New Remedy for Scurvy. 

A Russian correspondent describes a 
new utilization of the Brown-Sequard 
lymph, which is said to have been suc- 
cessfully carried out in a hospital of 
Odessa. One of the patients was an ag- 
gravated case of scurvy, which had stub- 
bornly resisted every mode of treatment. 
The superintending physician resolved 
to try an experiment on the patient, and 
injected into him a quantity of Brown- 
Sequard’s lymph. Ina week there was 
marked improvement, but when the in- 
jections were stopped the patient re- 
lapsed. The medicine was then applied 
again for three weeks without intermis- 
sion, and at the end of that time the pa- 
tient was declared convalescent. It is 
stated that the lymph was produced at 
the laboratory of the physician who so 
successfully used it, from the organs of 
domestic rabbits.—New York Commer- 
cial Advertiser.

A dispatch from Charlotte, N. C., says 
that the other night Engineer Dillon, of 
the Danville, Macksville and Southwest-

First, Engineer Blake never estimated 
the preliminary cost would be $500,000.

The claim that Braintree, 
Holbrook and Randolph took only one- 
third of the water shed will be something 
new. Further it has not paid $60,000 and 
never may. The $20,000 law suit is hardly 
probable. 

Until it is known that the filter gallery 
would draw from Great pond, the talk of 
driving a bulkhead amounts to little. 

tegarding the future supply, no such 
estimate was given by any of the engineers 
as to the cost of clearing the new reservoir. 
One of the engineers did estimate it at 
$800,000 to clear the reservoir, but upon 
cross-examination he said it was not abso- 
lutely necessary to clear it all. When it is 
considered that he was an expert witness 
for the compaay, his evidence may be biased. 
The reservoir may never be needed, and 
therefore should not be included in the 
estimate. The total amount of the bonds 
which the city can issue under the act is 
but $400,000. If a large reservoir should 
be needed later, it is offset by the fact that 
such would be the case if the present works 
were bought. 


The LEDGER has reason to believe that 
last night’s burglaries in Wollaston were 
committed by parties who do not live very 
far from that place. The Backus grocery 
store burglary a short time ago, was plainly 
the work of novices and boys. All of the 
other burglaries, notably that of the Record 
residence showed that the work was done 
by amateurs. In this burglary, entrance 
was gained through an unlocked window, 
similar to last night’s burglaries. Wollaston 
is infested with a crowd of hoodlums and 
the sooner they feel the strong arm of the 
law the better it will be for the community.

Sewerage Assessments. 

The city engineer of Lynn in his annua 
report says concerning proper and equitable 
sewer assessments: Evidently the theory 
of ‘level assessment” is well founded. 
An estate connected with a brick sewer 
costing perhaps $10 per linear foot ordi- 
narily receives no greater benefit than 
another connected with a pipe sewer cost- 
ing $l per foot; therefore the assessment 
on the former should not exceed that on 
the latter. In other words, assessments 
for defraying the cost of a sewerage system 
should be distributed over the entire district 
sewered, and be so apportioned that all 
estates therein should contribute equally 
for equal benefit. An estimate presented 
ina former report of the City Engineer 
(1888) apparently demonstrates that as- 
sessments should be equivalent to at least 
$2 for every foot of street frontage. 
Owing to great variation in shape and 
depths of lots in this city the frontage basis 
alone is inequitable. Areas should also be 
regarded, making a dual basis for ap- 
portionment. 

If the assessments on the new basis 
should appear onerous, they might in ex- 
treme cases be temporarily suspended; in 
others be collected in annual apportion- 
ments, but all should bear interest at some 
reasonable rate and constitute a lien upon 
the estate until paid.

Insanity is Curable. 
The position taken by Dr. Stearns, of 
the Hartford Insane Asylum, that insanity 
is curable in a large proportion of cases is 
one which deserves the most serious at- 
tention. It would be impossible to over- 
estimate the effect in cases of mental de- 
rangement of the popular belief that the 
brain once ill can never be really brought 
again toacondition of health. Sanity is 
one of the most delicate of conditions, and 
it is also one of which a right understand- 
ing isof the most profound importance. 
So much might be done by the encourage- 
ment of a belief that insanity is not an 
incurable disease, that it would be far bet- 
ter toerrin too greata confidence in the 
result of proper treatment than in an over 
fear of the disease, such as undoubtedly 
exists at present. Many persons have 
probably been hurried into insanity simply 
through fear and from an overwhelming 
feeling that aid in cases of brain trouble is 
beyond the skill of medical science. The 
great advances which alienists have within 
a generation made in their art is certainly 
a strong argument in favor of the ground 
taken by Dr. Stearns, and the views ex- 
pressed in his address at Washington last 
week cannot fail of attracting wide and 
earnest attention throughout the country, 
—Boston Courier.

Dies of Pneumonia. 


A NOTED PHILANTHROPIST. 


| An Honorable Reputation Firmly Estab- 


lished Both at Home and Abroad—A 
Brilliant Writer and a Friend to All 
Who Were Oppressed. 


Boston, May 7.—Gen. J. F. B. Marshall 
died yesterday at his home “Kendal 
Green,” in the town of Weston, of pneu- 
monia, after an illness lasting abouta 
week, at the age of 72 years and 9 months. 
He was born in Cherlestown and was a de; 
scendeut of acelebrated divine named Ken- 
dal. His father was at one time president 
or cashier of a Charlestown bank. The 
son entered Harvard college, but owing to 
trouble with his eyes was compelled to 
abandon his studies while in the sopho- 
more class. A trip abroad was advised by 
his physician, aud about 1838 he embarked 
on a sailing vessel for the Hawaiian Islands 
by way of Cape Horn. 

He engaged in business there and so at- 
tached himself to the eovernment and peo- 
ple by his genial manners, intellizence and 
integrity that he soon took a high social 
position, which he aiways retained. He 
continued in tae wiolesale dry goods busi- 
ness in Honolulu for several years, being 
associated with the firm of C. Brewer & 
and best-known 
houses connected with the Hawaiian trade, 
which had branch offices there and in 
Boston. He served four years as &@ mem- 
ber of the Hawaiian parliament, taking an 
active partin giviug form to the liberal 
constitution granted to his people by 
Kame ieha TL 

Aficx several years’ residence in Hono- 
lulu, Mr. Marshall went to Kanai,a neig 
ind, where he assisted in the es- 
iarge and valuable sugar 
plantation at Lehui. In 18#4, whea Lord 
George Paulet, on behalf of the British 
government, seized the islands and took 
possession of them fer the crown, hoisting 
the English flag, Mr. Marshall was

After residing abroal for about twenty 
years he returned to boston, and on the 
breaking out of the Rebellion was 
appointed by Governor Andrew paymaster 
of the state, which office he held during 
the war. He next became associated with 
Samuel C. Armstrong, president of the 
Hampton institute, Virginia, in the 
management of that school, of which he 
was treasurer for many years. 

Again, on account of the failure of hig 
eyes, Gen. Marshail had toabandon a work 
on whick his heart was set, and returning 
to Massachusetts with money he had 
earned in business, he bought a little 
estate in Weston which he beautified and 


adorned and named Kendal Green, in 
commemoration of his distinguished 
ancestor. He became a member of the 


Channing club and an active participant 
in its Indian work. 

About three years ago he was made su- 
perintendent of the Montana Industrial 


School fer the Crow Indians. and under 
his charge it has become a most flourish- 


ing institution. He also took great inter- 
est in the Tuskegee school in Aiabama for 
the education of colored people, and re-

Christ’s Second Coming. 

Professor C. A. L. Totten, of Yale, in 
speaking of the publication of his recent 
mathematical calculation, says: 

“Some papers have published that I 
predict the end of the world within this 
century. They mistake. That is their 
error, not mine. I don't think that the 
end will come for a million years, and I 
have not made any prophecy about it at 
all. What I did declare was that a ma- 
thematical calculation founded on Bibli- 
cal truths proves beyond peradventure 
that the Messiah will come again before 
the year 1900. I don’t mean by this that 
I believe the millennium will begin in 
1899. I think that is a thousand years 
away. Isay simply that at his second 
coming Christ will make the world bet- 
ter, as he did at bis first.” 

Professor Totten is a lieutenznt in 
the regular army and is detailed as a 
military professor in Yale university. In 
his prophecy regarding the second com- 
ing of Christ he says: 

‘A generation in the true Biblical 
sense is three score and ten years— 
seventy years—and so the fifty-seven 
generations traced through the geneal- 
ogies in the Old Testament equal 
8,990 ears. Hence the fifty-¢ighth 
generation begun with 3,991 (year of the 
world). The hours mentioned in the 
vineyard parable are each 153 years. Mul- 
tiplying these by the twelve hours, we 
have 1,836, which, added to 3,991, equals 
5,827 years of thé world and the com- 
pletion of the vineyard parable. The 5,- 
$95} years since the birth of Adam will 
see the bridegroom, who, of course, is 
none other than Christ himself. Now, 
what is 5,895} A. M. in our A. D. years. 

“Herod ordered all the innocents of 
two years and younger to be put to 
death, and in a very short time after 
that the eciipse of the moon took place. 
It took place in the year 8898, according 
to Josephus, and Herod died in that year 
too. Now Herod limited his order to 
children of two years, because about two 
years before that the Mungi informed 
him of the birth of the Saviour. So 
Christ was born about two years before 
the eclipse, and the death of Herod oc- 
curred two years before 3998—that is, 
3,996. Now subtract 38996 (birth of 
Christ) from 5895} A. M. to find the A. 
D. year, and you have 18993 A. D., or in 
March, 1899, the bridegroom will come 
and awaken the foolish virgins.”"—New 
Haven Letter. 


A Puzzle for London, 

An extraordinary ffair at Tooting, a 
suburb of London, tas caused great ex- 
citement. A retired gentleman named 
Wargrave, aged fifty-one, hus been lying 
in bed since March 4, being to all appear- 
ancesdead. The local authorities nat- 
urally asked why he had not been in- 
terred, to which his relatives said they 
were afraid to bury him lest he prove to 
beinatrance. It appears that a while 
ago Wargrave expressed the wish that, 
should he ever be found lying in bed un- 
conscious and apparently lifeless, his 
burial be delayed as long as possible, as 
a few years ago he was supposed to be 
dead and all preparations for his funeral 
had been made, when he recovered eon- 
sciousness just in the nick of time. The 
authorities are puzzled and may delay 
interment until the signs of dissolution 
are apparent. In the meantime the 
facts have got abroad, and the residence 
of the unfortnnate gentleman is sur- 


rounded by curious crowds.—London 
Letter. 


Where the Census Is Unreliable. 

The female age returns of the census 
cannot be regartied as more than ap- 
proximate. The extent of the falsifica- 
tion of ages of girls and women cannot, 
of course, be stated, but the tables for 
the age period twenty to twenty-five are 
probably the least to be depended upon. 
It is invariably found on examining the 
tables of successive censuses that the 
young women aged from twenty to 
twenty-five are considerably more nu- 
merous than the girls aged ten to fifteen, 
ten years earlier, of whom they are pre- 
sumably the surviving remainder! It 
has been observed, too, that there is a 
tendency to exaggeration on the part of 
old persons uncertain of their age; and 
of the 141 persons wio claimed centen- 
arian honors at the last census it is 
doubtful whether many of them had 
completed the hundredth year of life.— 
All the Year Round. 


A Faithful Express Messenger. 

There was a hero in the accident on 
the Dostou and Albany railroad near 
Westfield Monday night. It was known 
that the safe in the express company’s 
car contained * $50,000. It is a common 
occurrence for big sums to be carried, 
but on this night the amount was larger 
than usual. Perhaps this was the motive 
for the attempt to wreck the train. At 
any rate Express Messenger Howard, of 
Buffalo, took this view of it. When his 
car left the track he remained at his post. 
He drew two revolvers und held the car 
against all comers. He would not allow 
even the conductor to enter.—Albany 
Journal.

LONDON, May 9.—Yesterday’s cabinet 
council, which was prolonged over three 
hours, discussed Lord Knutsford’s reply to 
the memorial which the Newfoundland 
delegates presented on Wednesday,and the 
more momentous question of the period 
of the dissolution of parliament.

Governor Bulkeley and Lieutenant Gov- 
ernor Merwin File Their Answers in the 
Quo Warranto Proceedings. 


_ NEw Haves, May 9.—Attorney Will- 
iam C. Case of this city, acting for Gov- 
ernor Morgan G. Bulkeley and Lientenant 
Governor Samuel P. Merwin, filed the 
answer of those two gentlemen tc the quo 
warranto proceedings brought by Luzon 
B. Morrisand Dr. Alsop in the superior 
court yesterday. Like theother occasion, 
the court room was filled, but neither 
Governor Bulkeley nor Mr. Merwin were 
present. 

In his answer Governor Bulkeley claims 
that he,and no other person,is the true and 
lawful governor of Connecticut, and that 
the court should be bound to take judical 
notice of that fact and dismiss the proceed - 
ing. Then hesays the general assembly 
of Connecticut, at its January session,1889, 
by joint ballot elected him to be governor 
for the the term of two years and until his 
successor should be duly qualified. Then 
he goes on to state that he still acts as gov- 
ernor because no successor to him in the 
office of governor has yet been chosen end 
duly qualified to hold such office, and no 
person can be vested with the office of goy- 
ernor of Connecticut until he has been 
duly declared governor by the general 
assembly of Connecticut and qualified ac- 
cordingly. 

The answer goes on to state that Luzon 
B. Morris did not have a majority over all 
and that on account of the manifest mis- 
takes in the face of the returns, it was 
impossible to tell who,if any one, had 
been legally chosen governor. Concluding, 
Governor Bulkeley denies that he usurps 
the office and says that he uses said office, 
its rights and dignities, by warrant and 
authority of the law, and asks to be dis- 
missed by the court of and from things 
charged upon him in this information. 
‘ith the exception of the change of 
e Gen. Merwin’s answer is exactly the 
same. The plaintiffs will have all reason- 
able time to make what reply to the 
answer they see fit.

QUINCY MAN KILLED. 


While on His Way to Visit Relatives in 
Vancouver, B. C. 


A despatch in this morning Globe, dated 
Sudbury, Ont., May 10th, says: 

The Pacific express from Montreal for 
Vancouver, while running at high speed 
near Straight lake, 50 miles from here, 
yesterday afternoon, came upon a rather 
serious bush fire. 

The engineer slackened his speed, but 
not quick enough to come toa stop before 
reaching the place where a 20-foot-high 
trestle had crossed a creek. 

The fire had completely burned away the 
trestle, and the engine tender, mail and 
baggage cars, with two colonist cars, the 
latter partly full of immigrants, crashed 
into the chasm. 

Luckily the bridge was only about sixty 
feet long, and the engine, tender, mail and 
baggage cars filled the gap, the colonist 
cars tumbling upon top of them. 

The engineer and freman escaped with 
slight bruises, as did the baggaze and mail 
car men. 

The immigrants, among whom were 
many women and children, were nearly all | 
more or less bruised, and one named Mc- 
Alpin of Quincy, Mass., was killed. 

Two of the cars which fell upon the burn- | 
ing timbers of the bridge caught fire and 
were entirely destroyed, there being several 
narrow escapes of people imprisoned in the 
colonist cars. 

The first-class cars, sleeping car and 
dining car, although the occupants were 
pretty severely shaken up, did not leave 
the track. 

The escape of the immigrants was al- 
most miraculous. 
returned to Quincy. 

The place where the accident took place 
is fifty miles west of here, on the begin- 
ning of the Lake Superior section of the 
Canadian Pacific railway and in the heart | 
of the famous Sudbury nickel mining dis- 
trict. The injured passengers, except one 
who is very seriously hurt and whose name 
cannot be learned here, were sent on to 
Port Arthur and Winnipeg in parlor cars. 
Physicians were sent from here and Port 
Arthur to the wreck, and all that was pos- 
sible was done for the injured. 


McAlpin, or James MacAlpine as his 
correct name is, has resided in Quincy} 


some five or six years and was employed 
by the Glencoe Granite Co. as a tool 
sharpener. Last week he drew $100 from 
the local lodge of the 
left Friday morning for Vancouver, B. C. 
to visit relatives and had nearly reached 
his destination when he was killed. 

He was abont thirmy years of age anda 
steady young man, highly respected by all 
who knew him. He was unmarried. 

The accident luckily took place in broad | 
jaylight. Had it been during the night it 
would hardly have been possible to rescue 
the passengers in the colonists’ cars from 
being burned to death.

CHEMICAL TREATMENT. 
What the Sewerage Work in Worcester 
Costs Annually. 


It costs the large city of Worcester, 
which treats its sewerage chemically, about 
$22,500 a year, which amount it is thought 
will diminish rather than increase. That is 
for treating 3,000,000 gallons a day. The 
cost of chemicals is included in this esti- 
mate. Lime costs $7 a ton and alumina/| 
$21 to $23. There are at Worcester’s works 
a superintendent and eight men. Four 
men work days and four nights, changing 
off every fortnight. The labor costs $11,000 
to $12,000 a year. 

There is one somewhat general impres- 
sion regarding sewage works or sewage 
fields that a visit to this station will destroy, 
isan annoying or 
ffensive smell about it.

Bait for Desirable Tenants. 

There is at present greatrivalry among 
the owners of flats and tenements in the 
struggle to secure as tenants the thou- 
sands of families which at this season 
each year seek new quarters. The rapid 
growth of the city’s population has been 
more than equaled by the number of 
flats and other dwellings erected during 
the past few years, with the attendant 
result that desirable tenants are at a 
premiuin.

Uncle Sam’s Vessels Will Try 
to Find the Itata. 


OUR RIGHT TO SEIZE HER. 


A Search Reveals Interesting Precedents 


for Such Action—No Nation to Make 


Formal Complaint, Waiving All Ques- 
| 
tions of International Law. | 


WASHINGTON, May 11.—The navy de- 
partment has sent the Charleston, the 
Baltimore und the San Francisco to sea in 
quest of the Chilian vessel Itata. 


The Charleston is understood to have 
left San Francisco Saturday afternoon, | 
and the other vessels, now at Chilian | 


ports, have also started out to intercept 
the Chilian should she elnde the Charles- 
ton. 

The commanding officers of these vessels 
have been instructed to bring in the Itata. 
They have been instructed to use discre- 
tion and judgment, however, in the 
seizure. 

This warning arises from the possibility 
of the Itata being joined by a battleship 
of the ir Should the Charleston 
find the Itata, no hostile action is antici- 
pated; but if the Chilian vessel reaches the 
southern Pacific, where the belligerents 
are likely to give her protection, there 
might be

To guard against a‘purposeless destrue- 
tion of the American vessels and the death 
of officers and men, the department leaves 
the commanding officers of the various 
vessels at their own discretion. 

With three vessels at sea, and a fourth, 
the Mohican, under orders at Mare Isl- 
and, Cal., to proceed to sea, the naval 
authorities Will attempt to take the run- 
away Chilian. 

There is reason to believe that there is 
some hope entertained by government of- 
ficials that the Itata did not start at full 
speed for Chili. 

There is a strong suspicion that she is 
lurking somewhere in the neighborhood of 
San Diego, waiting an opportunity to get 
the arms from the schooner. 

Naval officers in Washington who are 
conversant with the coast of Lower Cali- 
fornia say that it is likely that the schooner 
Robert and Minnie may have deposited 
the rifles intended for the Chilians on some 
of the small outlying islands near the 
coast, and that the Itata procured them 
there instead of taking the chances of 
sighting the schooner at sea, as this was 
the most practicable scheme,and moreover 
would not tend to suspicion by the United 
States authorities, as would be the case 
should the schooner be seen lurking on and 
off the coast. 


The Itata 
isan iron screw propellor ship of 1200 tons, 


and was built in England in 1873. She 
has compound engines of antiquated 
make, and is probably not capable of 


steaming more than nine or ten knots an 
hour. She was formerly owned and oper- 
ated by the Chilian Steam Navigation 
compaay, and how she came into the hands 
of the insurgents is not known here,unless 
she was seized by them at the beginning 
of the insurrection. 

The United States vessels in Chilian 
waters are the Baltimore and the flagship 
Pensacola, with Rear Admiral McCann in 
command. The San Francisco, when last 
heard from, had left Peru, and will likely 
join the Baltimore and Pensacola early 
this week. With the Charleston, the ad- 
miral would have under his command the 
three finest shipsof the new navy, besides 
the Pensacola, the best of the wooden class 
in the service. With these four ships it is 
not anticipated by naval officers that much 


opposition would be met with should the 
United States see fit to capture the Itata, 
even should she be reinforced by the best 


ships of the urgents, 

The varying opinions in official minds 
here as to the legal status of the escaped 
Chilian vessel Itata are gradually merging 
into the belief that the vessel 


Can Be Recaptured Legally 

on the high seas by any of our naval ves- 
The precedents which are coming to 
light seem to establish this right. One 
of the most recent cases occurred during 
the last war between Nicaragua and Guate- 
mala. 

The steamer Mexico was supplied with 
arms and menin an American port and 
sailed for Guatemala. She was pursued 
by a Unitea States vessel, captured in 
Guatemalan waters, brought to New Or- 
leans and accused of violation of the neu- 
trality laws. Judge Brown in a long opin- 
ion fully tained the right of seizure, 
under such circumstances, and went even 
beyond the contention of the state depart- 
ment. 

Again, during the rebellion at Colon, a

posed to have on board the insurgent 
leader who had ordered the burning of 
Colon. She was many miles out in the 
high seas, but the naval, vessel captured 


her and brought herinto a United States 
port. The vessel was subsequently re- 
leased on the ground that she was a recog-

Sustained the Right of Seizure 
under the circumstances. 

During the last Haytien rebellion, Minis- 
ter Preston was successful in causing the 
detention of four vessels fitted out for hos- 
tile operations. is*said that there 
is ample precedent for seizing the Itata on 
the high seas; for aside from the question 
whether she has violated the neutrality 
laws, it is clear that she has violated sev- 
eral other United States laws. She sailed 
without clearance: she kidnapped the 
United States marshal, and she has no 
national standing. Moreover, the govern- 
ment of Chili, the only government there 
known to our government, has requested 
her seizure, so that, waiving all questions 
of international law, there is no nation to 
make formal complaintif the vessel is 
taken. °

States man-of-war Omaha steamed out of 
the harbor yesterday and after passing the 
heads, stood out to sea in a southwesterly 
course.

TIRED OF JAIL LIFE. 


Two Prisoners Make a Bold 
Break for Liberty. 


THEY HAD OUTSIDE HELP. 


Still at Large, 
Their Track—A Tough Character Almost 


Succeeds in an Attempt to Escape from 


a Vermont Prison. 


Newrort, R. I., May 11.—There was a 


bold break at the Newport county jail in 


this city during Saturday night. James 


W. Phenix, alias ‘““Blood and Thunder,” 
Michael Conway, alias James Foster, 
awaiting trial for burglary, escaped and 
are still at iiberty. Both have been im- 
prisoned a number of weeks, and both are 
believed to be old hands at the busi- 
ness, The police have been scouring 
the country for miles around, and have 
secured a clue, but have not yet found the 
men. 

The jail is a stone building, the front be- 
ing used for the private apartments of the 
family of the jailor. In the rear is the cell 
room, separated from the front portion by 
a thick wall and iron door. It is not cus- 
tomary to visit the cells during the night. 
Everything was all right when the lights 
were turned down inthe corridor at 9:30 
Saturday night, but at 7 o’clock yesterday 
morning, when the cell room was visited, 
it was found that these two men had es- 
caped. The police and the sheriff were 
notified, and the night men were called on 
duty. Chief of Police Turner notified the 
police officials at Providence, Fall River, 
New Bedford and Bristol, by telephone. 
Officers were sent in teams to Fall River, 
to the north end of the island,and to patrol 
the railroad tracks. Two other men are 
in jail, but they profess to know nothing 
of the escape beyond hearing a noise about 
3 o'clock. 

The cellsin which Phenix and Conway 
were confine adjoined each other, on the 
lower floor. 

Three Bars Were Cat 

from the door of each cell, being cut at the 
bottom and wrenched away at the top. 
Steel knives, edged like saws, were used. 
These were found ou the floor of the jail 
corridor. The openings made measured 
TéxI4!y inches. The men passed through 
these to the corridor. They had evidently 
been at work at night for some time, the 
cuts being covered with blacking to con- 
cea] them in the daylight. 

To escape from the corridor, a barina 
rear window was cut. 
at the bottom for a number of years, and 
the men cut it half thorugh at the top,then 
wrenched it off and raised the window. 
The screen on the outside was cut away, 
probably from the outside. The holes in 
the window bar and screen are about 103¢x 
14'¢ inches. There is a long drop from the 
window to the ground, and the men prob- 
ably were assisted from the outside. 

The officers who drove out on the island 
obtained a clue. At Tiverton Bridge it 
was learned that a white man and a 
colored man crossed the bridge about 11 
o'clock, after the oflicers who drove to Fall 
River had passed. These are believed to 
have been the men. It is thought that 
they went toward New Bedford instead of 
Fall River. A police officer reports that 
about 340 yesterday morning he saw two 
men running rapidly up a side street of the 
city. It was too dark and foggy for him to 
distinguish them. The theory of the police 
is that these were the men who had just 
escaped; that they ran up the hill, pro- 
cured a team from a friend, drove out the 
island, over the beaches and along the east 
shore until their horses were tired or they 
thought it best to walk. They crossed the 
bridge at Tiverton, as seen by the man 
there, and made for New Bedford. 


SLEEPS IN A DUNGEON. 


Plans of a New England Jack Shepard 
Nipped in the Bud. 

Woopstock, Vt., May 11.—Robert Fit- 
ton, who is notorious throughout New 
England and eastern New York for his 
daring exploits in defiance of the law and 
the courts, has added q new sensation to 
the long list standing to his credit. On 
April She was confined in jail here, by 
order of Judge John W. Rowell, for con- 
tempt of court. 

About ten days ago Fitton arranged an 
exchange of cells with another prisoner, 
thus securing an outside cell in which was

Since the night of 
the discovery he has been kk cked into a 
dungeon at night.

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CLERKS’ PENSIONS. 


A New Scheme for the Benefit 
of Government Employes. 


A TEST OF ARMOR PLATES, 


Twenty-One Shots Fired Against a Nickel 
Steel Plate Without Injury—The Balti- 


more Political Scandal Soon to Be 
Ventilated. 
WASHINGTON, May 11.—The Sunday 


Herald says: A movement is on foot in the 
various departments of the government 
located in this city to establish which 
might be termed a comparative pension 
scheme for the benefit of those clerks 
who, through advanced age or physical 
disability incurred by their service for the 
government become unable to attend their 
duties. By afund established through a 
small monthly deduction made from the 
salary ofeach clerk, those sick or aged 
would receive a pension during the time 
of their disability, or for life when regu- 
larly retired by the action of an authorized 
board. 

It is suggested that a percentage of gal- 
ary of each government clerk be depos- 
ited in the United States treasury, to be 
held there in trust, asa fund to pension 
those regularly retired, agd to pay a stated 
amount to those temporarily disabled. For 
some tigpe this idea has been talked of ina 
general way, but it is understood that 
definite steps are being taken to put the 
matter on firm footing, with the intention 
of carryingit into effect. Statistics are 
being tabulated to ascertain the number 
of clerks it would affect, the number of 
years of service of each, those entitled to 
retdrement, and the total amount that 
would be obtained by a2 per cent. reduc- 
tion of the salaries. 

It is very probable that with these facts 
in hand, and the sound arguments the 
clerks can present in favor of the plan, a 
bill will be submitted to the next congress 
legalizing this action. It is claimed by 
those interested that 

Congress Caunot Oppose the Bill, 

as they ask no money or aid, but simply 
the legal sanction of that body. The num- 
ber of clerks of an advanced age who are 
retained in the departments simply be- 
cause of their faithful service for many 
years is very large. They have outlived 
their actual usefulness, and are allowed to 
remain only forthe reason that if dismissed 
they would be in actual want. 

With the pension these could be retired 
with the result that the number of pro- 
motions all along the line would be very 
large. A clerk receiving a salary of $1200 
Would be obliged to pay annually $24, but 
the very fact that he pays this amount en- 
ables a man to be retired, and the one who 
pays his dues is promoted to a $1400 posi- 
tion. Thns, the clerks assert, by giving 
$24 he makes $176. It is understood that 
the movement the sanction of the 
president and government officials. 


ARMOR TESTS. 


has 


Brilliant Success of Nickel Steel and the 
Harvey Treatment. 

WASHINGTON, May 11.—There has just 
been completed at Annapolis proving 
ground a test of American armor plates of 
even more importance than the ceiebrated 
trials of September last. Five experi- 
mental plates, all made by Messrs. Car- 
negie, Phipps & Co. of Pittsburg, were 
tried. Each plate was eight inches high, 
six feet wide and three inches thick. 

The five plates included one of simple 


two of nickel steel, untreated, one of a 
higher percentage of carbon than the 
other; and one of nickel and steel treated 
by the Harvey prccess, 

In order to.graduate the trial to the 
thickness of the plates, a six-pounder 
Hotchkiss rapid-fire gun was used, firing 
Carpenter forged steel armor-piercing pro- 
jectiles, with a striking velocity of 180 
feet per second. This was 150 feet velcc 
ity more than sufficient to perforate steel 
plate of the same thickness as those fired 
at 

Twenty-one were fired at each 
plate. The untreated simple steel plate 
was wrecked. Nearly every projectile 
passed clear through it, and the cracks 
extended in every direction. 

The untreated nickel steel of lower car 
bon did better on account of the greatcr 
tenacity imparted to the metal by the 
nickel alloy. The plate was not cracked, 
but a larfe number of projectiles succeeded 
in getting through it, while others re- 
bounded badly broken up. 

The untreated nickel of higher carbon 
was not cracked, and the greatest penetra 
tion was about three inches, bulging thic 
back of the plate. Only one projectile did 
that well. The others rebounded broken. 

The all steel, treated by the Harvey pro 
cess, was somewhat cracked, but the pene 
tration was insignificant, only two projec- 
tiles getting in that far. Many of them 
were shattered on the surface. At the con- 
clusion of the firing the plate broke into 
fowr pieces. 

The nickel steel treated by the Harvey 
precess was practically uninjured after

a SIMPLE CONVENTION. 


_ 


Provisions of the Commercial Arrange- 
ments Made with Spain. 


MADRID, May 11.—John W. Foster, the 
American reciprocity envoy, having failed 
in his negotiations for a general treaty be- 
tween Spain and the United States, sug- 
gested a secret treaty, which also failed to 
meet the approval of the Spanish ministry. 
He therefore agreed to conclude a simple 
convention on the basis O’Donnell pro- 
posed for a treaty. This convention neces- 
sarily comprises a double tariff—the first 
commencing July land enduring till the 
Spanish treaties with other powers are an- 
nounced in July, 1892, when the second 
comes into operation. The convention 
provides for the free entry into the United 
States of sugar, honey, cocoa, coffee and 
skins from the Spanish West Indies; to- 
bacco and iron ore paying the duty ex- 
acted by the new United States tariff. 

In exchange, Spain’s colonies in the 
West Indies are to receive American coal, 
ice, wood, boots. shoes, fresh and salt 
meats and fish, either free or under small 
duty; while butter and drippings are en- 
tirely exempt, and the duty on flouris re- 
duced from $3.50 to $1.50 a barrel, with the 
same reduction on corn. The tariff on 
dry goods and husbandry machinery will af- 
ford the United States no material advan- 
tage till 92, because any privileges accorded 
will be reaped by Great Britain, France, 
Germany and Belgium,under “favored na- 
tion” treaties, thus injuring Americans’ 
future interests. Competent authorities 
ealculate that Cuba will suffer a re 
duction in customs receipts of $500,000 
monthly, under the convention. 


BURNED TO A CRISP. 


Woman 110 Years Old Commits Suicide 
Rather Than Go to the Almshouse. 
HAZELION, Pa., May 11.—Grandmother 

Connelly, aged 110 years, the oldest resi- 

dent of this region, was burned to death in 

her little home at Beaver Meadow Satur- 
day night. She had no living relatives, 
and for twenty years past lived upon the 
charity of the people of the village, refus- 
ing to gotothe almshouse, of which she 
seemed to have a great dread. Recently 
she became sv weak that she could not 
leave her bed, and it was proposed to move 
her to the almshouse, where she would re- 
ceive good care. The old lady suspected 
the arrangement, and, rather than submit 
to the supposed indignity, she set fire to 
the bedclothing upon which she lay, and 
was burned to a crisp. 


DUMPED INTO A CREEK. 


Express Train Goes ‘Through Vire- 
Eaten Trestle Bridge. 

Suppury, Ont., May 11.—A Pacific ex- 
press on the Canadian Pacific met with an 
accident near Straight Jake, fifty miles 
west of here. Bush fires had partially de- 
stroyed a trestle bridge over a creek and 
the train was too close when the fire was 
discovered to permit the engineer to stop. 
The engine, baggage and mail cars and 
two colonist cars went into the creek. A 
man named McAlpin, from Quincy, Mass,, 
was killed, and five passengers injured, 
one seriously. Two of the cars took fire 
from the debris of the bridge and were de- 
stroyed. The first-class sleeping and din- 
ing cars did not leave the rails and none of 
the occupants were injured. 


EIGHT HOURS A DAY.

Indiana Supreme Court Makes a Deci- 
sion of Interest to Workmen. 

INDIANAPOLIS, May 11.—The supreme 
court of Indiana has sustained the new law 
limiting a day’s work to eight hours. The 
complainant in the case, John Griswell, 
testified that he had worked forthe Noel 
Flour and Feed company ten months for 
the agreed sum of $1.25a day; that during 
that time he was kept busy eleven hours a 
day. When he was discharged he de- 
manded pay for extra hours. Under the 
court’s decision he recovered the amount 
claimed. The court holds that unless there 
Was an expressed agreement to the con- 
trary, employes who are required to work 
more than eight hours a day must be paid 
extra. 


GENERALITIES OBJECTED TO. 


New Orleans Sheriff and His Deputies 
Want the Grand Jury to Speak Up. 
NEW ORLEANS, May 11.—The grand jury 

has decided to take immediate action ona 

communication from Sheriff Villere and 
his deputies, asking for an investigation 
of his office. Thé charges made by the 
grand jury in the lynching case of indffer- 
ence and sympathy with the defense of 
the Italians made against them, they 
claim, are too general, and they request 
the grand jury to give names and specific 
charges, so that all will not rest under the 
same imputation. The grand jury has 
adjourned for that purpose. 
Dynawiters Captured. 

BrusseLs, May 11.—Many arrests have 
been made for intimidation in Liege and 

Charleroi, and domiciliary searche 

resulted in the discovery of a quantity of 

explosives. Gen d’armes arrested three 
men in the Ougree forest, near Liege, yes- 

terday while they were busy charging a 

bomb with dynamite. 


End of a Life of Shame. 

New York, May 11.—Edith Raymond,23 
years old, an inmate of a house of ill-re- 
pute, committed suicide by taking lauda- 
num. She came from Boston only a few 
weeks ago and her connections in that city 
are said to be highly aristocratic. She is 
said to have a husband and two children 
in Boston. 

Nine-Story Building Destroyed. 

NEw York. May 11.—A fire in the whole- 
sale grocery house of Francis H. Leggett 
& Co., at the junction of West Broadway, 
Franklin and Varick streets, late yester- 
day afternoon, did about $400,000 damage, 
which is well insured. The fire originated 
on the top floor of the nine-story building,

DEVOTED TO EDUCATION. 


The Busy Life of Richard Gilmour, Late 
Bishop of Cleveland. 

Richard Gilmour, Roman Catholic 
bishop of Cleveland, died at St. August- 
ine, Fla., recently after a brief illness. 
The right rev- 
erend gentleman 
was a native of 
Glasgow, Scot- 
land, where he 
was born Sept. 
28, 1824. His par- 
ents, who were 
Scotch Presbyte- 
rians, emigrated 
to Nova Scotia 

RICHARD GILMOUR. when Richard 
was a child and afterward settled in 
Pennsylvania. The boy early developed 
a fondness for books, which was fostered 
by his parents. His mind was attracted 
to Roman Catholic doctrines owing to 
the kindness of a priest in assisting him 
in musical studies, and young Gilmour 
began to fit himself for the priesthood 
when he was twenty years old. He was 
ordained by Archbishop Parcell in Cin- 
cinnati in 1852. 

Bishop Gilmour made rapid advance- 
mentin the church. His first mission- 
ary labors were in southern Ohio and 


Kentucky, where he built several 
schools and churches. In 1857 he was 
given charge of St. Patrick's, Cincin- 


nati, where he erected a school which 
became one of the fi: buildings of 
the kind in Ohio. Later he was made 
professor in the seminary of Mount St. 
Mary’s of the West, and subsequently 
became pastor of St. Joseph’s at Dayton, 
O., where he remained until called to 
the bishopric of Cleveland in 1872. After 
his accession to the episcopacy Bishop 
Gilmour devoted himself largely to the 
interests of Roman Catholic education. 
He was especially interested in parochial 
schools, and prepared a series of text 
books to be used therein. He founded 
The Catholic Universe of Cleveland in 
1874. Among his literary works were a 
collection of hymns, a Bible history and 
“School Recreations.”

He was 
admitted to the Bayard mansion, and 
his engagement to Miss Ellen Bayard 
soon followed. He was of a very genial 
nature, and was not only popular in 
diplomatic circles at Washington, but a 
general favorite everywhere. He was 
naval architect at the shipyard of Har- 
lan & Hollingsworth. 

During recent years a series of be- 
reavements have befallen ex-Secretary 
Bayard. In a short period he lost his 
first wife, his eldest daughter Katherine 
and a brother and a sister.

THE VIGOR and unanimity with which 
the more influential journals in Massa- 
chusetts of both political parties have 
criticised the claim recently made upon 
the state by a lobbyist named Davis for 
$14,000 in return for alleged services in 
securing the passage through Congress of 
the act to refund the direct tax of 1861, is 
a significant result of the frequent dis- 
cussion during the last two years of the 
lobby and its methods. A few years ago 
such a claim might have escaped general 
notice, now it is openly denounced. Pub- 
lic discussion and general knowledge of its 
methods and members are the most danger- 
ous enemies the lobby has to meet. When 
once it is closely watched its power is pfo- 
portionatlly crippled ; when it is made, as 
last year, the subject of legislative enact- 
ment and legal penalties, a stigma, slight 
perhaps, but impossible to efface, is at- 
tached to it and to its members. Mean- 
while its critics and opponents are fast 
growing in number and courage. For the 
suppression of the lobby is not a question 
of political expediency, but of the perma- 
nence of honest government itself.— Boston 
Commonwealth.

BRAINTREE ALL RIGHT.

The Observer’s Editorial Comment on the 
Action of Friday’s Town Meeting. 


The impression having gone abroad and 
we are not sure but the same impression 
| has settled down on the minds of not a few 
|of the people of Braintree, that the town 
has gone so far wrong ; been so much and 
is still, so much involved in law-suits, that 
the heading of this article, when it 
meets their eyes, will prompt them to 
enquire what we mean when we say that 
‘‘Braintree’s all right.’’ Of course the 
heading of the article isa comprehensive 
one, but surely we are not expected to make 
the assertion, which it conveys, to mean 
and include everything, which concerns 
Braintree and in which Braintree, as a 
town, is concerned. Among the lawsuits 
in which the town is involved, there is only 
one to which we intend to refer, in what 
follows, and to that one alone the 
heading of this article applies. The par- 
ticular lawsuit we have in mind and intend 
to talk about, is the lawsuit still pending 
between the mill owners and the towns of 
Braintree, Randolph and Holbrook. Well, 
we think we hear some one ask, what com- 
fort can you get out of that suit, and seeing 
that the town is mulcted in a large amount 
by the award of the Auditors in that suit, 
how can you show that ‘ Braintree’s all 
right’’ in that suit anyway. We do not know 
what disposition will be made finally, of 
the suit, for as we have already said it is 
still pending in the courts, and we want 
it understood that what we propose to say 
about it, we do so on our own responsibility 
and for a purpose which will immediately 
appear. 

It will be remembered that when the 
Auditors before whom the suit was first 
prosecuted, made their award of damages 
due the mill owners, the announcement 
created comparatively little excitement in 
Braintree, among the people. This quies- 
cent or acquiescent condition of public 
feeling was noticed, more particularly, to 
characterize our leading men and principal 
tax payers. Briefly stated the reason for 
this mood of mind on the part of those 
specially mentioned, was that whatever 
the decision of the Auditors in the suit 
might be, the town of Braintree would be 
all right. In order to understand the 
reason for their confidence and indiffer- 
ence to the result, it is only to be remem- 
bered, what was the object of the mill 
owners in instituting the suit. Was it not 
undertaken by them to prove the value of 
their individual water privileges in the 
waters of Great Pond. This was the de- 
liberate and voluntary purpose announced 
and contended for at the beginning and 
throughout the prosecution of the suit by 
the mill owners, individually and collec- 
tively. Hitherto the determining the value 
of the mill privileges had been a complete 
farce as shown by the amount of the 
award given the mill owners by the Board 
of Auditors. But now there cannot be a 
shadow of a doubt entertained either by 
the mill owners, themselves, or our Board 
of Assessors as to what the value of these 
ame privileges are, today, the highest 
legal authority in the State having estab- 
lished their value beyond cavil. 

This then is the ground for the “ indiffer- 
’ to the result of the suit, which we 
have noted, that the decision of the Audi- 
tors increase the taxable value of the mill 
privileges on the Monatiquot river from 
somewhere about $32,000 up to nearly 
$196,000. Now supposing that the town 
of Braintree pays its share which is the 
third part of $52,000 or $58,000 including 
legal interest, the increase of taxes de- 
rived from the increased value of the mill 
property, which is all in Braintree, will 
return to Braintree the amount paid out 
in fifteen years. ‘‘ Braintree is all right.”

BEST WAY. 


Garbage Should be Burned in the Kitchen, 


THE 


Say the Health Commissioners. 


The report of the health commissioners 
of Boston on the garbage problem will be 
of interest. The question of how best to 
dispose of the garbage of cities, the health 
commissioners say, is engaging the atten- 
tion of sanitary officers all over the country. | 
The old method of feeding garbage to cows 
and pigs, and of scattering it upon the soil 
or burying it, are no longer looked upon as | 
conforming to the laws of health. The} 
feeding of such material to milch cows has | 
been prohibited by an act of the Legisla-| 
ture, and the meat of animals fed upon it 
is known to be less wholesome as food for 
man than the flesh of animals fed upon 
other food. 

The nuisance which is occasioned by 
garbage upon the premises, awaiting the 
arrival of the collector, in the streets while 
it is in transit, or in the hen-yard, pig-pen 
or other place of deposit, in the suburbs of 
the city where it has been drawn by the 
farmers, has been the cause of many com- | 
plaints, and it is undoubtedly, continued 
the health commissions, a menance to the 
health and comfort of the people wherever | 
it is found. | 

It is now quite generally agreed that | 
burning is the best and safest means of | 
disposal, and that this should take place 
before decomposition has advanced so far as 
to cause a nuisance. Several forms of patent 
crematories are already in use for this pur- 
pose in other cities, and organized compa- 
nies are zealous in their efforts to secure | 
contracts to furnish the apparatus or to 
deal with the garbage; but the board of 
health, while favoring the burning of this 
material, is not ready to advise the use of | 
expensive methods. 

It now costs the city of Boston, the com- 
missioners state, more than $100,000 a 
year to collect and lodge this material at} 
the several depots from which it is sold. |

This one is accompanied by 
a letter received from one of a host of cor- 
respondents, whose interest has been ex- 
cited by Mrs. Key's timely suggestions. 
That Jady speaks out very plainly her 
opinions on this topic, and her frank sug- 
gestions that American women should set 
about putting an end to the arrogant ex- 
tortions of our kitchen autocrats, in the 
interest of domestic felicity, are well 
worthy earnest consideration and deserve 
to be acted upon forthwith. There is an 
earnestness about what Mrs, Key says that 
is quite refreshing and invigorating: 


To the Editor of the Transcript: I thank 
you for the publication of my letter in last 
Saturday’s Transcript, bearing on the above 
interesting and increasingly important 
topic, and venture to address you again 
very briefly, believing that something 
practical, useful and helpful to the tor- 
mented and harassed howsewives of this 
city and neighborhood can, may,and will be 
done in the direction inticated and out- 
lined in my previous communication. 

Judging from the innumerable 
made upon me and others received through 
the mail during the present week as the 
result of my suggestions, I find I was not

wrong in supposing that there must bea 
good deal of interest in the topic under 
discussion, and an earnest desire to see 
something done with a view to solving the 
problem. Ladies and gentlemen, as heads 
of households, completely bewildered as to 
what is best to.be done to put an end to 
‘kitchen autocracy,’’ have appealed to me 
for help and advice, after unburdening 
their minds, and my only regret is that I 
cannot, single-handed, undertake to rescue 
them from the dilemma in which they find 
themselves. 

What I suggested was the organization 
of a movement for procuring good English 
domestics by prominent ladies of Boston— 
some of those who are always ready and in 
every way competent to take in’ band and 
carry through to success any movement for 
the bettering of society and the ameliora- 
tion of the suffering of the people. Many 
have suggested that I should take the ini- 
tiative in such a movement, and they 
would gladly assist mein every way. But 
I scarcely feel myself, as a foreigner, in a 
position to assume the role of leader, 
coupled with the fact that my home and 
family—numbering eight children—need 
just about all my attention, if I am to con- 
tinue to sustain myself in that position of 
absolute independence of all high, mighty 
and incompetent domesti. autocrats and 
despots in which I have always thus far 
been, and propose to remain, unless some 
unforeseen mishap shall prevent. 

However, what experience I have had in 
this work, and any suggestions I am capa- 
ble of making, are at the service of those 
who will take the initiative. I am satisfied 
that something can be done, and the modus 
operandi I shail be pleased to talk over 
with ladies who may feel like taking right 
hold and doing something useful in this 
direction. I know of nothing much more 
conducive to domestic infelicity than the 
aggressiveness, incompetency and extor- 
tions of those who, in this country, would 
pass for good domestics; and surely the 
bread-winners of our families—our hus- 
bands, fathers and brothers—compelled to 
rush and tear and dig and delve, to hustle 
round from morn till eve, day after day 
and year after year, in the busy whirl of 
modern American commercial life, are en- 
titled to some consideration and thought. 
Let the wives, mothers and daughters be 
determined that be set 
right, and J have no fear whatever of the 
The remedy is in their own hands, 
and I am mistaken in my estimate of 
American women if they don’t apply the 
remedy.

should be glad tolenda hand. I have an 
Irish girl now at $4 per week, who is good 
enough in a way, but inclined to be dirty 
in her personal habits,and I should be 
glad to bounce her if I felt sure I could 
get a good English girl to put in her place. 
Like you I have lived in England, and 
know what English domestic service is 
like. The truth is, American women spoil 
their girls, and make them think domestic 
work is menial, because they don’t like it 
themselves. The majority of American 
girls would rather act as clerks ina fish 
store, if shut upina glass case, than do 
any work about a house. 

I said that American women spoil their 
girls. We have two in our street. One of 
them is giving her kitchen girl lessons on 
the piano; another is foolish enough to do 
anything her girl tells her to do—makes her 
elaborate and costly presents—in fact bows 
now before her at all times !

PLEASED WITH THE VERDICT. 


The Braintree Observer's Editorial Com- 


ment onthe Welch Case. 
Mr. Daniel Potter of South Braintree, 
was the foreman of the jury that tried the 
Welch manslaughter case at Dedham aris- 
ing from the railroad accident occurring 
at Quincy, terminating last week, in a dis- 
agreement of the jury, eight being for ac- 
quittal and four for conviction, of Welch 
for manslaughter. That further disposition 
of the case depends upon the Government, 
some think, and their thinking has ap- 
peared in some of our daily papers, that 
| the case will never appear in court again, 

While we profess to be pretty well ac- 
quainted with the nature of the case, bav- 
ing been at the scene of the lamentable 
and disastrous accident five minutes after 
occurred, and witnessed the harrowing 


sight presented, we have never since Welch 
was arrested, and while his trial was going 
on, made any comments on the case in the 
columns of the OBSERVER, but now we 
are free to say that we are well pleased 
| With the disagreement of the jury and the 
great probability there is, that no further 
prosecution of Welch will take place. It’s 
a peculjar case, as against Welch, who was 
charged with and tried for manslaughter. 
The term manslaughter means in law, the 
killing a person without malice prepense, 
as in a sudden quarrel, a meaning that has 
no application to the case of Welch, at all. 
Even according to the primary signification 
of the term, murder, or the destruction of 
the human species, it don’t hold, for he 
could have neither malice nor an intention 
to destroy anyone, least of all, the lady 
whose death he was charged with. A 
“mistake? could have preferred 
against Welch,but not a criminal intention; 
hence, the charge of manslaughter against 
Welch falls to the ground and cannot be 
sustained. 
We think that the poor man has suffered 
enough ; that the ends of justice, as far as

he was concerned in the bringing about of 
the accident, has been met; that the 
example which has been made will be 
salutary and effective, and that the reign 
of railroad ‘* jacks” is ended.

English Friendly Societies. 

The returns of some of the large 
friendly societies for 1890 are now com- 
ing in, and notwithstanding the in- 
creased expenditure caused by the in- 
fluenza epidemic in the early part of the 
year, the figures in most cases show 
large increases, both in members and 
funds. The Ancient Order of Foresters, 
numerically the largest, with its 700,000 
members, added 17,587 to its number 
and £159,303 to its funds, bringing the 
reserve capital up to £4,500,000. This 
society appears to be rapidly ‘leveling 
up” its actuarial deficigncy, the returns 
showing that a proportion equal to 73.4 
of its m are now paying graduated 
contributions according to age, as against 
five years 2go. 
anchester Unity of Odd Fellows 
comes slightly behind the Foresters in 
respect to numbers, but occupies far and 
away the front rank of all societies in 
wealth, its invested capital reaching the 
magnificent amount of £7,250,000. 

The He: of Oak, the largest cen- 
tralized socicty without branches, has 
been advancing of late years by leaps and 
bounds. Its annual report shows that in 
1890 it added 10,000 to its membership, 
which now numbers 140,000, and £76,000 
to its funds, totaling its reserve capital 
up to £1,157,518. This society admits no 
one to its membership over thirty years 
of age, and is chiefly recruited from the 
ranks of small shopkeepers, clerks and 
skilled artisans. 

In the aggregate these three societies 
total up an adult membership of 1,500,- 
000, with 144,000 juvenile members anda 
gross invested capital of over £13,000,000. 

The great burial collecting societies 
constitute quite another class, at the 
head of which stands the Prudential, 
with assets worth £12,000,000, and which 
claims to have 9,000,000 policies in force. 
The Prudential is a joint stock limited 
company, which began with a capital of 
£2,500 about forty years ago. A few years 
since this grew to £200,000. According 
to a statement recently made by Sir Her- 
bert Maxwell in the house of commons 
the shareholders in 1887 received divi- 
dends equal to 400 per cent. on the orig- 
inal capital, besides bonuses amounting 
to £399,600.—St. James’ Gazette. 


The Ohioan Wanted to Sleep. 
Sunday evening two young wen retired 
in one of the principal hotels and went 
to sleep. One of these guests was from 
Ohio, the other, a genuine frontiersman 
from South Dakota. They slept until 2 
a, m. Sunday, when awakened by a 
couple of roistering youths who occu- 
pied an adjoining room. The youths 
shouted and sang until guests all around 
commenced to protest, and then they 
shouted and sang all the louder. 

The Dakota man rang for a porter, 
and sent him to quiet the unruly youths, 
but with no effect. Then the Ohioan 
arose, tied a suspender around his waist. 
rolled up the sleeves of his nightshirt 
and walked to the door whence came 
the riotous sounds.

CHASING THE ITATA. 


The Charleston Upon the Track 
of the Insurgents’ Vessel. 


ESMERALDA AT ACAPULCO. 


She is Believed to Be in Readiness to 
Protect the Itata in Case of Attempted 
Seizure—An Engagement Thought to 
Be Imminent—Speculations Regarding 
a Meeting and an Action—Latest from 


Washington Concerning the Matter. 


SAN Francisco, May 12.—The fact no 
longer is concealed, even in official naval 
circles, that the swift cruiser Charleston is 
now off ona hot chase after the Chilian 
transport Itata, which left San Diego last 
Wednesday while under arrest, and car- 
rying off the deputy United States mar- 
shal. 

The fact that a Chilian cruiser accom- 
panied the Itata north was first ascertained 
through deserters from the Itata, who 
escaped from that steamer at San Diego. 
It was at first doubted that one of the most 
powerful of Chilian warships should go so 
far from the Chilian coast at this juncture, 
but it is now definitely known that the 
Esmeralda is now in port at Acapulco on 
the Mexican coast, which fact the navy de- 
partment at Washington was probably 
fully advised of when orders were issued 
to the Charleston. The effort to keep the 
destination of the Charleston secret, there: 
fore, was natural,as representatives of the 
Chilian insurgents would be prompt toad- 
vise the Esmeralda of the intention of the 
American government to seize the Itata, 
and it is now deemed probable that the 

Esmeralda Will Guise North 
toward San Lucas in the hope of meeting 
the Itata before the Charleston can arrive 
and to protect the cargo and crew from 
seizure if possible. Apart from other con- 
siderations it is known that on 
board the Itata was the commander 
of the Esmeralda and a large por- 
tion of her crew, and presumably a portion 
of the Esmeralda’s secondary battery. 
There is therefore a strong incentive on 
the part of the Chilian warship to meet 
she Itata and prevent her being conveyed 
back to American waters. The fact that 
there appears now a very strong likelihood 
of a meeting of the two evenly matched 
warships, under conditions that will re- 
quire fine management to prevent a fight, 
is thoroughly recognized by naval men on 
this coast. The orders to Capt. Remy 
of the Charleston are well authenti- 
cated to be binding in the matter 
of the recapture of the Ifataif sighted, 
and, on the part of the Esmeralda, it is 
believed as fully that she will fight if she 
can reach the scene in time. The Clarles- 
ton and Esmeralda are ships alike as to 
plan, and possess nearly the same arma 
ment. The Esmeralda, however, has two 
pivot guns of ten-inch calibre, with weight 
of twenty-five tons each, while the 
Charleston has two eight-inch rifles, fore 
and aft, weighing 12's tons. This is re- 
garded by some critics as 


Outmatching the Charleston 
fn case of a fight, but, apart from these 
guns, the armaments of the two ships are 
practically the same. The Charleston is 
the swiftest ship, and, while never in ac- 
tion, has a splendid crew and a fighting 
commander. 

The Charleston left San Pedro shortly 
after 5 o'clock yesterday morning,and was 
sichted ten miles off Point Loma, having 
made a ninety-mile run in six hours, or at 
a fifteen-knot gait There were additional 
orders awaiiing herat San Diego, but she 
kept on her southward course without 
stoppir There are no telegraph stations 
south of Ensenada, just south of the boun- 
dary line in Lower California, so that save 
such meager information as may be 
brought north by one of the Panama or 
coast steamers, nothing further is likely 
to be heard from her or the Itata until the 
Charleston returns or is heard. from at 
some of the Mexican ports, which cannet 
occur before Thursday or Friday next. 

The Situation in Chili. 


A correspondent writing from Santiago, 
Chili, says: The Balmaceda government 
seems to have abandoned all hope of re- 
taking the Parapaca district and now con- 
fines itself to a defense of the territory re- 
maining. There are about 30,000 troops 
under Gen. Valasques and the presidential 
party, but as these ‘‘volunteers” have 


been taken by force from their homes they, 


seek every opportunity to change sides, 
and in every battle they have done so. A 
short time since several hundred troops 
embarked on board a man-of-war a short 
distance from Velez, and later on, just 
back of the hills of Valparaiso, at Laguna, 
other troops deserted in the same manner. 
It is not known yet where the next land- 
ing of the opposition forces will take place, 
but many report that it will be in the 
close proximity of Valparaiso. 

UThe political prisons are full of prison- 
ers, and each day the number increases. 
A clergyman, Doncro, and Pinto, a son of 
the former president of Chili, were taken 
prisoners while hiding in Mrs. Edwards’ 
house in the Plaza Victorio. Officers who 
prosecuted the search stole all the money, 
watches and jewelry they could Jay hands 
upon. There are nearly 10,000 soldiers in 
and around Valparaiso and as many more 
about Santiago and Conception. It is 
doubtful if they will fight in entire bodies, 
asitis well known there is dissatisfac- 
tion among them. Besides this, it is esti- 
mated that two-thirds of the population 
of the country are opposed to the present 
governing powers. 

Will Not Harbor Insurgents. 

City OF MEXxIco, May 12.—Foreign 
Minister Mariscal says that all necessary 
steps have been taken so that when the 
Itata reaches any Mexican port she will 
not be allowed to land. She will, how- 
ever, be allowed to purchase a small quan- 
tity of victuals, but no coal. The govern- 
ment, the minister says, is resolved to 
observe strictly the treaty obligations with 
Chili, and not to harbor insurgents. 

Washington Opinions. 

WASHINGTON, May 12.—Secretary Tracy 
yesterday afternoon sent out word from 
his office that he had nothing to say about 
the Chilian vessel Itata, or the Charleston, 
and Commodore Ramsey, the chief of the 
mavigation bureau, said that he was not at 
liberty to say anything whatever on the 
e@ubject. The government seems to be 
making extraordinary efforts to recapture 
the Itata, for in addition to cabling Admi- 
rals Brown and McCann to head off the 
runaway before she reaches Chilian 
waters, it is understood tnat instructions 
have been sent to United States consular 
officers at all points between California and 
Chili where the Itata could touch, to 


promptly advise the -#val officers of her 
movermneuts, ifs <j ted. 

Iu strange Gon rast i this exhibition 
of zeal is the course of the Char.eston, 
which isin chase of the runaway. This 
vessel sail-l from San Francisco early 
Saturday ‘morning bound south, She is an 
eighteen-hnot vessel, and last night she 
should have been 650 miles down the coast, 
or near Cape San Lucas, where the Chil- 
ian i: Sargent warship Esmeralda is sup- 
posed to be lying in waite for the Itata. 
But instead of covering this distance the 
Chavieston got about half way and then 
went to anchor over night. Later ad- 
vices show that she was last seeu just 
above the Mexican boundary line. Such 
olicers as havean opinion that they feel 
free to express say that the Charleston’s 
movements can be explained in two ways: 
Either the department believes that the 
Itata is lying somewhere off the coast of 
California, or it has no inte t on of seizing 
the vessel unless her preseuce is made un- 
pleasantly noticeable within easy reach.

The duties devolving upon @ 
friendly government in cases such+as this 
have never been finally and clearly enun- 
ciated by the authorities in international 
law, but it can be safely assumed that in 
the operations of the United States mar- 
shal in seizing the Itata and the Robert 
and. Minnie, and in the pursuit of the Itata 
as long as she was in United States waters, 
eur government has already shown what 
the Geneva arbitration in the Alabama 
case has declared to be due diligence. 

The policy of our government in this 
matter will probably soon be made clear 
by the movements of the Charleston, and 
if she should content herself with a 
thorough search of American waters and 
return to port ina day or two, it may be 
that the government will rest satisfied. 


EIGHT MEN KILLED 


And Twenty-five Injured by an Explo- 
sion on a Tank Oil Steamer. 

LONDON, May 12.—A terrific explosion 
occurred in the forehold of the British 
steamer Tancarville, Capt. Carter, which 
was undergoing repairs in the dry do&&s at 
Newport. Eight men who were at .work 
onthe steamer were killed and twenty-five 
were injured. I'he Tancarville, which was 
badly damaged, is a tank steamer engaged 
in carrying oil in bulk from American 
ports, and her last voyage was from Phila- 
delphia for Havre. After reaching the lat- 
ter portand discharging she proceeded to 
Newport, where she was to load for Balti- 
more. There isno doubt that the explo- 
sion was caused by the gases that prevail 
to a greater or less extent in the holds of 
all oil-carryifig ships. 

The repairs which were making to the 
steamer were quite extensive, and 100 men 
and boys were employed in and around the 
vessel when the explosion occurred. Large 
pieces of timber and iron from the steamer 
were blown with terrific force through the 
air, and some of them were hurled against 
the workshops, which were situated fifty 
yards from the dry dock in which the Tan- 
carville was lying, causing much damage 
to them. A number of workmen employed 
in the shops were struck by pieces of the 
flying debris and some of them were quite 
severely injured. 


COLORADO'S HOSPITALITY. 


The President Warmly Welcomed at 
Salida, Canon City and Pueblo. 
PUEBLO, Colo., May 12.—When the pres- 
idential party arrived at Salida, yesterday, 
the president received from the citizens of 
Villa Grove a large box of fine specimens 
of ores mined in the San Luis valley. The 
school children presented Mrs, Harrison 
with an album of pressed wild flowers. 
The president’s train made a short stop on 
the hanging bridge over the Arkansas 
river, in the Royal George canon, in order 
to allow the travelers to view the grand 
beauty of the surroundings, and reached 
Canon City at 1:50 p. m: Nearly all the 
residents, including Grand Army men,and 
school children, were at the station. They 
cheered the president, and pelted him with 
lilacs and other flowers. He addressed the 
crowd briefly. The train reached Pueblo 
at 3:30 o'clock. An address of welcome 
was made by Mayor Hamilton,after which 
the guests were escorted through the city 
by a procession composed of Grand Army 
men and local societies. The president re- 
viewed the school children, and afterward 
made a short visit to the mineral palace. 
Returning to the station the president was 
escorted to a stand near the track, where 
he made an address. 


A CANADIAN SENSATION. 


Member of the House of Commons 
Charges Statesmen with Corruption, 


OrTrawa, May 12.—in the house of com- 
mons yesterday afternoon Mr. Tarte, mem- 
ber for Montmorency, brought charges of 
malversation of public money against 
Thomas McGreevy, member for Quebec 
West, and implicating Sir Hector Lange- 
vin, minister of public works. The 
charges date back to 1883, and the money 
aggregates nearly $500,000. Thomas Mc- 
Greevy is accused of having used his in- 
fluence with the minister of public works 
to procure contracts for a Quebec firm, of 
which his brother, Robert McGreevy, was 
made a special partner for the occasion. 
These contracts netted large sums, of 
which the McGreevys received a share and 
also Sir Hector Langevin, as is shown by 
entries in the books of the contractors, 
The minister of public works denied the 
charges point blank, as did Mr. McGreevy 
from his seat in the house. The whole 
matter will be inquired into by a com- 
mittee. 


A Nather Peculiar Defense. 

CricaGo, May 12.—The American Bell 
telephone secured a fina! decree in the fed- 
eral court yesterday morning against 
Arthur F. Arnold, who manufactured and 
sold telephone receivers which infringed 
on the Bell patent.

Curiosities About Boots. 

Boots, which are only a lengthened 
variety of shoes, were among the most 
ancient articles of attire. Shoes extend- 
ing a certain height up the leg, laced, 
ornamented and of fanciful colers, were 
in use by the ancient Egyptians, Greeks 
and Romans. Different kinds of half 
boots were worn by the Anglo-Saxons 
and Anglo-Normans. In the reign of 
Edward IV the boot proper, with tops 
and spurs, was established as an article 
of knightly dress. 

In the reign of Charles I a boot, wide 
at the top, made of Spanish leather, came 
into use. Charles II introduced a high- 
ly decorated French boot as an article of 
gay courtly attire. Meanwhile the boot, 
or jack boot, as it was called, had be- 
come indispensable in the costume ef 
cavalry soldiers and horsemen generally, 
and was regularly naturalized by Will- 
iam III and his followers in England. 

The jack boot was strongly made, ex- 
tending in length above the knee, was 
large at the top and hadavery high 
heel, and around the ankle had a flat 
leather band bearing a strong spur.—St. 
Louis Republic. 

An Experiment with Hot Water. 

In support of the theory that retention 
of waste is a potential cause of corpu- 
pulency, itis instanced that one physi- 
cian cured himself by the use of hot 
water.

THE GIANT PURSE CRAB. 


He Climbs Cocoanut Trees and Cracks the 
Nuts Against Stones. 

In the mining bureau may be seen @ 
very fine specimen of the remarkable 
large land crab known as the purse crab, 
or Birgus iatro, which is well preserved 
in a glass jar. This is one of the largest 
species of land crab known. It is some- 
times found from 18 to 24 inches in 
length when fully stretched out, and is 
capable of erecting itself to the height 
of nearly a foot from the ground, which 
it readily does if irritated, retreating and 
exhibiting to the utmost its powers of 
offense and defense. 

It is somewhat allied to the hermit 
crab, but having the abdomen or tail 
shorter, yet very large, on the under side 
of which it carries its eggs in immense 
quantities. Its under side is soft and 
membranous, its upper surface covered 
with strong plates, which overlap one 
another as in lobsters. The first pair of 
legs have large and powerful pincers; 
the second and third pairs of legs are 
terminated by asingle nail; the pair next 
to them are a little sinaller, with small 
pincers; the pair of legs nearest to the 
abdomen are very small, but terminated 
by rudimentary pincers. 

When teased this crab is so powerful 
in its first claws and legs as to be able to 
cling toa stick, and can hold its own 
weight to be carried for over a half hour 
before letting go, It can travel about as 
fast backward as forward if pursued. It 
is generally of a yellowish brown color, 
its limbs being, however, covered with 
little blackish projections. 

It is never found far from the sea, to 
which it is said to pay visite in order to 
moisten its gills, but it always resides on 
land, and is generally found in holes un- 
der the roots of trees, especially of cocoa- 
nut trees, which it prefers, and where it 
accumulates great quantities of the fibers 
of the cocoanut husks, as if to keep itself 
warm or for a soft bed. Asa general 
thing the purse crab stays in these holes 
during the daytime and comes out at 
night. 

Its food generally consists of cocoa- 
nuts, also the nuts of a species of palin 
known as Pandanus odorotismus, and 
other nuts, which it climbs the trees to 
procure, cutting the cocoanut from the 
tree with its heavy claws, and after it 
has cut down two or three it descends 
and commences to pull the husk from 
them. 

In its manner of dealing with cocoa- 
nuts it exhibits a remarkable instinct, as 
it always begins to tear off the husk at 
the end where the eyes are. It then 
makes a hole through the eye from 
which the nut would germinate. This 
is done by striking the fruit with its 
heavy claw and breaking it sufficiently 
to admit one of the small legs, by which 
it scoops out the nut with its small pin- 
cers. Sometimes it seizes the nut by 
one of its great pincers and breaks it 
against a stone. 

The purse crab is found in the mount- 
ains and in the more eastern islands of 
the Indian ocean, as wellas on some of 
the islands of the South Pacific, more es- 
pecially in the Caroline islands, which 
are a low coral group.—San Francisco 
Chronicle. 


Hats and Heads. 

It has been noticed by Mr. Henry 
Heath, who sends hats all over the world, 
from Calcutta to Peru, that different na- 
tionalities possess heads of distinctive 
sizes and shapes. For instance, Germans 
have very round heads, a peculiarity 
shared by our own royal family. The 
average English head is what hatters call 
a good shape—that is, rather long. The 
Scotch, one is not surprised to learn, are 
very long headed. Canadians are dis- 
tinguished by exceptionally large heads, 
Sonth Americans by very small ones. 
Australians, again, have rather small 
heads. The subject is an interesting one, 
and worth pursuing further if space al- 
lowed. The heads of individuals also 
vary a good deal from time to time, 
shrinking during illness or mental worry, 
and generally becoming smaller with ad- 
vancing years. As to shape, there is 
such a thing as fashion, but it only affects 
mashers; men stick to much the same 
shape year after year.—Pall Mall Ga- 
zette. 


Detecting a Thief.

He commanded them to stroke 
its back, declaring that it would crow at 
the touch of the guilty person. During 
the whole ceremony the cock remained 
silent, but afterward the hand of the 
culprit was found to be free from the 
soot with which the bird’s feathers had 
been liberally sprinkled.” 


How the People of Sangir Keep Time. 
The people of Sangir, an island of the 
Malay Archipelago, keep time by the aid 
of an hour glass formed by arranging 
two bottles neck to neck. The sand runs 
out in half an hour, when the bottles 
are reversed. Close by them aline is 
stretched, on which hang twelve sticks 
marked with notches from one to twelve, 
with a hooked stick, which is placed be- 
tween the hour last struck and the next 
one. One of these glasses keeps the time 
for each village, for which purpose the 
hours are sounded on agong by a keeper. 
—London Tit-Bits.

Just a8 Little as Possible. 
Editors of Daily Ledger: 

I have received your letter of April 28th, 
asking me to suggest how Quincy should 
celebrate her next centennial year, and 
would say that in my judgment the best 
way would be to celebrate just as little as 
possible. I think we are getting in a way 
of having too many holidays. Not that 
the working people or business men have 
too much rest; what they need is more 
rest. What chance is there to rest on a 
holiday with bells ringing, the firing of 
cannons, fire crackers and other nuisances, 
too pumerous to mention. If one wants to 
go anywhere with his family for a day of 
enjoyment, they must put up with crowded 
cars and other inconveniences which they 
would escape any other day but a holiday. 
But if Quincy must celebrate on the 24th 
day of Feb. 1892. I would suggest that 
there should be no regular programme 
during the day. Let each citizen celebrate 
according to his own desire. In the even- 
ing I think it would be well that a public 
meeting be held in the Coliseum. Said 
meeting to be conducted on the same plan 
as the town meetings used to be. The 
citizens could discuss the question of 
Sewerage ; how to dispose of the Water 
problem and the best way to build first- 
class roads without money. It would be 
well to instruct the moderator during the 
discussion of the last subject, to rule out 
any citizen who has, or ever did have, or 
ever could have, the slightest practical idea 
how roads ought to be built. And there 
are many other important subjects that 
could be disposed of. I offer these sug- 
gestions as they seem proper, but whatever 
Quincy decides to do, will be perfectly 
satisfactory to me.

Mr. Ewell is not a politician, and I con- 
sider him too honest to make a successful 
one. I know how it is myself! My politi- 
cal defeats have never come because of my 
many vices but on account of the few vir- 
tues I possess. The man who dares to ad- 
vocate the right stands a poor chance of 
political preferment in this city. 

Why was Mr. Curtis not re-appointed 
Assessor? Simply for the reason that he 
did his duty in hunting up the obscure 
property of rich tax-dodgers who in the 
past have ingeniously kept their wealth 
from the average Assessor's eyes. Using 
his influence in raising the valuation of 
stone quarries was, in my opinion, a wise 
move and in the interests of justice. There 
are many who claim that this is a great in- 
dustry and therefore should not be heavily 
taxed; that laborers flock here because of 
it and that general prosperity is the result. 
I invite these critics to explain, if possible, 
why an industry that ruins our roads and 
adds $10,000 yearly to our taxes for re- 
pairs should not bear its just share of the 
burden. 

Then again, why should the laborer who 
struggles to build a little home be heavily 
taxéd in order to relieve the stone con- 
tractor for whom he works ? Justice for 
all is what is needed to make the whole 
people prosperous and happy. Neglecting 
to reappoint those who have been faithful, 
and filling their places for the purpose of 
pleasing sentimentalists, incompetent of- 
fice-seekers and grumblers, always pro- 
duces financia! disaster.

FAVORABLE TO NEW BUILDING. 


School Committee Not Set Upon the Ad- 
dition—Submit Two Plans. 


A special meeting of the School Com- 
mittee was held Tuesday evening, all mem- 
bers, with the exception of Dr. J. A. 
Gordon being present. 

The special business to come before the 
committee was the matter of better school 
accommodations for Ward Three. 

Messrs. Claflin, Crane and Keith the 
sub-committee appointed at the regular 
meeting reported that there are at present 
accommodated in the John Hancock build- 
ing 522 pupils and as there are but eight 
rooms in the building there are over sixty- 
five pupils to a room, which is too many, 
and the number of school children in this 
section is rapidly increasing which shows 
the need of better facilities. 

The commitee after some discussion de- 
termined to suggest to the City Council the 
following two plans: 

First,—that an addition of four rooms be 
made to the John Hancock building, and 
the bonding or purchasing of a lot of land

building there at some future time, 

Second,—that a building of not less than 
eight rooms be erected on the Plains imme- 
| diately. 

The idea of these two plans is to impress 
upon the Council the great need of more 
| school room, and to have them take imme- 
+ diate action.

THE .-WATER BILL. 


Legislative Committee Unable to Agree 
Upon a Report. 

The special meeting of the City Council 
called for tomorrow evening is to straighten 
out the water matter, upon which our 
Representatives in the Legislature cannot 
agree, 

An amendment has been offered by Rep- 
resentative Quincy which makes an addi- 
tion to Section 17 of the proposed act. It 
in substance provides that the city if it 
accepts the act, shall previous to exercising 
any power under it, acquire the rights and 
property of the Quincy Water Company. 
It may do this in the way already provided 
in the act incorporating the Quincy Water 
Company, or by a new way which is out- 
lined in the amendment, viz:—The city 
shall pay a sum equal to the cash capital 
of the company, with interest at a rate 
which will fairly reimburse the stockhold- 
ers for their risks. In case the company 
and the city cannot agree the price shall be 
left to three referees, one to be appointed 
by the company, one by the Mayor, and 
they to select the third. 

Representative Burke will not agree to 
the proposed amendment, and as the 
Legislative Committee stands a tie, the 
matter was referred to Mayor Fairbanks, 
who has in turn referred it to the City 
Council. 


Rowdyism at South Quincy. 

Every evening of late, especially if it be 
pleasant, a gang of young men whose ages 
range from 18 to 25 years congregate on 
the sidewalk on School street, between 
Willard’s drug store and McDonnell’s 
house, and make a nuisance of themselves 
by their loud talk, which is none too re- 
fined. Officers are now on duty evenings, 
but there presence does not seem to make 
any difference, possibly because the gang 
all know them. 

The gang will assemble and lean against 
the store windows until an officer appears, 
when they move to the edge of the side- 
walk and continue their talk, much to the 
digust of the ladies who wish to visit the 
stores in this neighborhood, as they are 
loath to run the gauntlet they are obliged 
to in order to reach them. 

Section 23 of the City Ordinances says: 

‘“‘No person shall behave himself ina 
rude or disorderly manner, .nor use in- 
decent, profane or insulting language in 
any street, public place or public building 
in this city, ete.” 

The ordinance also says whoever violates 
any ordinance of the city shall be liable to 
a penalty of not more than $20 for each 
offence. 

Thus it will be seen that those young 
men who congregate on the sidewalks and 
use profane language lay themselves liable 
to the above fine, and the best way to put 
a stop to this nuisance is to put an officer 
on duty who means business and have him 
make an example of one of the loafers. 


Our Street Watering. 


Salem’s committee on watering the 
streets has given a public hearing upon the 
question of apportioning the cost. The 
general sentiment brought out was that it 
would be unfair to assess the whole cost 
upon the abutters, as proposed, in that the 
general public was interested in the matter. 
Some of those present at the hearing did 
not object to street watering, but did ob- 
ject to being assessed as an abutter upon

If the 
abutters are not to be assessed it would 
seem to be the manifest thing to water as 
many of the streets, as possible.

‘The fires still continue 


Left in the Wake of the Great 
Forest Fires. 


VILLAGES, MILLS, CAMPS, 


All Fall Prey to the Irresistible Flames. 
Great Wildernesses Swept in Michigan, 
Wisconsin and Pennsylvania—Property 


Loss Will be Enormous. 


DETROIT, May 13.—The hoped for secur- 
ity from the recent rain did not material- 
ize for the panic-stricken inhabitants of 
the burned district in this state. Some 
idea of the vastness of the fire district can 
be gained from the fact that almost any 
two of the dozen counties now filled with 
fire is as large as the whole state of Rhode 
Island. The Toledo, Ann Arbor and North- 
ern Michigan railroad has been obliged to 
abandon al! attempts to run cars north 
of the Clare county line. 

A freight train and crew had a narrow 
escape from cremation Monday. The ties 
in many places were so badly burned that 
the rails spread when the train went over. 
When near Moore’s siding one of the cars 
inthecenter of the train was derailed 
and the train crew were obliged to aban- 
don the rear part of the train after work- 
ing until the cars began tosmoke. Before 
they reached Farwell there was another 
derailment, and all but three of the train 
of eighteen cars were left to their fate. 
Three of the trainmen were badly blistered. 

The wind shifted and drove the fire to 
the southwest and into Newaygo, Mecosta 
and Oceana counties. Cook’s Station and 
Barton, both in the line of the fire, have 
not been heard from, and are supposed to 
be destroyed. West Troy, a few miles 
north of Otia, has been environed by fire 
since early Monday morning and is sup- 
posed to be in ashes. Reports from Cadil- 
lac, Wexford county, state that the in- 
habitants of all the villages in the county 
have been out fighting fire for three days, 
and many of the smaller places are wiped 
off the face of the earth. Where Nivarna 
and Fremont, on the Flint and Pere 
Marquette road, once stood, there is noth- 
ing now but piles of ashes. The village of 

sake has not been heard from since its last 
appeal for help. 

The fire is sweeping through the woods 
near Red Cloud, Newaygo county, while 
more than 100 miles away across the state 
the little hamlet of Taft is in a gulf of 
flame. Monton, in Wexford county, above 
Cadilla, is cut off from communication 
with the outside world. The latest news 
from Traverse City is to the effect that the 
entire population is out fighting fire. 
Millions upon millious of logs are burning 
all over the centre of the state. 

Cedar Forests Ablaze. 

PEMBINA, Wis., May 13.—Forest fires 
have broken out along the line of the Soo 
road between this place and. Hermansville, 
and are burning with a vigor that bodes 
no good cedar interests unless rain 
falls very soon. Just across the Wisconsin 
line from the station fof Menonimee River 
on the Soo line, a line of fire can be seen 
from the railroad which burns as far 
north as the eye can reach. There has been 
no rain of consequence in this locality for 
two weeks or more, and everything is dry 
as tinder. 


IN THE KEYSTONE STATE.

Towns Wiped Out and Miles Upon Miles 
of Timber Destroyed. 

WILLIAMSPORT, Pa., May 13.—Fire on 
the mountain south of this city, which has 
been burning at intervals for over a week, 
has done a large amount of damage. A 
heavy force of men were engaged in fight- 
ing it, but with very little success, and it 
is feared that a great destruction of bark 
and wood intended for paper pulp will en- 
sue. The north mountain in Columbia 
county has also been burning for some 
time. The town of Middlebury, near 
Wellsboro, was wiped out and the town of 
Gaines was severely scorched, two stores, 
& meat marke& Snyder's saloon and some 
small dwelling houses beingdestroyed. No 
estimate of the loss has been obtained, 
Several lumber concerns of this city are 
losers by the recent forest fire. A man 
suspected of having fired the woods was 
arrested, but he cscaped from a room 
where he was being guarded before being 
brought here to jail. 

Reports from Bradford, Pa., say the 
woods are still burning steadily, consum- 
ing thousands of feet of cordwood and 
threatening isolated houses and mills. 

A special from Warren, Pa., says the 
fires that have been raging in this section 
since Saturday afternoon are about out. 
Over 100 oil rigs have been destroyed, so 
far as known, and many tanks of oil and 
small buildings. Wages at the rate of 
$1.25 an hour were freely offered for men 
to fight the fire. 

Useless to Fight the Flames. 

BELLEFONTE, Pa., May 13.—The dam- 
age done by the forest fires throughout the 
county hasbeen enormous. Allalong the 
Buffalo Run railroad through nearly 
every patch of timber the fire. has raged, 
burning miles of fence, orchards and valu- 
able standing and cut timber. Near Pine 


Grove Mills the new house and barn of 
John Neidigh were burned, though 200 
yards from the woods. P23; 


Brider’s large saw mill, logging camp, a 
large amount of cut timber and abouta 
mile of tramway have been burned. At 
Paddy’s mountain in the Alleghenies, sev- 
eral logging camps and all the houses, etc, 
of the Benner Run Camping association 
have been entirely destroyed, besides large 
quantities of standing and cut timber. 
to rage with un- 
abated fury in many places not yet burned 
over, it being hopeless to fight them. The 
entire wild cherry crop, which is yenerally 
very large, is entirely destroyed. The loss 
cannot as yet be estimated, but it will run 
into the hundreds of thousands of dollars.

RECIPROCITY IN FACT. 


Inventor Edison 


Minister Mendonca Says the Agreement 
is in Full Force in Brazil. 

New York, May 13.—With reference to 
a published report questioning the practi- 
cal character of our reciprocity relations 
with Brazil, Senhor De Mendonca, Bra- 
zilian minister at Washington, telegraphed 
to The Evening Post as follows: 

I reaffirm most emphatically, and with offie 
cialauthority cabled to me last Saturday, that 
the reciprocity agreement between Brazil and 
the United States is now in force in my coun- 
try. Ifinits execution some oflicer has failed 
to understand all its dispositions, it is just for 
such cases that the secretary of the treasury of 
Brazil is taking steps now, as I have stated, in 
order that the arrangement be carried out 
exactly as it was signed here the 3lst of last 
January. The agents of the American mer- 
chants in Brazil will soon find out that the 
Brazilian Jegation are never misinformed or 
misled by their government and that the gov- 
ernment of Brazil does not require any foreign 
interference to fulfil its agreements.

Lima, O., May 13.—A frightful accident 
occurred at Fort Jennings, on the Toledo, 
St. Louis and Kansas City railroad.

A Rich Paris Beggar. 

Pucciarelli, a Paris beggar, committed 
suicide by throwing himself from the 
window of the apartment which he occu- 
pied in the Rue Princesse. The streets 
of Paris, if they are not exactly paved 
with gold for the benefit of the beg- 
gar, are at any rate macadamized with 
bronze. The commissary of police for 
the quarter in which the Rue Prin- 
cesse is situated was called upon to make 
the usual examination as to the death of 
Pucciarelli. In performing his task in 
the dead man’s reoom—which was not cer- 
tainly furnished with sufficient luxury 
to render the same a lengthy operation— 
he nevertheless made the interesting dis- 
covery that the old man possessed in se- 
curities and money no less a sum than 
80,000 francs ($16,000.) 

Like most beggars, Pucciarelli lived 
frugally; a little bread and cheese and a 
demi-settier of wine were sufficient for 
his needs. One luxury he allowed him- 
self, and that was cigarettes. All the 
afternoon and evening he lay on his bed 
and smoked cigarettes. Lately he had 
met with reverses in his profession. Oth- 
er beggars stronger than himself had 
driven him away from where he had been 
wont to make so much, and he had been 
forced to seek fresh fields for his indus- 
try.—Cor. Chicago News.

.Hot Springs thoroughbreds are ag- 
grieved because Cornelius Vanderbilt has 
not taken his annual bath here this sea- 
son. But the assemblage of millionaires 
has been tolerably representative of the 
country’s plutocratic crop. The sidings 
at the Hot Springs railway terminus 
have been filled with private cars of rail- 
way and other potentates who can afford 
such luxuries for weeks. Just now the 
finest private car here is Mr. Pullman’s, 
of course. The car is painted a quiet 
color, and there is nothing gaudy about 
its appointments, but the big arched 
plate glass windows, the massive steel 
frame and many other details bespeak 
the superior quality of this comfortable 
home on wheels. 

It is like Mr. Pullman that the Pull- 
man monogram, P. P. C. in gold, is the 
only distinguishing mark upon the side 
of the car. So many men would have 
put their own initials there. Mr. Pull- 
man once told me himself that he hadn’t 
much use for a private car, and most of 
his traveling is done in ordinary Pall- 
man coaches.—Hot Springs Cor. Pitts- 
burg Dispatch. 

Newspaper Statistics. 

The statistics which have been gath- 
ered for the 1891 edition of the American 
Newspaper Directory show aremarkable 
increase in the number of newspapers 
published. According to this standard 
authority there are now 19,373 publica- 
tions of different classes in the United 
States and Canada—a net gain of 1,613 
over last year’s record. Atnotimesince 
the publication of the book was begun 
has the increase been solarge. Last year 
it was only 653, and the figures for the 
present year even exceed those of 1884, 
when the net increase was 1,500. 

As regards geographical distribution, 
New York state still holds the lead, now 
having 1,958 papers as against 1,778 for 
last year. Illinois, Pennsylvania and 
Ohio follow in the order named. The 
fifth and sixth places are now held by 
Iowa and Missouri, whose gain in new 
newspapers has been large enough to put 
them ahead of the Dominion of Canada 
and Kansas, which held these positions 
last year. The end of the list is brought 
up by Alaska, with only three pnblica- 
tions.—Printer’s Ink. 


Solid Fungus. 

What its discoverer declared to be a 
new kind of mineral was received by the 
department of agriculture the other day 
all the way from California. Professor 
Galloway examined it, and told a report- 
er that it was merely a fungus of a very 
peculiar kind which grows in California 
and several other states as far east as 
Michigan, being developed upon the 
trunks of pine trees. The specimen men- 
tioned weighed about three pounds and 
was very solid, being composed almost 
entirely of resin. This material, for the 
purpose of its own support, the parasite 
causes the tree to secrete in unusual 
quantities. Wherever the fungus flour- 
ishes it is believed by the country people 
to be an excellent substitute for quinine, 
and is used by them as a remedy for 
chills and fever.—Washington Star. 

Much Ado About a Cent. 

The smallest deposit ever made in this 
city was that of Postmaster Jewett, who 
recently placed one cent to a special ac- 
count of a Comanche county postmaster 
in the Wichit# National bank, who in 
his quarterly settlement last fall was 
found short this amount. The depart- 
ment will be duly notified of the credit 
made. The second assistant postmaster 
general will notify the auditor of the 
treasury, and in turn will demand a re- 
ceipt from the treasurer of the United 
States at New York, who will send this 
receipt in triplicate to the postmaster 
general, the treasurer of the United 
States and the Comanche county post- 
master. Great is the circumlocution 
office!—Wichita Eagle.

Tue Scuoor CoMMITTEE has very wisely 
decided not to oppose the wishes of Ward 
Three, whose children it hopes to benefit 
by better school accommodations. Such 
an opposition would only have retarded 
the accommodation which was asked. The 
Committee now submit two plans, the en- 
largement of the John Hancock school- 
house or the erection of a new eight-room 
building. The latter cannot be considered 
a small school and should meet with no 
more objection than did the John Han- 
cock when it was built. We believe in 
erecting the new building first, and make 
the addition later if necessary. 


AS FORESHADOWED in the LEDGER of 
Saturday, there is now but little doubt but 
the bill to grant the city a charter to con- 
struct and own a new system of water 
supply will be defeated in the committee 
room. The legislative committee stands 
five to five on the bill and the chairman 
has not positively defined his position and 
thus the matter rests. The bill that 
the committee may report may be a sur- 
prise to the advocates of Mr. Blake’s plan. 
Instead of allowing the city to construct 
new works, as originally contemplated, the 
bill will probably favor and virtually 
recommend the purchasing of the plant 
and franchise of the Quincy Water Com- 
pany. This will place the question where it 
was before the present fight for the new 
works began.

The Willard Strike. 
Editors of Daily Ledger : 


In your issue of the 5th inst. we notice a 
paragraph regarding the strike on the 
Willard school. Wherein Mr. Harkins is 
reported as having said that there was no 
strike on their work on that building or 
elsewhere in town, but that they discharged 
some masons for drunkenness. In con- 
tradiction to that statement we would say 
that on the 26th of February last, a 
deputation from the Operative Plasterers’ 
Association of Quincy waited on the Har- 
kins Bros, and asked them to have none 
but Union masons and to run a Union 
shop, same as all other master masons of 
this city. They replied to our deputation 
and said that they would agree to our prop- 
osition and live up to it. Since then they 
have broken their pledged word to us by 
using what are called botch plasterers or 
ex-hod carriers on the stage and a few 
tramps that came along. It is against the 
principles of our Union to work with non- 
Union help or botches on the stage. We 
therefore gave them notice that we would 
call our men out on Tuesday morning, May 
5th, and we did so. Mr. Harkins’ state- 
ment that he discharged them for drunk- 
enness is therefore nothing less than a lie, 
We may also remark that all the Union 
tenders who were at work for the Harkins 
Bros. were withdrawn from their employ- 
ment on this morning, and will remain out 
until such time as the Messrs. Harkins 
shall come to a settlement with the Opera- 
tive Plasterers’ Association, as it is against 
the principles of the builders’ laborers of 
Quincy to work or attend non-Union 
Masons on the stage.

The Monumental News for May has an 
interesting article by Dr. William C. Day, 
special agent, on the granite industry as 
gleaned from the 11th census report, which 
is reproduced below : 

‘*Granite was produced in twenty-eight 
states, ten more than were included in the 
Tenth Census report. 
the output of the United States in 1889 
was $14,464,065, while according to the 
census of 1880 the total value amounted to 


cent. in the decade. 

‘*Massachusetts and Maine hold the 
same relative positions, namely, one and 
two, that they did in 1880. To hold these 
positions the increase in value of output 
has been very great. A very notable in- 
crease in production has raised California 
from ninth place in the Tenth Census to 
third in the Eleventh. Rhode Island has 
dropped from third to fifth place, thus put- 
ting it below Connecticut, which, by more 
than doubling its output maintains fourth 
place. The production in Virginia has 
changed but very little in the last ten years, 
so, that, remaining constant in value of 
output. its position in the series has dropped 
from fifth to fourteenth place. In the case 
of Georgia, a very striking increase raises 
it from twelfth to sixth place, thus placing 
it one position above the Granite State, 
New Hampshire. 


‘The Increase in Production 


In Georgia is largely due to the extensive 
operations at Stone Mountain, near At- 
lanta, which were begun only a few years 
ago. Operations in New Hampshire have 
resulted in an output of more than twice 
the value of that reported in 1880, but, 
nevertheless, it has fallen from sixth to 
seventh place. It is probable that the out- 
put in this State during 1890 will show a 
decided gain, owing to the fulfillment of a 
number of extensive contracts for Concord 
granite which have been recently made. 
Pennsylvania, by nearly tripling its output 
maintains eighth place. 

The great increase in production in Cali- 
fornia is due to operations at the Folsom 
granite quarries. The granite produced at 
this locality is largely used on the spot in 
constructing a dam to be utilized by the Fol- 
som Water Power Co. It has also been ap- 
plied to the construction of a canal and the 
buildings of the power house of the State 
prison, located near the quarries. This 
work was 

Done Chietly by Convict Labor, 
In Sonoma county granite is extensively 
quarried for paving blocks. This stone is 
really Basalt, and has given unmistakable 
satisfaction for paving purposes. Most of 
the paving blocks of the State comes from 
this county. 

Missouri maintains tenth place, but as 
compared with the Tenth Census figures 
the value of the output is more than quad- 
rupled. This increase is due to extended 
operations at Graniteville, in Iron county, 
where a so-called red granite is produced, 
which has become quite popular in a num- 
ber of large cities for building purposes. 

Colorado is in fifteenth place in the 
Eleventh Census. The growth in this State 
is due to increased activity in Douglas 
county, at points thirty to thirty-five miles 
south of Denver, where the variety known 
as rhyolite, commonly called lava stone, is 
produced. 

Remarkable activity is evident in Min- 
nesota, The output in 1880 was compari- 
tively insignificant, whereas that for 1889 
amounts to nearly $357,000. This notable 
increase is due chiefly to operations in 
Sherburne and Stearnes counties, in the 
vicinity of Saint Cloud, and also at Sauk 
Rapids in Benton county. 


Minnesota Has Made a Stride 


in advance which will probably be perma- 
nent, 

Sixteenth place in the series is now held 
by South Dakota. Operations in this 
State date back only a few years, but have 
developed rapidly. The most important 
producing locality is Sioux Falls, Minne- 
haha county, the product being sold under 
the commercial name of Sioux Falls 
granite. Indications point to the con- 
clusion that South Dakota will hold its 
position in the series for some time to 
come. 

Although Delaware has fallen from 
sixteenth to nineteenth place, the increase 
in production is very remarkable, namely, 
from $12,000 in-1880 to $211,194 in 1889,

A Little Georgia Volcano. 

Mr. Henry Gartrell, living about ten 
miles from Ellijay, Ga., says there is a 
tree on the mountain above the large 
cliff of marble on the line of the Marietta 
and North Georgia railroad that has 
been burning for five months. 

The latter part of last October the 
woods were being burnt off, and an old 
hollow tree caught fire. Abont three 
weeks thereafter he saw the fire and 
found that the tree had been almost con- 
sumed, and the ground appeared to be 
ablaze. He has watched it continuously 
ever since, and can see the fire better on 
a rainy night. 

Sunday-he took a long rod of iron and 
some water and poured the water in the 
hole, but it did not extinguish it. He 
then ran his iron rod down about five 
feet through the cinders and got some 
out, The whole mass in the holeis red 
hot, and the material when taken out 
is very much like shop cinders, but after 
being exposed for a few hours it slacks 
like lime. It is very strong with alkali, 
and smells like sulphur. Gilmer county 
may have a young volcano.—Cor. At- 
lanta Constitution. 


Government in Competition. 

It is perhaps not generally known that 
Montreal has the cheapest telephonic 
service on the continent today. But so 
it is, and the increase in the number of 
persons now having telephones in their 
residences and offices has been exceed- 
ingly large since the rates were lowered 
to twenty-five dollars in both residences 
and offices by the Bell Telephone com- 
pany. The Federal Telephone company 
has at present almost 6,500 city sub- 
scribers, their prices being thirty-five 
dollars for offices and twenty-five dollars 
for private residences, while the Bell, in 
the city alone, have about 5,000. The 
latter company are increasing their sub- 
scribers at about the average rate of over 
ahundred a month, while the Federal 
company’s list of patrons is also steadily 
on the increase. Think of it, twenty- 
five dollars a year when we here in Bos- 
ton pay $125 a year, or five times as 
much.—Boston Transcript. 


A Big Estate and No Heir. 

The estate of the late Mrs. Wilson C. 
Swann, of 1,512 Walnut street, will 
amount, it is said, to $5,000,000, and for 
this vast wealth there appear to be no 
heirs. Themagnificent property at 1,512 
Walnut street, with its inestimable 
wealth of paintings, sculpture, carvings 
and curios, will be sold atan early date. 
The house was planned by Dr. Swann and 
built in 1857, In past years it was the 
scene of many princely entertainments, 
and although Mrs. Swann was afflicted 
with a form of nervous prostration which 
confined her to her apartments and pre- 
vented her attendance to social duties, it 
was her wish that these entertainments 
should be continued. Probably no es- 
tablishment in Philadelphia was main- 
tained on a more lavish scale during Dr. 
Swann’s life.—Philadelphia Record. 


NO DEFINITE NEWS 


Yet Received from the Charles- 
ton and Itata. 


CHILIAN REPORTED SUNK 


By Our Cruiser, but the Story Lacks 
Confirmation—Probable Position of the 
Mexican Government — Discussion of 


the Matter in Washington. 


City oF Mexico, May 14.—The Anglo- 
American (newspaper) publishes rumors 
of the sinking of the Itata by the United 
States cruiser, but gives neither time nor 
place The authorities here say they have 
no information whatever concerning the 
matter. 


WASHINGTON, May 14.—When the doors 
of the navy department were closed last 
evening Acting Secretary Ramsey was no 
wiser than he was the day before respect- 
ing the whereabouts of the Charleston and 
Itata. In the absence of facts the depart- 
mental officers are discussing the legal 
aspects of the case presented by the flight 
of the Itata. There has been some modifi 
cation of the views held by leading naval 
officers in this matter and it does not ap- 
pear that there is any longer a tenable 
claim that the Itata may be seized as a 
yirate. It is recognized that she can be re- 
captured for violation of the customs laws, 
disregard of the court and perhaps for 
kidnapping, but any assumption that she 
isa pirate is completely negatived by the 
doctrine laid down by the late Francis 
Wharton, formerly solicitor of the depart- 
ment of state and an eminent authority on 
international law. 

This doctrine was accepted by Secretary 
Bayard and laid down at the time 
of the Colombian rebellion and the 
Panama troubles. The Colombian gov- 
ernment had declared the insurgent ves- 
sels to be pirates, as the Chilian govern- 
ment has done, but the secretary held: 

Mr. Wharton's Decision. 

The government of the United States cannot 
regard as piratical vessels, manned by parties 
in arms against the government of Colombia, 
when such vessels are passing to and from 
ports held by such insurgents or even when at- 
tacking ports in possession of the national gov- 
trnment. In the late civil war the United 
States at an early period of the struggle sur- 
rendered the position that those manning the 
Confederate cruisers were pirates under inter- 
national law. The United States of Colombia 
rannot, sooner or later, do otherwise than ac- 
cept the same view. But however this may be, 
neutral power can acquiesce in the position 
now taken by the Colombian government. 

Another fact which may be of interest 
in view of the expected arrival of the Itata 
at a Mexican port—probably Acapulco—is 
that she cannot stay there. Under the 
practices of international law the Mexican 
government could not refuse to protect 
her, but she could not remain in port more 
than twenty-four hours, as to do so would 
subject her to the charge of using the port 
as a base of operations against a friendly 
government. So that, if the vessel reaches 
Acapulco before the Charleston, the latter 
vessel would have simply to wait outside 
the port for twenty-four hours to get an 
opportunity to retake the Itata and her 
stores, providing that these have not in the 
meantime been transferred to the Esmer- 
alda. 


Mexicans on the Lookout. 

City oF MExIco, May 14.—The govern- 
ment has given strict orders to the port au- 
thorities on the Pacific coast to report the 
appearance of any Chilian or other war- 
ships. It will be difficult to get news, as the 
government wires have to be depended on 
altogether. The general opinion here is 
that the Itata and her convoys will double 
upon the Charleston. The government 
has ordered the gunboat Democrata to 
keep a sharp lookout for the vessels, It is 
rumored here that a private telegram has 
been received announcing that a fishing 
schooner saw two vessels out at sea, off the 
coast, Tuesday, at full speed. One of the 
vessels was sighted at 8 a.m. and the other 
at 2 p.m., but they were so distant that 
the fishermen were not able to distinguish 
them. This report, however, cannot be 
traced to a reliable source. 


The Robert and Minnie Case. 

Los ANGELES, May 14.—United States 
Solicitor General Taft had a long confer- 
ence with Attorneys Cole and Marshal 
Gard. Burt and O'Farrell expect bonds- 
men to arrive from San Francisco to-day. 
The sailors are in jail here, and as yet no 
one has given bonds for them. The ex- 
amination of all the parties in the Robert 
and Minnie case has been set for next 
Tuesday morning. 


TROUBLE IN DUTCH GUIANA, 


Authorities Have a Revolution on Their 
Hands—Many Serious Conflicts. 

Lonpon, May 14.—A South American 
dispatch says that the people of the lower 
orders have revolted against the authori- 
ties in Dutch Guiana. Several serious con- 
flicts with the insurgents have occurred. 
in which many persons were wounded, 
The situation is constantly becoming more 
alarming, A dissension between the govy- 
ernor of the colony and officials under kim 
as to what measures should be adopted 
serves to heighten the disorder. 


Work of a Dy namiter. 

DUBLIN, May 14.—A magazine exploded 
at Donaghodee, a town near Belfast, shak- 
ing the whole town and breaking many 
windows. An investigation was made and 
a portion of a fuse was discovered. It is 
supposed that the explosion was the work 
ofadynamiter. The police are hunting 
for an American who is suspected of hay- 
ing committed the crime. Suspicion is 
strong against him. 


Failed for $300,000, 

New York, May 14.—The firm.of A. 
Levy & Bro. of 612 Broadway closed their 
doors yesterday afternoon. Their failure 
was due to the failure of Levy Bros. & 
Co., Tuesday, but the immediate cause 
of the suspension of business was the fil- 
ing of three judgments. The liabilities 
of the firm are about $300,000, and the as- 
sets are expected to make a good showing. 


Easier Feeling in Lisbon. 

LisBon, May 14.—The financial situation 
here has improved. Many private offices 
are cashing notes. On the produce market 
specie appears to be abundant, and there 
is no difficulty to cash notes, Stock brokers 
are receiving many purchase orders for 
notes, and on the other hand they did not 
receive any selling orders. 


On the Mend. 
New York, May 14.—Secretary Blaine’s 
health continues to improve, but he will 
probably not go out for a day or two yet. 


CALMEL: Hi» COUNTRYMEN, 


[talian Conmsl -& New Orleans Saved 
Many Lives—Indemnity Expected. 

New ORLEANS, May 14.—Senor Corte, 
the Italian consulsr agent, said in an in- 
terview that he had saved the lives of 
Mayor Shakespeare, Mr. Parkerson, Mr. 
Wickliffe and other leaders iu the Mafia 
lynching. ‘The day after the killing,’ he 
said, “there was a determined, absolute, 
almost uncontrolable determination 
among certain of my countrymen to kill 
the mayor and all those who had a hand 
in the butchery, but I restrained their 
hands; I controlled the furious-men.” 

Speaking of the investigations and the 
diplomatic correspondence over the lynch- 
ing, Senor Corte said: “It would only be 
an act of humanity if the solution of the 
problem is found in the payment of an in- 
demnity to the families of the dead Ital- 
iaus. I tell you, sir, that Ihave conclusive 
evidence that among the killed there were 
several Italian subjects, and that they 
could have proven an alibi clear as day 
light to exculpate them from the Hen- 
nessy murder. Those meg have left their 
wives and children destitute. Would it 
not be but just and equitable to indemnify 
the bereaved ones?” 


SETTLED IN COURT. 
A Kentucky Feud Winds Up by the Kill- 
ing of Three Participants. 

CATLETTSBURG, Ky., May 14.—Particu- 
lars of a tragedy have reached here from 
Hager, W. Va., in which three men were 
killed outright and another seriously 
wounded. The Hall and Steele families 
have been at outs for a year. The Halls 
consisted of father and four sons, while 
the Steeles counted three able to bear 
arms. The four Hall boys and two of the 
Steeles met at Squire Murphy’s office to 
transact some legal business. Each was 
armed with rifles and revolvers. One of 
the Hall boys wason the witness stand 
sud contradicted a statement made by a 
Steele. The lie was given and the battle 
opened. The court room was quickly 
emptied of its occupants not interested ip 
the trouble. About forty shots were fired, 
and when the smoke of the encounter 
cleared away the Steele boys, Samuel and 
Hiram, were found to have been killed 
outright. L. W. Hall had a bullet through 
his brain, and his brother Lewis was badly 
wounded. The other two have not been 
arrested and probably will not be, as they 
are known to be desperate men. 


TO PROVIDE FOR EMERGENCIES. 


4&4 New Rule That Has a Bearing Upon 
the Famous Johnson Case. 


Boston, May 14.—A copy of a rule of the 
United States supreme court has just been 
received by Clerk Stetson of the United 
States circuit court in this city providing 
tor just such emergencies as have arisen in 
the Johnson case, and sustaining the rul- 
ing which Judge Nelson took the risk of 
making recently, when he granted Gen. 
Butler a writ of error. The ruleis signed 
by Chief Justice Fuller and isin substance 
as follows: 

An appeal or writ of error from a circuit 
court or a district court direct this court in 
the cases provided for in sections 5 and 6, of 
the act establishing a court of appeals (these 
sections apply to appeals, etc., in capital or 
otherwise infamous cases) may be allowed in 
term time or vacation by any justice of this 
courtor by any circuit judge, and he may also 
grant asupersedeas and stay of proceedings 
pending such writ or appeal. 

It is expected by the court officials that 
Gen. Butler will under this rule apply for 
and get a writ of supersedeas liberating 
Mrs. Johnson from custody, pending her 
writ of error to the supreme court. 


DECLARED A FRAUD. 


A Decision Which Will Prevent a Ten- 
nessee “Town” from Growing. 

KNOXVILLE, Tenn., May 14.—Judge 
Sneed, on motion of John T. McNutt, has 
granted a fiat for attachment and injunc- 
tion against the Cardiff Coal and Iron 
company. McNutt seeks to have a receiver 
appointed for the company’s property. At 
a widely advertised sale of lots by the com- 
pany a year ago over $900,000 worth of 
lots were sold, McNutt was one of the pur- 
chasers. It was stated at the sale that the 
company had $1,000,000 in its treasury to 
spend the first year in public improve- 
ments, and now that the year has elapsed 
the town consists of a $50,000 bank,a saloon 
and a country store. The judge granted 
the fiat on the ground that the company 
was insolvent, was fraudulently disposing 
of property and was granting fraudulent 
preference. The town is a Boston enterprise. 


PHENIX RECAPTURED. 


The Escaped Newport Burglar Once 
More Landed in Jail. 

NEWPORT, R. I., May 14.—James W. 
Phenix, the second of the burglars who 
escaped from the Newport county jail here 
Sunday morning, was captured yesterday 
afternoon in Tiverton woods. He was lo- 
cated thereon Monday night, and Fall 
River and Newport officers have been beat- 
ing the woods ever since. He was captured 
at the house of A. C. Hamlin, who recog- 
nized and detained him until the officers 
arrived. Phenix was so completely sur- 
prised that he offered no resistance, and he 
was taken in charge by some of the New- 
port officers, who brought him here by 
road, disappointing several hundred peo- 
ple who gathered at the station to see him. 
Phenix was placed in the cell most distant 
from Conway. 


Catting Down Expenses. 

WASHINGTON, May 14.—In view of the 
possible deficiency in the appropriation for 
the collection of the,customs revenues dur- 
ing the present fiscal year, Secretary Fos- 
ter has determiued to reduce the force in 
some of the custom houses, where such a 
reduction will not materially impair the 
efficiency of the service. The first office to 
be affected by this decision is the apprais- 
er’s office at Boston. 


Forger Hatch Indicted. 

WORCESTER, May 14.—Clark Wells 
Hatch, the former Boston agent of the 
Travellers’ Insurance company, was in- 
dicted by the grand jury yesterday for 
uttering a forged order. His counsel has 
moved that he be given access to the books 
of the old co-partnership of Hatch & 
Woodward. 


Won by the Associated Press. 

NEw YorRK, May 14.—Judge O’Brien 
in the supreme court yesterday refused to 
grant an injunction asked for by Dunlap’s 
Cable News company to restrain the As- 
sociated Press from withholding its news 
from certain papers which violated the As- 
sociated Press rules by taking the Dunlap 
report. 


Railroad Men Amalgamate. 

Sr. Louis, May 14.—The convention of 
the Order of Railway Conductors yester 
day in secret session voted almost unani- 
mously to join the Federation of Railway 
Employes.

And when one speaks of *‘ dust”’ 
in Boston it does not refer to the compara- 
tively harmless substance met within a 
country road, but to poisonous refuse 
sucked up into the air by the whirling 
winds, tofind aresting place in lungs or 
on apparel. 

‘*Summing up the whole bill of costs the 
city of Paris long ago concluded that it is 
a paying investment to keep a great city 
clean. The cost is, of course, enormous, 
but the investment has proved the most 
profitable one of the municipality. Some 
20 years ago the same conclusion was 
reached by the citizens of Liverpool, Eng. 
and 275 miles of pavement lave been lai 
with a final covering of asphalt, which 
makes it quite easy to keep the city so well 
cleaned and sprinkled that the air cannot 
get loaded with dust, and thus become the 
medium of universal blood poisoning.” 


The above fact in relation to clothing is 
borne out by the statement of a clothing 
dealer in this city the other day, who said 
Quincy was a very hard place on clothing. 
We all know that granite chips are sharp, 
and as considerable of this material is used 
in repairing our streets, it is reasonable to 
think that the street dust is not only dirty, 
but damaging to clothing.

GRANITE INDUSTRY. 


(Continued from First Page.) 


773 in 1889. 


$146,627. 

South Carolina and Texas, 
which appears in previous reports, give 
indications of promising future develop- 
ments, although the present output is not 
great. 

Arkansas although bolding next to last 
place in the list of States for 1889, will 
doubtless show a much. greater output in 
the course of a few years, owing to de- 
velopments already made in the vicinity 
of Little Rock of what is known as 
Fourche Mountain granite, which is, 
strictly speaking, syenite. 

Considering the totals for the United 
States, it appears that something over 
sixty-two million cubic feet of granite, 
having a 

Total Value in Round Numbers. 

of $14,500,000, were produced by 22,313 
workmen from 874 quarries. To this num- 
ber of men over $9,600,000 in wages were 
paid. The total expense of producing the 
entire granite output amounts to over 
$11,500,000, thus indicating a profit to the 
producers of about $3,000,000. The total 
capital invested is over $19,000,000, of 
which something more than one-half is the 
value of land. 

Comparing the grand totals for the vari- 
ous purposes it appears that of the entire 
output of the country, $6,000,000 worth, 
or something less than half, is devoted to 
building purposes, and a little less than 
one-third to street work, of which more 
than half the value is of paving blocks. 
The value of the stone devoted to ceme- 
tery, monumental, and decorative pur- 
poses is about one-sixth of the entire 
amount, but its value per cubic foot, namely 
$1.13, is naturally vastly in excess of its 
value per unit of the stone used for any 
other purpose. Something less than one- 
tenth of the value of the output is devoted 
to bridge, dam and railroad work, while 
the value for miscellaneous uses is quite 
smail. 

Comparing the various States, it appears 
that for building purposes the value of the 
product in 

Massachusetts is Decidedly in Advance 
of that for any other state, Maine standing 
second, Connecticut third and California 
fourth. In street work Maine is largely in 
the lead, California taking second place, 
while Massahusetts, which for total pro- 
duction heads the whole list, stands third. 

In connection with cemetery and monu- 
mental work it is interesting to notice that 
Rhode Island stands at the head of the list, 
the value of its output amounting to near- 
ly $600,000, Massachusetts coming second 
and Vermont third. In Massachusetts and 
Vermont, respectively, the leading local- 
ities producing fine ornamental work are 
Quincy, in Massachusetts, and Barre, in 
Vermont. In the latter locality production, 
although carried on to a limited extent in 
1880, has largely developed within the past 
ten years.

Amendments to Water 
Supply Bill Discussed. 


Final Action Referred to Next Reg- 
ular Meeting. 


A Lengthy Session Lasting Until Nearly 
Midnight, 


The special meeting of the Council, 
Thursday evening, to take action on the 
water bill, now in the hands of the Legis-

Manuscript of “Home, Sweet Home.” 

The death of Mrs. Asa Jackson in Ath- 
ens, Ga., has brought up once again the 
much talked of mystery of the where- 
abouts of the original of John Howard 
Payne's ‘‘Home, Sweet Home.” 

Mrs. Jackson was a near relative of 
Miss Mary Hardin, who was much ad- 
mired by John Howard Payne. For a 
long time Miss Hardin had the only 
known copy of the famous song in the 
handwriting of its author. When she 
was dying several years ago in Athens it 
was rumored that in one of her eccentric 
moods she had willed the copy to be 
buried with her, but when asked on her 
deathbed if this were true she told Mrs. 
Jackson that she had not done so, but 
had left the manuscript, as well as all 
her other earthly goods, as a bequest to 
her. 

After Miss Hardin’s death the manu- 
script was searched for by Mrs. Jackson, 
but was not found. Only a few days ago 
areporter called on Mrs. Jackson and 
asked if nothing had ever come of the 
search. 

‘Nothing yet,” was the reply, “but I 
hope to find it before I die. Mary kept 
the copy concealed all the time while 
she lived. John Howard Payne sent it 
to her when he was consul to Algiers, 
and between the lines were written lit- 
tle love messages. They were sweet- 
hearts once, these two. Mary was offered 
tempting sums for the manuscript in her 
lifetime by publishers, but would never 
part with it. 

“Several lawyers have lately been to 
me to get my permission for them to 
ferret out the whereabouts of the manu- 
script, but I have refused to let them 
take the case. I feel certain that it will 
come to light before I die.” 

It is generally believed that the manu- 
script will some time be found. Some 
think that the copy, which was known to 
be the only one extant written by Payne 
himself, was stolen from the house by a 
servant.—Pittsburg Dispatch. 


Origin of the Clearing House. 

A correspondent asks: “When and 
where did she ‘clearing house’ originate?” 

In 1775 the bankers of London rented 
a house in Lombard street and fitted it 
with tables and desks for the use of their 
clerks, as a place where bills, notes, 
drafts and other commercial paper might 
be exchanged without the trouble of per- 
sonal visits of employes to all the metro- 
politan banks. Transfer tickets were 
used, and by means of this simple plan 
transactions involving many millions 
were settled without a penny changing 
hands. The Bank of Englandand every 
other important bank in London are 
members of the Clearing House associ- 
ation. The first clearing house in the 
United States was established by the as- 
sociated banks of New York in 1853.— 
St. Louis Globe-Democrat, 


Startling Facts Discovered by 
New Orleans Citizens. 


A LONG LIST OF MURDERS 


Committed by Members of t=s Order 
Previous to the Assassination of Chief 
Hennessy—Italian Consul Tells How 
an Attempt Was Made on His Life by 
the Men Who Were Lynched by the 
Mob—Remedies Suggested by the In- 
vestigating Committee. 


NEw ORLEANS, May 15.—The committee 
of fifty citizens appointed by the mayor in 
October, just after the assassination of 
Chief of Police Hennessy, to investigate 
the existence of the Mafia and other oath- 
bound societies of assassins, and to devise 
some means for destroying them, have re- 
ported. They discovered that ninety-four 
assassinations by Italians or Sicilians had 
preceded the murder of the chief, the ac- 
cused in each case escaping for lack of 
evidence. With the lynchings of March 14 
the committee had nothing to do, they 
say, although they think the acts were in- 
evitable under the existing conditions. The 
report goes on at considerable length, to 
show the existence here of the Mafia, 
which for years had terrorized the Italian 
population of this city, levying tribute at 
pleasure under penalty of death if refused. 

A sub committee called upon the Italian 
consul and assured him that the purpose 
of that body was to legal'y 

Rid the Community of Criminals 
and give greater security to life and prop- 
erty to allits citizens of whatsoever na- 
tionality. The consul stated that he was 
satisfied of this and was ready to co- 
operate to this end, and he would immedi- 
utely prepare and send the committee a 
report containing all the information in 
his possession. He stated that he was 
tonvinced of the existence of the Mafia in 
this city, and brought out the registration 
papers of Bagnetto and pulled out the im- 
print of a seal, which, he informed us, was 
the seal of the Mafia. He said he had 
strong suspicions, which amounted to 
sonviction to his mind, as to who were the 
leaders of the society in this city, and he 
furnished the committee with the 
aames; that prior to the Hennessy 
wsassination he had in some way 
znconsciously incurred the displeasure of 
a coterie (composed principally of the men 
who met their death at the parish prison 
on the 14th of March) that they had invited 
him to supper, and, although he partook 
sparingly of oyster soup only, when he re- 
turned home he was taken suddenly ill, 
suffered intensely all night and his symp- 
toms bore 

All the Evidence of Poisoning, 

and he was satisfied his life had been 
attempted. The written information 
promised the committee never came. Ihe 
consul sent word first that he had tele- 
graphed to Washington for authority to 
give it to us and afterward notified the 
committee ‘‘that it being an extra judicial 
body”’ he did not feel warranted in giving 
us the promised information. 

As remedies against the existing condi- 
tion of things the committee suggests: 

1. The regulation of immigration. 

2. Reform in the criminal laws and admin- 
istration of criminal justice. 

3. A law recognizing the existence of a bar 
association and endowing it with full power to 
try and disbar any attorney whose evil prac- 
tices render him unworthy of being an officer 
of court. 

The only radical romely, which suggested 
itself to us, is the entire prohibition of immi- 
gration from Sicily and lower Italy. It was 
found necessary to prohibit Chinese immigra- 
tion and congress passed the necessary law. 
The danger to California from Chinese was no 
greater than the danger to this state from the 
Sicilians and southern Italians. We have had 
long experience with these people,and that ex- 
perience has been a sad one. They are unde- 
sirable citizens, and there is no reason why 
they should be permitted to participate in the 
blessings of a freedom and civilization which 
they are not only unable to appreciate, but 
which they reruse to understand or to accept. 

The committee, in conclusion, submits 
suggestions regarding the jury system,and 
advises that the legislature be petitioned to 
amend the criminal laws to meet the re- 
quirements pointed out. 


Rudini’s Views. 

RoME, May 15.—The Marquis di Rudini, 
in the chamber of deputies yesterday, dis- 
cussing the New Orleans affairy said that 
it was simply a legal question. The de- 
parture of Baron Fava from Washington, 
he continued, had been ordered as a pro- 
test against the action of the United 
States in rejecting responsibility in the 
affair. European sympathy, the premier 
added, was with Italy, and he hoped for a 
friendly solution of the questions involved. 


Corte Denies It. 

NEW ORLEANS, May 15.—The grand jury 
yesterday sent a committee to Consul Corte 
to get the names of the Italians who he 
said had been engaged ina plot against 
the mayor and others. The consul said he 
had been misinterpreted by the news- 
pavers. 

Preacher, Author and Editor. 

PRINCETON, N. J., May 15.—Francis N. 
Zabriskie, D. D., of Princeton, the well- 
known divine and author, is dead, after a 
lingering sickness. Dr. Zabriskie was 
born in Hackensack, N. J., in 1832. He 
was graduated from the college of the city 
of New York, and the theological semin- 
ary at New Brunswick and subsequently 
held various pastoral charges. He was 
editor of The Christian Intelligence from 
1880 to 1883. He wrcve a biography of 
Horace Greeley, which recently appeared 
fn the “American Statesmen”’ series. 

Sige ee 
Riot in Brussels. 

BrvsskELs, May 15.—There was renewed 
rioting in this city last evening, growing 
out of the action of the authorities in in- 
terfering with the workmen’s demonstra- 
tion Wednesday evening. The police with 
drawn swords charged and dispersed a 
number of processions of workmen. Many 


windows were broken. A large numberof 
arrests were made. 


Persecution of Jews at Corfu. 
VIENNA, May 15.—An attack was made 
upon the Ghetto quarter of Corfu yester- 
day. The Jews’ houses were burned to the 
ground and nine persons were killed and 
many injured. A state of siege has been 
declared. 


State Prison for Life. 

Boston, May 15.—Benjamin H. Taylor, 
who murdered Wilder F. Hutchins in the 
latter’s stable last November, yesterday 
pleaded guilty to murder in the second 
eearee, and was sentenced to state prison 
or life. 


MASSACHUSETTS LEGISLATURE. 


The House Refuses to Consider Its 
fection Relative to Grade Crossings— 
Bond Investment Companies. 

Bostox, May 15.—By a vote of 16 to 11 
the senate reconsidered the rejection of the 
bill relating to the location of street rail- 
ways on the motion of Mr. Raymond, and 
the bill was then tabled. 

The adverse report on the Bacon Cape 
Cod canal petition was tabled. 

By a vote of 10 to 11 and 9 pairs the sen- 
ate refused to reconsider the rejection of 
the house bill relating to the payment of 
poll taxes by political organizaticns. 

Mr. Stafford explained that his amend- 
ment to the house bill to prohibit the 
issuing of certain obligations (the bond in- 
vestment companies) applied to only three 
companies which he thought should be ex- 
empted from the provisious of the bill, the 
same as the Massachusetts companies have 
been exempted from the provisions of the 
fraternal endowment bill. Mr. Nutter 
thought differently, inasmuch as the bond 
companies were a private business enter- 
prise. Mr. Haggerty spoke at length in ex- 
planation of the bill. 

Ought not to pass was reported by the 
fish and game committee on the recom- 
mitted engrossed bill relative to fishing in 
Merrimack river. 

Ought to pass was reported by the 
treasury committee on the house bill mak- 
ing appropriations for the Massachusetts 
State Firemen’s association, for the Car- 
ney hospital and for certain other expenses 
authorized by law. 

The senate refused to concur in the ad- 
mission of the petition of the town of 
Everett for authority to construct and 
maintain a system of electric lighting. 

The Bond Investment company bill was 
amended so as to exempt from its provis- 
ions building and loan associations and 
regular insurance companies, and then ad- 
vanced a stage. A substitute bill was 
offered for an adverse report on compul- 
sory pensions in the Boston police depart- 
ment. 


In the House. 

Mr. Melien moved to reconsider the re- 
jection of the bill to umend the law as to 
the abolition of grade crossings. He said 
this was a fight between the people and 
the corporations, and that since the vote, 
May 6, nine Republicans, but no Demo- 
crats, had changed front on this matter. 
Mr. Sohier opposed reconsideration, but 
said that, should it prevail, he would offer 
an amendment changing the proportion of 
expense to be borne by municipalities and 
state. Mr. Powers said the bill was against 
the reduction of the number of grade 
crossings, instead of the reverse. Mr. 
Moriarty favored reconsideration, as did 
Messrs. Chester and Ludd. The latter op- 
posed Mr. Sohier’s amendment. Mr. Kim- 
ball opposed reconsideration and claimed 
that the proposed amendment was out of 
order. Reconsideration was refused, 75 to 
87 on a rising vote, while a roll call gave 
83 yeas and 92 nays. 

Mr. Wilson moved to reconsider the re- 
jection of the bill taking from the alder- 
men of Boston the power of confirmation 
of the appointments of the mayor. Mr. 
Buckley opposed the motion, andit was 
defeated by a yea and nay voteof 23 to 134. 


DEPREDATIONS BY CHINESE. 


British Warship Will Investigate the Do- 
ings of a Mob. 


SHANGHAI, May 15.—Further particulars 
received here from Woo Hoo, the treaty 
port in the province of Ngan-Hoei, show 
that the Chinese who took part in burning 
the Catholic mission and other European 
buildings at that place, are liable to bring 
down upon themselves the wrath of the 
British government. The mob, it is now 
stated, also burned and looted the custom 
house and the British consulate. The wife 
of the British consul, disguised as a 
Chinese woman, managed, with difficulty, 
to escape from the consulate,and made her 
way to the banks of the Yang-Tse-Kiang, 
where, in company with the other Euro- 
peans,she took refuge on the hulks moored 
in the stream. The British consul was 
wounded while on his way from the con- 
sulate to the hulks. The anti-European 
feeling which caused the riot is cooling 
down. The European portion of the popu- 
lation of Woo Hoo is anxiously awaiting 
the arrival of H. M. S. Inconstant. 


SEVERAL DUBIOUS RUMORS, 


But no Positive Intelligence Concerning 
the Hunt for the Itata. 


St. Lovts, May 15.—A dispatch from the 
City of Mexico says: The Anglo-American 
prints a special from San Blas, on the 
Pacific coast, stating that a coastwise 
schooner, which arrived here Wednesday, 
reports having sighted two unknown ves- 
sels about 2 o’clock Tuesday afternoon, 
and auother about dark, some distance off 
that port, both going south and steaming 
fast. The captain of the schooner was un- 
able to make out their names owing to the 
distance. 

There is a general belief in San Blas that 
the vessels sighted were the Itata first and 
the Charleston second, chasing her. If 
this is the case the Charleston is between 
four and five hours behind. 

Crty oF MEXICO, May 15.—The govern- 
ment denies that any Chilian ship touched 
at a Mexican port up toa iate hour Wed- 
nesday night, or that any conflict took 
place near San Blas, as rumored and pub- 
lished by The Anglo-American.

HURT BY THE NEW LAW, 


Severe Criticism of Commissioner Line- 
han’s Action in Issuing Certain Per- 


mits—Will Play an Important Part in 
Politics in the Future. 


ConcorD, N. H., May 15.—The enforce- 
ment of the law regarding the assessment 
insurance companies by Commissioner 
Linehan has got that gentleman into the 
hottest kind of hot water. He receives a 
kind of commendation from the press of 
the state generally, but the vast number 
of people affected may be judged from the 
fact that while only twenty-eight out of 
companies to which he sent 
blanks reported, those twenty-eight re- 
turned over 56,000 certificates as issued. 
The commissioner maintains that he is 
executing the law without fear or favor, 
but he is leing criticized now for issuing 
permits to do business to the Pennigewas- 
set Mutual and the Provident Mutual of 
Concord. 

The first isa Plymouth concern, which 
issues a policy payable one-half to the 
beneficiary named and the balance divided 
equally among the survivors of the club 
of ten to which the deceased member be- 
longed. This scheme has been denounced 
as a gambling one, and the society in its 
return for the year ending Dec. 31, 1889, 
claimed a cash balance of but $667, against 
4 certificate liability of $11,849,500.

SOLVED BY THE GOSPEL. 


The Pope Expounds Doctrine for Labor- 
ing Men to Consider. 


RoME, May 15.—The Latin text of the 
Pope’s encyclical on the labor question is 
about to be published. An analysis shows 
that he refutes the socialist theories tend- 
ing to abolish private property and up- 
holds the principles of the church as the 
first and main element in the solution of 
social questions. The true solution, the 
pope says, can be found in tae gospel, 
which, if rightly studied, would teach em- 
ployers and employed to becoma united, 
while fulfilling their respective duties. 
The church has always sought to promote 
the application of the principles stated in 
the gospel and to give moral and material 
help as inculated by Christ’s doctrines. 
The state should intervene to regulate dis- 
putes in regard to private property in 
order to ensure the public peace and the 
moral and material welfare of the working 
people. Atthis point his holiness com- 
ments on the necessity of Sunday rest, and 
deals at length with the questions of 
strikes, wages and hours of labor for work- 
men, women and children. 

In conclusion, the pope dilates on the 
subject of workingmen’s associations, in- 
cluding mutual aid and accident insurance 
societies, sick funds, classes for technical 
education and mixed syndicates of em- 
ployers and employes. The state ought to 
countenance all such institutions as are 
calculated to improve the existing social 
conditions. The pope praises the work 
the instiiutions have already achieved and 
calls upon all Catholics to assist in their 
formation, urging that all should be ani- 
mated with 4 Christian spirit. 


MICHIGAN’S FOREST FIRES. 


New Keports Coming in Show the Wide 
Extent of the Disaster. 

WHITE CLouD, Mich., May 15.—Recent 
rains haue subdued the forest fires in this 
vicinity. Hundreds of families are desti- 
tute within twenty-five miles of here, and 
many hundreds have nothing to eat 
save what charitable people give them. 
Some of them are badly burned. 

EscANABA, Mich., May 15.—No rains 
have fallen in four weeks and the situa- 
tion is serious. The forest fires are now 
doing great damage in Delta and Menomi- 
nee counties, and are spread over a vast 
area. With a high wind this city would 
be in great danger. 

BALDWIN, Mich.,May 15.—Over 100 home- 
less, houseless women and children are 
here, sheltered and fed by charity, while 
the men have returned to their late homes, 
whence they were driven by the fires, to 
see if anything remains worth saving. 

Hart, Mich., May 15.—Fully two scores 
of families are here destitute, having 
walked twenty miles to escape the fires, 
leaving homes and everything behind 
them. 

Twin LAKE, Mich., May 15.—By hard 
work, the men, women and children help- 
ing, this town has been so far saved from 
the forest fires. The fires are still raging 
in almost every direction and the danger is 
not over. Three families have been burned 
out. The men who were fighting the fire 
were nearly hemmed in and came near 
suffocating. 


ROOM FOR DOUBT. 


Story of the Attempt on the Life of 


Hippolyte Not Confirmed. 

NEW YorK, May 15.—Inquriesi made at 
some of the New York houses who do 
business with Hayti failed to confirm the 
report of the attempted assassination of 
Hippolyte. John Hanstedt, the Haytian 
consul, thought that the story was un- 
true. The cable was working all right, 
and had an attempt been made to assassin- 
ate the president he would, in all probabil- 
ity, he said, have been informed at once. 

Hannibal Price, the Haytian minister, 
who is now in New York, was out when 
called on, but John Hurst, the secretary of 
the legation, scorned the idea of there be- 
ing any truth in the story. He declared 
that he knew the report was false because 
Hippolyte had not been at Jacmel, the 
scene of the alleged attempt upon the 
president’s life, since the spring of 1890, 
and had not been away from Port-au- 
Prince since April 25. 

The report would appear to be improba- 
ble in the face of these denials.

Marder Will Out, 

Ten years ago an old timer named 
Tom Poole, who, with his two children, 
lived on a farm between Pemberton 
meadows and Lillooet lakes, was found 
murdered. The bodies of the children, 
horribly mutilated, lay across the father’s 
corpse in the cellar of the house, which 
had been burned over their heads after 
the horrible butchery. Suspicion rested 
on a neighbor named Graham, who was 
last seen near the ranch. He was ar- 
rested and tried in New Westminster 
for the crime, being afterward acquitted. 

The provincial government offered a 
reward for the capture of the murderer, 
and there the case dropped and public 
interest gradually died out. Within the 
past few months certain discoveries have 
been made which go to show that Graham 
was really innocent, and the real mur- 
derer is an Indian chief named Nemiah, 
who, two years ago, murdered a China- 
man on the Frazer river, and has since 
been evading the authorities. 

About two weeks ago Nemiah quar- 
reled with another Indian in his band, 
and the hands of the chief were almost 
stained with the blood of his third vic- 
tim. Other Indians present seized and 
bound him, and immediately sent a mes- 
sage to B. Franklin, justice of the peace 
at Tatlae Lake, that they had got Ne- 
miah an! wanted the authorities to come 
up and take him. On receipt of this in- 
formaticn Franklin, accompanied by a 
posse of special constables, left immedi- 
ately, only to find on arriving at their 
destinaticn that their bird had flown. 

Nemiah’s squaw had cut the ropes that 
bound hin while the others were asleep. 
Making good use of his liberty Nemiah 
took to the ‘‘stick,” where he is supposed 
to be at present. The party found that 
the Indian Guishou, with whom Nemiah 
had the quarrel, was not dangerously in- 
jured. All the other Indians are willing 
to assist in the capture of Nemiah, or ap- 
pear to be.—Vancouver (B. C.) Cor. Ta- 
coma Ledger. 


Mushroom Lore. 

A local expert proposes to make mush- 
room hunting a specialty this summer, 
and he is certain that if there is any sec- 
tion of Maine where there are lovers of 
this fungus it is right here in Lewiston 
and Auburn. On his finger he can count 
scores of men (has to use his fingers twice 
over and more, too, you see) who are fond 
of them and know how to cook them. 
At one certain country house in Lewis- 
ton the Sunday mushroom dinner is a 
fixed thing in summer, and my! aren’t 
they delicious! The old rule for distin- 
guishing them from toadstools—viz., eat 
them, and if you die they are toadstools 
—is nut now operative. 

It’s a poor mushroom gatherer who 
does not know the difference. The top of 
the ycung mushroom is white, the under 
portion loose aud lighter. As it matures 
the top changes to a brown color and the 
under part to a dark red. The stem, 
which is white and round when young, 
also grows dark with age. Eatable 
mushrooms have pleasant odor and are 
never slimy. A test proposed is to sprin- 
kle salt on the under side or spongy part 
and give it time to act. If it turns black 
the mushroom is good; if yellow, the 
toadstool is poisonous.—Lewiston Jour- 
nal. 


Woodpecker’s Justice. 

A year ago a pair of red headed wood- 
peckers determined to peck a hole in the 
boarding under the eaves of a house, as 
woodpeckers oftendo. Theowner of the 
house, not liking such mutilation, after 
repeated efforts succeeded in driving 
them away, and they went to work at 
once and dug a hole in the nearest tree. 

When the birds’ home was finished and 
housekeeping had begun the farmer's 
boys captured the female asshe sat in the 
nest and kept her in a cage, hoping to 
catch the male also. 

Two days later he returned with an- 
other wife. The boys relented at the 
sight. They gave Mrs. Woodpecker No. 
1 her liberty and awaited results. 

To their surprise the male woodpecker, 
after a relentless pursuit of about six 
hours, killed her. Then hedestroyed the 
one egg which she had laid, and contin- 
ued housekeeping with wife No. 2 as 
if nothing had happened.—Cor. Youth’s 
Companion. 


Beating Street Car Railways. 

It is hard to get ahead of the street car 
companies, but some people in Chicago 
think they are going todoit. They are 
having constructed vehicles exactly like 
street cars, except that the wheels are a 
little larger. They are gauged to fit the 
car tracks, and it is proposed torun them 
on the tracks just like any horse car, with- 
out asking with your leave or by your 
leave. They will stop like the street 
cars and charge the same fare. If the 
car companies object, owners of the new 
vehicles will point to the fact that they 
are simply omnibuses, which are en- 
titled to use any portion of the public 
streets, whether tracks happen to be 
there or not. If the car companies don’t 
like their tracks to be used they are at 
liberty to take them away.—Exchange. 

Hands That Statesmen Write. 

Among Lord Granville’s other amiable 
possessions was that of a very neat and 
scholarly handwriting. Perhaps this is 
one reason for his popularity with press 
men. On the whole, however, states- 
men certainly do not write worse than 
“writers.” Mr. Gladstone's hand is in- 
deed spoiled by over indulgence in post- 
cards. Mr. Balfour's hand is not pretty, 
and Mr. Goschen’s is execrable. Mr. 
John Morley’s hand has character, but is 
not always easy to read. Lord Salisbury 
writes clearly. So do Lord Rosebery 
and Lord Hartington. But it may be 
doubted whether any of those we have 
mentioned write at once so prettily and 
so legibly as did Lord Granville.—Pall 
Mall Gazette.

miserable contrivances politely called 
pillows in many places in Europe. 


POPULAR SCIENTIFIC RECREATION. 


A Pretty Illustration of the Pressure of 
Gas and the Force of Gravitation. 

Take a wide mouthed bottle and bore 
through the cork a hole of such size as to 
allow the insertion of the neck of a glass 
funnel, and make an airtight joint with 
paraffin wax or a bit of common paraffin 
candle, melted down. There must be no 
air holes between funnel and cork or be-

tween cork and bottle. Half fill the bottle 
with water and drop into it two of the 
powders, a blue and a white one (bicarbon- 
ate of soda and tartaric acid), sold by chem- 
ists for the production of the familiar Seid- 
litz draught. 

The liquid forthwith effervesces by rea- 
son of the liberation of the carbonic acid 
gas, and this gas struggles to escape, as 
fast as it is generated, through the opening 
ofthefunnel. Butif you place in the fun- 
nel one or two balls of elder pith or cork 
(in the latter case they may be cut out ofa 
wine bottle cork) the gas can only escape 
intermittently, one or other of the balls 
falling, by force of gravitation, into the 
lower part of the funnel and stopping the 
passage until the pressure of the carbonic 
acid gas in the bottle below becomes so 
strong as to lift itoutofthe way. When- 
ever this happens a portion of the gas es- 
capes, the pressure diminishes and one of 
the balls again falls into the opening. The 
effect continues as longas the gas continues 
to be liberated, andif you have painted the 
balls in different colors their dance as they 
rise and fall in the funnel has a very pretty 
effect. By gumming one of your little balis 
to the center of acigarette paper, cut out 
and colored to represent the wings of abut- 
terfly, you may give the experiment quite 
an artistic character. 

A Coal Saving Composition. 

In regard toa coal saving composition, 
lately tested at Leeds, The Iron and Coal 
Traders’ Review says: The composition is 
a chemical compound resembling fine sand, 
and one of the principal properties claimed 
for it is that when sprinkled on an ordinary 
fire, after it has been made up, it insures 
thorough combustion, all the gas and tar, 
which in the ordinary way is allowed to 
pass off in smoke up the chimney, being 
consumed. ‘The modus operandi is very 
simple, all that is required to be done being 
to sprinkle about half an ounce of the com- 
position over the fire. A chemical reaction 
takes place in the coal, and the top of the 
fire becoming cemented together, gradually 
consumes all of the tar and black smoke 
given off, while the heat, instead of es- 
capingthrough the top of the fire, isthrown 
outintothe room. After the fireis about 
half burnt out nothing but coke remains, 
and it gives off a great heat. The compo- 
sition is not, however, suitable for use with 
a coke fire. 


The Gas from Blast Furnaces Utilized. 

According to The Iron Trade Review, a 
company in Scotland pays a yearly rental 
to a number of iron works for the right to 
collect the smoke and gases which escape 
from the blast furnaces. These gases pass 
through several miles of iron pipe, grad- 
ually diminishing from six feet to eight- 
een inches, and as the gases cool there is 
found to be a considerable deposit of oil, 
while the residual gases are used for dis- 
tilling and other purposes, besides yielding 
a large percentage of ammonia. At one of 
these plants in Glasgow, which is the 
smallest of the works in operation, about 
60,000,000 feet of gas is pumped and col- 
lected a day and the company recovers on 
an average 25.000 gallons of oil a week. 
The oils obtained are for the Lucigen and 
other similar lights and for pickling tim- 
ber. 


Putting Out Fire with Sand. 

In connection with the equipment for 
fire protection of wood working establish- 
ments it is recommended by Fire and 
Water that a yallon pail filled with fine 
sand be always placed within convenient 
reach of each workman employed where 
oiling and finishing is being done. This 
practice might well be followed wherever 
there is a possibility of fire starting in oils 
or oil soaked materials. There is nothing 
which will squelch an oil fed fire in its in- 
cipiency more quickly and effectually than 
sand—and there are no afterclaps in the 
way of water damage. 


Costly Metals. 

Some rare metals, possessing special qual- 
ities, are required for certain work. Thus 
palladfum is used in making some parts of 
timepieces, and irridium for the points of 
gold pens. Lithium is the lighest of metais. 
Rhodium is extremely hard and brittle, 
and is only fusible at a very high temper- 
ature, and irridium is the heaviest sub- 
stance hitherto discovered. The uniniti- 
ated have no idea of the value of these 
scarce products, which are most of them 
far more precious than gold and silver, as 
far as their market value is concerned. 


A Gigantic Pendulum. 

The experiments with a pendulum, to 
visibly demonstrate the motion of the 
earth, formerly made by Foucault under 
the cupola of the Pantheon, are about to 
be renewed on an even larger scale, says 
Popular Science News. The new gigantic 
pendulum has just been suspended from 
the center of the second platform of the 
Eiffel tower. It consists of a bronze wire 
850 feet long, with a steel globe weighing 
180 pounds at the end.

A Public Meeting. 


A writer from Wollaston sends us for 
publication the following articles: 

There is an epidemic of hoodlumism and 
vandalism—crimes that usually go hand in 
hand—in this city. None of the different 
sections are free from it, complaints are 
heard daily from the different wards. 

It is the same old story, windows 
smashed, flower gardens uprooted, fences 
broken, signs disfigured, people insulted, 
cars stoned, and other minor but exaspera- 
ting offenses. Where are our police? Echo 
answers, ‘‘Where?” 

The saying, ‘‘great oaks from little acorns 
grow,’’ was never more tritely illustrated 
than by what has been going on in Wollas- 
ton for the past three or four years. Years 
ago, and not many at that, this ward was 
considered the quietest and most orderly 
in the city. Putin the past few years a 
new element has come in and from minor 
acts of vandalism, which were winked at 
by the authorities at that time, things have 
been growing worse, until last week four 
burglaries were committed in one night by 
a crowd of fellows who claim Wollaston as 
their place of residence. If this hoodlum- 
ism and vandalism had been squelched 
three years ago when it was in its incipient 
stage these crimes would in all probability 
never have been committed. 

When such men as Wendell G. Corthell, 
E. E. Williamson, Rev. Luther Freeman, 
Josiah Sparrow, E. Thomas, 
Joseph A. Bass, F. J. Perry, Richard R. 
Freeman, Charles W. Johnson, Allen M. 
Jameson, Samuel F. Howard, Joseph H. 
Lord, and a long list of other public 
spirited citizens come forward with a letter 
to the people of Wollaston asking them to 
assemble in the Methodist church, on 
Saturday evening, May 16, at 7.30 o'clock, 
to discuss this matter, it is evident that 
the climax of these outrages has been 
reached. Mayor Fairbanks will be present 
and address the meeting.

The letter reads as follows: 


To the people of Wollaston: 

The time has arrived to take some public 
action for the purpose of protecting our 
property and the good name of Wollaston 
by makiug some provision for a local police. 
The frequent breaking into private resi- 
dences in the day time as well as at night; 
the recent daring robbery of the stores and 
the laundry; the annoyances caused by 
drunken men on our streets and around 
j;our public places; the chasing of young 
girls on “Third hill;’? the danger which 
comes from tramps at a time when most of 
the men are away from home, render it 
dangerous in the extreme, longer to put off 
some sort of police oversight in this ward. 
| It is far better to “lock the stable door” 
| before the horse has been stolen. It is far 
better to take this matter in band in a 
reasonable way than to wait until some 
terrible crime has been committed. Let us 
act the part of wisdom and try and crush 
out as far as possible this danger which 
seems to threaten the peace and good name 
of this fair village. A united and vigorous 
public sentiment will go far to stop further 
depredations, Therefore we ask the people 
of Wollaston to meet in the Methodist 
church on Saturday evening, at 7.30, to 
devise the best method to protect the well 
being of the property and the good repute 
of this village.

(Continued from First Page.) 


Mr. Faxon said the only way to settle 
this matter is to go to the company and 
make a bargain. These gentlemen started 
the plant, which has been a great blessing 
to Quincy, and now a few citizens are try- 
Ing to rob them. My friend Shaw is run- 
ning all over Quincy to get the Council to 
vote for a Water Supply. 

Councilman Pratt objected to {any criti- 
cisms of the Council, and moved the com- 
mittee rise and consider the business of 
the evening. He would be pleased to hear 
from any present but did not like to sit 
there and listen to political insinuations. 

Councilman Duffield opposed the motion 
which was lost. 

Mr. Faxon said that nothing. can be 
brought here, but politics are in it. 

Councilman Pratt rose to a point of 
order, and asked whether they were discus- 
sing water or politics. Mr. Faxon answered: 
Water and politics mixed. 

Councilman Duffield asked Mr. Faxon if 
he did not allow a sewer to pass near his 
residence until the Board of Health had 
made him remove it. 

Chairman Thompson ruled the question 
out of order and said we were discussing 
water and hoped the gentlemen would con- 
fine themselves to the question. 

Councilman Duffield said he had walked 
through his filth and wanted to ask the 
question: Did you not put a sewer at 
your house on Howard street ? 

Mr. Faxon said he had dug a little hole. 

Councilman Newcomb rose to a point of 
order, and said he did not think this had 
anything to do with the water question. 

Mr. Duffield explained by saying that 
Mr. Faxon had appeared before the Legis- 
lative committee and said water could not 
be carried to his house on Howard street 
on account of the rocks. 

Herbert M. Federhen was the next 
speaker called. He said this was a ques- 
tion the city should be careful in deciding 
upon ; he thought by the amendment the 
city were shouldering another fight. The 
speaker hoped the council would stand by 
the bill reported, and if you lose that, sub- 
nfit the purchase of the present franchise 
to the people. 

James H. Slade followed with a lengthy 
speech, using agruement for the Water 
Company, saying it was easy enough for a 
man to come here and call the water vile, 
but that same man was absent when the 
investigation was made of the water. No 
man has a well of water on his place that 
will analyze as well as that of the Water 
Company. 

A discussion then followed between Mr. 
Slade and Councllman Duffield in regard 
to quality of pipes used. 

Mr. W. H. Glenon spoke against the 
present company, and Mr. F. A. Claflin for 
it, the latter gentlemen saying we owed a 
debt of gratitude to the Quincy Water 
Company. 

Councilman Wilde moved that the com- 
mittee now rise and that Councilman 
Moxon report for the committee as a whole 
to the council. The motion was carried 
and Councilman Moxon read his report 
which was adopted. 

Councilman Duffield then moved to ad- 
journ, which motion was lost.

GRANITE CUTTERS REJOICE. 


Of Proposed Amendment to Water S»pp'y Profitable Scheme Which Has Been Nipped 


Bill, | 
Add to the end of section 17 the follow- | 
ing: In case of the acceptance of this act, | 
said city may, and before exercising any | 
power or authority conferred by this act, | 
said city shall either acquire the franchise, 
corporate property, 1ights and privileges of 
the Quincy Water Company in the manner 
provided for by section 9 of chapter 162 of 
acis of the year 1883, or else shall, with the 
assent of said corporation, purchase the} 
corporate property, rights and privileges 
thereof upon the following terms, namely: 

A sum equal to the cash capital actually 
invested by said corporation in construct- 
ing its works and plant, and acquiring its 
corporate property, rights and privileges, 
with a further sum added thereto equal to 
interest upon the actual capital so invested, 
at a rate which shall be fair and reasona- 
ble, taking into account the risks of such 
investment, with a further sum added 
thereto equal to a fair and reasonable com- 
pensation to the officers of said company 
for unpaid services actually rendered by 
term in the conduct of its business, and 
minus a sum equal to the outstanding 
bonded indebtedness of said corporation 
with accrued interest; which bonded in- 
debtedness shall be assumed by said city, 
and minus a further sum equal to any divi- 
dends paid by said corporation upon its 
capital stock, and minus a further sum 
equal to the cash which said corporation 
has on hand at the date of transfer of its 
property to said city, the right to collect all 
debts due to said corporation being assigned 
by it to said city. 

If said city shall vote to purchase, and 
said corporation to sell, under the forego- 
ing provision, and if they are unable to 
agree upon the sum which should be paid 
in accordance with the same, said corpora- 
tion shall appoint one referee, jhe mayor 
of said city shall appoint another, and the 
two referees so appointed shall choose a 
third, and the decision of the majority of 
such referees, determining the sum which 
should be paid said corporation under the 
foregoing provisions, shall be conelusive 
and binding, both upon said city and upon 
said corporation. Neither one of such ref- 
erees shall be citizens of the city of Quincy 
or shall be interested in any manner in 
said corporation.

For a long time Joeal granite cutters have 


been annoyed by the importation of dressed 


—at prices which prodaced ruinous eompe- 
tition with their work. With their know! - 
edge of the amount of work expended on 
the imperted stone, they could not under- 
stand how the goods could be laid down 
here at the prices at which they were fur- 
nished. 

The matter attracted the attention of 
Special Agent Montgomery, and he was not 
long in discovering how it was brought 
about, 

The scheme was to ship dressed granite 
from the Provinces, where labor is cheap, 
to some small eastern port, where it was en- 
tered at a great undervaluation, and the 
duties paid. At these smaller ports this 
was more likely to be successful, as the 
local officials lacked the experience and 
expert judgment necessary for the recog- 
nition of the undervaluation. 

The goods having passed one of these 
small custom houses, and being supplied 
with a collector’s certificate that they had 
been duly entered and duties paid, could 
then be transported, so the perpetrators 
fancied, whenever they desired, without 
further trouble, and put on the market ata 
price beyond local competition. 

But as soon as Special Agent Mont- 
gomery got on track of the performance, 
he found a way to administer what will 
prove a very decided check to the business. 
Last week he seized some eighteen tons of 
dressed granite which had been entered at 
an undervaluation at Eastport, Me., and 
was on its way through Boston to Chicago. 

This week he has captured a similar con- 
signment of eighteen cases which was 
passed through the custom house at Vance- 
boro, Me., for parties in Quincy, Mass. 
This last lot was from the Carlton works 
of Burpee & Co. of St. John, N. B., and, 
like the first lot, was undervalued at least 
200 per cent., or less than one-third of its 
real value. As the duty on dressed granite 
is forty per cent. ad valorem, it is plain to 
see that the evasion of two-thirds of this, 
or nearly twenty-seven per cent. of the 
value, left some one in a position to sell 
dressed granite here at a verv low figure. 

The penalty to owner, importer, con- 
signee, ageut or other person making such 
a fraudulent entry by under valuation, is es- 
tablished by Section 9 of the administration 
bill, which accompanies the tariff of Octo- 
ber, 1890. It is the forfeiture of the mer- 
chandise, and, upon conviction, a penalty 
or fine not exceeding $5,000, or imprison- 
ment not exceeding two years, or both, at 
the discretion of the court. 

It isa curious, but not an unexpected 
feature of the last case that its detection 
was probably due to the chagrin of a party 
who had heretofore been caught in similar 
practices, or a former case was reported by 
the parties now in peril through rivalry.— 
Boston Herald.

LAWYERS PUZZLED 


Over an Apparent Conflict of 
Jurisdiction. 


THE CASE OF MRS JOHNSON 


ee ia 
Furnishes an Interesting Question as to 


Between State and Na- 


the Relation 
tional Courts--A Leading Boston Law- 


yer on the Subject. 


Boston, May 16.—The discharge by 
state authority of Clarietta Johnson from 
the reformatory prison at Sherborn, where 
she was serving cut a sentence imposed by 
Judge Carpenter of the United States 
court for an offense against the statutes 
of the Unitea States, is attracting much 
attention and comment in legal circles on 
account of the apparent conflict of juris- 
diction. The writ of persona: replevin is-

to a person who is “imprisoned, restrained 
of his liberty, or held in duress, unless 
in the custody of some pubtic officer of the 
law by force ofa lawful warrant or pro- 
cess, civil or criminal, issued by competent 
authorities,” and is directed to the sheriff 
of the county or his deputy. As the juris- 
diction of the siute courts is confined to 
the state, the question arises how the writ 
of astate court can operate against a de- 
cree of the United States court, the juris- 
diction of whichis as distinct and inde- 
pendent as that of any one of the states? 
*Ifsuch an authority exists, it seems to 
make inoperative the power of the United 
States to punish, in this state at least, of- 
fenders against its laws. Some surprise is 
expressed that Gen. Butler should have re- 
sorted to such a form of procedure, after 
the steps he has already taken in the case. 

It will be remembered that after Mrs. 
Johnson had been convicted and sentenced 
to the women’s reformatory at Sherborn 
by Judge Carpenter, Gen. Butler obtained 
a writ of error to the supreme court of the 
United States. Pending the action of the 
court he applied to Judge Benedict of New 
York fora writ of supersedeas releasing 
her from custody until the supreme court 
had given its decision. This was denied, 
and meantime she had to suffer the im- 
prisonment consequent upon her convic- 
tion of perjury. An application was sub- 
sequently made to Judge Blatchford, and 
he granted it. It was supposed that armed 
With this decree Gen. Butler would have 
gone before Judge Nelson and secured the 
discharge of his client. But he chose the 
shorter and less complicated course. 

A Notable Case 

in this city where action taken under this 
writ was that of the United States against 
aman named Haynes, who was convicted 
of some offense before Judge Nelson in 
the district court. He was defended by 
Gen. Butler and E. B. Brown, and finally 
by Harrison Dunham. Hon. George M. 
Stearns, then United States district at- 
torney, acted for the government. The 
case was removed to the district court, 
where a motion in arrest of judgment was 
filed by Gen. Butler and allowed by Judge 
Colt. Haynes had been sentenced by 
Jucge Nelson to the house of correction in 
East Cambridge, and entered upon the 
serving out of his sentence. A writ of 
error was taken up to the supreme court 
by Mr. Dunham, and pending the decision 
of the court, he also applied for and ob- 
tained a writ of supersedeas, and Haynes 
was released from the house of correction 
on $3000 bail. 

Haynes went west, where he is to-day. 
The arguments on the law points of the 
writ of error were made before Judge 
Gray and the matter is now in the hands 
of the judges for their decision. It will be 
seen that in this case where Gen. Butler 
was counsel the usual course of procedure 
in the United States courts was adopted, 
with substantially the same result as in 
the Johnson case, where the questionable 
method of invoking the power of the state 
court was adopted. 

One of the ablest and best.informed law- 
yers in this city, practicing before the 
United States courts, while not wishing to 
be quoted as giving an opinion on a ques- 
tion which is not to be decided without 
thorough investigation, regards the casein 
this way: 

A Lawyer’s Argument. 

The superintendent of the women’s 
reformatory at Sherborn, when she re- 
ceived Mrs. Johnson as a prisoner, received 
her—provided she had authority to receive 
her at all—as a state officer clothed by the 
state with authority to take charge of the 
prison and its inmates. Mrs. Jobnson 
comes there, it is true, under sentence 
from a United States court, but the nature 
of the prison while recciving her as a 
United States prisoner under a sentence of 
the United States court, has charge over 
her. and enforces discipline as a state of- 
ficer, appointed by the state, answering to 
the state for the exercise of her authority, 
and holding this woman in a state re- 
formatory institution under the authority 
given by the state tothe United States to 
incarcerate prisoners sentenced by courts 
of the United States to imprisonment in 
the state institution. 

Therefore, it seems that while at first 
flush the exercises of this writ of personal 
replevin is an interference by the state with 
the limited state’s courts, it is in effect 
only the exercise by the state court of its 
authority over a person in charge ofa 
state institutien acting under the author- 
ity of thestate and only holding a pris- 
oner of the United States, to imprison 
persons sentenced by the United States 
courts in the penal institutions of Massa- 
chusetts, and the state officer answers the 
process of the state in the process of the 
courts. 

If this view of the case is correct, it 
seems to be important that the United 
States 

Should Have Prisons of Its Own 
if it desires to keep its convicts free from 
state interference, The only prison it has 
in this neighborhood is at the Charlestown 
navy yard; but that is only suitable for the 
holding of refractory marines or drunken 
sailors. The authority given to the 
United States to use the prisons of Massa- 
chusetts is contained in chapter 220 of the 
public statutes. While the state prison, 
the county jail and the house of correction 
may be used to confine “persons detained 
or committed by the authority of the 
United States,” no such provision is to be 
found in the statutes relating to the 
houses of reformation for juvenile offend- 
ers or the women’s prison at Sherborn. 

A doubt, therefore, arises whether the 
court by sending Mrs. Johnson to Sherborn 
may not have exceeded its powers. If it 
did not, and she was legally in the 
custody of the state officials, it is a ques- 
tion whether there is not implied in 
the permission granted to the United 
States to use the jails of the state a condi- 
tion that persons who may be sentenced by 
the federal courts shall held securely 
till such courts ordered them released. 

The officials in the United States district 
attorney’s office do not feel at liberty to 
express an opinion on this question of a 
conflict of jurisdiction till they have given 
the matter further consideration. 


MASSACHUSETTS LEGISLATURE. 


Message from the Governor Relative to 
the fopegraphical Snrvey—No Com- 
pulsory Decoration of Soldiers’ Graves, 


Boston. May 16.—The following message 
was received from the governor: 

To the Honorable ‘ enate and House of Rep- 
resentatives—Under authority of chapter 72, 
resolves of 1584, a commission of three persons, 
known as the Topographical Survey Commis- 
sion, was appointed, whose duties were to aid 
in the preparation and completion of a con- 
tour topographical survey and msp of the 
commonwealth. By chapter 29, resolves of 
1885, an additional appropriation wes given to 
said comu ion for “the determination by tri- 
angelat‘o1 of the boundar- lines of the cities 
an‘ tow: sin the commonwealth.” The com- 
missioners report in a communication to me 
dated May 13, 1891, that “in the stage which 
the survey has reached, with no questions of 
policy remaining unsettled, and with only a 
well-defined course of technical work to be 
pursued within narrow lines, it is neither 
necessary nor desirable that the commission 
should be continued under present organiza- 
tion.” 

They recommend that “on the first day of 
January, 1892, the commission be reorganized 
so that it should thereafter consist of a single 
responsible head. or else that the work be 
transferred to the land and harbor commis- 
sion of the commonwealth,” which recom- 
mendation I submit for your favorable con- 
They suggest that in case such 
transfer is made that “it would seem desirable 
that an additional member of skill and experi- 
ence in geolesy should be appointed to that 
commission,” which suggestion is herewith 
submitted,together with their communication.

In the senate Mr. Thayer objected to the 
house bill for the perpetuation of the mem- 
ory of the Union soldier and sailor of the 
late war of the rebellion. It was clap-trap 
legislation, and he did not believe that 
there was a town or city in the state which 
had refused to pay proper tribute to the 
memory of the soldiers of the rebellion. 
The bill was a belittling of the patriotism 
of Massachusetis. Mr. Southwick said 
that there were places in which the decora- 
tion of soldiers’ graves had been neglected. 
If there was no call for the legislation now 
the time might come when there would be, 
Mr. Thayer repudiated the idea; there 
would never be a time when it would be 
needed. Mr. Reade spoke against the bill 
and Mr. Alden in favor of it. The bill was 
rejected. 


In the House. 

When the house took up the bill as to 
street railway franchises, Mr. Kittredge 
spoke at length for the bill as in the interest 
of the companies and the public. Messrs. 
Wilson, Olmstead and Tuttle and others, 
questioned him somewhat during the de- 
bate, Mr. Wilson also sharply denying Mr. 
Kittredge’s charge that Mr. Luforme paid 
for his confimation. 

Mr. Tucker opposed the bill as mon- 
strous and iniquitous. 

Mr. Dewey also opposed the bill as un- 
just to the traveling public. He objected 
to taking street railways differently from 
other companies. He objected also to ty- 
ing up legislation for thirty years, and to 
saying what the city should do twenty 
years hence as to purchasing this property. 

Mr. Ladd thought that the bill should be 
referred to the rapid transit commission, 
but Mr. Quincy made the point of order 
that there was no such commission. Mr. 
Ladd then moved to refer the bill to the 
next general court. 

Mr. Quincy wanted the house to meet 
the question fairly on its merits. 

Mr. Ladd defended such reference be- 
cause the rapid transit commission is to 
report to the next general court, but his 
motion was defeated by a large majority. 

A motion to adjourn was made, which 
Mr. Wilson objected to as he wished to 
read two letters. The motion prevailed, 
however. 


A CROOKED YOUNG MAN. 


Commissioner Raum’s Son Compelled to 
Resign His Position. 


WASHINGTON, May 16.—Green B, Raum, 
Jr., a son of the commissioner of pensions, 
has tendered his resignation as the assist- 
ant chief of the pension bureau, and the 
same has been accepted. For some time 
past rumors affecting the official conduct 
of Mr. Raum, Jr., have found their way to 
Secretary Noble. 

He has now learned upon perfectly trust- 
worthy testimony that Mr. Raum, Jr., has 
been a party to certain irregular and un- 
lawful proceedings in connection with 
three appointments to minor positions in 
the pension bureau. 

It is not kuown that Gen. Raum himself 
has any information on the subject. The 
disclosures in the afternoon papers yester 
day were asurprise to the members of 
Gen. Raum’s family, and there is no one 
here to make any counter statement to 
the charges. 
Crafty Russia. 

BERLIN, May 16.—The Kreuz Zeitung 
publishes an article on Russia’s intrigues 
on the Danube, in which the paper declares 
that Russia has bought over all the offi- 
cials of the Danubian Steamship company, 
thus absorbing the whole Danubian trade, 
and has placed officials and pontoons at all 
strategic points on the river, the duty of 
the officials being to correspond with the 
Russian government in cipher. The 
Kreuz Zeitung urges Austria to take 
measures to counteract Russia’s schemes,

six weeks ago left the city, taking with 
him $2000 in cash and negotiable paper.

MINNEAPOLIS, May 16.—A special to The 
Journal from Yankton, S. D., says that 
Chevalier Gustave M. Finotte, a former 
well known banker of Florence, Italy, 
Boston and New York, and once an Italian 
consul, is dead, aged 78 years.

Nelson disappeared in the direction of 
Hanover street, and while the officers 
were notifying station 1 of the tragic 
occurrence he walked into the station. 

The officers returned to the scene of the 
crime, arousing Dr. Elliot on the way. The 
unconscious form of the girl was placed 
upon a stretcher and taken to the station, 
Here she arrived about 11:45. The doctor 
was already in waiting, but his services 
were uscless, for at three minutes before 
midnight, without a struggle and with 
but a final grasp, upon the narrow operat- 
ing table in the station house’surgery, she 

Drew Her Last Breath of Life. 

The wound was a wicked one. The 
knife blade, carefully wiped by the 
murderer before he entered the station, 
was about four inches long and 1% 
inches wide at its extreme. It 
had been plunged to its full depth, pene- 
trating through the light brown jacket the 
girl wore, her simple gingham dress, her 
corset and underclothing until it entered 
her body and its point penetrated the left 
lung.

Then followed the pledging 
of smaller sums resulting, including what 
was subscribed at the service in the evening 
in raising every penny of the thousand 
dollars asked for. 

Thus, the most important part of the 
proceedings, having been satisfactorily dis- 
posed of, the presiding elder next went 
through the formal dedicatory service, ac- 
cording to the formula provided by the 
M. E. church, which owns all the church 
buildings connected with the denomina- 
tion. Mr. Samuel Curtis, himself a trus- 
tee, presented the new church in the name 
of the board of trustees to the presiding 
elder, who in turn represented the M: E.

The talk about vigilance committees

special police officers to serve without pay. 

Mr. E. E. Williamson in opening the 
meeting said : 

“This city cannot float along month 
after month without adequate police pro- 
tection. There are many smaller towns 
and cities in this state which have far 
better police protection. The proper way 
to bring about a movement for such a pro- 
tection is at a meeting like this. The 
peace of the city is almost neglected.” 

Mr. Williamson then read a letter from 
Hon. Wm. A. Hodges in which he reviewed 
the lack of police protection in this city. 
It is the universal opinion that something 
should be done. My house was ransacked 
from one end to the other and not one 
single notice of the matter was taken by 
the police of Quincy. Let the city Govern- 
ment of Quincy say to the people that the 
city is not able financially to take such a 
step. 

Mr. W. F. Nichols asked his Honor, the 
Mayor, who was present, to make a state- 
ment of the city’s attitude. Mayor Fair- 
banks said : 

“IT have argued for the last three years 
that the citizens of Wollaston should meet 
occasionally and discuss city affairs, matters 
like water supply, sewerage and sidewalks: 
in order to see that their representations are 
not concerned in any deals. We have no 
force in Quincy. We have but

Mr. Nichols alluded to the constant de- 
struction of the stained glass windows in 
the Methodist church. He made a com- 
plaint to a Wollaston officer, but the officer 
informed him that he was not paid for 
that kind of work, and refused to investi- 
gate the matter. = 

Mr. C. W. Johnson said: ‘You may 
have your churehes and your Sunday 
School, and send your boys, but if the 
parents place no restraint upon them it 
will do no good. Twenty-four lights of 
glass have been broken out of the circular 
stained glass window in the Methodist 
church the past year by Wollaston boys. 
It seems as if the time had come when we 
must have police protection. 

Mr. A. L. Baker believed that what we 
needed more than anything else is a Vigi- 
lance Committee. If all of these outrages 
were reported to a fearless committee it 
would soon put a stop to the vandalism 
and hoodlumism. 

Mr. H. T. Whitman reviewed the out- 
rages which have stirred up the ward. 

Councilman Roberts believed that the 
whole blame rested with the parents who 
do not place enough restraint upon their 
children. If children are brought up in 
the right way, they will not cause trouble 
to their ueighbors. 

Mr. W. G. Corthell said that the people 
who we want to hit are not here tonight. 
Mr. Corthell moved,and the meeting voted, 
that a committee of twelve prominent 
men including the chairman, be appointed 
by the chair to be known as a vigilance 
committee.

There are many other early 
events on which her memory is equally as 
good, and as she retains all of her faculties 
to a remarkable degree a pleasant and 
profitably hour can not be better spent 
than in conversation with her. 

Considering her advanced age she is 
quite smart and enjoys very good health 
and was more than pleased to receive a 
few of her many friends who called.

A Natural History Lesson for a Cent. 

There isa new member of the now 
numerous slot machine family. It isa 
“drop - a-cent-in - the-slot-look - through- 
the-microscope - and-see-the - wonders-of- 
nature” contrivance, and is really a very 
clever idea. Few of them have as yet 
appeared. The machine stands on an 
iron pedestal. It is square, and from 
the top of it sticks upa nickel tube in 
which is placed a very good microscope.

WORK OR NOT? 


Striking Coke Workers Will Vote on the 
Important Question. 


PITTSBURG, May 18.—An indication of 
the enormous losses suffered by operators 
during the present strike was given by the 
posting of sheriff sale notices in the West 
Overton works Saturday. This plant has 
been running with non-union men at a 
heavy loss. The Valley and Redstone 
plants were started to-day with imported 
men, who arrived last night. The strikers 
are greatly encouraged by the attitude of 
independent operators in backing them in 
their fight, which in reality has all along 
been against the Frick company. To-mor- 
row will be a decisive day. Ballots have 
been ordered taken by the men as to 
whether they will or will not work. The 
result is to be reported at a delegate con- 
vention and a heavy vote is expected for 
“work,” as the Frick company can cer- 
tainly secure aH foreign labor necessary, 
James McBride, a prominent labor leader, 
was yesterday released on $300 bail, charged 
with assaulting one McKelty, who had 
gone back to work. 


RIOTS LIKELY TO FOLLOW. 


Negro Miners to Take the Places of 
White Men on Strike. 
SEATTLE, Wash., May 18.—At 1 o'clock 
yesterday morning 400 negro miners with 
their families arrived at Stone Siding, a 
small station on the Northern Pacific. 
They will be marched immediately to the 
coal mines of the Oregon Improvement 
company at Franklin, to take the place of 
white miners, with whom the company 
has been having trouble. At Franklin 
there is intense excitement, and it is 
thought serious trouble may result. Man- 
ager C. J. Smith of the Oregon Improve- 
ment company said: “The company has 
determined to get rid of the necessity of 
bowing to every caprice of the labor 
unions. The negroes will be put into the 
mines and 1 be protected if it takes 
more guards than miners.” A force of 
Pinkertons wil ccompany the negroes 

from the railroads to the mines.

The most wonderful clock is on exhi- 
bition in the parochial school building 
connected with St. Paul's German Lu- 
theran church in Janesville, Wis. 

The timepiece is divided into four 
parts—geographical, astronomical, mu- 
sical and numerical. A little bell strikes 
every minute. The first quarter hour 
represents childhood; the second, youth; 
the third, middle age, and the fourth, 
old age. As the clock strikes the hours 
a corresponding number of apostles make 
their appearance, from one to twelve. 
Above them stands Jesus blessing them. 

The twelve signs of the zodiac are rep- 
resented. At 6 and 12 o'clock a sexton 
rings a bell, an old man kneels in prayer, 
the cock crows and the organ is played. 
There are four dials on each side of the 
clock, showing the years on one.side and 
the leap years on the other. 

At midnight heathen gods make their 
appearance, and scenes in the life of 
Jesus are represented at noonday. The 
four seasons are represented by appro- 
priate figures, as are the moon’s phases. 
The clo¢k was built by Mr. Martin, a 
mill wright, of Schwarzwald, Baden, and 
is said to exceed in ingenuity any other 
clock ever exhibited in the United 
States.—Jeweler’s Weekly.

THE CITIZENS of Wollaston bad a grand 


good meeting on Saturday evening, for the |. 


purpose of taking some action to stop the 
rowdy acts which are being committed in 
that beautiful and attractive ward of our 
city. 

There was some plain talk which we 
believe will result in much good. It is 
wiser, in every sense of the word, to stop 
making rogues than it is to appoint officers 
who are smart enough to catch the evil- 
doers after they have committed the crime. 

If the City Council should vote to raise 
$25,000 to pay a police force to patrol our 
streets day and night there is not the least 
security that there would be no crime. It 
is not the cities who pay the most money 
toa police force that have the best order 
or the least crime. 

If the good people of Wollaston will 
allow their stores to be broken open, the 
windows in their churches broken, signs 
disfigured, and know who the guilty parties 
are without punishing them, they are 
greatly to blame. It is no fault of the city, 
as a city, but of the citizens of Wollaston. 

If they allow rum to be sold they must 
suffer, whether they havea police patrol 
or not. If boys are allowed to repeatedly 
break windows, and no check put to it, 
then the crime will increase. But bring 
one or two boys who you know are doing 
this mischief before Judge Humphrey and 
you, the citizens of Wollaston, well know 
that these rascally acts will stop. 


Tue Boston Commonwealth says, ‘‘The 
fall of Mr. Parnell as a political leader is 
about complete. His followers in Parlia- 
ment have largely left him; others, as he 
himself concedes, will drop away at the 
end of the present session; while the gen- 
eral election will undoubtedly see him 
stripped of another section of his adher- 
ents. Mr. Davitt’s estimate is that four 
members only will remain to call them- 
selves Parnellites. Such a sudden and 
complete obliteration has seldom been seen, 
It is due to Mr. Parnell to say that the 
Irish cause never before had a leader who 
showed through years of hard and exasper- 
ating struggle such self-command, such 
wisdom, and such power to enforce respect 
as he showed, until, through his own fault, 
he broke down and spoiled it all.’’ 


Mayor FAIRBANKS is not a strong 
advocate of city government, although he 
has the honor to be Quincy’s second mayor. 
Some of the citizens of Medford are 
anxious to become a city, and one of them, 
Mr. N. P. Hallowell sends the following 
paragraph to Medford Mercury : 

One of the youngest cities of the Com- 
monwealth is Quincy. In conversation 
with the mayor of that city a few days ago 
he said: ‘* Tell the people of Medford to 
bold on to their town government just so 
long as they can,’’ ‘* May I take that mes- 
sage from you to them?” I said. ‘Yes, 
certainly,’’ was the reply. 


“Go West, young man,”’ was the advice 
many years ago of that distinguished editor, 
Horace Greeley. Now the Boston Herald 
wishes to send the young girls after the 
men, and gives them the following hint : 


“Out in North Dakota the public schools 
are sadly in need of teachers, A great

they get married off about as fast as they 
arrive. The local authorities out there say 
there is no such thing as keeping a young 
woman in the schools longer than a term 
or two, particularly if she is good looking 
and bright. Eastern spinsters are welcome 
to this hint.” 


THERE HAS been for the past week or 
two a great scarcity of small change. So 
much so that some of our merchants have 
found it difficult to get enough of five and 
ten-cent pieces to make change with their

and something to be encouraged. The 
more savings banks we have the better, 
whether they are for dimes or for dollars. 
They will yield a far better profit than the

REAL ESTATE SALES. 


One of the Oldest Houses in This City 
Sold on Monday. 

Auctioneer Adams sold at auction on 
Monday afternoon, the oldest house in 
Quincy, or, at least, one of the oldest. 

Mr. Horace B. Spear thinks it was built 
in 1660. It was occupied for many years 
by his parents, but of late years, by Mr. 
and Mrs. Norton Q. Pope and Mr. Beverly 
Underwood and family. It is situated at 
the corner of Spear and Canal streets, and 
is in a fair condition. 

There were at the auction enough 
capitalists to have bought many hundred 
thousand dollars’ worth of property, pro- 
viding it was sold at low prices, but 
in this instance there were two or more who 
wanted it and was willingto pay a hand- 
some price for it. 

There is nearly a third of an acre of 
land with the old house, part of it quite 
low, but the most very good; a corner 
lot so to speak; and the price paid was 
$3,275; or over 20 cents per foot. 

No one can deny but real estate is ad- 
vancing in this city, if this sale is a criteri- 
on. This property a few years ago would 
not have sold for more than $2000, and 
yesterday it brought over three. Michael 
F. Galligher, who resides on Brackett 
street, was the purchaser. He wanted it, 
and perhaps paid more than it is worth; 
still there are good reasons to believe that 
much of the real estate in Quincy is worth 
one-quarter more than it was ten years ago 
and is constantly advancing. 

John E. Drake, who has recently erected 
avery fine house with modern improve- 
ments on Edison street, a new street lead- 
ing off of Washington street, near Mr. 
Johnson’s market, has sold the same to 
Cascie E. Eaton of Middleboro for $3000. 

John R. Graham has also sold on the 
same street anew house with modern im- 
provement te George H. Voorhees, super- 
intendent of the Electric Light Company, 
for $3000. 

Mr. Drake, we learn, intends to erect 
two more nice houses on the same street. 
This shows that real estate in this city is 
in good demand. 


Our Boys. 

It is high time that something was done 
to improve the morals of the rising genera- 
tion of boysin our city. Go where you 
will, in any part of the city, and you will 
meet boys on the sidewalk whose ages 
average from five to fifteen years smoking 
cigarettes, and if you stop a moment near 
them, you will hear them utter the vilest 
of oaths.

these bad habits which once acquired are 
hard to break off.

The Treatment of Dandruff. 

Dr. Edward Clarke states that he has 
had zood resuits in persistent dandruff 
from the following treatment: Thescalp 
should first be thoroughly washed with 
soap and hot water, and then thoroughly 
dried with a warm and soft clot». There 
should then be rubbed into the scalpa 
glycerine of tannin, of the strength of 
ten to thirty grains tothe ounce. Very 
obstinate cases will require the higher 
strength of tannin. This proccss should 
be repeated twice a week at first, once a 
week afterward. If tannin tails, as it 
will in some cases, then resort is had to 
resorcin. After the formation of dand- 
ruff has ceased the head should be rubbed 
daily with olive oil, containing to the 
ounce ten grains of carbolic acid and a 
dram of oil of ginnamon.—Lancet.

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PENSION PAYMENTS. 


A Statement in Connection 
Therewith Corrected. 


CLAIM AGAINST VERMONT 


Which Uncle Sam Was Entitled to Many 
Years Ago—Commissioner Raum Will 
Hold the Fort—Interesting Question in 
Connection With the Silver Law. 


New YORK, May 19.—A Washington 
special to The Evening Post quotes Com- 
missioner Raum as stating there is no truth 
in The Gazette's statement to the effect that 


the payment of pension certificates in cases 


that have been completed is withheld at 
the order of Secretary Foster, who fears 
that there will be a large deficiency in the 
treasury at the end of the fiscal year. The 
commissioner says that this statement 
consists of a juggling of figures for the 
purpose of misrepresentation. Since com- 
ing into the office Gen. Raum says he has 


means of which he is enabled to tell at the 
close of each day’s business exactly what 
has been done. 

A copy of this daily report is sent. to the 
president, the secretary of the treasury,the 
secretary of the interior, and Judge 
Veazey, commander-in-chief of the Grand 
Army of the Republic. Gen. Raum, to 
verify this point, produced his monthly 
report for April last. It states that in- 
stead of 30,000 claims, under the act of 
June, and “but comparatively few” of the 
others having been issued in that month, 
there were in reality 11,167 of law claims 


allowed, and 20,378 under the act of June | 


27,1890. This makes a total of 31,546, and, 
Gen. Raum said, 16,000 more than during 
the same month last year. These claims 
allowed last month. he further stated, 
carry with them a first payment of $3,874,- 
815. 

For the last week of April, and includ- 
ing two days in May, Gen. Raum pro- 
duced the reports, which showed that his 
office had allowed 3535 old law claims, for 
which certificates had been issued, and 
5143 new law claims, making a total of 
8479 for that short period, and carrying a 
first payment of $776,486. Instead of there 
being a deficiency in the treasury by rea- 
son of the work of the pension office, the 
commissioner asserts that the appropria- 
tion will not be consumed by fully $10,000,- 
000. 


TIME TO SETTLE UP. 


The Government Has a Long Standing 
Bill Against Vermont. 


WASHINGTON, May 19.—Under the con- 
struction given to the direct refund tax 
act by the treasury department the state 
of Vermont will not receive the $190,000 
which it was expected would be alloted to 
her. The reason is that the United States 
makes an old claim which exceeds the sum 
due to Vermont under the direct tax fund 
act. The treasury department in reply to 
the governor's request that the money be 
forwarded, replied by sending a bill for 
$575,000, which, it is claimed, was the 
amount of indebtedness incurred by the 
state of Vermont to the general govern- 
ment forarms with which to equip its 
forces at the time of the Fenian raid at St. 
Albans. 

The department, moreover, claims that 
after this raid Vermont sold over $150,000 
worth of these arms to firms at the begin- 
ning of the Franco-Prussian war, and cov- 
ered the amount of this sale into the state 
treasury, although the general government 
had not been reimbursed for the amount 
advanced. The point at issue is whether 
or not the stateof Vermont is called upon 
to do the work of the United States in 
protecting its northern border and in pre- 
venting an international complication 
with Great Britain. 

The claim will undoubtedly be made 
that Vermontis under no more obligations 
than any other state to protect the frontier 
of the United States and to avert the 
danger of international difficulty; and that 
the United States government could well 
afford, if the Unised States government 
undertook to perform the patriotic duty of 
protecting the border, to advance the arms 
and accoutrements which it needed. 


A VERY FINE POINT 


Arises in Connection With the Treasury's 
Purchase of Silver. 


WASHINGTON, May 19.—An interesting 
question has arisen at the treasury depart- 
ment in connection with the present silver 
law which authorized the secretary of the 
treasury to purchase 4,500,000 ounces of 
silver @ach month and to issue treasury 
notes therefor. The treasury notes thus 
far issued on the bullion purchased under 
the act aggregate $43,552,000. The depart- 
ment coins $2,000,000 in solid silver dollars, 
and the law says that any gain or seignor- 
age arising from such coinage shall be 
accounted for and paid into the treasury. 
Under this law the government has al- 
ready gained by seignorage $2,543,000. The 
question that now confronts the secretary 
is whether or not he can, under any cir- 
cumstances, issue silver certificates against 
this amount. 


No Intention of Resigning. 

WASHINGTON, May 19.—Commissiouer of 
Pensions Raum has returned from Chicago. 
When asked whether he intended to re- 
signed, he said he did not propose to em- 
barrass the present administration by 
doing so. There were men in the pension 
office, he said, who had formed a conspiracy 
to break down his character and to bring 
the office into disrepute. He did not pro- 
pose to be dtiven out by these men. The 
bureau is working efficiently, he said, and 
he should try, as he has hitherto done, to 
push the work as rapidly as possible. 

An Honorable Record. 

NEW YORK, May 19.—Capt. Henry Er- 
ben, U.S. N., yesterday succeeded Rear 
Admiral Daniel L. Praine in the command 
of the Brooklyn navy yard, the admiral 
going upon the retired list. Admiral 
Braine’s retirement was made the occasion 
of great ceremony. The retiring officer 
was the third in rank in the navy. He en- 
tered the service as midshipman in 1846, 
was in several engagements in the Mexican 
war and served with great distinction dur- 
ing the Civil war. Heis a native of New 
York city. 

For a Third Party. 

CINCINNATI, May 19.—‘‘As goes Kansas 
so will go the convention’ has been a 
popular expression ever since the first con- 
tingent of delegates put in an appearance, 
and the representatives of the grasshopper 
state, aftera caucus that lasted several 
hours, decided late last night to support 
the organization of a third party through 
thick and thin. 


MASSACHUSETTS LEGISLATURE. 


House Votes to Table the Street Fran- 
chise Bill—Finance Reports—Maunicipal 
Lighting—Miscellaneous Business. 


Boston. May 19.—In the senate Mr 
Hagerty moved a reconsideration of the 
vote whereby the senate refused to concur 
in admitting the petition of the town of 
Webster for the authority to establish a 
system cf water supply. Reconsideration 
prevailed, and the senate concurred witb 
the house. 

The bill to provide for the protection of 
dairy products and to establish a state 
dairy commission was amended on motion 
of Mr. Coveney by providing, in lieu of a 
commission, the appointment of a dairy 
bureau, consisting of three members of the 
board of agriculture, to serve without pay. 
On motion of Mr. Gilman the bill was laid 
over. 

The house bill relatingto the depart- 
ments of the city of Boston and the officers 
and boards in charge thereof was laid over 
on motion of Mr. McNary. 

The adverse house reports relative to 
amending chapter 340 of the acts of the year 
1888, relating to the number of places 
licensed in cities and towns for the sale of 
intoxicating liquor, so that the same shall 
not exceed one for every 500 of the popula- 
tion, was accepted. 

The house bills making appropriations

sociation, for the Carney hospital and for 
certain other expenses authorized by law; 
raising the compulsory school age tol5 
years in cities and towns where opportu- 
nity is given for industrial education, and 
authorizing the commissioner of corpora- 
tions to change the names of corporations, 
were severally passed to be engrossed. 


In the House. 


At the opening of the house session the 
hour for taking the vote on the street 
franchise bill was postponed fron 3 to4 
o'clock on motion of Mr. Wilson. 

Mr. Charles begun the debate on the 
bill relating to the taxing of street rail- 
way franchises, taking the ground that 
the companies should be given such guar- 
antees as the bill provides and that the 
powers given by it were in no way dan- 
gerous to the public interest. Mr. Quincy 
moved, in order to allow further consulta- 
tion of all parties and the perfecting of the 
bill as faras practicable, to lay the bill on 
thetable. Mr. Howe wanted the commit- 
tee to report its evidencein print. Mr. 
Wilson moved recommittal, but the mo- 
tion to table prevailed, 91 to 38, after 
Messrs. Buckley and Mellen favored such 
action 

The committee on finance reported a 
sew draft of the bill to establish a nauti- 
cal training school; the sameas to the sale 
of certain portions of the state normal 
school lot in Westfield; in favor of the re- 
solve for the Murdock Parlor Grate com- 
pany; the same on the bill relating to re- 
ceipts and disbursements at the state 
normal schools; amending the Dill fixing 
the salary of the extra clerks in’ the 
auditor’s departments so as to make it 
$1350 instead of $1500; new draft of the re- 
solve in favor of unpaid veterans in Scitu- 
ate. 

Mr. Parker began the debate on the sen- 
ate bill, substituted for an adverse report, 
to enable cities and towns to make and dis- 
tribute gas and electricity. He defended 
the report of the committee, arguing that 
municipaiities should not be allowed to 
engage in the gas business on account of 
its dangerous nature, nor in the electric 
light business because of its present uncer- 
tainty. He said thereis too much finan- 
cial risk in this business to allow munici- 
palities to engage in it. There has been 
very little popular demand for this legisla 
tion. 

Mr. Melien began the debate in favor of 
the bill. 


PERILS OF THE DEEP. 


Crew of the Schooner Kate Foster Have 
a Narrow Escape—@Other Disasters. 


NORFOLK, May 19.—The steamship Dor 
chester of the Merchants and Miners’ line, 
running between this city and Boston, 
which arrived here from the latter city 
yesterday, had on board the crew of the 
schooner Kate .Foster, Capt. E. C. Smith, 
bound from Sand River, N. 5., to Newport 
News, with acargo of spruce piles. The 
schooner sprang aleak Saturday night 
about 11 o’clock and in half an hour sank 
and turned over. Thecrew, consisting of 
six seaman, managed to reach the after- 
cabin house, and were there when picked 
up by the Dorchester. The crew of the 
schooner were unable to save any of their 
effects except those they had on when 
taken off. 

LONDON, May 19.—A dispatch from 
Hiogo states that the steamer Albany, 
from Kobe for New York, is ashore in the 
Inland sea. She will probably be a total 
wreck.

ALGERIA’S CURSE. 

Naturalist Overcome and 
Killed by Locusts. 


ALGIERS, May 19.—The French savant, 
M. Kunckel Herculais, the president of 
the Ethnological society, who was em- 
ployed on the government mission of in- 
vestigating the locust plague in this 
province, has met a horrible death. While 
examining a deposit of locust eggs at the 
village of Sidieral, he was overcome with 
fatigue and the heat, and fell asleep on the 
ground. While sleeping he was attacked 
by a swarm of locusts. On awakening he 
struggled desperately to escape from the 
living flood. He set fire to the insect- 
laden bushes near him, but all his efforts 
proved ineffectual, and when finally 
the locusts left the spot, his 
corpse was found. His hair, beard and 
necktie had been entirely devoured. M. 
Herculais was a member of the French 
academy, and the author of several valu- 
uble works on insects.

FILLED WITH REMORSE. 


Nelsen, the Boston Murderer, Refuses to 
Eat Anything in Jail. 


Boston, May 19.—Frank Nelsen, the al- 
leged North End murderer, was arraigned 
in the municipal court yesterday after- 
noon. All the witnesses and a number of 
his former shipmates were present. When 
his name was called he arose and walked 
to the front of the dock. He seemed very 
much downcast. Counsel for Nelsen asked 
fora continuance for ten days. The in- 
quest will be held Saturday. The exam- 
ination in the lower court will probably be 
waived. The case was continued for two 
weeks, and the witnesses were held in de- 
fault of $200 bail. Nelsen is so filled with 
remorse that he refuses to eat the food 
that is given to&him at the Charles street 
jail.

SIG. CORTE TALKS. | 


His Version of the New Orleans 
Lynching Affair. 


THE MAYOR IS CRITICIZED, 


And the Consul Says He Believes the 
Victims of the Mob Were Innocent of 
Hennessy’s Murder—Story of the Boy 
Who Escaped the Bullets. 


WASHINGTON, May 19.—A foreign look- 
ing, rather youngish, well-dressed man 
and a boy of i4, a handsome black-eyed 
Corsican, arrived in this city Sunday 
night, aad went at once to the Metropol 
itan hotel, where they took rooms. These 
two are perhaps, of all men, the most 
familiar with the Italian side of the New 
Orleans troubles, beginning back before 
the time of the Hennessy murder and cul- 
minating in the tragedy at the parish 
prison. The elder of the two is Sig, 
Corte, the consul at New Orleans. The 
younger is Gaspard Grimaldo, though he 
is better known as Asper Marchese. Gri- 
maldo is the boy who, it is charged, gave 
the whistle as a signai that Hennessy was 
approaching on the night when the chief 
was shot to death in the streets of New 
Orleans. Grimaido was confined in the 
prison at the time the citizens broke in 
and took vengeance for the death of Hen- 
nessy, and saved his life by hiding 
under a box in a cell across the corridor 
from the one in which his father, the elder 
Marchese, was crouching when his body 
was riddled with bullets.

Is False Absolutely. 

The very fact that the Marquis has sum- 
moned me to Rome to confer with me on 
the situation is a proof of the confidence 
imposed in me by my government. They 
desire me to talk over matters more freely 
and more in detail than can be done 
through the medium of letters. There is 
one thing | want to say right here to you 
for your paper, andthat is that I do not 
see any reason why the troubles in New 
Orleans should make any breach between 
two such friendly nations as the United 
States and Italy and nothing that I shall 
say wil) be of a nature either to create or 
widen such a breach. 

“Tn the first place I don’t have any fault 
to find with the population of New Or- 
leans. They area fine set of people, and 
as arule are opposed to all that has been 
done. The trouble is that there is a large 
class of know-nothing people there who are 
hostile to the foreigners, and the difficul- 
ties were all brought about by them. I 
also hold Mayor Shakespeare responsible 
for much that has taken place.” 

When reference was made to the letter 
from the mayor to the governor of Louis- 
iana, asking that Mr. Corte’s recall be de- 
manded, the latter became very much ex- 
cited and said that he had been unfairly 
treated on all sides. “I have been mis- 
quoted,and much that I have said has been 
omitted or distorted into meaning what I 
never said.

AN ARIZONA ADVENTURE 


While in command of a small scouting 
party in Arizona I went into camp one 
bright day on the Rio Puerco, very near 
the New Mexican line. The tents had 
been pitched and the animals sent‘out 
to graze under a strong guard, and I was 
walking before my tent impatiently 
waiting a summons to dinner, which | 
knew by the strong odor wafted from an 
adjacent coffee pot would not be much 
longer delayed.

He was a well built, pOwerful look- 
ing man, about forty years of age; his 
face was intellectual and extremely 
handsome; he wore a full beard and 
mustache, both of which were iron gray.

This latter circumstance was 
the most remarkable thing of all, for in 
those days in Arizona one scarcely moved 
without his arms. 

Nearing me he asked, in a pleasant, 
quiet manner, if I were the commanding 
officer.

My proposal was joyfully accepted, 
and | returned tocampto give the neces- 
sary directions.

The Extension of Free Delivery in Quincy. 
The new apportionment takes Quincy 
out of Congressman Morse’s district, but 
he says he has ‘not lost interest in us, and 
will do his best to serve us until we elect a 
Representative that can serve us better. 

In answer to many inquiries that he is 
receiving about the extension of Free 
Delivery to Wollaston, Atlantic and Quincy 
Point, he sends us the following letter 
from Hon. Smith A. Whitfield, First As- 
sistant Postmaster General. 

It seems that the pressure upon the 
Department for the extension of the free 
delivery service, and for additional carriers 
where it already exists, is very great, and 
some of them will-have to wait. There 
are large sections of the country where the 
Post Office service is not self sustaining, 
and the centres of population in the North 
have to suffer in consequence. < 

The extension of the free delivery service 
in Quincy is only a question of time. The 
following is the letter of the First Asistant 
Postmaster General : 


Post Office Department, Office of the First 
Assistant Postmaster General, Washing- 
ton, D. C., Sup’t. Free Delivery System. 

May 15, 1891. 

Hon. E. A. Morse, M. C., Canton, Mass. 
Sir: Yours of the 13th received and in 

reply I have the honor to state that it will 
be impossible for us to inform you, at this 
early date, what can be done for Quincy, 
Mass., during the next fiscal year, as but 
comparatively few of the five hundred and 
nineteen free delivery offices now in opera- 
tion have been heard from, but all we have 
heard from are clamoring for more carriers, 
the most of them to give additional deliv- 
eries to territory now served and to relieve 
carriers who are overworked. 

The pressure for additional service will 
be so great~during the next fiscal year that 
we will have to move slowly and with great 
caution, to prevent an unjust distribution 
of facilities, and creating a deficiency.

I should not, of course, take any notice 
of such a newspaper paragraph under 
ordinary circumstances, but as my name 
has been ‘‘mentioned’’ for two or three 
different places, the tendency of such items 
would be misleading to those who know 
me only by reputation. Besides, the papers 
in my section of the State, out of pure 
kindness to me, and with the best of mo- 
tives, have copied the statement. 

No man ever received more uniform 
kindness from the press than I have, far 
better than I deserve, I am afraid, and for 
all this lam deeply grateful. The Globe 
is the last paper in Boston I could complain 
of, for its treatment of me has been most 
considerate. If, however, the best foreign 
office in the gift of the President were of- 
fered me seriously, I could not accept it, 
even were I deemed qualified for diplomatic 
service. 

The reference to some letter written by 
Senator Hoar doubtless refers to a kindly 
note sent to Mr. Morse and handed to me 
just as I was leaving Washington last Feb- 
ruary, after my interview of several hours 
at the senator’s house. I prize the letter 
highly, and I look back on the honorable 
treatment by Senator Hoar, given me 
during the post office controversy, with the 
greatest possible satisfaction. I had never 
before met Senator Hoar in a manner to 
justify an extended conversation, and it is 
only true and just for me to say that he im- 
pressed me at once as being a great man, 
kindly at heart, with the most gracious and 
fascinating way of meeting men. I came 
from Washington with the firm belief that 
he would recommend Gen. Corse, as he did, 
although he did not tell me that he should, 
nor did I expect he would tell me. 

No doubt the mention of my name for 
the Chinese mission was meant for a bit of 
political pleasantry; but with some it 
might not be properly gauged. 

I may add that I do not doubt that the 
President will see that whoever represents 
us in China will be an American who repre- 
sents in his personality the best phase of 
this great nation, and who will have some 
proper appreciation of the historic and vast 
oriental country which lies on the other 
side of the globe. We all belong to the 
human family, and sometimes communities 
and nations are judged by whom they send 
to represent them.

ELECTRIC FREIGHTING. 


Strong Remonstrance asked to a “ Sweep- 
ing Charter” at Fall River. 


A Fall River dispatch to the Sunday 
Herald represented that the mill owners, 
city authorities, Old Colony Railroad 
corporation and others were anxious for 
the establishment of the proposed Freight 
Electric Railway in that city. It is claimed 
coal, cotton, machinery, lumber, and 
stone can be brought from the railroad 
stations or docks to the mill yards, with 
much less expense to the corporations 
receiving the freight than heretofore, 

The wear and tear on horses and vehicles 
of all kinds, on which the freight was for- 
merly conveyed to the mills, were something 
enormous, and the agents, treasurers and 
stockholders of the factories, only too 
gladly welcomed anything that would make 
the expense incurred in this particular less, 
Wholesale coal dealers saw the benefit to 
be deprived, and agreed to do anything 
that would help along the project. 


The Trolly System 

Will be used, and arrangements are such 
that by the time the road is in working 
order, Old Colony cars will be put on the 
new tracks and rushed off to their destina- 
tion. Thus, cotton from Texas, coal from 
Pennsylvania, and lumber from Maine can 
be put into a mill yard without any trans- 
fer of freight until it arrives at its desti- 
nation. 

Those interested ip the new scheme lay 
great stress on the assertion that the city 
will save from $30,000 to $50,000 a year if 
the road is established, because there will 
be no need of running heavy wagons over 
the streets as heretofore. There will be no 
objection it is expected to the petition be- 
fore the aldermen, and no trouble will be 
experienced in securing the desired priv- 
ilege from the harbor commission. If all 
the necessary rights are obtained work on 
the new road will start in about six weeks. 
Capital stock will be taken up in no time 
if the assertions of the petitioners are true. 


The Aldermen Gave a Hearing 


Monday evening, when contrary to general 
expectation strong remonstrances were 
made by mill treasurers and the principles 
capitalists of the city not directly interested. 
Petitions have been granted for the charter 
by the Legislature, which, by right of the 
law of eminent domain, allows them to 
condemn all private property along the 
proposed route. 

Local capitalists have awoke suddenly to 
the fact that the right granted to the Legis- 
lature is very unusual and extraordinary, 
and they propose to ask the city govern- 
ment to protect th-m. Most of the ob- 
jectors desire better facilities for transport- 
ing freight from the wharves over the high 
hills, but consider that the franchise asked 
is of importance to be given 
away unless all plans of the company are 
laid bare. 

It now costs many mills 45 cents per ton 
for carting coal to their doors, one corpora- 
tion alone paying $15,000 annually for this 
kind of The discussion lasted 
three hours, but no conclusion was reached, 
and the hearing was adjourned to next 
Thursday night.

Tour of Inspection. 


Mayor Fairbanks accompanied by 
Councilmen John O, Holden and H. Walter 
Gray, Commissioner of Public Works 
W. Walter Ewell, and Supt. F. E. Hall of 
the Quincy Water Company, visited Cam- 
bridge Tuesday afternoon. 

The visitors were received by Mayor 
Alger and in company with City Messenger 
Pratt,and Supt. Nevons of the water works, 
made atour of inspection of the public 
buildings, of the city. 

A visit was also made to the water works 
at Fresh pond, with which the visitors were 
very much pleased. 

This plant as it is today cost upwards of 
three millions of dollars, and like that of 
this city, was at first owned by a private 
company, but was purchased by the city 
some years ago. The Cambridge gentlemen 
all advised that Quincy should own its own 
plant, saying that the Cambridge plant 
was making money for the city every year.

POWER OF DYNAMITE 


Shown by an Awful Explo- 


sion on a Railroad. 


TWENTY MEN ARE KILLED 


And About the Same Number Injured — 


Their Bodies Thrown in Every Direc- 


tion by the Force of the Concussion— 
Windows Broken in Many Surrounding 
Villages—Nothing Left of the Train ou 
Which the Explosive Was Stored—The- 


ories as to the Origin of the Accident. 


TARRYTOWN, N. Y., May 20.—About two 
| tons of dynamite on a New York construc- 
| tion train exploded near here yesterday, 
; killing tweuty men and injuring about 
twenty others. The train, consisting of a 
locomotive and one flat-car, was demol- 
ished, and windows of buildings 
broken for miles around. 

The train, which wasin charge of Con- 
ductor Connor and Engineer George A. 
Herrick, was standing inacut a quarter 
of a mile south of Tarrytown station. 


cartridges on the flat-car. This dynamite 
weighed about two tons, and was to be 
used for blasting purposes along the road. 
There were about fifty Italian laborers on 


to unload the dynamite when the explo- 
sion occurred. 

The scene which followed cannot 
described. A derrick train in command of 
William Brannigan was passing on a side 
track at the time, and Brannigan saw an 
Italian jump from the flat-car on which 
the boxes of dynamite lay. This Italian 
evidently kuew what was going to happen, 
as he made a desperate plunge and landed 
on the side track. He is supp sed to have 
been run over by the derrick train and 
killed. Brannigan’s attention was then 
attracted to the flat-car. He saw a curl 
of smoke, heard a rumbling noise and then 
a terrific explosion. The next instant the 

Air Was Filled with Human Forms, 
and the unfortunate Italians were blown 
in every direction. 

Engineer Herrick and Leonard Pan, his 
fireman, were both blown a distance of 
twenty feet, where they were found within 
a short distance of each other, alive, but 
badly hurt. Conductor Connor, who bad 
just got off the train before the explosion 
occurred, was thrown a distance of about 
ten feet. Although badly stunned he was 
able to get upand walk. John Smith, a 
bra n, was on the flat-car and his 
body was blown to pieces. John Mc- 
Carthy, who acted as time-keeper, was 
killed. His body was badly mutilated 
and was found alongside of the track. 
Thomas Finnigan, who was foreman of a 
gang constructing an iron bridge within 
afew yards of where the flat-car stood, 
was badly hurt. His men escaped without 
serious injury. 

After the smcke of the explosion cleared 
away, a horrible sight presented itself.

Portions of human. bodies lay scattered 
about in every direction. In one place 
there was a leg and in another an arm, 


while masses of bone and flesh were strewn 
over the track and along the sides of the 
rails. The bodies of some of the victims 
were blown into a neighboring swamp, 
and when the water was drawn off, they 
were found sticking in the mud. The few 
lived to give an account of 
the terrible affair, say they saw a number

Some of those <nfortu- 
nates were suffering from broken legs and 
arms, and their faces were horribly lacer- 
ated and covered with blood. 

Many persons soon reached the place of 
the wreck, and a score of doctors, who had 
been telegraphed for, came from neighbor- 
ing towns. The i red were conveye d to 


the Tarrytown depot and laid on mat- 
tresses which were obtained from the 
hotels and private housesin the neighbor- 
hood.. The engineer and fireman were 


among the injured who were taken to the 


depot. Engineer Herrick was afterward 
conveyed to the Tarrytown hospital.

Fireman Pan, with five the wounded 
Italians, was placed on a special train and 
conveyed to Bellevue hospital. 
Timekeeper John McCarthy, who was 
killed, had the record of all the Italians 
who were on the flat-car. It is difficuit to 
state at preseut how many of the Italians 


lost their lives. As far as can be learned, 
twenty men were kiiled and about 
twenty wounded. ‘The Italians were 


known by numbers and each carried a 
brass tag bearing his number. 

Three of the Italians died in the Tarry- 
town hospi after be removed from 
the wreck, Ten of the bodies were picked 
up along the track, while five were taken 
out of the water. These bodies, with three 
victims who died in the depot, were con- 
veyed to Vanderbilt’s in Tarry- 
town village.

gineer Herrick was cut-about the body, 
had his left leg broken and was also suf- 


fering from concussion of the brain. His 
recovery is doubtful. Conductor Connor 
was burned about the face, his left arm 


was dislocated and he was cut and bruised 
about the body. 

Different theories are advanced as to the 
cause of the explosion. One is that a rope 
attached to the flat-car canght fire from 
the engine, and in this way ignited one of 
the boxes containing the dynamite car- 
tridges. Another theory is that the fire 
was communicated to the dynamite car 
tridges by one of the Italians smoking a 
pipe. Smoking,however, on the dynamite 
car was strictly prohibited, and the rail- 
road olliciuls do not seem tothink that the 
explosion originated in that way. The 
most plausible theory is that the dynamite 
was exploded by concussion in some unac- 
countable way. About three minutes be- 
fore the explosion occurred the Chicago 
limited express, having on board many 
passengers, passed this point. ; 

The Force of the Explosion 
was heard and felt as far down the river 
as Yonkers and Spuyten Duyvil and up 
the riveras far as Peekskill. Windows 
were broken in Irvington, Dobbs’ Ferry 
and villages surrounding Tarrytown. The 
force of the explosion was also felt across 
the river at Nyack, where buildings were 
shaken and windows broken. In Tarry- 
town and Dobbs’ Ferry many clocks in 
public and private buildings were stopped.

BURIED ALIVE. 


Four Laborers and a Boy Killed by 8 


Cave-in of Sand. 

PROVIDENCE, May 20.,—A gang of work- 
men were employed on the sewer which ig 
being built alongside the old bed of the 
New York, Boston and Providence rail- 
way at South Providence yesterday after 
noon when the embankment caved in and 
nine of them were buried alive. Five were 
dug out more or less bruised, but the other 
four were under twenty feet of sand and 
could not be reached. 

It took three hours of hard work to get 
at their bodies, and a boy. identified ag 
Willie Weiss, 12 years of aye. was also 
found close beside them in the sand. He 
was not employed about the sewer and was 
probably playing near the embankment 
when the cave-in occurred, and went down 
with the landslide. 

The first report was that at least ten 
were buried, but on counting up the gang 
it was found that only four laborers had 
met the terrible fate of suffocation. The 
dead laborers were all Italians.

SHEEP AND SWINE. 


Adopted to Prevent 
the Spread of Disease. 


WASHINGTON, May 20.—Secretary Rusk 
has issued the following order: : 
DEPARTMENT OF AGRICULTURE, } 
OFFICE OF TRE SECRETARY, ¢ 
4 WASHINGTON, May 19, 1891. } 
WHereas, Under the act of congress ap- 
proved Aug. 30, 1890, it has been provided by 
the department of agriculture, in order to prc = 
tect the sheep and swine of the United States 
from contagious diseases now existing in 
foreign countries, that all sheep and swine im- 
ported from Great Britain and the continent 
of Europe must be held in quarantine for a 
period of not less than fifteen days, and 
W HEREAS, The Dominion of Canada makes 
norequirement of quarantine for sheep and 
Swine imported into that country from Great 
Britain or the continent of Europe; and 
WHEREAS, To permit importations of these 
animals from Canada into the United States 
witheut quarantine would be dangerous to the 
stock interests of the United States. owing to 
the failure on the part of the Canadian au- 
thorities to enforce this measure of protection, 
and would enable importers to evade the 
quarantine at United States ports; therefore, 
it is 
Ordered, That all sheep or swine to be ime 
ported from Canadg into the United States 
are hereby made subject to the regulations of 
the department of agriculture, of date Oct. 30, 
1990, and the exceptions contained ip the third 
and sixth regulations of the said date. as appli- 
cable to Canadian sheep and swine, are hereby 
rescinded, and all anim: ar in said reg- 
ulations, except cattle imported from Canada, 
are subject tothe same conditi and re- 
juirements as if they were imported into the 
'nited States from Great Britain and the

Mountains Have Been Moved, Valleys 


Dug Out and the Whole Face of Nature 
Changed in Parts of California by Small 
Streams of Falling Water. 


One of the most noteworthy features 
in many portions cf the gold region is 
the elaborate system of water supply for 
the use of the hydraulic mines and the 
tremendous changes which were the re- 
sult of the few years during which hy- 
draulicking was at its height. So great 
have been these “changes—uhills washed 
away, valleys filled up, others created— 
that in many localities the entire land- 
scape has been altered.

There are indeed so many remarkable 
facts connected therewith that, were 
they not abundantly substantiated, one 
might well be pardoned for receiving 
their relation with incredulity. One 
might not believe that a stream of water 
issuing from a nozzle or pipe six inches 
in diameter, and with no other force but 
gravity behind it, would have much ef- 
fect at any considerable distance from the 
aperture, yet such an apparently insig- 
nificant stream, with a fall behind it of 
375 feet, will carry away a solid boulder 
weighing a ton or more at a distance of 
fifty to 100 feet, while at a less distance 
it will tosssuch a bowlder about as a boy 
would throw a pebble. 

POWER OF WATER. 

The velocity and force of such a stream 
as it issues from the nozzle of the mon- 
itor is something terrific. The column 
of water is solid—so solid that if one 
were to undertake to thrust any object 
into it if would make no more impres- 
sion than if it were iron instead of 
liquid. If a crowber or other heavy ob- 
ject be thrust the stream it 
would be snatched from the hand and 
thrown to a great distance as if it were 
a feather weight, while the man who 
should firmly grasp zn ax and attempt 
to cut through the stream would under- 
go ay experience that he would remem- 
ber for many a day 

If aman were to receive the full force 
of such a stream at a distance of a couple 
of hundred feet, even though the impact 
be momentary, he would be killed as 
quickly as a cannon 
ball. He might escape being mangled, 
but the breath would be most effectually 
and suddenly expelled from his body. 

At 400 feet from the nozzle a 6-inch 
stream, With 375 feet fall, swung mo- 
mentarily against the trunk of a tree 
will denude it in asecond of the heaviest 
bark as cleanly as if an ax had been 
used. Whenever such a stream is turned 
against a gravel bank it cuts and bur- 
rows into it in evevy direction, gouging 
out great caves, causing thousands of 
tons of earth to fall, which in turn is 
quickly disintegrated and washed into 
the sluices 

Bowlders so heavy that a man can 
scarcely lift them are tossed about like 
chaff, stumps and trunks of trees are 
thrown to one side like straws, and the 
work of destruction goes on at a pace 
that isappalling. If one who has never 
seen a monitor in operation under full 
head could imagine the ordinury stream 
from a fire hose magnified about a thou- 
sand times he would be able to form some 
conception of its power. 

THE MONITOR IN ACTION. 

The water is brought in open ditches 
or flumes, sometimes from a great dis- 
tance, around mountain sides and across 
valleys and ravines. When the vicinity 
of the mine is reached a box is put in, 
from-which a pipe conducts the water to 
the point where itis to be used. It is 
the distance between this box and the 
level of the monitor that gives the press- 
ure. With from 300 to 450 feet fall the 
execution done is tremendous 

At the monitor the water is conducted 
into a 1 smaller pipe, with nozzle 
about one-third the size of the supply 
pipe, the compression giving it still 
greater force. The monitor is construct- 
ed something like the ordinary hose nez- 
zle, but has a ball jeint that permits it 
to be swung in any direction. Almost 
the weight of a finger will suffice to dj- 
rect the movement 

Easily as it is menaged, however, the 
monitor sometimes becomes uncontrol- 
lable, and when this happens a scene of 
destruction and even death ensues. The 
pipe sways to and fro at its own volition, 
and the streat flies first in one direction 
and then in «auother. If the miners 
ure not warned in time to get out of 
range they may be mowed down as if 
by the discharge of a volley of grape. 
Sometimes the runaway monitor seems 
as if manipulated by some bloodthirsty 
monster, and appears to be deliberately 
turned upon thé fleeing men, following 
them as they flyin every direction and 
overtaking them before they can reach a 
place of safety. 

When a monitor gets away from con- 
trol in this maaner there are two things 
that can be done. The water may be 
shut off at the headgate, a process in- 
yolving much delay.and perhaps loss, or 
some brave man m2y rush in and get to 
the monitor without being struck by the 
stream. To do this requires agility and 
pluck. The stream is liable to box the 
compass inside of a minute, and its 
course must be watched and the probable 
direction noted. Then over the rough

surface the man must hasten, careful ; 


not to make a misstep, and at the same 
time ready to flee should the erratic 
stream betray a tendency to change its 
course so as to endanger life.—San Fran- 
cisco Chronicle.

@Women and the Eight Hour Movement. 

The question ‘What part are the 
women workers taking in the eight hour 
movement?” has been asked of several 
prominent labor people. Their replies 
might all be summed upin the words 
“Not any.” Those who are taking the 
active part in the eight hour movement 
are already working only nine hours, 
and their wages average three or four 
dollars a day. “There is no trade or 
women thoroughly organized, and un- 
til they are,” says the secretary of the 
Working Women’s society, “they can do 
nothing. Those who are in organiza- 
tions are trying to get the state to reg- 
ulate their hours of labor, and it seems 
positively brutal, from more than one 
point of view, to think that we women 
are asking that our sisters shall*not be 
allowed to work more than ten hours a 
day. Ten hours is now considered a 
brutalizingiy long day by those men 
who are striking foreight hours. But 
these men have excellent wages even for 
that short time. while the women of 
New York, if they worked even longer 
hours, could not make an bonest living. 
And even this simple demand we could 
not oblaln 

The eignt borr movement is an argu- 
ment 1 fave: of organizations of women 
separate froin men The men of a trade 
are naturally selfish, they consider their 
Interests first. consequently reforms in 
the condition of women aretardy. And 
it always will be so until women them- 
selves take np these problems. That, 
too, is one of the rather hopeless things. 
Women are not usually good material 
in a labor organization. There are al- 
ways outside influences—home ties that 
are brought forcibly to bear upon their 
actions at the critical moment. Then 
most girls feel that they won't have to 
work always; that they will soon have a 
home of their own. This has much to 
do with retarding organization among 
women. Thatit will be a great many 
years before women will have the eight 
hour work day is the general opinion. 
It may be trite to say that working 
women receive smaller pay and invaria- 
bly work longer hours than men. 

The girl who is a saleswoman works 
in the better class of stores nine and one- 
half hours four days in the week and 
thirteen hours the remaining days. In 
the sinaller places she usually spends 
thirteen or fourteen hours every day, 
sometimes in a seven day week. If she 
is employed in a shirt factory, or if she 
makes gloves, overalls, jumpers, under- 
wear, dresses or flowers. she works ten 
hours in the factory, because the law 
compels the manufacturer not to employ 
her longer, and then takes home work 
enough to keep her busy until 11 or 12 
o'clock at night. If she is a dressmaker, 
milliner or tailoress she considers herself 
lucky to get four hours’ work in the dull 
season and works sixteen in the ‘‘drag.” 
If she is employed in a restaurant she 
works from 7 a. m. to 10 p. m.—New 
York Recorder 


Another Vanderbilt Yacht. 

Mr. Fred Vanderbilt was so much 
pleased with the excursions which he 
had upon James Gordon Bennett’s yacht 
the Namouna and brother's noble 
steam yacht, the Alva, that for the first 
time in his life he became quite in- 
fatuated with steam yachting, and de- 
termined upon his return to America to 
have one built for him. But by the 
merest chance he found in England a 
very fine yacht for sale. It is the Con- 
queror, and while not so perfect a speci- 
men of steam yachting architecture as is 
the Alva, yet isa very stanch and con- 
venient vessel.

Selecting Mushrooms. 

Poisoning by mushrooms is generally 
caused by the disregard of very simple 
points of observation. In the first place, 
no one should undertake to gather these 
excellent foods without being fully in- 
formed as to their shape, color, odor and 
taste. There are many books giving all 
these in detail. Here it need only be 
said that any mushroom which looks 
clean and fresh, is not worm eaten, has 
pink gills under a buff colored cap, that 
turns dark when bruised or matured, 
has anutty taste and pleasant odor, may 
be presumed to be good. Mushroom 
gatherers avoid fungi growing from 
what is called a vulva or hollow cup at 
the base of the stem. The writer's test, 
after noting the above characteristics, is 
to taste a small portion of the cap with- 
out swallowing it. If the flavor is sweet 
and nutty, and does not sting or burn 
the throat, the specimen, even if un- 
known, is placed among the candidates 
for cooking. Some salt is always car- 
ried, and a little is held in the mouth 
for a moment. Still a little more is 
swallowed, care being taken not to swal- 
low a particle of the mushroom. 

When the mushrooms are gathered 
they should all be carefully washed in 
water containing salt and vinegar and 
then cooked with salt. These precanu- 
tions usually insure safety. In fact, 
when poisoning by any kind of fungi 
has occurred some carelessness of choice 
or preparation has been noted. Old 
fashioned cooks usually relied upon 
using a silver spoon in cooking suspicious 
fungi, but the test has not been proven 
infallible. In case of actual poisoning 
use the same treatment as for narcotics, 
i.e., emetics, stimulating restoratives, 
and the earliest possible attention of a 
competent physician. It may be said in 
passing that mushrooms are far more 
important as an article of food than is 
generally understood. They rank next 
to meat in savor and nutriment, having 
largely replaced it in the south during 
our civil war.—Harper’s Bazar. 
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Gig Water Power. 

A tunnel 16 feet by 12 feet and 23 
miles long is to be cut through the moun- 
tain from Feather river to Big Bend 
Tunnel camp, Butte county, Cal. A 
permanent dam built across the river 
just below the head of the tunnel diverts 
the whole stream into the tunnel, and a 
canal two miles long, extending from the 
other end of the tunnel, gives a fall of 
300 feet, turning powerful Pelton water- 
mnecks, driving Edison dynamos.—Ey

IMPORTANT HEARING 


To Owners of Flats 
Along the Beaches. 


Any One Putting a Mooring, Boat or 
Any Other Thing on the Flats, 


Above Low Water Mark, Violate a Law 
And is Liable to Suffer for it 


Ata public hearing hearing before the 
“‘ Mass. Board of Harbor and Land Com- 
missioners,”’ a very important question was 
settled on Thursday, May 14th, 1891, which 
has been in dispute for a long time. 

It appears the matter was brought to 
the attention of the Board by Mr. Wm. 
T. Meek a permanent resident, and Dr. 
Robert Disbrow a summer resident, of 
Atlantic. These two gentlemen owning 
property adjoining each other on the beach 
at the foot of Appleton street, Atlantic. 

The question was one of “rights of 
ownership of the flats.” Both Mr. Meek 
and Dr. Disbrow claimed they possessed 
these rights as far as fronting on their 
upland property was concerned. But on 
the other hand they were vigorously dis- 
puted by a gentleman from Boston, a Mr. 
Henry A. Chase, electrician of the Boston 
Police Staff, who claimed to be merelya 
summer boarder at the cottage owned by 
Mrs. Eaton, which adjoins the property of 
Dr. Disbrow, with Appleton street dividing 
the two lots. It appears that at Mrs. 
Eaton’s place they have built a landing 
stage and raft, and a number of lockers on 
the beach for hire, by those owning boats 
in the village and elsewhere. 

The cause which led to the hearing was 
brought about in this way: Mr. Chase 
gave a young man by the name of Edwin 
Pope, owning a boat, instructions to put 
his mooring on Mr. Meek’s flats, within a 
few feet of his bulkhead, and directly in 
front «f his house. This of course was 
objected to by Mr. Meek, who happened to 
be on the spot, and an eye witness of the 
proceeding. But the young man, trusting 
in Mr. Chase's authority, heeded not Mr. 
Meek’s remark: ‘‘ Have you got per- 
mission to moor your boat there ?”’ but said 
“that’s all right,” and dropped his 
mooring. 

Hence the matter was brought before the 
Board of State Commissioners for settle- 
ment. 

At the hearing H. A. Chase, Edwin 
Pope, Mr. Lothrop (commonly called 
Quincy), Mr. Drew and son, Mr. Badger, 
Mr. DeHutf, Everett M. Pope and 
others testified to right to place mooring 
on the beaches. They claimed that for 
years they had used the flats and waters of 
Quincy bay, dropping stone moorings, logs, 
etc., in any part of the bay and on any 
flats they chose, without any- interference 
from any one. 

It must be remembered that previous to 
this year at this particular spot no perma- 
nent residences were located on the beach, 
so that the owners of the upland fields 
were not disturbed at all by the moorings 
and boats being located on the flats. But 
now, since Mr. Meek has built a house for 
himself and another for Prof. Willliam 
Briggs, the case is different. 

The people mooring on their flats are a 
source of danger, Mr. Meek says, to say 
nothing of the nuisance in other ways, as 
they are not the most desirable class of 
people one would wish to have congregate} 
in front of their houses and within hearing 
distance of their conversation. 

The hearing was closed by the board 
summing up in brief, and warning Mr. 
Chase and all the other boatirg people 
present that they were ‘‘offending against 
the law, if any one put a mooring, boat or 
any other thing whatever on Mr. Meck’s 
or Dr. Disbrow’s flats against their wishes 
or without their consent; that they were 
absolute owners of the flats in front of 
their upland property down to low-water 
mark, and the boat and mooring in ques- 
tion must be moved at once.”’ 

This was a sad blow to these people, who 
have hitherto thought they controlled the 
rights of the bay aud no one had any right 
to interfere with them. 

Incidental to the hearing was another 
important decision made by the board, and 
that was: 

‘‘All the logs attached to the moorings 
in the bay must be removed, as they are 
dangerous to life in navigation. Small 
barrels or cans must replace them.’ This 
being the usual mode of mooring else- 
where. 


Bitten by a Dog. 


This morning as David Wilbur and 
George W. Kenison were about to enter the 
barn of August Weeden, on Washington 
street, a large bull dog owned by Mr. Wee- 
den which was chained near the door flew 
at them biting Mr. Kenison in the calf of 
the leg, making a bad wound. Mr. Wil- 
bur was also bitten on the leg but not as 
badly as Mr. Kenison.

There has just occurred in the city of 
Spartansburg, 8. C., one of the most re- 
markable cases of recovery, in which a 


well known citizen has been snatched 
from the very grasp of death. A special 


from that city says: For several months 
Mr. W. H. Posey has been suffering 
from a severe attack of jaundice with 
other troublesome complications. He 
grew worse and worse until his friends 
lost all hope of his recovery. His broth- 
er, Dr. Posey, was sent for. Indiscretion 
in diet brought on convulsions, and to 
all appearances he died. His breathing 
ceased, his pulse stopped, and his brother 
turned away and said it was all over. 

Then Dr. Hill proposed to inject nitro- 
glycerine into his arm. If he was dead it 
could do no harm. He did so,andina 
few minutes the heart began tu beat, the 
lungs to respire and the pulse to throb, 
and he was again a live man.

Of course, the nitro-glycerine could 
not arrest death under all circumstances, 
In this case the cause of death was heart 
failure, and the powerful medicine re- 
stored its action.

The People's Party of the 
United States 


BORN AT CINCINNATI. 


Unsuccessful Attempts to Post- 
pone the Matter. 


ENTHUSIASM RUNS HIGH 


Among the Delegates Who Gathered to 
Overthrow the Other Great Political 
Parties—Genuinely Picturesque Scenes 
fin the Convention Hall, Attended With 
Perfect Volcanoes of Noise-—Free Coin- 
age and Other New Financial Schemes, 
Eight Hours a Day, Pension 
Legislation and Other Matters Embod- 
fied in the Platform, but Prohibition 
is Voted Down.

CINCINNATI, May 21.—It was. after 10 
o’clock when the Industrial convention 
wus called to order. Rev. Dr. Gilbert De- 
lamatyr offered a fervent supplication for 
Divine aid and support for the new move- 
ment, which was punctuated by numerous 
“amens” from the audience. The report 
ofthe committee on credentials, which 
was next presented, showed that thirty- 
four states and territories were repre- 
sented by 1417 delegates having proper 
credentials. Kansas headed the list with 
411, Ohio second, with 317; Indiana had 
154, Illinois 88, Kentucky 59, Nebraska 94, 
Texas 26, Minnesota 30, Wisconsin 21, 
Missouri 73. 

The report of the committee on perma- 
nent organization was heard, and then 
Mrs. Helen Gougar of Indiana was brought 
forward and given an opportunity to ex- 
press sympathy with the movement and 
plead fora prohibition plank in the con- 
vention’s platform. She was generously 
applauded. 

Senator Peffer was at this point intro- 
duced as permanent chairman of the con- 
vention and was given a flattering recep- 
tion. He declared that to be called to pre- 
side over a body like this, convened under 
such extraordinary circumstances, was a 
most distinguished honor. The assem- 
blage betore him he proclaimed one of the 
most important ever convened on Ameri- 
can soil. 

A long debate was occasioned by the re- 
port of the committee on rules and order, 
mainly directed to the question whether 
each state should bote as a unit or whether 
each delegate should be entitled to a 
voice. The latter method was decided upon 
by a large majority, the result being 

A Victory for the Third Party Men. 

A letter from L. L. Polk, which was 
read, advising this conference to issue an 
address and defer action ona third party 
until 1892, caused a breeze, and when a mo- 
tion to refer it to the committee on resolu- 
tions was declared carried, there was aloud 
demand—notably from the Minnesota 
delegation—that the negative be put more 
forcibly by the chair. 

Mr. Fish of Minnesota argued that Mr. 
Polk’s letter was ill-timed, and claimed 
that it showed how useless it would be to 
refer the third party question to the meet 
ing in 1892, at which Polk and his followers 
will be leading spirits. 

Ignatius Donnelly climbed upon the 
rostrum at this juncture and made a 
declaration which set the convention wild, 
to the effect that he was there to report 
that the committee on platform was a unit 
for organization of a third party. Two 
alternatives were presented,he said: Either 
to ignore a third party or divide the friends 
of reform. 

He gave way to Robert Schilling of Wis- 
consin, who read the platform as follows: 
The Platform. 

Your committee on resolutions begs 
leave to submit the following: 

1. Thatin view of the great social, indus- 
trial and economical revolution now dawning 
upon the civilized world, and the new and liv- 
ing issues confronting the American people, 
we believe that the time has arrived for a 
crystallization of the political reform forces 
of our country and the formation of what 
should be known as the People’s Party of the 
United States of America. 

2. That we most heartily indorse the de- 
mands of the platformsas adopted at St. 
Louis, in 1889, in Ocala, Fla, in 1890, and 
Omaha, in 1891, by industrial organizations 
there represented, summarized as follows: 

A. The right tomake and issue money is a 
sovereign power to be maintained by the peo- 
ple for the common benefit. hence we demand 
the abolition of national banks as banks of 
issue, and as a substitute for national bank 
notes, we demand that legal tender treasury 
notes be issued in sufficient volume to trans- 
act the business of the oountry on a cash basis; 
without damage or especial advantage to any 
class or calling, such notes to be legal tender 
in payment of all debts, public and private, 
ond aon notes when demanded by the people 
shall be loaned to them at not more than 3 
percent. per annum upon non-imperishable 
products as indicated in the sub-treasury 
ylan,and also upon real estate with proper 
fimitation upon the quantity of land and 
amount of money. 

B. We demand the free and unlimited ccin- 
age of silver. 

C. We demand the passage of laws prohibit- 
ing alien ownership of land, and that con- 
gress take prompt action to devise some plan 
to obtain alllands now owned by alien and 
foreign syndicates, and that all lands held by 
railroads and other corporations in excess of 
such as is actually used and needed by them 
be reclaimed by the government and held for 
actual settlers only. 

D. Believing the doctrine of equal rights to 
all and special privilege to none, we demand 
that taxation—national, state or municipal— 
shall not be used to build up one interest or 
class at the expense of another. 

E, We demand that all revennes—national, 
state or county—shall be limited to the neces- 
sary expenses of the government, economi- 
cally and,honestly administered. 

F, Weédemand a just and equitable system 
of graduated tax on income. 

G. We demand the most rigid, honest and 
just national control and supervision of the 
means of public communication and trans- 
portation, and if this control and supervision 
does not remove the abuses now existing, we 
demand the government ownership of such 
means of communication and transportation. 

H. We demand the election of president, 
vice president and United States senators by a 
direct vote of the people. 

8. That we urge united action of all progres- 
sive organizations in attending the conference 
called for on Feb. 22, 18.2, by six of the leading 
reform organizations. 

4. That a national central committee be ap- 
pointed by this conference to be composed of a 
chairman, to be elected by this body, and of 
three members from each state represented, to 
be named by each state delegation. 

6. That this central committee shall repre- 
Bent this body, attend the national conference 
on Feb. 22, 1582; and if possible unite with that 
and all other reform organizations there as- 
sembled. If no satisfactory arrangement can 
be effected this committee shall call a national 


convention not later than June 1, 1892, for the 
purpose of nominating candidates for presi- 
dent and vice president. 

6. That the members of the central commit- 
tee for each state where there is no independe 
ent political organization conduct an active 
system of political agitation in their respective 
states. 

Additional Kesolutions, 
not a part of the platform, were presented, 
as follows: 

tesolved, That the question of universal suf 
frage be recommended to the favorable con- 
sideration of the various states and territo- 
ries. 

Resolved, That while the party in power in 
1869 pledged the faith of the nation to pay @ 
debt in coin that had been contracted on a de- 
preciated currency basis and payable in cur- 
rency, thus adding nearly $1,000,000,000 to the 
burdens of tLe people, which meant gold for 
the bondholders, and depreciated currency for 
the soldiers,and holding that the men who im- 
perilled their lives to save the life of a nation 
should have been paid in money as good as 
that paid to the bondholders, we demand the 
isue of legal tender treasury notes in sufficient 
amount to make the pay of the soldiers equal 
to par with coin, or such other le islation as 
sha)! do equal and exact justice to the Union 
soldiers of this country. 

Resolved, That as eight hours constitute a 
legal day's work for government employes in 
mechanical departments, we believe this prin- 
ciple should be farther extended so as to apply 
to all corporations employing labor, in the dif- 
ferent states of the Union. 

Resolved. That this conference condemns in 
unmeasured terms the action of the directors 
of the world’s Columbian exposision on May 
19, in refusing the minimum rate of wages 
asked for by the labor organizations of Chi- 
cago. 

Resolved, That the attorney general of the 
United States should make immediate provi- 
sion to submit the act of March 2, 1889, provid- 
ing for the opening of Oklahoma to homestead 
s2-ttlement, to the United States supreme 
court, so that the expensive and dilatory liti- 
gation now pending there be ended. 

The Name of the New Party, 

The “People’s Party of the United States,” 
elicited a magnificent outburst of ap- 
plause, and as each plank was read there 
was renewed cheering. A plank recom- 
mended universal suffrage to favorable 
consideration and another demanded the 
payment of pensions on a gold basis. The 
former met with a rather chilly reception, 
but the latter was roundly cheered. At 
this juncture a delegate objected that the 
platform was one-sided for the Farmers’ 
Alliance, but he met with little encourage- 
ment, and Schilling declared the conven- 
tion was here for harmony and for the new 
“declaration of independence.” He an- 
nounced that the pension plank was left to 
the soldier member on the committee, 
with an inquiry whether it was satisfac- 
tory, and on his acquiesence it was 
adopted unanimously. 

Davis of Texas, a lank six-footer ina 
light suit, who had electrified the conven- 
tion during Donnelly’s speech by a long, 
weird whoop of exultation, was conducted 
to the platform, and to the intense delight 
of the convention, repeated the unearthly, 
Indian-like thrill. Tien he announced 
himself as an ex-Confederate, and declared 
himself for the platform, every plank and 
every resolution, 

Wadsworth of Indiana, an ex-Union 
soldier, rushed up to ex-Confederate Davis, 
in full view of the convention, and the two 
one-time mortal foes grasped hands. R. 
W. Humphrey of Texas, organizer of the 
Colored Alliance, which numbers more 
than half a million members, seized with 
the inspiration of the moment, suddenly 
joined the ex-soldiers, and, amid a perfect 
cyclone of enthusiasm, a delegate moved 
the adoption of the platform as read. 

The Convention Went Wild, 
the delegates mounting tables and chairs, 
and shouting and yelling like Comanches. 

In the forest of flags and state banners 
that had gathered with their bearers 
around the trio, a Kansas man on the 
shoulders of two colleagues standing on 
chairs, raisea the Kansas banner and held 
it aloft just above all the others. The 
tumult lasted nearly a quarter of an hour, 
till it ceased from the sheer exhaustion of 
the deleyzates. 

Several delegates moved the adoption of 
the report, one suggesting that it be by a 
rising vote. ‘Question, question,” came 
from all parts of the hall. But the pent 
up enthusiasm had to have vent, and one 

after another of the orators relieved them- 
selves, the delegates from time to time 
calling on the prominent men in the con- 
vention—Weaver, Willetts and others. 
“Previous question,’ shouted the dele- 
gates, but it had no effect on an irre- 
pressible Texan, who was bound to speak 
his piece. When he had finished, the chair- 
man’s gavel fell like a trip hammer and 
order was finally restored. The platform 
proper, exclusive of the resolutions, was 
then 
Adopted by a Rising Vote. 

At this stage the convention was little 
better than a howling mob, and in the 
midst of the confusion G. M. Miller of 


California came to the front on the pro-| Our Large, Complete, and w 


hibition question, which had been ignored 
in the platform and resolutions. All 
efforts to choke him off with points of 
order were ineffectual. The following 
resolution offered by him was brief, but to 
the point: 

Resolved, That we favor the prohibition of 
the liquor traffic. 

Confusion became worse confounded, 
Fifty orators were clamoring for recogni- 
tion, but the first to succeed was Schilling 
of Wisconsin. 

In desperation the chair gave ten of the 
most vociferous delegates who were 
crowded about his desk clamoring for 
recognition one minute each, 

The prohibition amendment was then 
overwhelmingly defeated. 

The resolutions were adopted with only 
three dissenting votes. At this juncture 
Gen. J. B. Weaver relieved Chairman 
Peffer, who was worn out with his fruit- 
less efforts to preserve order. 

A resolution against. trusts was choked 
off by a point of order raised by Schilling 
of Wisconsin, that all resolutions should 
be referred to the committee on resolu- 
tions without being read. Then thecon- 
yention 

Got Down to Business Again 
and the matter of choosing a national com- 
mittee was taken up. 

After a brief recess it was decided to let 
each state have three members on the com- 
mittee, but the full number were not 
named for every state. The New England 
members are: Connecticut, Robert Pique; 
Massachusetts, G. F. Washburn, E. G, 
Brown, E. M. Boynton; Maine, H. §, 
Hobbs, F. A. Howard. D. W. Smith. The 
Alliance congressman, J. G. Otis of Kan- 
sas, nominated H. E. Taubeneck of Illinois 
as chairman of the national executive 
committee. There was a great outburst of 
cheers when Taubeneck’s name was men- 
tioned. W.R. Lamb of Texas seconded 
the nomination. saying he had watched 
Taubeneck’s record and was satisfied. 

Taubeneck was chosen by acclamation. 
Loud calls brought him to the rostrum, 
where he made a brief, but’ very manly 
and modest speech, thanking the dele- 
gates. 

A few moments of confused preparation 
for adjournment sine die ensued, then the 
chairman’s gavel fell, and the first conven- 
tion of the People’s Party of the United 
States had passed into history,

MASSACHUSETTS LEGISLATURE. 


Boards and Commission Bill Defeated 
by the Sexate—Question of Prison Mane 
agement—Gubernatorial Appointments, 


Boston, May 21.—At the weekly meet- 
ing of the executive council Dr. Joseph L 
McLaughlin of Boston was nominated 
physician and surgeon at the state prison, 
vice C. D. Sawin resigned. Thomas J. 
Cobb of New Bedford was reappointed 
clerk of the First district court of Bristol; 
Elmer H. Capen of Somerville, member of 
the state board of education; and Horace 
G. Wadlin of Reading, chief of the bureau 
of statistics of labor. 

In the senate, Mr. McNary moved to 
amend the report (no legislation necessary) 
by the substitution of a bill providing that 
the governor may at any time remove 
me bers of the state boards and commis- 
sions for cause. Mr. McNary argued that 
the existing commissions are but partly 


| responsible to the body which created 


them, and entirely independent of the gov- 
ernor. The people look to the governor 
for the remedying of existing abuses, and 
therefore he should have the power to 
carry out the wishes of the public. The 
council, he said, might be dispensed with 
to-morrow, and the government would go 
on, equally as well. The main effect of 
the council is to defeat the will of the peo- 
ple inits power over appointments. Mr 
West thought the substitute was in the 
direction of reform with a very small ‘“‘r.”’ 
Mr. Pinkerton said that the bill was about 
as near one-man power as it was possible 
to come. 

The motion to substitute was lost—20 to 
to 20, including pairs (a strictly party divi- 
sion)—and the report of the committee was 
adopted. 

The house bill to prohibit the issuing of 
certain obligations was reported in a new 
draft by the committee on bills in third 
reading. Mr. Raymond asked for asus- 
pension of the rule, so that the bill might 
be recommitted. Recommitment was op- 
posed by Messrs. Nutter, Haggerty, and 
favored by Stopford. Mr. Raymond’s mo- 
tion was rejected—10 to 14 The new draft 
was substituted. 

The amendment to the bond investment 
bill; previously adopted, exempting certain 
associations, was struck out and the bill 
engrossed, 

In the House. 

Mr. Tucker moved to reconsider the en- 
grossment of the bill for the appointment 
and removal of the prison commissioners, 
warden and other state prison officers. He 
thought it was a crude bill. By 56 to 37 
the house voted to reconsider. Mr. Bul- 
lock moved to refer the bill to the prison 
committee, as they had never acted upon 
it. Mr. Sohier raised the point of order 
that no joint matter could be recommitted 
after the fourth Wednesday of March and 
the point was sustained. Mr. Bullock 
moved to suspend the rule, but the motion 
failed, 56 yeas to 37 nays—not the neces- 
sary two-thirds. Mr. Howe moved to 
strike out the power of the prison commis- 
sioners to remove the warden, chaplain 
and physician and surgeon. Mr. Sohier 
opposed the motion. If the warden is to 
have power to remove his underlings, the 
commissioners should have power to re- 
move the warden. Others spoke against 
the amendment and it was defeated. On 
passing the bill to be engrossed there were 
81 yeas to 27 nays. 

The house admitted a resolution of Mr. 
Emery instructing the Massachusetts 
managers at the Chicago fair to regard the 
New England traditions respecting the 
sanctity of the Christian Sabbath. 

The ‘\ouse reconsidered the engrossment 
of the municipal lighting bill, adopted an 
amendment similar to that offered by Mr. 
Quincy on Tuesday, and again engrossed 
the bill. 


Starting to Work.

Postal congress was opened here yesterday, 
The minister of commerce described the 
object of the congress, namely, to estab- 
lish the basis of a scheme for linking to- 
gether the civilized nations of the world in 
a single postal federation.

THE WRAITH OF MWOOY. 


When I was sixteen years of age I 
paid a visit toan uncle and an aunt of 
my father’s, who lived on the family es- 
tatein Scotland. My granduncle was 
well to do in this world’s goods, and had 
had leisure to devote his life to scientific 
pursuits and to write about his ideasand 
discoveries. He had an exceedingly well 
arranged laboratory, and dabbled in 
everything. He was, perhaps, of a more 
practical turn of mind than most scien- 
tists, for he not only theorized and ex- 
perimented, but turned his knowledge to 
account, and thereby made his home 
rather alarming to ignoramuses.

them at each other in the course of some 
tremendous fight. Far away, above all, 
arose a tall, curious shaftlike object, 
which one could scarcely believe the 
work of nature. Its local name was 
Daffy’s Darning Needle, and 6n its sum- 
mit was an eagle’s nest. The eagles 
swooped down upon “the sheepfolds te 
their owner's cost ut lambing time, but 
were perfectly safe, as the needle was 
inaccessible even to the Scottish boys, 
who can climb anything climbable. 

It was my delight to mount my pony, 
Jackanapes, and go galloping off over 
the country. No one objected to my go- 
ing alone. I was quite safe. There was 
nothing improper init. Every one I saw 
knew me, and I gained health and 
strength by it. 

What with oatmeal for breakfast and 
these rides, my cheeks grew round and 
rosy and spirits high. I forgot at last 
even that it might be possible for me to 
lose myself, until one day I actually did 
it—at 5 o'clock in the afternoon too, 
with the autainn day suddenly drawing 
to a close under a cloudy sky, which 
threatened one of those furious moun- 
tain rain storms which only those who 
have experienced can appreciate. 

Lost—I laughed to myself—but all 1 
have to do is to trust to the pony. Jacka- 
napes certainly could not lose himself so 
near home.

did. Horses assuredly either see spirits 
or think that they do. They have more 
supernatural terrors than men or 
women.” 


“But, uncle,” said I, “I really am 
afraid I am not quite Scotch enough to 
understand all this. The ghost of a sui- 
cide is all very natural, but the ghosts 
of a.house, of an oak floor, of a blazing 
fire, of glimmering silver; the ghosts 
also of delicious wine, and of a great 
armchair in which I slept delightfully— 
can these things be? Had I not better 
call it a dream?’ 

“You may call it what you lke,” said 
my uncle. ‘Science has yet found no 
name for these mysteries, though I bé 
lieve she will some day. But what the 
people here about will say will be just 
this, ‘Miss Maisie has seen the wraith of 
the McCoy.’ That is what they call it, 
my dear.”—Mary Kyle Dallas in New 
York Ledger.

Swede Help. 
Quincy, May 2Ist, 1891. 
Editors of Daily Ledger : 

Allow me space in your valuable columns 
for a few words regarding the strike of 
Swedish girls, and to bring to the attention 
of the women of Quincy, the necessity of 
some combined action regarding domestics. 
Several years ago Irish girls were in good 
demand, but they wanted more pay and 
the consequence wa8, the demand was for 
Swede and Scotch girls, so that now there 
are comparatively few Irish girls at service. 

Of late years hundreds of Swede girls 
have crossed the ocean, and schools have 
been established here that they might learn 
our language. We have taken into our 
homes green girls, strange to our ways, and 
patiently taught them housework, how to 
cut out and sew garments for themselves, 
and saw that they were comfortably 
clothed. These are the girls who owe us 
so much, and have good homes who have 
struck for more pay. I hope the women of 
Quincy will take a stand and not quietly 
submit to be thus imposed upon, for allow 
the fiftv cents now and next year it will be 
another fifty cents, and then we can blame 
no one but ourselves. We have already 
submitted to their demand for Thursday 
afternoons off, and let it stop there. When 
a Swede girl asks for more pay let her go 
and employ girls of some other nationality. 
I know of several women who have taken 
this stand, and hope others will have back 
bone enough to follow suit. Why do not 
the women of this city get together same as 
the Swede girls have done, and agree on 
some scale of wages to be paid for domestic 
service? Why should the girls have every- 
thing theirown way? Come ladies wake 
up and meet this foelish demand, with an 
emphatic no, and we shall soon have good 
faithful girls in our kitchens. B18: et

Brick Sidewalks Seems to give the 
Best Satisfaction, 


The Woburn board of trade on Wednes- 
day, discussed ‘‘ Sidewalks and How Best 
to Build and Maintain Them.’ A com- 
mittee had visited numerous cities and 


§/towns about Boston for the purpose of 


getting information, which was present&t 
in the form of reports, = 

Several of the best authorities on the 
matter were consulted, and their views are 
of interest. 7 

W. G. Childs of the street commissioners 
of Waltham says that the sidewalks of 
that city are built one-sixth the width of 
the street. In the new streets concrete 
and edgestones are placed in position, the 
abutters paying one-half the cost. The 
city has a special appropriation of $6000 
for the purpose of building and maintain- 
ing sidewalks. Edgestones 6 inches thick 
and 15 inches deep are used. The stones 
are rough on top surface and faced on the 
side. They show 6 inches above the 
ground. . 

Brick is cheaper and better than con- 
crete. Gravel is excellent material, but the 
city has no adequate ledge. Field stone is 
purchased at 50 cents per ton, and the 
crushed stone costs about $1 per cubic yard. 
In Mr. Child’s opinion the Metropolitan 
sewer will ruin several of the best streets 
of the city. 


| Hyde Park appropriates sums ranging

‘om $20,000 to $5,000 for sidewalks, and 


i gravel sidewalks are considered the most 


durable, excepting on hillsides, where brick 
is preferable. 

The town puts in sidewalks, on petition 
of abutters, and charges one-half of the 
cost. Plank walks have been used in the 
past, but they are gradually going out of 


Bluse. In building a Hyde Park gravel side- 


walk, the foundation is laid 18 inches be- 


- | low the surface of large stones, followed by 


finer crushed stone and about four inches 
of gravel for the surface. 

Malden has a rather novel policy in rela- 
tion to the building and keeping in condi- 
tion of her walks. A special appropriation 
of $5,000 is made, besides the regular ap- 
propriation of $5,000. The sidewalks are 
8} feet wide, and when built of brick cost 
66 cents per running foot. Abutters pay 
half the expense of new walks, and are 
given three years at 4 per cent. in which to 
settle. 

Lynn pins it faith to brick, and the cen- 
tral part of the city is paved with nothing 
else. Outside the brick limit concrete is 
used. Concrete is considered of little value 
where there is much travel and is disastrous 
to shoe leather. In the residential portion 
of the city, properly laid concrete will last 
many years. The best quality of pressed 
bricks for sidewalks costs the city $17 per 
thousand in large quantities. 

The foundation is laid 18 inches, and it 
is estimated that a brick sidewalk con- 
structed at the present time will stand fifty 
years’ service. The edgestones must be 
7x18 inches or they are rejected as worth- 
less. Stone gutters assist in holding the 
edgestone in position, in spite of frosts and 
washouts. The city pays one-half the ex- 
pense of building sidewalks.

Jackson and Corbett Get Tired 
of Fighting. 


SIXTY-ONE-ROUND BATTLE, 


At the End of Which Neither One is 
Able to Continue—Jackson Was the 
Favorite, but Both Men Were in the 
Pink of Condition. 


SAN FRANCISCO, May 22.—No pugilistic 
event ever occurred on the Pacific coast 
that created more interest or excitement 
than the great heavyweight battle be- 
tween Jim Corbett of San Francisco and 
Peter Jackson of Australia, which was 
fought at the gymuasium of the California 
Athletic club last night. The purse was 
$10,000, $1500 of which went to the loser. 

The condition of the fighters was all 
that could be desired. Jackson was the 
heavier, but in every other respect it was 
generally admitted that one man possessed 
little or no advantaze over the other. Still 
Jackson was the favorite in the betting 
during the week before the fight, at odds 
ranging from 6 to 10 to 8 to 10. The betting 
last evening was at about the same odds 
on Jackson. A large amount of money 
was wagered on the coast during the last 
two days. The pool room and other sport- 
ing resorts were crowded and there seemed 
no end of either Jackson or Corbett money. 

The California club appointed Hiram 
Cook referee. Jacksou was seconded by 
Sam Fitzpatrick and Billy Smith; and 
Corbett’s seconds were Billy Delaney,John 
Donaldson and Harry Corbett. The seat- 
ing capacity of the gymnasium was about 
1200 and it was crowded. The men entered 
the building at 8 o’clock,and went to their 
dressing room. At 9:30 they entered the 
ring anJ time was called for 

The First Round. 


A few seconds was spent in preliminary 
aparring. Jackson led lightly and a clinch 
followed. The men broke away slowly; Jack- 
son led with the right and missed; another 
clinch followed and Corbett seemed loth to 
break away. Corbett touched Jackson lightly 
on the jaw and as the round closed he received 
a left-hander in the ribs. 

Second round—Corbett led, and in the clinch 
which followed he forced Jackson against the 
ropes. When they came to center Jackson 
led twice but failed to reach his man very 
hard. Corbett made a vicious half-arm swing, 
but Jackson jumped away. Corbett then got 
in one on Jackson’s stomach and a moment 
later avoided a body blow by dodging. 

Third round—Jackson attempted to fight at 
close range, but Corbett clinched. Both men 
were wonderfully active on their feet. Con- 
siderable feinting followed. Corbett led for 
Jackson's wind, but missed. Jackson followed 
Qor ett around the ring; the latter laughed as 
the Australian tried to hit him and failed. 

Fourth round—The men walked around each 
other cautiously for a full minute. Every time 
Corbett led he followed it withaclinch. He 
landed on Jackson's side three or four times 
and received nothing in return’ The men 

were fighting at very close quarters. 

Fifth round—Jackson caught Corbett lightly 
01 the ribs. and-then played carefully for an 
opening. Corbett forced him into his corner, 
but in the rally which followed, Jackson had 
the better of it. Both men still smiling. Cor- 
bett led hard for Jackson's stomach, but 
missed. 

Sixth round—Jackson caught his man lightly 
on the jaw, when the round opened, but noth- 
ing was done for the next minute. Jackson 
was forcing, but Corbett’s dodging was very 
clever. He caught a good one on his side and 
then landed hard on Jackson's jaw with his 
right. 

Seventh rourd—Both men were extremely 
careful. Corbett jumped away from several of 
Jackson's straight-arm leads. Jackson was on 
the aggressive, but there was no opening 
offered that he could take advantage of. 

Eighth round—The round opened like 
previous ones with Jackson doing the leading. 
Neither man seemed at all distressed; Corbett 
forced Jackson to the ropes, but could do noth- 
ing. He soon reached Jackson hard on the 
ear, however, and the round closed. 

Ninth round—Corbett again reached JJack- 
son's side, but not hard. Jackson then landed 
on the other man’s chin, and followed up with 
ahard rap on Corbett’s wind. Jim gave him 
ahardoneof the same kind as the round 
closed. 

Tenth round—Jackson reached Corbett’s 
neck twice hard. Corbett drove for the other's 
wind, but missed as he held himself too far 
back when he led. 

Eleventh round—Corbett continued to fight 
for Jackson's stomach, but the latter warded 
him off well. A short rally followed in one of 
the corners, but no harm was done. Jackson 
cleverly avoided several hard ones from Cor- 
bett’s left. 

Twelfth round—Corbett again landed twice 
on Jackson's stomach and jumped away from 
aswift drive athisjaw. The battle upto this 
time had been decidedly a scientific one, and 
it looked as if it would continue so for some 
time. If there was any difference in the men 
Jackson was a little fresher. 

Thirteenth round—Jackon made a short 
right-hand jab and landed on Corbett’s left 
arm; Corbett put his left lightly on to Jack- 
son’s jaw. He then swung his left viciously 
for the head, but Jackson jumped away. 

Fourteenth round—Both feinted swiftly and 
frequently, but neither made any effort to 
lead for some time; then Corbett jabbed Jack- 
son on the chin. The latter next led for the 
head, but Corbett ducked. 

Fifteenth round—Little was done during this 
round. 

Sixteenth round—Corbett led savagely for 
the wind, but Jackson escaped; the men ex- 
changed a few light blows, and near the close 
Jim caught his man heavily on the jaw twice. 

Seventeenth round—Corbett landed with his 
left on the throat. Jackson then caught Cor- 
bett hard on the chest, knocking him back- 
ward. He gave Corbett several more of the 
same kind and received a light one in the jaw 
in return. 

Eighteenth round—Corbett landed heavily 
on the side,and as the round was about to close 
he caught Jackson hard on the mouth with his 
left. 

Nineteenth round—Jackson swung his left 
with great force. but Corbett ducked. Jack- 
son then reached Corbett's ribs with a sharp 
blow and gave him a good jab in the chin. 

Twentieth round—Corbett knocked Jackson 
back with a short punch in the throat, then 
forced him into a corner, and in the rally 
which followed Corbett had decidedly the best 
of it, giving Jackson several hard right and 
lefts in the jaw. 

Twenty-first round—Jackson gave Corbett a 
hard one on the jaw, but received about as 
good a one in return. 

Nothing further was accomplished till 
the twenty-sixth round, when Corbett gave 
Jackson a sharp left hander in the stom- 
ach. 

It was give and take in the next two 
rounds, and in the twenty-ninth Jackson 
was staggered by Corbett’s onslaughts. 

Thirtieth round—Jackson struck Corbett in 
the jaw anda clinch followed. Corbett was 
trying to get in a knock-out but Jackson held 
him off. Jackson seemed much the weaker and 
was forced to the ropes several times amid 
cheers for Corbett. 

Thirty-first round—Corbett was still forcing, 
though he made no very vigorous attacks, both 
being too tired to do much. 

Thirty-second round—Jarkson rallied and 
took the aggressive in this round, though he 
aid little beyond giving Corbett a sharp rap in 
the side. 

In the next six ronnds little was done, 


and the spectators became impatient. 
Jackson seemed the stronger of the two at 
the end of the thirty-ninth round. 

Round forty.—Jackson struck Corbett in the 
juw and received a punch in the wind. 

Round forty-one—There wasa rally in which 
both men landed several times.

YARDS REMAIN CLOSED. 


Walking Delegates’ Demands Result in 
a Hitch in the Settlement of the Lum- 
ber Yards Boycott in Gotham. 


NEW YORK, May 22.—The lumber yards 
are still tied up, and not a foot of lumber 
can be bought in this city or neighbor- 
hood, noteven in Albany, motwithstand- 
ing the fact that the boycott was declared 
off by the board of walking delegates on 
Tuesday night, and the yards were ex- 
pected to be opened yesterday. This state 
of affairs is due to the failure of the walk- 
ing delegates to fulfill tue agreement they 
made with the committee ofthe Lumber 
Dealers’ association ou ‘Tuesday night. 
The advisory committee of the Lutifber 
Dealers’ association met to receive and act 
upon the report of their sub-committee, 
who had received from walking delegates 
the night before the written notices that 
the strike in Buckie & Co.’s yard had been 
ordered off, and that no boycott bad been 
placed on said firm. The walking dele- 
gates asked for an interview with the ad- 
visory committee. This the advisory com- 
mittee refused to grant, but they ap- 
pointed a sub-committee of three to meet 
the walking delegates. 

The delegates asked asa ccndiffon for 
the withdrawal of the strike, the discharge 
by the lumber dealers of all the non-union 
men who bad been eugaged during the 
strike, and the re-engagement of all the 
union men who had been disc!.arged or 
locked out. The advisory committ -e posi- 


tively refused to grant thedema «1. The

IN BEHALF OF HOME RULE. 


Prominent Irishmen Form the “National 
Federation of America."’ 


NEW YORK, May 22.—A new organiza- 
tion was formed here last night to help the 
cause of home rule in Ireland. It was 
the result of an extended tour throughout 
this country and Canada by Dr. Joseph F. 
Fox, M. P., who has held conferences with 
leading Irish-Americans in many cities. 
The meeting included prominent Irishmen 
from this city, Boston, Worcester, Lowell 
and Lawrence, Mass.; Manchester, N. H.; 
Rhode Island and other parts of the coun- 
try. They decided to call the new organi- 
zation the National Federation of America, 
Its object is to raise funds to promote the 
cause of Irish home rule, and all funds 
raised are to be controlled by a body of 
nine trustees, a majority of whom shall 
have power to transmit money to Ireland. 
Dr. Thomas A. Emmett of this city was 
chosen president, and Eugene Kelly treas- 
urer. 

Resolutions were adopted stating that 
the first and paramount duty is to re- 
lieve the distress of the evicted tenantry of 
Ireland, and demanding that Justin Mc- 
Carthy and Charles Stewart Parnell ap- 
propriate all money now on deposit in 
Paris for such relief.. It is expected that 
branches of the society will be formed 
thoughout the country. 

A meeting of the executive committee of 
the Irish Parliamentary Fund asssocia- 
tion authorized Eugene Kelly to at once 
forward $15,000 in his hands toa commit- 
tee, consisting of Archbishop Croke and 
Justin McCarthy, for distribution among 
the tenants, _

PHILADELPHIA, May 22.—When the case 
of President Gideon W. Marsh and ex-As- 
sistant Cashier Charles W. Lawrence 
charged with falsifying the returns of the 
Keystone National bank tothe comptroller 
of the currency, was called yesterday 
afternoon before Commissioner Bell, 
Marsh did not answer to his name.

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MASSACHUSETTS LEGISLATURE. 


Land Statistics—The Taxation Bills— 
The Street Franchise Controversy Dis- 
posed of by the House. 

Boston, May 22.—The senate concurred 
in the house amendments to the resolve 
relative to appropriating $75,000 for the 
state’s participation in the Columbian fair. 

The senate refused to concur in the ad- 
mission of the house resolve instructing 
the World’s fair managers of Massachu- 
setts to pay due regard to the traditions of 
New England as to the sanctity of the 
Christian Sabbath. . 

The bill relating to reinsurance of fire 
risks was passed to bé engrossed, with per- 
fecting amendments, 

Mr. Howard spoke in favor of the resolve 
providing for the collection by the bureau 
ot statistics of labor of certain statistics 
relative to land held in Boston and vicinity 
for speculative purposes and relative to 
the condition of families residing in rented 
tenements. Mr. Southwick for the treasury 
committee, spok: of the difficuity of ob- 
taining the information sought. The re- 
solve provided no appropriation, and it was 
estimated that to obtain the information 
would cost $100,000; furthermore there was 
no penalty prescribed, without which the 
information could not be secured. Mr. 
Coveney was in sympathy with thepur- 
pose underlying the resolve, and if a proper 
bill is passed there is no reason why the 
facts sought cannot be obtained. He sug- 
gested that the resolve might be recom- 
mitted.

Salem's Would-Be Incendiary Will Prob- 
ably Be Sent to a Reformatory. 

SALEM, Mass, May 22.—Rosie M. Roube, 
the little girl who was arrested charged 
with setting fire to the Naumkeag cotton 
mills, was arraigned in the First district 
court yesterday and held in $500 for exam- 
ination next Thursday. Bail was fur- 
nished. She spent Wednesday night in 
the police station, her parents making no 
efforts to have her released on bail, and in 
the court room she sobbed bitterly, the 
sight touching the hearts of the officers 
and all who were present. The Society 
for the Prevention of Cruelty to Children 
has been notified, and the district court 
committee of the Salem branch of the 
Massachusetts Prison association has been 
urged to do all in their power to save her.

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HON. ALPHONSO TAFT. 
Whe Noted Statesman and Diplomat 
Breathes His Last at San Diego, Cal.— 
Brief Sketch of His Life. 


San Dreco, Cal., May 22.—Judge Al- 
phonso Taft passed away yesterday morn- 
ing, unconscious,and surrounded by mem- 
bers of his family who were in the city. 
The remains will be taken directly to Cin- 
cinnati, wnere a quiet funeral! will be held. 
Judge Taft leaves a widow, one daughter 
and four sons. 
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THE LATE ALPHONSO TAFT, 


Although a representative Ohio man, 
Judge Taft came of an Uxbridge, Mass., 
family, and was himself born in Town- 
shend, Vt., Nov.5, 1810, and graduated at 
Yale college in 1833. From 1835-37 he was 
tutor in Yale college, and was pursuing 
Soon after he established 
office in Cincinnati, 
where he soon obtained extensive practice, 
and where he had charge of many import- 
ant cases. After twenty-six years of prac- 
tice Mr. Taft, in 1866, was appointed judge 
of the superior court, and that office he 
held until 1872. Judge Taft ran for 
congress in Ohio against George H. Pen- 
dleton, by whom he was defeated. 

Judge Taft was appointed secretary of 
war by President Grant March 7, 1876, to 
fill the vacancy caused by the resignation 
of Gen. Belknap, and a few weeks after- 
ward was appointed to the office of attor- 
ney general of the United States, which he 
held until the close of President Grant’s 
\dministration. In 1882 he was appointed 
by President Arthur minister to Austria, 
A member of the corporation of Yale 
college, Judge Taft received from, that in- 
stitution in 1867 the degree of doctor of 
laws. Mr. Taft has been twice married. 
He had several children.

For the Past Month Show a 
Decidedly Marked Decrease. 


THE REASON EXPLAINED, 


Rumor Concerning the Itata Denied— 
Resigned, 
Doesn’t Intend To—A Commission Ap- 


Gen. Raum Hasn't and 


pointed to Investigate Immigration. 


WASHINGTON, May 22.— Mr. Mason, 
commissioner of internal revenue, has pre 
pared a statement showing that for the 
month of April,1891, receipts from internal 
revenue decreased as compared with April, 
1890, $2,190,695. For the ten months ended 
April 30, the increase in collections of prin- 
cipal items compared with the correspond- 
ing ten months of the preceding year, were: 
Spirits, $2,448,358; tobacco, $434,993; fer- 
mented liquors, $2,168,084; oleomargarine, 
$239,845. Commenting on the decreased 
receipts during the past month, Commis- 
sioner Mason says: 

It will be noticed that there isa decrease in 
the receipts for special taxes on rectifiers, 
wholesale and retail liquor dealers, and man- 
ufacturers of stills for the month of April of 
$1,254,389; in special taxes on brewers and 
wholesale and retail dealers of malt liquors of 
$115,425, and in special taxes on manufacturers 
ofand wholesale and retail dealers in oleo- 
margarine of $11,880, making an aggregate loss 
from these items of $1,381,690. This is due to 
the fact that the last congress changed the 
special tax year so as to commence ou July 1 
instead of May 1. Collectors, therefore, on 
May 1 collected only two months’ taxes from 
May 1 to July 1, instead of twelve months’ 
taxes. 

The total amount of special taxes collected 
during the last fiscal year was $7,356,063. Con- 
gress, however, has repealed all the special 
taxes relating to cigars and tobacco, thus tak- 
ing off $1,515,481, leaving a balance of special 
taxes which would have been payable the first 
of May, but for thischange in the law, of $5,- 
$26,682. So thatof nearly $6,000,000 being due 
on May 1, there was in fact less than $1,000,000, 
and as aconsiderable part of the ‘tax due on 
May | was paid in April, there was a decrease 
in special taxes for Mzy of $1,381,694. This will 


be made up, however, in the months 
of June and July, when taxes for 
the new fiscal year will be collected. 
There is a decrease in the amount 


collected from tobacco and snuff as compared 
with the amount collected during the same 
months of the last fiscalyear. This is due to 
the change in this law reducing the tax from 8 
to 6 cents per pound. Notwithstanding all of 
these reductions, there is still an increase in 
the total amount collecie 1 of $5,399,482 for the 
ten months ended April 20, 1891, as compared 
with the same months of the previous year. 
The President Watching Finances. 

The president is taking an active inter- 
est in the financial condition of the treas- 
ury, and has directed that he be furnished 
with an estimate of the probable revenue 
from all sources for the next fiscal year, 
based on the changes made by the last 
congress in the customs and internal rev- 
enue laws. The result of the changes are 
now becoming apparentin the daily re- 
ceiptsof the treasury department. The 
customs receipts show a continued falling 
off, the receipts from this source, by a 
Statement issued at the treasury yester- 
day, for the first twenty daysin May,being 
less at the port of New York by $1,690,934 
thin they were for the corresponding pe- 
rioi of last May. 

The same ratio of decrease is reported at 
o her ports. Internal revenue receipts also 
sh wa decrease, but not so marked. The 
n+ surplus in the treasury, despite the de- 
crease in receij ts, is crawling up, the drain 
from direct tax expenditures being aimost 
over, and at the close of business yester- 
day was more than 315,000,000. 

The treasury statement issued yesterday 
shows that the treasury had, May 20, 
$262,057,483 in gold bullion and coin, being 
a decrease since the first of the month of 
more than $12,000,000, and since Jan. 1 
of more than $32,000,000. 

DENIED 


IN WASHINGTON. 


No Agreement Entered Into With Insur- 
gents Regarding the Itata. 

WASHINGTON, May 22.—A Paris dis- 
patch stating that the Itata is to be peace- 
ably surrendered tothe United States by 
the insurgents upon her arrival in Chili 
was shown to the officials of the navy and 
state departments, but one and all de- 
clined to discuss the matter publicly. 
Nevertheless, it can be stated positively 
that there have been no negotiations, as 
reported, between the insurgent agents in 
France or elsewhere and this government 
respecting the Itata. There is reason to 
believe that this government expects that 
the Itata will be peaceably surrendered to 
the United States by the insurgents when 
she reaches Chili; but that, when she is so 
surrendered, the vessel will be found to 
have discharged her armsand munitions 
of war.

lief that all have violated the civil service 
law.

COLLECTIONS THAT MANUFACTUR- 
ING CONCERNS HOARD. 


Why the First Production of a Machine 
or a Piece of Ornamental Ironwork Costs 
Many Times More Than Subsequent Du- 
plicates—Government Plates. 


Fortunes are invested in models and 
patterns used in various branches of 
manufactures. The pattern room of any 
of the large iron molders or machine 
shops that have been long in operation 
presents an array of woodwork that has 
cost a good deal of money. Take, for in- 
stance, the iron front of a building. The 
various columns, panels, cornices, sills 
and ornaments have all been made in 
wood, which is used to mold the sand in 
which the iron is cast. ; 

Generally the cost of the patterns is 
paid for on the first order. Subsequent 
orders for castings of the same patterns 
are executed more cheaply because the 
patterns are ready made. Sometimes the 
foundry owns the patterns and supplies 
duplicates to all customers, but in many 
cases owners of buildings prefer to own 
their own patterns, so that no other 
building may look like theirs. 

The preservation and duplication of 
patterns is a feature and source of great 
profit in many manufacturing opera- 
tions. Itis a characteristic of all kinds 
of printing. The type founder procures 
matrices of various fonts of type at great 
cost, but having once secured his mold 
he can go on producing any number of 
duplicates at trifling cost. The first cost 
of the mold is the main cost, compared 
with which the cost of metal and casting 
is trifling. The same is true of all pro- 
cesses of printing pictures. 

The wood engraving, the lithographic 
stone, the steel pate, all cost much at 
the outset, but, being once produced, 
they may be duplicated by various pro- 
cesses at comparatively trifling cost. 
Thus a picture may be sold for a profit 
at a penny, although to produce the first 
one may have cost thousands of dollars. 

GOVERNMUNTAL PATTERNS. 

The application of duplicating proces- 
ses to the building trade has worked an 
industrial revolution. Itis true that one 
result is to produce buildings much 


alike. The designs for doors, windows, 
stairways, stoops, vestibules, towers, 
locks, bolts, muntels, sideboards, pier 


glasses, cornices, and, in fact, all parts 
of a building are used over and over 
again, and the cost of building is there- 
fore much cheapened. The fact is that 
many parts of buildings may be pur- 
chased ready made and in any desired 
quantities, and buildings constructed of 
such material are put up very cheaply. 
But when new designs are needed, odd 
shapes, fancy styles, noyel ornamenta- 
tion, the costis greatly increased. 

Before the war all the paper money in 
the United States was printed by private 
companies, who owned all the plates and 
patterns. Even the United States gov- 
ernment did not own the plates from 
which its notes were printed, and in one 
famous case the counterfeiter, by subter- 
fuge, procured from these private parties, 
for a nominally honest purpose, the use 
of the devices used in printing a United 
States treasury note; and the devices 
thus fraudulently obtained were actual- 
ly used to produce a spurious treasury 
note, which was in many respects an ex- 
act duplicate of the original. That risk 
led to the adoption of a new plan by 
which, when the government got any 
notes printed, the contractors were com- 
pelled to surrender all the designs, pat- 
terns, dies and plates used to produce 
the issue, so that they could not by any 
possibility be used for any but legiti- 
mate purposes. 

Ultimately that led to the establish- 
ment of the bureau of engraving and 
printing, and the government now con- 
trols all the patterns of its paper money 
in the same way that it controls the dies 
of its metal coinage. The expense of 
steel engraving is so great that it is only 
by duplicating and using the same de- 
sign again and again that it is made 
profitable to use such beautiful designs 
as are used in commercial work, as notes, 
bonds, bills of exchange, etc. 

ABOUT DUPLICATES. 

The pattern room of a great machine 
shop or locomotive works or engine 
builder contains the accumulation cf 
years of improvement and invention. 
Asa machine is developed and changed 
the patterns are altered and used over 
and over again. To produce the patterns 
new every time anew machine is wanted 
would require great expense. A fire in 
a pattern shop is therefore a great calam- 
ity, for it destroys patterns that can 
hardly be replaced. 

It often happens that one spoon or a 
fork of an old set is lost or stolen. If the 
silversmith has preserved the die a new 
spoon or fork may be made at trifling 
cost. But if a newdie has to be cut, the 
expense is very great. 

There are a thousand and one ways of 
using the same pattern for duplication 
in various branches of industry. The 
most beautiful products of the sculptor’s 
art are duplicated in plaster. The mod- 
ern parlor stove is a marvel of the use of 
models in castings. 

Lots of things are stamped. All kinds 
of brass and tin ware—pots, pans, ket- 
tles, ash cans, waiters, dishes and the 
thousand articles of domestic use that 
are made from metals—go through the 
stamping machine. The very best talent 
is therefore used to produce the original 
patterns. Sometimes artists of very high 
repute, who would be very much averse 
to haye it known that they do purely 
commercial work, are tempted to fur- 
nish designs or pictures for advertising 
purposes, and occasionally they are so” 
good that their excellence betrays the 
author. 

Stealing patterns is one of the unpun- 
ished crimes .of the age. When a great 
firm of American jewelers showed at the 
Paris exposition an entirely novel set of 
jewelry made to imitate the rarest and 
most exquisitely formed and colored or- 
chids, the Frenchmen stole the idea at 
once and had copies out in a few weeks, 
—New York Sun, 


MURILLO’S MULATTO. 


How the Little Slave Became a Cele- 
brated Painter. 

The famous Spanish painter, Murillo, 
had a little mulatto boy named Sebastian, 
the son of Gomez, a negro slave. The little 
fellow was employed in the workroom in 
which the pupils of the master carried on 
their studies, and had to grind the colors, 
clean the palettes and wait on the youths. 


MURILLO’S LITTLE SLAVE BOY. 

One morning one of the students found 
part of his work completed which he had 
left unfinished the previous day, and the 
amazement of the young men increased 
when day after day they found additions, 
and sometimes corrections, made on their 
canvases, They accused each other of tam- 
pering with their work in their absence, 
but this was denied, and matters reached 
a climax when one of them, who had begun 
a picture of the Descent from the Cross, on 
going to his work in the morning found 
the head of the Madonna painted in it. 
How it got there they could not tell, and it 
was better than they could have painted. 
So they told the master and showed him 
the head. He was surprised at its excel- 
lence, and thinking Sebastian must know 
about it, as he slept in the room every 
night, he told the boy that unless he found 
out the unknown artist by the following 
morning he should be whipped. 

The poor little negro was in an agony of 
terror, for he himself was the mysterious 
painter. It appeared that he had a natu- 
ral genius and great love for art, so had 
secretly studied and painted on the can- 
vases of the students before they arrived in 
the morning. Fearing punishmentif he 
was found out he decided to expunge the 
Madonna’s head and never paint any more. 
When early the next morning he looked at 
the beautiful face he had not the heart to 
rub it out, but set to work to finish it in- 
stead. Soabsorbed was he as the time 
went by that it was only on hearing a rus- 
tle behind him that heturned his head 
and beheld the students, with the master 
himself, looking on in admiration. 

The poor little slave fell on his knees, 
imploring pardon. But Murillo, kindly 
raising him up, asked him what reward he 
should give him for his skill and industry. 
Sebastian only asked for his father’s free- 
dom, which Murillo at once granted, and 
giving him his own liberty also, received 
him among his pupils. He soon distin- 
guished himself and became a celebrated 
painter; but he was better known as Mu- 
rillo’s mulatto than by his proper name of 
Sebastian Gomez. He died in 1690, His 
principal paintings may yet be seen at Se- 
ville. 


Progressive Spelling.

Senior Vice-Commander Curtis and a 
detail of comrades and the Chaplain of the 
Day will visit the cemetery at the National 
Sailors’ Home and decorate the old sailors’ 
graves. 

Junior Vice-Commander DeForrest, with 
twenty-five comrades will visit Mt. Wollas- 
ton cemetery and decorate the many graves 
of deceased comrades to be found in those 
beautiful grounds. 

Officer of the Day Dunbar and ten com- 
rades will look after the graves of old 
heroes in the Hancock and English ceme- 
teries. 

Comrade Cleverly will visit the North 
Weymouth cemetery and decorate the grave 
of Comrade Collyer. 

Comrade Leavitt will decorate the grave 
of Comrade Cole in Greenwood cemetery, 
Chelsea. 

At 9.30 o'clock the Post, under command 
of Commander John D. Williams, will pro- 
ceed to West Quincy and hold appropriate 
Services. Upon their return from West 
Quincy the Post will partake of a collation 
at Hancock hall, which will be served under 
the direction of Comrade George H. Os- 
borne and members of Woman’s Relief 
Corps, No. 103. 

At2 o'clock a line will be formed in 
front of head quarters and headed by the 
American band, and accompanied by the 
Woman’s Relief corps and escorted by 
Francis L. Souther camp Sons of Veterans, 
will march to Mount Wollaston cemetery, 
where the soldiers’ monument will be dec- 
orated, and appropriate ceremonies held.

J. Lee Runs Over 220 Yards, with 


Hurdles, in 24 4-5 Seconds. 
CAMBRIDGE, Mass., May 23.—Harvard 
men are feeling very joyous over the latest 
feat of the college’s best track athlete. 
Yesterday afternoon on the Holmes field 
track J. P. Lee broke the world’s record in 
the 220-yard hurdles. His time was 24 4-5s., 


and that is nine-twentieths, or nearly a 
alf a second fastcrt ian the former record 
of Ys. 

Lee made the latter iecord at the inter- 
collegiate games on the* Berkeley oval, 
New York,last May. Last Saturday in the 
game with Yale he nearly equalled his 
formerrecord, though the track was very 
heavy. 

Lee got a good start. Fearing, ’93, the 
long-legged high jumper, ran down the 
stretch beside the hurdles and set the pace, 
Lee came down the track in fine form, tak- 
ing every hurdle cleanly, and showing @ 
remarkable burst of speed. He ran easily 
and even found time to speak to the timer 
at the 110 yard mark. His time for the 
first half of the distance was 12 1-5s., and 
tlie final time was 24 4-5s.

Neither would 
discuss the report, but both declared with 
much energy that Mr. Blaine was gaining 
rapidly, and that yesterday had beep his 
best day since his recent attack. 


SIX DAYS OVERDUE. 


Dutch Steamer With Many Passengers 


Aboard Disabled at Sea. 

New York, May 23.—The Dutch steamer 
Veendam, belonging to the Netherlands 
line, is disabled at sea with 620 passengers 
on board. <A cablegram from London 
states that the steamship was passed Sun- 
day last in lat. 44 N., lon.,48 W. Her en- 
gines were stopped and she was proceeding 
under sail. A strange steamer was along- 
side, presumably to render assistance.

The agents are not at all 
apprehensive, as the Veendam is a good, 
sound ship.

COIN FOR PENSIONS. 


There Will Be Plenty to Meet 
Payments in June. 


A HEAVY BACK PENSION 


For a Man Who Has Been Many Years 
Insane—The Case of Young Raum in 
an Attorney's Hands—Other Washing- 
ton Matters of Interest. 


WASHINGTON, May 23.—Sectetary Foster 
said yesterday that he anticipated no diffi- 
culty in meeting the quarterly pension 
payments, aggregating $26,000,000, which 
fall due June 4. The available cash bal- 
ance is now nearly $16,000,000, and will go 
beyond $26,000,000 by the early part of June 
by the continued excess of receipts Over ex- 
penditures. The secretary said there 
would be no necessity, so far as he could 
see, for calling in any government deposits 
held by national banks to meét pension 
obligations. This bank fund now amounts 
to $24,500,000, exclusive of money deposited 
to the credit of disbursing officers. 

Secretary Fosster said further in re- 
sponse to inquiries on the subject that 
while it was not altogether settled, it was 
more than likely that the department 
would give the holders of the $50,000,000 
4>3 per cent. bonds outstanding an oppor- 
tunity to renew those bonds after Sept. 1 
at a reduced rate of interest. The secre- 
tary said a San Francisco banker had 
given the opinion that these bonds could 
be floated at 134 per cent. interest. He, 
however, did not think sucha thing feasi- 
ble with an interest rate less than 2 per 
cent. It was his impression that the mat- 
ter would be settled definitely in a short 
time. He said that the recent gold ship- 
ments had clearly established one thing, 
and that was that the credit of the United 
States was above that of any other nation, 
and could not be shaken by the severest 
drain.

A PENSION OF $16,500, 


But an Interesting Question Arises as 


to a Possible Government Claim. 

WASHINGTON, May 23.—Commissioner 
taum of the mension bureau has approved 
and signed a pension certificate in favor of 
John G. Hildet, formerly of company K,. 
First Michigan Volunteer infantry, for 
$16,500. This pension is for a gunshot 
wound in the right arm, causing amputa- 
tion and resulting in nervous prostration 
and insanity, and dates from 1862 for 
amounts per month varying from #5 to 
$75 a month. Hildet has been an inmate of 
the government insane asylum near this 
city since 1862, and an important question 
arises as to whether the government should 
be reimbursed from this money for his 
care in the asylum since 1892.

BOND COMPANY SUED. 


First Ever Begun in Massachusetts— 
Plaintiff Calls the Scheme a Lottery. 


Boston, May 23.—A suit against a bond 
company, the first in this commonwealth, 
has begun, and is in the supreme court, 
against the Boston Co-operative Invest- 
ment company. 

The plaintiff is Charles C. Prescott of 
Newton, who brings the bill against the 
company and its officers and the Winthrop 
National bank, in his own behalf and in 
behalf of any other certificate holders who 
may join in the suit. He alleges that the 
defendant company, which is a New 
Hampshire corporation, organized in Octo- 
ber, 1890, has diverted its business from 
the powers conferred by its charter and 
been doing an illegal business; that it is 
a lottery; and he asks that it be ordered to 
wind up its affairs, and that a receiver be 
appointed, and that the defendant bank be 
ordered to pay over to the certificate hold- 
ers who become parties to the suit any and 
all funds of the company which it has in 
its possession. lt is alleged that the bank 
has about $10,000 of the company’s money. 

The list of members shows that the com- 
pany has issued certificates to more than 
800 persons, some of whom hold as many 
as twenty certificates. There are many 
who hold ten and fifteen certificates, but 
the majority hold only one. J. C. Ivy is 
attorney for the ;'aintiff, and he will soon 
make an application for the appointment 
ofareceiver. The holders of certificates 
are scattered all over this and other New 
England states. 


LOOKS LIKE A SLUMP. 


Canada's Scheme for a Fast 
Steamers Not Likely to 


Line of 
Mature. 
MONTREAL, May 23.—A special dispatch 
to The Star from London says: Despite 
the confidence of the Dominion govern- 
ment in the success of their efforts to se- 
cure the establishment of a new fast At- 
lantic steamship service, as shown by an 
official announcement in the Canadian 
house of commons, the prospects of suc- 
cess are notof the brightest. It is under- 
stood that the Allans have formally with- 
drawn from the negotiations with the 
Barrow-in-Furness company, the Allans 
being unwilling to undertake the financial 
responsibility the others deemed necessary.

We felt that 
our experiences in the past had prepared 
us for whatever unknown hardships 
awaited us in the future.

Our electric road cart was all that 
could be desired.

By following the 
several right hand roads we were, as we 
had hoped, decidedly lost. Everything 
about us was new and strange. 

‘‘How delightful,” my wife exclaimed, 
as she drew the tea table near my chair. 
“The very air we breathe is filled with 
a primitive newness that is charming. 
It is as if one had been suddenly trans- 
ported to another planet.” 

When night settled down and the 
dusky road made it unsafe to proceed 
farther we followed a broad path that 
led from the highway into a grove of 
low spreading trees, and, fastening the 
doors and windows securely, retired for 
the night. 

The second day’s journey brought us 
into a strange country, unlike anything 
we had ever seen or imagined: Fora 
long distance the road followed the bank 
of a broad river, from which the land 
arose on either side to a great height, in 
a succession of natural terraces.

Visible Sound. 

The idea of getting a visual expression 
for musical vibrations occurred to Chlad- 
ni, a physicist of the last century. He 
fastened a plate of glass by its center, 
and then having scattered some sand 
over the surface threw it into sonorous 
vibrations by means of a violin bow. 
Imagine the delight with which he saw 
the sand stir and form into line on the 
plate, forming a star of twelve rays. 
Square plates of glass or metal screwed 
er even glued to a central support can be 
made by the merest tyro with tools, and 
give wonderful results, 

A plate, like a string, has one rate of 
vibration which belongs to it, but again, 
like a string, by “‘dampening” it with a 
touch of the finger or fingers in different 
points along the edge the note changes, 
and with it the figure made by the sand. 
The lines on the plate where the sand 
settles are the nodes, the lines of com- 
parative rest. The violent agitation in 
the parts left bare can be shown by mix- 
ing a little lycopodium powder with the 
sand; this is excessively light, and is 
caught in the little whirlwinds of air 
generated about the vibrating segments. 
—Sophie B. Herrick in Century.

THE MEMORIAL SERMON. 


Ps, 33, 12. Blessed is the nation whose 
God is the Lord, and the people whom he 
hath chosen for his own inheritance. 

Fellow comrades, it seems peculiarly fit- 
ting that we should, on the Lord’s day 
next preceding the day set apart for the 
decoration of the graves of our fallen com- 
rades, assemble in the house of God; to 
hold in grateful memory the heroic self- 
sacrifice and patriotic devotion displayed 
in the late war; to render thanks to our 
Heavenly Father for the sigual blessings | 
that have been bestowed 
nation, and to consider how best we may 
preserve these blessings and hand them 
down unimpaired to the generations that 
shall come after us. 

Roman generals on their return 
their wars of conquest were allowed to 
celebrate their victories in triumphal pro- 
cessions. In these processions the favored 
general was wont to drag behind his tri- 
umphal car the kings and queens, the 
nobleg, the sacred idols and the treasured 
wealth of the conquered nations: But ours 
was not a war of conquest, nor did our 
armies fight for military renown. In the 
motive which prompted it, and in the 
character of it, the war for the Union was 
peculiarly American, The American view 
of war and of the soldier is the view of the 
people, not of the lords or kings. The 
meaning of war to an emperor is summed 
up in this one saying of Napoleon: ‘‘The 
worse the man the better the soldier.’ 
“He didn’t want men at all,’ says another, 
“*he would have preferred demons, could 
he have drilled and commanded them.”’ 

The American view of war is the reverse 
of this. In the eloquent words of John 
Boyle O'Reilly, ‘‘No European kings, or 
emperors, or nation ever went to war as 
did our northern and southern states. No 
vast armies ever before faced each other 
without greed domination and spoliation. 
No joy for the complete victory was ever 
80 shaded with sorrow for the vanquished. 
No conqueror ever turned from the enemies’

No nation before ever refused to celebrate 
the memory of its triumphs. England 
celebrates Waterloo; Germany celebrates 
Sedan; Russia celebrates Plevna; but ex- 
cept in silent thanksgiving America will 
never celebrate Gettysburg. The brightest 
glory of the war for the Union was the 
self-conquest of the North in the day of vic- 
tory. No nation but America ever honored 
dead of the enemy in common with their 
own and decorated their graves with flowers 

The better the man the better the sol- 
dier and the citizen is the American mean- 
ing of war and peace; for our soldiers only 
stop their work to do their fighting. Ameri- 
can citizens are professional freemen.” 

All we have ever asked as the result of 
our victories is that the principals for 
which we fought be honored throughout 
the length and breadth of our broad do- 
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main, 


when the enemy laid down their arms, 
The feelings of -a magnanimous people 
were expressed by Gen. Grant at the time 
of the surrender of Gen. Lee when he said 
of Lee’s army, ‘‘Let them keep their horses, 


they will need them to do their spring 


plowing.” 

We are free to admit that the boy in gray 
was equally sincere with the boy in blue. 
He fought for what seemed to him to be 
more sacred than life itself. He now sees 
in some measure his mistake. The true 
southerner today thanks God thatthe 
accursed institution of slavery is wiped 
out, and that the Union is preserved. 

While we have no disposition to triumph 
over a fallen foe, yet we do rejoice that the 
cause of the Union prevailed. 

The dear old flag that was borne along 
the crest of battle, that anon wavered and 
fell, only to be uplifted again; that marked 
the advancing host of valient men as they 
carried it in triumph from St. Louis to the 
Gulf, from the Father of Waters across the 
continent to the sea, that hovered around 
the rebel capital like a fate, drawing nearer 
and ever nearer, until there was no longer 
a rebel army to impede its progress; that 
flag, the symbol of liberty and union, of 
equal rights to all, of protection to the 
weakest and humblest, is now honored and 
loved by all classes throughout the nation, 
and is respected and honored abroad. 

I need but revive the memories of the 
great uprising of the North and the open- 
ing scenes of the war to show how lofty 
were the purposes which gave rise to the 
splendid armies that came forth as by 
magic. 

How vividly comes back to us today the 
scenes of that mighty uprising. The clos- 
ing months of Buchanan’s administration, 
the withdrawal of southern men from 
congress, the ordinances of secession, the 
bewilderment and confusion in the 
northern mind that followed upon Bucha- 
nan’s declaring that he had no right to 

coerce a state, the inauguration of Lincoln, 
the gathering clouds of war, the shot upon 
Sumpter that stirred the slumbering fires 
of patriotism throughout the masses of the 
North. What ablaze of marshal spirit 
swept over the country. Every village and 


{hamlet had its war meetings, its stirring 


appeals, its enlistments,and its tender fare- 
wells, 

Sisters gave up their brothers, mothers 
and fathers gave up their sons, maidens 
gave up their lovers, wives their husbands, 
friend parted from friend.

low theories of the origin of the nation. 
It is said that the nation had its origin 
in a social contract. 


the French revolution. It is in no small de- 
gree responsible for the excesses of that 
period, for the reign of terror, for commun- 
ism,for the work of the faggot and the sword. 
This theory leads in its logical outcome to 
anarchy. If the nation was formed by the 
voluntary coming of individuals together 
and forming a contract, and if every indi- 
vidual in the nation is supposed to give 
consent to that contract, then the indi- 
vidual may at his own sweet will withdraw 
from the nation, refuse to obey its laws, 
and absolve himself from every obligation 
which it imposes. 

It follows further that the state or the 
confederation of states may do the same 
thing. Again, this low theory of the 
nation, that it is a voluntary contract can- 
not account for the sublime sacrifices which 
men make for their country. Men will die 
for the nation, stimulated by the glories of 
her past history, and by the blessings which 
she holds in store for generations yet un- 
born, but for a voluntary contract, which 
may be thrown up at any moment men will 
scarcely be found to die. 

What then is the nation? It is more 
than a police force; more than a joint stock 
enterprise, more than a social contract. 
The nation has a Divine origin. It exists 
in the will of God, and has a Divine mis- 
sion to fulfil. Historically no nation was 
ever formed according to the social contract 
theory. Nations are born not made. They 
come into existence by a natural process. 
They have an organic life and a process of 
growth. The nation inheres in the very 
nature of man. ‘‘Man’’ says Aristotle, ‘‘is 
a political being.’’ It is natural for man to 
be a member ofa nation. And it is not 
natural for him to exist in any other way. 
Only so does he find a field for the develop- 
ment of his being religious, moral, social, 
physical. 

The nation is clothed with an authority 
and a majesty which no merely earthly 
power may assume. The majesty of law is 
found in the fact that the law of the nation 
is the expression of the Divine will, and 
only so can it command obedience at the 
bar of the human conscience. The nation 
has a Divine vocation to fulfil and in the 
necessities of this mission, it may call 
forth the sacrifice of the property and the 
lives of its citizens. To refuse to fulfil 
the Divine will, and work out its mission,

tiorses im Spectacles. 

One of the curious effects of the un- 
wonted cold weather in Europe during 
the past winter was observed in Austrian 
Moravia, where the inhabitants are said 
to be very fond of their horses and 
humanely inclined toward them. 

For many weeks the ground in Mora- 
via was covered with a thick coating of 
snow. As this was unusual, and the 
people found that their own eyes were 
unpleasantly affected by the intense 
whiteness of the snow, it occurred to 
them that their horses must be affected 
in the same way, and needed protection 
for their eyes. 

The farmers, therefore, procured quan- 
tities of goggles and spectacles with 
black, blue or green glass, which they 
tied over their horses’ eyes whenever 
they went out. 

A market day in Moravia during the 
prevalence of the great snow is said to 
have been a funny sight. Scores of 
horses dragging wagons through the 
snow in the streets, or else improvised 
sleds and sledges were seen in the streets, 
and nearly every horse had on a pair of 
blue or green spectacles. 

The white horses were especially comi- 
cal, and if they possessed a sense of the 
ridiculous, as some horses are thought to 
do, perhaps they wished that they were 
black or chestnut, for on colored horses 
the glasses were not so conspicuous.—

An Interesting Old Church. 

The 150th anniversary of St. John’s 
church is soon to be celebrated. This 
shows what an old city Richmond is, 
and doubtless other temporary houses of 
worship preceded St. John’s.

Though of wood, it stands 
in good condition, having escaped multi- 
tudinous fires, including those built in 
the city by Benedict Arnold’s men, the 
great conflagration of 1786, and that of 
Eyacuation Day.—Richmond Dispatch.

CHICAGO, May 25.—Chicago was yester- 
day the scene of a duel growing out of a 
genuine romance. The principals were an 
Austrian nobleman and a young south- 
erner whose name is unknown. A pretty 
actress caused all the trouble. Baron 
Rudolf Kalnoky de Korospatak, a nephew 
of Count Kalnoky of Vienna, made his 
first visit to Chicago about a month ago, 

zistering at the Richelieu merely as 
“Rudolph Kalnoky” of New York. He 
was handsome and distinguished, ap- 
peared to have unlimited means, and, 
while evidently suffering from habitual 
melancholy, soon became a favorite with 
the few to whom he gave his friendship. 

The object of his stay in Chicago was a 
mystery to all except Manager Carlson of 
the hotel, to whom he partially told his 
story. Kalnoky, according to his own 
confession, was at one time the staunch 
defender and passionate admirer of the er- 
ratic Natalie of Servia during her 
sometimes embarrassing visits to the 


Austrian capital. He had also been 
a chosen companion in the  rev- 
els of the gay young crown prince, 


whose suicide shocked all Europe. That 
event only drove Kalnoky to wilder dissi- 
pations. 

Seeking change in America, he acci- 
dentally met Miss Mattie Atherton, a 
member of the Duff company, during its 
last Chicago engagement, and fell in love 
with her. She told him she was soon to 
marry another, and when the company 
left Chicago, Kalnoky remained behind. 
Ten days ugo he weakened and made a 
flying trip to Louisville in one last effort 
to conquer the pretty actress. While 
there he met one of his numerous rivals, 
though not the successful one. Last Fri- 
day morning he returned to the Richelieu 
and that night the man whom he han en- 
countered in the south dined with him at 
the Richelieu restaurant. After a too free 
indulgence in wine Kalnoky knocked his 
companion down for speaking disrespect- 
fully of the woman he loved. 

' A Challenge Followed 

and was accepted. All the arrangements 
were made for a meeting with rapiers at 
Jackson park early Sunday morning. 

Saturday night Kalnoky told Mr. Carl- 
gon that if he had the luck to fall, his 
opponent’s blade would but take the place 
ofa weapon in his own hand, as his wild 
life had caused him to be disowned by his 
family, and suicide alone remained for one 
without home or love. Mr. Carlson, be 
lieving that the affair would not end 
seriously, let it take its course. The baron 
settled his bill, left word that if he did 
not survive all his belongings at the hotel 
were to be sent to the woman for whose 
honor he had fought, and quietly retired to 
bid. At4 o’clock yesterday morning he 
entered a waiting carriage and was im- 
mediately joined by his second. On 
Prairie avenue they stopped to take in a 
prominent young physician whom the 
baron had known when the former was a 
student in the hospitals of Vienna. At 
Jackson park they found the opposite 
party. 

A suitable spot for the duel was found, 
and at 6:10 the adversaries were facing 
each other, sword in hand and stripped to 
their shirts. A moment later the word 
was given and like a flash

After some sharp fighting the southerner 
succeeded in inflicting a slight wound in 
the right leg of the baron. A little later 
the baron made a clever lunge which 
pricked the skin on the right shoulder of 
his adversary. The latter, however, par- 
ried admirably and at this moment, to the 
horror of the seconds, the baron appeared 
to slip and literally to fall on the point of 
his adversary’s sword, which entered his 


nck. A stream of blood gushed from the 
wound. The seconds at once stopped the 
combat. 


Baron Kainoky was assisted to an ad 


joining knoll and his wound hastily 
dressed. After ascertaining that the re- 


sult woult not necessarily be fatal, the 
southerner and his friend left the field. 
Kalnoky’s opponent is unknown. He is 
believed, however, to be the son of a prom- 
inent citizen of Atlanta, famous in the 
south as an authority on the code of 
duello, and who, though quite young, has 
taken an active part in several affairs of 
honor. Heis known to have boarded the 
Cincinnati train on the “Big Four.” which 
left the Hyde Park station at 9:45, two 
hours after the termination of the combat. 
Baron Kalnoky’s exact whereabouts are 
kept secret, but it is said that he has been 
well cared for, and that his life is not in 
immediate danger.

PRACTICALLY DECLARED OFF. «~ 


Coke Strikers Will Return to Work 
After a Long Period of Idleness—Many 
Agitators Nefsued Employment. 


ScoTTpALE,Pa., May 25.—The coke strike 
was practically declared off Saturday, 
Since Wednesday the leaders have been 
very reticient, but Wise gave in, andto 
those of his friends who asked advice he 
said it would be best to return to work. 
The coke companies have been overrun 
with applications, and are now wondering 
what todo with all the men. It was de- 
cided Saturday not to start any new works 
until there was a good demand for coke, 
but the men flocked to the office in such 
numbers and begged so piteously that the 
Frick eompany concluded to put four more 
plants in operation to-day. This will leave 
only two of the plants idle. : 

The McClure company closed down their 
Enterprise works Saturday. No reason 
was given for the action. The Bessemer 
and Hazleton plants of this company re- 
main idle yet, and are likely to do so for 
some time. 

Complaints are coming in to the leaders 
to the effect that at every works from 
three to fifteen of the local agitators are 
being shut out from work. The list will 
amount to several hundred. At the head- 
quarters an appeal to the men who are re- 
turning to work is being made out, ask- 
ing them to see that their brothers are 
not left in want. The national assembly 
also will be asked to contribute to their 
support. 

The general opinion is that the operators 
are making a mistake in throwing these 
men out. Ifthey remain idle they will 
continue to agitate and make trouble. The 
district officers seem to be at their wits’ 
end to know just what course to pursue, 
The officers are prodding them witb a 
sharp stick on every side for what they 
have done, and the labor people who have 
been so disappointed in losing the strike 
are denouncing them for what they have 
not accomplished.

The Veendam is Probably Now on Her 


Way to New York. 

PHILADELPHIA, May 25.—The steamer

shaft being broken. The LaFlandre took 
her in tow for two days, when the shaft of 
the Veendam was sufliciently repaired to 
allow her to proceed under her own stéam.

on the 18th, off the Grand Banks, proceed- 
ing slowly under her own steam for New 
York. 

STRIKE AT AN END. 


Illinois Miners Have Gained Nothing by 
Their Long Battle. 

CHICAGO, May 25.—The miners’ strike 
in Illinois is practically at anend. The 
men at Spring Valley, Streator, Braid- 
wood and Wilmington resumed work 
Saturday. One or two of the smatier 
places are still in a state of agitation, but 
it is expected that the example of those al- 
ready named will have its effect and in- 
duce them to settle matters. The men 
gained nothing by the strike, for they have 
all signed contracts which in no way differ 
from those that bound them last year. 


An Uncommon Happening. 

JACKSONVILLE, Fla., May 25.—A singular 
result of the fire in Mohawk block Mon- 
day night is the embarrassment under 
which it places the United States court 
for the northern district of Florida. The 
fire made a clean sweep of all the papers 
and records of this court. Many of the 
papers on file there dated back to 1740, old 
Spanish records which can never be re- 
placed. Clerk Walter inclines to the opin- 
ion that the fire made an end to most 
cases, among them the famous Gregg elec- 
tion case. 


Was a Mountain of Flesh. 


New York, May 25.—Mrs. Margaret 
Mulhaney, who was buried yesterday, 
weighed 650 pounds. She lived at 43 


Hamilton street. The coffin was, a plain, 
cloth-covered box, thirty-seven inches 
wide and twenty-six inches high. The 
corpse was carried from the house by 
twelve brawny men and an undertaker’s 
wagon bore it to the cemetery, no hearse 
being large or strong enough. A double 
grave was needed, and it required the 
strength of sixteen men to lower the body 
safely. 


Vessel and Crew Missing. 

NEW YORK, May 25.—The bark Lans- 
downe, 1486 tone, Capt. Newcombe, is 
still missing. She sailed from Hokadati, 
Japan, Oct. 12, with a cargo for J. F. 
Whitney & Co. Her crew included four 
teen men. In the cargo was $15,000 worth 
of sulphur. The usual length of the voyage 
is from 114 to 150days. As the bark has 
been out over 210 days, there is but little 
hope of her safety. The bark belongs at 
Windsor, N. 5. 

Foreed to Skip. 

WINCHESTER, Ind., May 25.—A band of 
faith curists were forced to leaveLosantville 
Saturday. The people are angry and violent 
because a little boy recently died there after 
his parents had depended upon the faith 
curists to save him. Yesterday when the 
faith curists came here from Ohio to attend 
asick woman, they were threatened by a 
mob and had to get away at once. 


Mangled Beyond Recognition. 

WORCESTER, May 25.—The Albany ex- 
press train due in this city from the west 
at 9:53 p. m., struck and killed a man at 
South Worcester last night. The head 
was mangled in such a horrible manner 
that identification was impossible. The 
pockets contained a handkerchief and a 
stamp bearing the name P. H.. Allaire.

MONSTER IN HUMAN FORM 


Convicted and Sentenced to Death in 
France—Reports of Victories by Chil- 
ians Over the Insurgents—British Win 
in a Conflict with Portuguese. 


Lonpon, May 25.—Lord Romilly upset 
a parafine lampin the drawing room © 
his London residence Saturday night and 
shortly after the butler found him lying 
senseless in the burning room, having 
been overcome by smoke and fumes. Lord 
Romilly was subsequently removed to 
St. George’s hospital, where all attempts 
to revive him failed. 

The firemen,on entering the house,found 
Blanche Griffin, a housemaid, and Emma 
Lovell, the cook, unconscious, and on their 
removal to the hospital they were discov- 
ered to be dead. George Byne, a fireman, 
received serious injuries while rescuing 
the unconscious inmates of the house. The 
fire was soon extinguished. 


SENTENCED TO DEATH. 


A Villainous Wretch Will Meet a Fate 
Much Too Good for Him. 

Paris, May 25.—The Nancy court has 
sentenced to death an extraordinary crim- 
inal named Eugene Mercier. This man 
for years bore a high character. He wasa 
leading customs official and an esteemed 
family man. Mercier, who is a widower, 
was convicted of a series of startling 
crimes. It was shown that he murdered 
the abbe of Circourt and the abbe’s house- 
keeper, robbed the presbytery and then set 
fire to the place to conceal his crime. 
Afterwards he wooed a wealthy widow 
named Jactal. Thinking his only son, a 
boy of 8 years, an obstacle to his suit, Mer- 
cier determined to kill the lad. This he 
did by bending his victim’s head so that 
the spine was broken at the nape of the 
neck. When called upon for ap explana- 
tion of the boy’s death, the murderer al- 
leged that it was due toan accident. Mer- 
cier also tried to murder the Widow Jac- 
tal’s brother, who was opposed to his sis- 
ter’s marriage with Mercier. After firing 
through a window and wounding his vic- 
tim, Mercier set fire to the house, but the 
wounded man was rescued by neighbors. 
This crime was traced to Mercier, and at 
the trial it was proved that the misdeeds 
herein related were merely a part of a long 
life of secret crime. 


THE CHILIAN REVOLUTION. 


Government Appears to Have Gained 
Several Victories Over Insurgents. 


Paris, May 25.—The Chilian legation 
has Santiago advices claiming continued 
successes for the government party on land 
and sea. According to these dispatches, 
the warship Alinirante Condell on the 17th 
attacked Iquique and discharged a torpedo 
against the insurgent transports, the 
crews of which took refuge on land. The 
crews of the insurgent vessels mutinied 
after sustaining a heavy lossin killed and 
wounded. Disaffected insurgents at Tacna 
also mutinied and were disarmed. On the 
night of the 19th, the armed transport Im- 
perial bombarded Iquique, while the Al- 
mirante Vondell waited for the insurgent 
vessels to leave the bay in order to attack 
them, but subsequently found that they 
had escaped. The Almirante Condell af- 
terward captured Taltal, routing the gar- 
rison and taking many prisoners. The 
position of the insurgents, according tu the 
same authority, is everywhere critical, 
while the army of the government is loyal 
and well disciplined. 


AGAINST HEAVY ODDs, 


Britishers Give the Portuguese a Lesson 
in the Art of Fighting. 


LONDON, May 25.—Government advices 
confirm the report of a serious: conflict be- 
tween Portuguese troops on the Pungwe 
river and the British South Africa com- 
pany’s expedition, commanded by Com- 
missioner Johnston. 

Lord Randolph Churchill cables from 
Cape Town a graphic account of the recent 
conflict between the Portuguese and 
British on the Pungwe river. The colli- 
sion oceurred near Massikessi on May 12, 
The Portuguese force numbered about 
250 Europeans and 500 natives, with four 
guns, The South Africa company’s police 
numbered sixty, and they had only one 
gun. The Portuguese were repulsed 
seven of them being killed and a larger 
number wounded. It is believed that the 
Portuguese, having occupied Massikessj 
which they had found duly evacuated. 
were marching on Umtassa when the con- 
flict occurred. 


Baron Hirsch’s Plans. 

PARIS, May 25.—Baron Hirsch, in an in- 
terview, said not Uruguay, but the Argen- 
tine Republic would be the site of the pro- 
posed Jewish colctv. The baron intends 
to buy 5,000,000 acres for this purpose. The 
commissioners sent to Buenos Ayres to 
investigate have returned. They report 
favorable prospects for the settlement. 
Baron Hirsch may afterward buy land in 
Canada, but he says that the initial exper- 
iment must be made ina milder climate. 


The Czar Opens His Heart. 

St. PETERsbuRG, May 25.—To celebrate 
the visit of the czarewitch to Siberia, an 
imperial decree has been issued authoriz- 
ing the Siberian governors to remit two- 
thirds ef the sentences and otherwise to

“A CHARTER OF LIBERTY,” 


Which Frees Protestantism of Many Burn- 
ing Questions—Some Very Plain Ques- 
tions Asked by the Doctor and Equally 
Plain Answers Given Thereto. 


NEW YORK, May 25.--Rev. Heber New- 
ton, rector of All Souls Protestant Episco- 
pal church, who is charged with holding 
and preaching heretical views, preached 
yesterday on the Nicene Creed. Some of 
the sermon follows: 

Calvin once said that the Nicene Creed was 
only fit to be sung. That is its noblest eulogy. 
Rightly understood, its utterances form a 
hymn of thanksgiving. The creed is a poetic 
philosophy and therefore to be sung. Fancy 
the Westminster confession being sung! To 
what music could it be set? I propose to speak of 
the Nicene Creed as the charter of the church's 
liberty, securing to it,when rightly understood, 
the conditions of comprehensiveness, and 
holding for comprehensiveness, and holding 
for Christianity and for religion at large the 
secret of conciliation in the controversies 
which now agitate Christianity. It is an 
article of peace. 

The Nicene Creed, with the Apostles’ Creed, 
are commonly spoken of as the Catholic 
Creeds. They are the two creeds which have 
been handed down from antiquity as accepted 
by the church at large. Beyond these two 
creeds the church recognizes no other formal 
confession of faith. It is true that our church 
accepted from the Church of England the 
Thirty-nine articles. It did so, however, only 
under constraint. At first it deliberately 
dropped them altogether, and subsequently 
resumed them as a necessity of procuring 
Episcopal consecration from England. The 
Thirty-nine articles were put forth in the 
reformation era, not a substitute for the two 
two great Catholic Creeds, but as 

An Interpretation for Them 

in the thought current at the time. Other re- 
form churches dropped the great Catholic 
creeds and substituted confessions of faith, 
then for the first time drawnup. The Church 
of England never intended to place the Thirty- 
nine articles in any such position. She never 
ordered them to be read or sung in the 
churches. For usein worship the two great 
Catholic creeds remained the only forms or- 
dained. By general consent the articles have 
no binding obligation upon our thought to- 
day. Pressed as a creed, they are self-de- 
structive. They cover all schools of thought, 
and shield none. Every opinion can find 
shelter beneath them. No opinion can rest 
undisturbed within them. They do not even 
exclude Romanism,as Dr. Newman showed. 
All schools of opinion agree practically in this 
view of the articles. They are a foreign sub- 
stance which has become encysted in the 
church. 

This being the state of the case, see how 
much is ruled out from the essentials of faith 
in the Protestant Episcopal church. The 
Thirty-nine articles stand for that secondary 
body of reformation theology popularly known 
as Calvinism, which is the irritating cause of 
all the disturbances in the churchto-day. Ac- 
cepted consciously by a large part of the Pro- 
testant Christianity, the human mind is in re- 
volt against it, that ever lessening numberof 
men excepted, whose solid comfort to-day is 
that they are not to re-Caivinize the West- 
minster confession. Accepted unconsciously 
by a large partof our own church, the opin- 
ions which it seems to necessitate are in 
Violent Reaction Against the Liberty 
which the great creeds ordain in our church. 
The trouble with the good men who are intent 
on forcing on a conflict in our church is sim- 
ply that they mistake the class of thought 
which has grown up within the church around 
the great creeds for living parts of the creeds 
themselves. 

This simple distinction would clear the whole 
atmosphere to-day. Nothing is to be de- 
manded ofa clergyman in our church, save 
loyalty tothe great Catholic creeds. Ortho- 
doxy is to be tested by no other standard than 
those found in thecreeds. The thought of lay- 
men need not concern itself with any doctrine 
not embodied in the creeds. What a vast 
emancipation the recognition of this Catholic 
church would work among us. Scarcely a 
doctrine whichis in dispute in the churches 
around us can furnish a proper ground for 
disputein ourroomy church. The only affirm- 
ation in the Nicene Creed is the large, elastic 
declaration “I believe in one Catholic and 
Apostolic church.” Nothing beyond this is to 
be demanded of anybody as a matter of faith. 
We can judge of the catholicity which would 
rule out the foremost man in the church for 
the bishopric, because of his opinion concern- 
ing the episcopate. 

What Must We Believe 
concerning the Bible? Nothing beyond that 
simple declaration of the Nicene Creed—*Who 
spake by the Prophets.” That is the sum and 
substance of the church's official declaration 
on the question of #mspiration. You may hold 
to the plenary inspiration of the scriptures and 
believe every word dictated by the Almighty, 
or you may hold that large and reasonable 
view which is spreading through ourchurch so 
rapidly, with equal loyalty to one only author- 
ity, the creed. 

What does the church bid us believe concern- 
ing the story of the creation? Nothing beyond 
the simple declaration “I believe in God, the 
Father Almighty, maker of beaven and earth 
and of all things visible and invisible.” You 
are equally free to read the story in Genesis as 
a literal prosaic bit of history, or as a parable; 
equally free to believe the world launched 
into being 6090 years ago, in six consecutive 
days of twenty-four hours each, or to believe 
in evolution. 

What does the church command us to be- 
lieve concerning predestination and election? 
Nothing whatever. She is absolutely silent 
upon this mystery which so exercises the souls 
of our Calvinistic friends. 

What does the church teach us to believe 
concerning the atonement?

FARMERS WITH GUNS 


Trying to Check a Plague of Caterpillars 
in Eastern Connecticut. 


Norwicu, Conn., May 25.—The farmers 
of eastern Connecticut are fighting hordes 
of tent caterpillars with shot guns or long 
barrelled revolvers, for it is impossible to 
stay their ravages with kerosene torches 
and other ordinary means. 

Caterpillars were never so numerous be- 
fore. In many orchards the apple trees 
are enveloped in their silky webs, and have 
been killed outright. The trees look as if 
a conflagration had swept through them. 
Almost every wild cherry tree has been 
killed, except those in thick forests. 

Every evening the farmers and their 
hired men go through the orchards, firing 
blank cartridges into the caterpillar tent, 
and a person driving among the country 
hills hears an almost continuous fusildale 
of shots from small arms. 

Yet the pests seem to thrive despite the 
bombardment, which has to be repeated 
daily to be at all effective. The Connecti- 
cut apple crop promised to be a bountiful 
one until the caterplllers rushed into the 
state, The outlook is now that it will 
hardly be au average one, and the farmers 
bemoan the probable scarcity of cider next 
winter. Last year the cider crop of the 
state was about a failure.

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ARABIAN HORSES. 


Their Characteristics Compared with 


Those of American Trotters. 

There are hundreds of horses called 
Arab in America which have no right to 
the name. Almost every spotted horse 
or “‘calico” horse is said to be more or 
less Arab, while it is stated as a positive 
fact by no less an authority than John 
H. Wallace that an Arab may be of any 
color in the world but spotted. No Arab 
isaealicoin color. It is an exceedingly 
difficult thing to get a pure bred Arab. 
The Bedouin chief will not sell one at 
any price, and the only ones procured 
are secured by raids on the tribes of the 
Euphrates valley. 

In the whole United States there are 
only three strictly pure bred Arabian 
horses. Two of these are the stallions 
Leopard and Linden Tree, which were 
presented to General Grant by the sul- 
tan of Turkey, and a mare called Naomi, 
which has been imported from England. 
Of the two Grant stallions Leopard is 
not at all a prepotent horse and is a get- 
ter of few foals, and Linden Tree is the 
possessor of one of the ugliest tempers of 
any living horse. He is said to be a fiend 
incarnate, though his colts are gentle 
and kind enough when properly treated. 
It is a peculiarity of the Arabs that if 
used kindly and treated with considera- 
tion they are gentle and lovable. 

“To one that has gained the confidence 
of an Arab horse there is the pleasure of 
knowing that he associates with a brute 
endowed with a soul.” Abuse one of 
them, and you have aroused a devil that 
can never be subdued, for of their cour- 
age there is no limit, and they will re- 
sist abuse while they have life. General 
Grant's stallion Linden Tree is said to 
have been made vicious because the man 
in charge of him did not gain his confi- 
dence and abused him. 

There is a great deal of foolish senti- 
ment existing about the Arab horse, 
however. He has many good qualities, 
is highly intelligent, quick to learn, has 
rare beauty of form and rich quality, is 
for saddle purposes beautifully gaited, 
quick and active in his movements, and 
of much endurance; but when compared 
with the thoroughbred race horse or the 
American trotter he suffers much by the 
comparison. 

He lacks the size and speed of the 
thoroughbred, and what a spectacle a 
Maud 8, a Jay-Eye-See, a Stamboul, a 
Nelson would make of the greatest trot- 
ting Arab that ever lived could they meet 
on a trotting treck! 

Asa race they are handsomer than the 
American trotters, many of which have 
inherited Roman heads and cat hams 
from the great progenitor, Rysdyk’s 
Hambletonian. If it could be done with- 
out a loss of size and speed, for the pur- 
pose of giving beauty and finish to the 
American trotter, it might be well to 
add more of the Arab blood to the com- 
posite article which goes to make up the 
American trotter, but the experiment 
has been tried and not found successful. 
No Arab known to civilized man is so 
handsome as Mambrino King.—Boston 
Courier. 


Proof of the Earth's Motion. 

Take a good sized bowl, fill it nearly 
full of water and place it upon the floor 
of the room which is not exposed to 
shaking or jarring from the street. 
Sprinkle over the surface of the water a 
coating of lycopodium powder—a white 
substance which is sometimes used by 
ladies in making their toilet, and which 
can be purchased of any druggist. Next 
upon the surface of this coating of white 
powder make with powdered charcoal a 
straight black line, say an inch or two in 
length. Having made this little black 
mark on the surface of the contents of 

he bowl, lay down upon the floor close 

to the bow] a stick or some other straight 
object, so that it will lie exactly parallel 
with the charcoal mark. . If the line 
happens to be parallel with a crack in 
the floor or with any stationary object in 
the room this will serve as well. 

Leave the bowl undistutbed for a few 
hours, and then observe the position of 
the black mark with reference to the ob- 
ject it was parallel with. It will be 
found to have moved about, and to have 
shifted its position from east to west— 
that is to say, in that direction opposite 
to that of the movement of the earth 
upon its axis. The earth in simply re- 
volving has carried the water and every- 
thing else in the bowl around with it, 
but the powder upon thesurface has been 
left behind a little. The line will always 
be found to have moved from east to 
west, which is perfectly good proof that 
everything else contained in the bowl 
has moved the other way.—St. Louis 
Republic. 


A Survival of the Fittest. 

While hunting antelope on the prairies 
of Colorado I was the witness of a very 
interesting chase between an eagle anda 
jack rabbit. The various circles and 
downward sweeps of the eagle attracted 
my attention, and | resolved to ascertain 
the reason. I put spur to my horse and 
succeeded in gaining an elevation from 
which a good view of the chase could be 
had. The rabbit, to all appearances, was 
very much bewildered, and would run 
first in one direction and then another, 
and sometimes in circles, its pursuer, 
the eagle, following its every turn. 

Finally the eagle, as if tired of this 
sport, with a vicious downward swoop 
and a stroke of the wing laid the rabbit 
out lifeless on the prairie. At this mo- 
ment I gave a tremendous yell, and at 
the same time rode rapidly toward 
them, which had the desired effect of 
frightening the eagle away, leaving its 
victim in my possession, which turned 
outto be the only game I bagged that 
day.—Forest and Stream.

Characteristics of the Uruguayans. 

The whole Banda Oriental and its in- 
habitants strike one as being more re- 
fined, more amiable and more gentle 
than the land and people of the sister re- 
public. Nevertheless, in the country 
everything is very primitive, and one is 
astounded at the rough way in which 
many of the rich estancieros live on their 
estates in the simplest and most comfort- 
less houses. These men own leagues and 
leagues of land, and they live like the 
patriarchs of old—with two or three gen- 
erations of children under the same roof 
and eating at the same table—in the old 
fashioned creole way. Such men, asmay 
be imagined, are not progressive; they 
continue their pastoral industry in an in- 
dolent, apathetic manner, leaving to na- 
ture almost everything except the opera- 
tion of selling and receiving the money: 
and, above all, they cannot be persuaded 
to subdivide their lands and let them out 
for farming. 

Uruguay is being kept back chiefly by 
the conservativeness of the creole land 
holders, who possessimmense estates that 
are inadequately developed. The law of 
inheritance and the obligatory subdivis- 
ion of property among the heirs will 
modify this state of affairs in the course 
of time, and these vast holdings will be 
gradually broken up and developed in 
detail. The process, however, will nec- 
essarily be slow, and meanwhile, as the 
state owns no lands, the increase of im- 
migration can only be slow in propor- 
tion.—Theodore Childin Harper’s.

On or before that day 
the enumerator must leave at each house 
within his district a family schedule, 
which calls for the name and personal 
characteristics—age, sex, color, occupa- 
tion, etc.—of each person who on that 
night shall sleep in that house. If aman 
be traveling on that night, he is to be re- 
ported at the hotel or private house at 
which he arrives in the morning.

MEMORIAL SUNDAY. 


(Continued from First Page.) 


that conflict. Suffice it to say, that though 
the nation has set itself right in regard to 
the principle involved, the evil is not yet 
wholly cured. The South do not today rec- 
ognize the American principle. On the con- 
trary they conscientionsly believe that the 
safety and prosperity of society depends on 
the domination of the whites over the 
blacks. They are determined to keep the 
reins of government in their own hands 
and allow the blacks only such liberty 
as belongs to a servile race. 

The whites have wealth, intelligence’and 
the instinct of leadership; they are de- 
termined to rule, though they are com- 
pelled to resort to arbitrary and utterly un- 
American methods, while the blacks hold 
out for the American principle of equal 
rights before the law. 

While we have to admit that this is the 
state of things today, yet I think we have 
reason to take a hopeful view of the 
future. 

The process of the awakening of con- 
science that took place in the North before 
the war, is going on now in the South, 
and by precisely the same methods. Let us 
hope that by the use of peaceful methods, 
by the operation of those enlightening 
agencies that are now in use, the South will 
come to see their error and recognize as the 
only right and safe policy that course which 
now seems to them to be fraught with 
peril. 

Let us hope that by friendly discussion ; 
by political agitation ; by the spread of 
educational facilities in the South ; by the 
mingling of North and South in commer- 
cial, ecclesiastical, social and literary life ; 
by all the gentle ministrations of peace, let 
us hope that the American idea will be ac- 
knowledged in the South, and that all class 
distinctions will be abolished. 

I cannot forbear to quote the brave 
strong words of Mr. Cable, himself a 
Southerner at this point. He says‘* Yonder 
is the South praying the nation to hold off, 
not merely its interference but its advice, 
nay even its notice, while it not removes, 
but refines and polishes and decorates the 
disguise of its own and the nation’s eyes. 
Is it wise, is it safe, is it faithful, is it kind, 
for any citizen of the United States, 
Northerner or Southerner, to see the great- 
ness of this mistake and let it go uncon- 
troverted, or shall he not rather show forth, 
in season and out of season, the pressing 
wrongs and losses and future dangers that 
gathers around that vital error. If you 
love the South, he continues, and North 
alike, then everywhere, armed only with 
the torch of truth and the spear of debate, 
hunt down this error and cry shame to 
every man who cries forbear in all this 
wide land, one land at ieast ‘in this 
world, whose government is so fairly based 
in the common rights of all humanity that 
it has nothing to fear from agitation, but 
everything to lose from the suppression of 
human rights and free speech.”’ 

Meanwhile let us of the North see to it 
that we are true to the Divine mission of 
the Nation in other regards. Bear with 
me if I declare it to be my conviction, that 
the saloon is without question the greatest 
peril that threatens us as a nation today. 
When we consider that the whole South is 
aroused on the temperance question, and 
that one-half of its territory is already 
under prohibition, we will do well to bestir 
ourselves lest the South take the lead of 
the North in antagonizing this greatest 
foe. 

Yes, comrades, if you inquire where the 
enemy is located today, you will find him 
entrenched behind the bar of the liquor 
saloon. The saloon system is an organized 
working, scheming, havoc-breathing enemy 
wherever it gains a foothold. It is the 
enemy of the home, the school, the fac- 
tory, the Sabbath, the church. It degrades 
and stultifies the mind and debauches the 
conscience. It throws around its victim 
seductive charms that transform him into 
a blind devotee and defender of the very 
curse that destroys him. Not one good 
thing can be said in its favor. We can 
give it no quarters. No compromise will 
settle the conflict. We must destroy the 
saloon system or it will destroy us. The 
remedy should be as radical and as exten- 
sive as the evil to be cured. That is to 
say, it should embrace the principle of 
prohibition, and it should apply that 
principle throughout the national domain. 

Ihave dwelt at some length upon the 
principles for which our honored dead laid 
down their lives. I trust that stch a ser- 
vice will not be thought unworthy the day. 
These men laid down their lives in defence 
of the government against the foes that 
rose up in their day to destroy it. The 
highest honor we can pay them is to fol- 
low their example and emulate their patri- 
otic devotion. Were these men to step 
forth from their honored graves today they 
would return to the service of protecting 
their country against every foe, and would 
call on their living comrades to follow 
them in this duty. This they would do in 
accordance with that fundamental princi- 
ple of the Grand Army of the Republic, 
that “Its duty is to defend and protect the 
government of the United States in its 
integrity against all foes, external and in- 
ternal.” 

We have a magnificent country, anda 
form of government of which we may 
well be proud. The temple of our political 
life has been reared by master hands, Its 
granite blocks have been cemented by the 
blood of patriots and martyrs. It has 
withstood the strain of political strife, and 
the shock of battle. But let us beware 
how we rest in a false security in regard to 
the future. What guarantee have we 
that this fair fabric of constitutional liberty 
will not go down in the seething tide of 
anarchy and social strife? What guaran- 
tee have we that these institutions, the 
bulwarks of our liberties, will not be sac- 


rificed to the greed of the demagogue and

So altered was the battle ground, where 

Thousands Upon Thousands 

had been killed in the great fight. Yet not 
a hundred people in that battle knew for 
what they fought or why; not a hundred 
of the inconsiderate rejoicers in the victory, 
why they rejoiced. Not half a hundred 
people were the better for the gain or loss. 
Not half a dozen men agree to this hour on 
the course or merits, and nobody, in short, 
knew anything distinct about it but the 
mourners of the slain. 

With but few exceptions this description 
applies to all the battles that have been 
fought since the birth of time, until the 
Sun of Liberty arose on this continent. 
Then for almost the first time in the 
history of wars you beheld men fighting 
for ideas that were clearly understood. 
The spirit of Concord and Lexington was 
latent in the hearts of the heroes of °61. 
They knew the blessings of freedom, and 
were resolved that the splendid possibilities 
that this country afforded to the average 
man, should not be lost to the generations 
yet to come. The president and his ad- 
visers were filled with doubt and fear, 
failing to measure correctly the depth and 
strength of the loyal purpose. Not until the 
guns of Sumter startled the people from their 
dreams of compromise did the chiefs realize 
the full support they were to receive in all 
measures for the safety of the Union. 
Then the great heart of the nation warmed 
to its work, andthe men from the plow, 
work-shop and office sprang into the ranks 
—men who think, read and work—the 
great producing class in all lands, and in 
this favored country our chiefest reliance.

Employments for Womén in France. 

In all trades connected with food in 
France women are largely employed. 
In biscuit making they need to servea 
somewhat arduous apprenticeship. The 
manufacture of shawls is very well paid, 
but is fatiguing. Taken as a whole 
there are not so many men employed in 
factories in Paris asin some other French 
towns. Sorting rags is a very unhealthy 
occupation. In this women are much 
employed, and receive in payment fifteen 
francs a week. Women are also em- 
ployed in leather manufactories prepar- 
ing the leather which is afterward 
pressed in machines. 

In the making of military equipments 
women work equally in shops and in 
their own homes. Several large firms 
have the monopoly of this work, which 
is chiefly done by means of the sewing 
machine. In the making of perfumery, 
too, women are much employed; this 
and soap making needs but a very short 
apprenticeship. Tobacco employs 1,500 
women out of 1,800 workpeople. For 
this six months’ apprenticeship is needed, 
and the lowest salary is 34 francs a 
day. Weavers of fine stuff for furniture 
receive three francs aday. The weay- 
ing of galloons for carriages and ribbons 
for decorations is done entirely by wom- 
en.—New York Sun. 


Clothing the Eiffel Tower. 

Two Frenchmen appeared at a linen 
factory in Jaroslav, in the Volga, four 
weeks ago, and told the manufacturer 
that they were French government com- 
missioners with an order for a cloth case 
in which to wrap the Eiffel tower in 
winter. They presented so many sealed 
documents and letters with the signa- 
tures of celebrated Frenchmen that the 
manufacturer swallowed their marvel- 
ous story and agreed to take the huge 
contract. The “commissioners”  re- 
quired from him $1,200 as an earnest of 
his intention to turn out the tower's new 
clothes, and left him with directions 
that he should goto Paris at once to 
communicate further with the city offi- 
cials and to measure the tower. He 
went, with several assistants who were 
to help him determine the details of the 
undertaking, and thereby spent $300 
more to learn that he had been swindled. 
—New York Sun. 


The Mother Died First. 

Tuesday there was a case before Judge 
Freeman in the probate court of a pecu- 
liar kind. Some weeks ago Mrs. Ellen 
O'Neil died intestate. At about the 
same time her new born child also died. 
The question to be decided was whether 
the mother or the child died first. If the 
mother.died first the child would have 
inherited her estate, and at the~child’s 
death its father would be its heir. If, 
on the other hand, the child died first, 
one-half of the estate would go to the 
brothers and sisters of Mrs. O'Neil, and 
the other to her husband. Judge Free- 
man gave his decision, which is that the 
mother died first. In accordance with 
this the estate goes to the father.—Hart- 
ford Courant.

Decree Concerning Its Prop- 
erty Has Been Modified. 


SOFT SNAP FOR SEALERS. 


‘The Commercial Company Taken Steps 
to Improve an Opportunity—A Mon- 


tana Troop Rewarded for Gallant 


Services—Original Package Decision. 


WASHINGTON, May 26.—When the su- 
preme court at its last term-upheld the 
constitutionality of the Edmunds law by 
which the property of the late corporation 
of the Church of Jesus Christ of Latter 
Day Saints, otherwise known as the Mor- 
mon church, was escheated to the United 
States, it found itself in a somewhat em- 
barrassing position. The doctrine of 
escheat was quite unknown in this coun- 
try and no purpose considered laudable 
and proper of a similar nature to that for 
which the property was formerly used 
was known for what the property could be 
devoted. The court, therefore, instead of 
sending the decree down, witnheld it, a 
strong intimation being conveyed of the 
desire of the court that congress should by 
law direct the disposition to be made of 
the property. 

Congress having failed to accept the sug- 
gestion made, the court, through Justice 
Bradley, yesterday made its final order in 
the case and modified in some respects the 
decree it entered at the last term. The 
modification made recites that the Mor- 
mon corporation having been dissolved, 
there do not now exist any trusts or pur- 
poses within the objects and purposes for 
which the personal property was origi- 
nally acquired, for which any part of the 
personal property could be used or dedi- 
cated that are not in whole or part 
opposed to the public policy and good 
morals; and, furthermore, that there does 
not exist any person or corporation legally 
entitled to any of the personality as suc- 
cessors of the late church. 

The decree then says that the personal 
property having devolved to the United 
States it should be devoted to snch charit- 
able uses of a lawful character as may 
mostly nearly correspond to its former des- 
2iny, unless in the meantime congress shall 
otherwise direct, or a master shall report 
some scheme which shall meet the ap- 
proval of the court for the disposition of 
the property. The decree finally directs 
that the property and all accumulations 
remain in the custody of the receiver until 
otherwise ordered, and that out of it costs 
of the suit and receivership be paid. 
The Utah supreme court is directed to take 
the necessary proceedings. 


HEROISM REWARDED. 


Brave Troop A of Montana Will Have 
More Enjoyment in Future, 

WASHINGTON, May 26.—Troop A of the 
First United States cavalry, which left 
Custer Station, Mont., last Thursday, 
has arrived in Washington and has taken 
possession of the quarters assigned to it at 
Fort Myer, Va., just across the river from 
this city. The troop consisted 
officers and fifty-eight enlisted men. The 
officers are Capt. Bomus, Lieut. Landis 
and Lieut. Traub. Troop A has been sta- 
tioned at Fort Custer, Mont., since Novem- 
ber last, and comes to Washington as a 
reward for gallant services, the attentiog 
of the authorities being, however, espe- 
cially directed to it by’one of the marches 
it made in the last Sioux campaign. A 
troop of cavalry was supposed to be sur- 
rounded by hostile Indians, and informa- 
tion to that effect was conveyed to Gen. 
Miles. He at once ordered troop A tothe 
rescue, and in responding to that order the 
troop marched ninety-five miles in one day 
and fifty-seven miles on the day following. 
One hundred and fifty-two miles in forty- 
eight hours was regarded as good work, 
for which the war department showed its 
appreciation by giving troop A a station 
in the east. Since the War of the Rebellion 
the troop has never been until now as far 
eastas the Missouri river, having served 
on the Pacific coast for thirty-three years, 
Troop B, Sixth cavalry, commanded by 
Capt. Baird. will leave Fort Myer to-mor- 
row for Fort Washakie, Wyo. 


BEHRING SEA’S SEALS. 


Probable Before a 
Order is Issued. 


A Month’s Catch 
Prohibitive 

WASHINGTON, May 26.—The complica- 
tions arising out of the Behring sea ques- 
tion, which have for some time been the 
subject of diplomatic correspondence be- 
tween the United States and Great Britain, 
are apparently as far from settlement to- 
day asever. The Rush is awaiting her 
final instructions at San Francisco, and is 
ready to sail at a moment’s notice. The 
government agents, Maj. Williams and J. 
Stanley Brown, are aboard the Rush ready 
to proceed to Alaska. 

In the meantime the vessel of the North 
American Commercial company has left 
San Francisco for the seal islands, and is 
due there next week. The vessel goes un- 
der instructions from the Commercial 
eompany to commence at once the catch 
of seals, under the order of Secretary Fos- 
ter, issued some time before the more 
serious complications arose, in which the 
maximum limit of catch was fixed at 60,- 
000. Even should the Rush leave for the 
seal islands immediately, the Commercial 
company’s vessel will have been on the 
ground for ten days, the time from San 
Francisco to the islands at best being 
fifteen or eighteen days.

the Self-Made Man’s Life. 

WASHINGTON, May 25.—A private dis- 
petch received here says that Congressman 
Leonidas C. Houk has just died at his 
home in Tecnessee. “Mistake in medi- 
cine” is given as the cause of his death. 


Congressman Houk, the Republican member 
of congress from Knoxville, Tenn., was born in 
Sevia county of that state, June 8, 1836. He 
was a self-educated man. He worked asa 
cabinet maker and gained a knowledge of the 
law while working at his trade. He was ad- 
mitted tothe bar Oct. 13, 1859, and practiced 
till the outbreak of the late war, and at 
that time was a member of the Loyal East 
Tennessee convention. On Aug. 9, 1860, he en- 
listed in the Union army as a private, and was 
promoted to lieutenant in the First Tennessee 
infantry, and was mustered in as colonel of the 
Third Tennessee infantry Feb. 2, 1862, serving 
until April 23, 1863, when he resigned on ac- 
count of ill health. 

From that time until July, 1564, he was con- 
nected with the press, and during this same 
year was a candidate for election on the 
Lincoln and Johnson ticket, and in February 
of the following year was a member of the 
state convention which amended the 
constitution ._ and provided for the re- 
organization of the state government 
of his native state. Mr. Houk be- 
came judge of the Seventeenth judicial cir- 
euit of Tennessee on the third day of March, 
1°65, and served until he removed to Knox- 
vilie from Clinton, four years later. At Knox- 
ville he began the practice of his profession, 
and at one time held a position under the 
Southern Claims commission. 

In 1868 he was a member of the national Re- 
publican convention and in 1872 was an elector 
at large for the state on the Grant and Wilson 
ticket, being chosen at the same time a repre- 
sentative of the lower house of the Tennessee 
legislature. In 1876 he was an elector on the 
Hayes and Wheeler ticket, and was a delegate 
atlarge to the Republican national eonven- 
tions of 1580, "84 and ‘SS, serving as chairman 
of the Tennessee delegation in the two former 
years. 

Congressmen Houk’'s first election to the 
national house was in 1878, and he was rechosen 
at each succeeding election. 


SAFE IN PORT. 


Veendam Arrives Off Fire Island—Shaft 
Broke Twice During the Voyage. 

NEw York, May 25.—The steamer Veen- 
dam, from Rotterdam, which has been 
before reported seen at sea disabled, ar- 
rived off Fire island yesterday. 

Capt. Roggreen gave the following de- 
scription of the accident to his vessel: “We 
left Rotterdam on the 9th, and had pleas- 
ant weather for several days. On the 15th 
there was a strong wind and a heavy sea. 
At 2:30 o’cleck in the afternoon, while in 
lat. 44 degrees 47 minutes, long. 45 degrees 
94 minutes, the vessel was pitching and 
tossing considerably. Suddenly there was 
a shock which was felt all over the vessel. 
Investigation showed that the shaft was 
broken near the stern. The engines were 
immediately stopped. ‘The next morning, 
Saturday, the steamer Eva Flandre, bound 
for Philadelphia, hove in sight. We sig- 
nalled her and she took us in tow. A 
coupling was put in the broken shaft and 
the Flandre towed us until Monday morn- 
ing, by which time the shaft was repaired 
and we proceeded under steam. Seven 
hours afterwards the coupling gave way 
and we lay to for twenty-four hours, when, 
having effected repairs, we once more went 
ahead at the rate of eight knots an hour. 
After the shaft had been repaired the 
second time nothing of moment occurred 
until we arrived here. 


TO PROTECT DEPOSITORS. 


Proposed Legislation Relative to Banke 
ing Concerns Not Incorporated. 

New HAVEN, May 26.—As a consequence 
ofthe disastrous failure of the banking 
house of Bunnell & Scranton, one of the 
leading attorneys of the state, at the in- 
stance of financiers, has prepared a pro- 
posed act, to be submitted to the legisla- 
ture next fall, entitled ““An act to secure 
deposits of money with persons or co-part- 
netships not incorporated as banking insti- 
tutions.”’ Theact, if it becomes a law, will 
provide that sworn statements be made 
and published by such houses quarterly 
and that the state bank commissioners 
shall make examinations annually. The 
fourth section of the act provides: 
No person, copartnership, corporation or ase 
ion, conducting the business of buying 
stocks, bonds, grain or any other article, and 
carrying the sgme upon a margin, or who shall 
buy or sell anyamount of stocks,bonds,grain or 
any otherarticle.except on a commission upon 
such articles fully paid for, shall receive de 
posits of money, subject to check, or issue cer- 
tificates of deposits of money. 

The act provides for a fine of $1000 and 
imprisonment of from one to five years for 
violation of any of its six sections, 


HOGGISH CATTLE RAISERS 


More Likely to Raise Disturbances on 
the Plains Than Indians. 

CnicaGo, May 26.—Capt. E. P. Ewers, 
Indian agent on Tongue river, arrived in 
the city yesterday and had an interview 
with Gen. Miles over the situation among 
the Indians that took part in the late 
Indian war. Capt. Ewers has completed a 
tour of the Indian camps within a radius 
of 200 miles of Tongue river agency, and 
he says that the people now to be feared 
were not the Indians but cattlemen, who 
want all the land they can grab for their 
cattle to roam over, and will not allow 
anyone else to establish themselves. The 
cattlemen, the captain says, were the 
people who stirred up the Indians by steal- 
ing their lands and taking advantage of 
them in every way, and the Indians were 
complaining bitterly of the encroachments 
of these marauders.

An Apparatus to Discover Comets. 

The sensitiveness of selenium to light 
has been taken advantage of by Pro- 
fessor Barnard, of Lick Observatory, 
Cal., who has employed it in making a 
device for automatically detecting 
comets. A prism is placed in front of 
the object glass of the telescope, and, as 
is well known, a prism will divide a ray 
of light into its primary colors—red, 
orange, yellow, etc. Back of the prism 
is a metal diaphragm with slits, corre- 
sponding to the position of the three 
hydrocarbon bands which characterize 
the spectrum of comets only. When 
the light passes through the prism it is 
decomposed, and if the light is that 
from a comet certain rays will pass 
through the slits and fall upon a se- 
lenium cell which connects with a bat- 
tery and an alarm. 

The most curious thing about the proc- 
ess is that the light of ordinary stars 
does not affect the apparatus, and that 
it is susceptible only to comets. The 
telescope is made to sweep the heavens 
by automatic machinery, and as the 
alarm will ring if a comet sweeps across 
the face of the prism, the astronomers 
are not required tosit up all night to 
watch for the comets any more. Pro- 
fessor Barnard has the apparatus so ar- 
ranged that it will ring the alarm in his 
bedroom. This invention is regarded as 
an extremely important one in the me- 
chanics of astronomy.—Boston Tran- 
script.

THE BURGE-CARNEY FIGHT 


Awarded to Burge on a Foul, to the 
Great Surprise of Sports. 

NEw YorK, May 26.—A special dispatch 
to The Police Gazette says the often post- 
poned prize fight between Dick Burge of 
Newcastle and Jemmy Carney of Birming- 
ham for £1000 and the lightweight cham- 
pionship of England. was decided yester- 
day.

In the 
tenth round Burge showed great pluck 
and made a game effort to turn the tables, 
but Carney landed his left heavily on 
Burge’s neck and fought him to the ropes. 
In the eleventh round Burge clinched Car- 
ney. Desperate fighting followed until 
they broke, when Carney knocked Burge 
down by a tremendous blow on the left 
ear. Burge’s seconds, on seeing their man 
was defeated, cried foul, and, to the sur 
prise of all present, the referee awarded 
the fight to Burge. Intense indignation 
was expressed at the decision. Carney 
cried like a child at the injustice done him. 
The men fought with two-ounce gloves. 
Both pugilists were terribly punished, 
especially Burge. The fight lasted forty- 
two minutes.

HATCH SET AT LIBERTY. 

Not Guilty of Passing a Forged Check —- 
He is New Wanted to Answer to Two 
More Charges of Forgery. 

WORCESTER, May 26.—In the case of 
Clark W. Hatch, charged with passing a 
forged check, the jury reported a verdict of 
“not guilty,” yesterday. It was a great 
surprise. Hatch was immediately re 
arrested on a civil process brought by the 
Travelers’ Insurance company. The ad 
damnum was placed at $25,000. 

Awrit of habeas corpus was. filed by 
counsel for Hatch, alleging false arrest 
and imprisonment, and dwelling on the 
point that the debts, for which he warer 
rested, are unfounded, and that Hatch 
was taken before he had a chance, after 
his acquittal, to leave the dock or go to his 
home. 

The writ of habeas corpus was granted 
last evening, and a writ ef protection was 
issued, under which Hatch cannot be ap 
rested within the state lines on a 
civil process, or until he has a reasonable 
time to reach his home in Colorado 
Springs. 

Dr. W. J. Lewis, as soon as he knew of 
the acquittal of Hatch, went to Bosten 
and swore out a warrant for Hatch’s arrest 
in the municipal court of Suffolk county 
for the alleged forgery of two checks pay- 
able to Robert P. Gannett as administra- 
tor. Hatch, itis said, cashed these—one 
for $2000 and one for $5000—at the Atlantic 
National bank in Boston. 

The fact of the issue of this warrant 
makes the writ of protection issued by the 
court of no value to Hatch. Heis nowa 
fugitive from justice and liable to arrest 
anywhere.

San Domingo Offers Privileges Refused 
by Hayti at Mole St. Nicholas. 

New York, May 2.—A Washington 
special to The Herald says: The question 
of anaval station in the West Indiesis 
being very seriously discussed by the gov- 
ernment. The failure of the negotiations 
for the Mole St. Nicholas will probably 
result in an attempt to obtain the desired 
privileges on the eastern side of the island 
from the Dominican government. The re- 
cent visit of Admiral Gherardi to the navy 
department was undoubtedly in connection 
with this project. It is, perhaps, not gen 
erally known that Admiral Gherardi left 
Port au Prince four weeks ago, under ca- 
Ble orders to go direct to Samana bay and 
examine into its fitness for a coaling sta- 
tion, and that while he was there Gen. 
Heureaux, the president of San Domingo, 
came from San Domingo city in his yacht, 
and was closeted with the admiral for sev- 
eral hours. Only his secretary of war and 
Lieut. Heuse of the admiral’s staff were 
present at this interview, but there is ne 
doubt that the subject of the conversation 
was the establishment of a naval station 
on Samana bay and that the price is the 
friendship and moral support of the United 
States in the present difficulty between 
San Domingo and Hayti. 

It is tooearly to say that the United 
States will receive the proposition favor 
ably, but Mr. Tracy is very much in earn- 
est, and the late action of the Haytian gov- 
trnment has created a feeling here which 
ls far from friendly to Hayti. It is there- 
fore very probable that, as between the 
two negro republics, the preference will 
now be given to San Domingo. 


STEAMER HUDSON STRANDED. 


INDIES NAVAL STATION. 


Passengers Have Been Landed and the 
Boat Will Probably Be Saved. 


NORFOLK, Va., May 26.—The steamer 
Hudson, bound from New Orleans to New 
York with ninety-six passengers and a 
cargo of general merchandise, went ashore 
in a heavy fog yesterday, two and one-half 
miles south of Nag’s Head, at Body island. 
The crew remained on board the steamer, 
but the passengers were safely landed on 
the beach by Capt. Etheridge of the life- 
saving service.

The Swede Girls. 


Quincy, May 28, 1891. 
To the Editors of the Daily Ledger: 
DEAR Sirs: I beg leave to correct a 
statement which appeared in the LEDGER 
of the 2Ist inst., under the heading: 


THE GRANITE INDUSTRY. 


An Interesting Letter on Unions and As- 
sociations, the Blacklist, ete. 

The letter of the Quincy correspondent 
in the Monumental News for May will be 
read with interest by Quincy people. Here 
is a part of it: 

“How different is the granite business in 
Quincy today compared with that of a year 
ago, when capital and labor were up In 
arms. The outlook for a brisk season’s 
work was probably uever better, and now 
that the quarries are in good running order 
after the severe winter, the stock is coming 
in and the smaller manufacturers, who 
were badly handicapped the past three 
months by the scarcity of stone, are again 
getting on their feet. 

“With the present existing agreement 
between the Granite Cutters’ Union and 
the Manufacturers’ Association there is 
hardly a possibility of there again being a 


|strike of any magnitude in Quincy. A 


three months’ notice is required by both 
sides of any proposed change in the bill of 
prices, and with tbat much leeway the 
most serious differences of opinion ought 
to be satisfactorily settled. But no such 
difference will arise this year. Walking 
Delegate John Kelley says the men seem 
perfectly satisfied and are looking forward 
toa good summer's work. The Manufac- 
turers’ Association too is in hearty sym- 
pathy with the cutters and anyone reported 
as not living up to his agreement with the 
men is promptly reprimanded. 

“The promotion of the Granite Manu- 
facturers Association of New England, 
taking the Quincy branch as an example, 
has not only proved a good thing for the 
manufacturers themselves but the work- 


ingmen as well. When this association 


| was organized there was a feeling generally 


among the stone cutters that it was done 
chiefly to work directly against their in- 
terests, especially in the case of a strike. 
But they look at it differently now. They 
see that the association has been one of 
the greatest benefits in their union and in 
this way, beretofore many of the small

the News and both sides have ventilated 
their opinions on the matter. There has 
surely no harm come from this “ war of 
words’ and those who were quick to resent 
such action on the part of the manufac- 
turers probably now look at the matter in 
a different light. Mr. R. C. Bowers of 
Montpelier, Vt., in a letter to the News 
last month, ‘struck the idea’ just right. 
The blacklist is a protection to the honest 
retailer and agent as the association is a 
protection to the cutters against a dis- 
honest manufacturer. And how has this 
blacklist worked since it has been put in 
}operation. No honest man can have suf- 
fered, and in the words of a leading manu- 
facturer many of the unscrupulous ones 
have been brought to their milk. 

‘* Here's an example ; not saying whether 
he was a retailer or agent or from where 
hecame. That he had been dealing with 
Quincy manufacturers for several years and 
had stuck some of them pretty hard is 
sufficient. Ile came to this city to get 
figures on several monuments. Visiting 
the yards of a well-known dealer, one who 
had been fortunate enough to escape his 
toils on previous visits, he asked for esti- 
mates, ‘I can’t sell you any work’ said he, 
“your name is on the blacklist.”’ ‘* What's 
that amount to, Ican get all the work I 
want done in Quincy.”’ But he was too 
certain, although he went to several of the 
manufacturers, it was no use, and even 
offers of spot cash were refused. And 
what did he do then? Why he paid up 
his debts and is now doing a straight busi- 


ness,”’

stood in front of the Capitol to deliver his 
inaugural address, and from the depths of 
his great heart came such hopeful words as 
these: “The mystic chords of memory, 
stretching from every battlefield and patriot 
grave of the Revolution to every living 
heart and hearthstone all over this broad 
land, shall yet respond to the chorus of 
the Union when touched again, as surely 
they will be, by the gentle angels of our 
nature.”’ 

One was the spirit of rebellion, full of 
hate and bitterness then, and by its own 
admission, unrepentent now. ‘The other 
was the spirit of the Union, with malice 
towards none, with charity for all. In 
emulation of the martyred President, we 
might drop the veil over ali this, and in 
the fullness of the present and the promise 
of the future, find compensation for the 
blindness and errors of the past. 

Let us think kindly of the unknown dead 
this day. It may come to pass that when 
the deeds of all men are weighed according 
to their exact worth, that the truest hero 
of the great war is at this moment resting 
under the simple inscription, ‘‘Tnknown 
U. S. Soldier.” 

We trust that those of our comrades gone 
before are now enabled to see clearly both 
the future of our country and the worth of 
their sacrifice. If it could have been given 
to any of those poor comrades, dying 
amidst all the horrors of the prison or on 
the battlefield, to have had the veil of the 
future lifted for an instant to even see, 
what we now see, how unspeakable the 
joy!

It IS LEGITIMATE. 


A Decision of the Superior Court Affect- 
ing Quincy Trade. 
Some weeks ago the LEDGER informed 


its readers that T. H. Conley,a grocer of | Quincy. 


Roslindale, had been fined for offering 
prizes in connection with his business, Mr. 
Conley appealed, and Jast week the Su- 
perior Court reversed the judgment of the 
lower court. 

In 1884 the Legislature passed a law 
punishing by fine or imprisonmeut any 


| Person who should sell any goods with 


the notice, advertisement or inducement 
that anything else other than that speci- 
fically stated to be the subject of sales 
should be in any way connected with the 
sale by way of gift or prize. 

Mr. Conley, a grocer, offered to present 
to any person who should buy $25 worth 
of goods of him with cash, and had his 
card punched to that amount, any of the 
four pieces of silverware on exhibition in 
his window. Mr. Conley sold goods to 
various persons, punched their cards for 
the amount of their purchases, and for 
doing this was prosecuted for alleged viola- 
tion of the law of 1884. 

His counsel, Elisha Greenhood, contend- 
ed that the object of the law was to pre- 
vent transactions which savored of lot- 
teries, and not such transactions as these 
which had no element of uncertainty or 
gambling about them, and that if the law 
was intended to cover such transactions as 
Mr. Conley’s, then the law was unconstitu- 
tional, as in violation of the bill of rights, 
recognizing the natural, essential and ina- 
lienable rights of the citizen. Counsel 
contended that the Legislature had no 
right to interfere with the manner in which 
any citizen chooses to do an inoffensive 
business, unless he might conduct it in a 
way promotive of fraud, gambling, injury 
to morals or health, or any nuisance, and 
that as inasmuch as this transaction pro- 
moted nothing of the kind, the Legislature 
interfered with natural and essential rights 
of every citizen, 

The court sustained the defence and in- 
structed the jury that no offence had been

Arrangements for the Coming Graduation | How the Republican Conference Commit- 


tee Would Like to Divide the State. 


An adjourned conference of the Re- 
publicans in the House was held Tuesday 
afternoon. It was voted to favor reference 
to the next General Court of the matter of 
redistricting. Failing in this, a new plan 
of apportionment was favored which would 
make the districts about Boston as follows: 

First District: Same as District Thirteen 
in the committee’s report, the Cape Cod 
District. 

Second: Plymouth county except Marion, 
Mattapoisett, Rochester and Wareham. 
Bristol—Berkley, Taunton and Raynham. 
Norfolk—Stoughton, Avon, Holbrook, 
Weymouth, Cohasset, Braintree, Randolph, 
Canton, Milton, Quincy. 


Third: Boston—Wards 9, 10, 11, 17, 18, 
21, 22, 93, 24. 

Fourth: Boston—Wards 6, 7, 12, 13, 14, 
15, 16, 19, 20. 

Fifth: Boston— Wards 1, 2, 3, 4, 5, 8, 25. 


Middlesex— Cambridge. 

Sixth: Middlesex—Everett, Medford, 
Malden, Melrose, Stoneham, Wakefield, 
Reading. Essex—Lynn, Saugus, Swamp- 
scott, Lynnfield, Nahant. Suffolk—Chel- 
sea, Winthrop, Revere. 

Seventh: Same as old Seventh, minus 
Boxford, Topsfield, Middleton, Lynnfield. 

Such an apportionment would give, on 
the vote of 1888, eleven Republican dis- 
tricts, and on the vote of 1890 six; the 
pluralities in five of the seven Democratic 
districts are 500 or less, and the two sure 
Democratic districts are the fourth and 
fifth. 

It will be noticed that Quincy is put in 
the old second district and Milton is also 
added to it. Quincy Republicans will hope 
for the success of the new plan, while the 
Quincy Democrats wish for the success of 
that reported in the House.

We are sure that no genuine pie lover 
will deny that in cutting one’s pie with 
one’s knife and carrying it piece by piece 
to the mouth by aid of the fork, ample 
recognition is accorded to the demands 
of etiquette; for, to thoroughly enjoy 
one’s pie, neither knife nor fork is neces- 
éary. Asa matter of fact, either is an 
impertinence. The true and only satis- 
fying way toeat pie isto take it up in 
one’s hand, and by gently but firmly 
pressing the pointed end of the wedge in 
one’s mouth to slough off its beneficence 
with grateful teeth until its richness is 
all your own. This is the way to enjoy 
pie. But we are not talking of enjoy- 
ment. 

Our business is with etiquette. There- 
fore we will relegate the true form of 
pie eating to the privacy of the cupboard, 
where the hasty snack is taken. All we 
insist upon in the name of true etiquette 
is that the knife should do its share of 
the labor, and that the fork should not 
be compelled unassisted to bear the heat 
and burden of dissection.—Boston Tran- 
script.

MANY FOR AND AGAINST 


The Quarantine on Canadian Cattle and 
Sheep—Supreme Court Has Been Hard 
Worked—News of Importance from the 
Treasury Department. 


WASHINGTON, May 27.—The statement 
is made unoflicially that Lord Salisbury, 
within two days, through the British min- 
ister, has made a suggestion to the presi- 
dent as to the close season in the Behring 
sea. But this report cannot at the present 
time be authenticated. 
no communication has been received at 
the state department in writing from the 
British foreign office. The report is that 
the British minister, however, has com- 
municated to the president the informa- 
tion that Lord Salisbury appreciates the 
importance of the subject, and desires it 
to be understood that heis not seeking 
needless delay. He has hesitated, how- 
ever, because of the strong opposition 
which has developed all over British North 
America to a closed season.

The protests, it is said, have come to| 


London not only from the people of 
British Columbia but from those of Can- 
ada. Lord Salisbury is greatly embar- 
rassed by this opposition in Canada, 
which it is suid he does not wish to affront, 
although he would like to reach an amica- 
ble agreement for a closed season. For 
that reason ha sent the British minister to 
the president to make his position clear 
and to show that he is not intentionally 
delaying action, but that he is studying 
the question with a view toa solution. 
The president and the cabinet, however, 
are inclined to be of the opinion that there 
is no time fer any longer consideration Of 
the subject, and that a final decision must 
be reached at once. If nothing more shall 
be received probably within a day or two 
the United States will announce its policy. 


SECRETARY RUSK’S ORDER 


Relative to the Qusrantine on Sheep and 
Cattle Call- Porth Protests. 


WASHINGTON, May 27.—The recent order 
of the secretary of agriculture relative to 
the quarantiue on the Canadian border as 
toall shcep, lambs and cattle imported 
from Canada is being made the subject of 
very lively protest. Secretary Rusk has 
received recently several requests from 
representatives of railroads and from com- 
mission men that the order issued last 
week imposing fifteen days’ quarantine on 
sheep and lambs from Canada shall be re- 
voked. 

On the other hand, a good many farmers 
are urging the secretary by telegraph to 
vigorously enforee the order. The prob- 
ability is that the order will be main- 
tained until the Dominion government 
shall choose to change its regulations as 
to the inspection of live stock so that they 
will conform, or nearly resemble, as to 
efficiency, the regulations which were re- 
cently put in force in this country. That 
is understood for that matter to have been 
the purpose of Secretary Rusk in issuing 
the order. 

There was no reason to believe that there 
are infe.ted cattle in Canada: but danger 
is apprehended from the absence of a raai- 
cal system of inspection in the Dominion, 
and for this reason Secretary Rusk was of 
the opinion that the inspection system 
which is now put in force as to all cattle 
and live stock exported from the United 
States to Great Britain ought also to be 
enforced as to cattle imported into the 
United States from a dependency of Great 
Britain along our northern borders, 


MORE SILVER CERTIFICATES 


Likely to Be Issued as a Result of an 
Important Decision. 


WASHINGTON, May 27.—Attorney Gen- 
eral Miller has decided that the secretary 
of the treasury has no authority under the 
act of July 17, 1890, to issue treasury notes 
provided for by that act except in payment 
of the bullion purchased each month under 
its provisions, but that the gain of seignor- 
age arising from the coinage of bullion 
under the act when paid into the treasury 
becomes a part of the general cash, and as 
such may be used under existing law like 
any other standard silver dollar; and that 
silver certificates may be issued against 
such dollars as may be offered at the 
treasury for exchange, whether such silver 
dollars | represent profit or seignorage or 
otherwise. The seignorage fund now 
amounts to $4,000,000, and under this deci- 
sion the issue of silver certificates may be 
increased to that extent. The secretary 
of the treasury is also considering a 
proposition to issue silver certificates 
against the $20,000,000 silver half dollars 
now in the treasury, 


JUSTICES WERE Busy. 


Records Smashed in Cases Disposed of 
by the Superior Court. 
WASHINGTON, May 27. — The superior 
court, during the term ended Monday 
noon, completely smashed the previous 
highest record of cases disposed of at one 
term of the court, settling 617 cases 
against 470, which had heretofore been the 
largest number passed upon at a single 
term. The number of cases presented was 
unusually large, but of them only fifteen 
which have been argued, go over until the 
next term for a decision. The only cases

Harvard and Yale Make an Unsuccessful 
Attempt to Patch Up Peace. 

SPRINGFIELD, Mass., May 27.—Harvard 
and Yale graduates held a long conference 
in this city yesterday afternoon and dis- 
cussed the question of athletics.

The representatives announced that 
absolutely no progress had been made by 
the meeting, and there would certainly be 
no ball games between the universities 
this season.

Ripon, which vessel on May 23 was an- 
nounced to have arrived at Beira, Mash- 
onaland, a Portuguese settlement in South 
Africa, in company with the British gun- 
boat Pigeon, has landed a force of marines 
and blue jackets and has occupied that 
post on behalf of the British government. 

LONDON, May 27.—Lord Randolph 
Churchill telegraphs from South Africa 
as follows: The Portuguese have re- 
closed the Pungwe route and have en- 
forced exorbitant passport and customs du- 
ties for a short period. The open position 
of the South Africa company’s victorious 
forces at Unitheli is now serious, owing to 
their inability to secure supplies. Portu- 
guese soldiers have brutally assaulted two 
British subjects, named Somershield and 
Dangerfield at Lorenzo Marques, inflicting 
serious bayonet wounds. The immediate 
British occupation of the coast seems im- 
perative. 


READS LIKE A NOVEL. 


Dishonesty Will Be Punished Through 
Evidence Found in a Grave. 

NEW HAVEN, May 27.—The Register 
prints a queer story to the effect that by 
the opening of a grave evidence of an un- 
paid note was found, involving respectable 
parties who had denied its existence, and 
says the identity of the principal will create 
a@ sensation when the case comes into 
court. Thestory is tothe effect that a citi- 
zen was guardian of two children, became 
indebted to the mother for $250, giving a 
note. When the woman died, some seven- 
teen years ago, he claimed that the debt 
had been paid. Some time ago a relative 
remembered that the note had been sewed 
into the living of the dress in which the 
woman had been buried. The grave was 
opened and the note was found, faded, but 
in condition to answer as evidence. 


BROKE A BLOOD VESSEL. 


Sparrer Tracy Strikes a Blow Which 
Results in His Opponent’s Death. 


LYNN, Mass., May 27.—Johh Burns of 
Lynn, late of Marlboro, who was knocked 
out in an eight-round sparring match with 
Harry Tracy of Cambridge, before the 
Lynn Athletic club, Monday evening, is 
dead. The knock-out blow broke a blood 
vessel in his brain, and he was unconscious 
all night. His death occurred at 11:20 yes- 
terday morning. News of the death was 
at once sent to the Cambridge police, who 
arrested Tracy at his home in that city. 
The charge that confronts the sparrer is a 
serious one. The referee and seconds also 
will be arrested if found. 


Fighting Over the Funds. 

NEw Yors, May 27.—The action of 
Eugene Kelly in transmitting $15,000 to 
Justin McCarthy, for distribution among 
the evicted tenants in Ireland, is to be re- 
viewed in court. Counsel for R. O'Neill 
and others bas made application to Judge 
Pratt in Brooklyn, to enjoin Eugene 
Kelly from paying any more money what- 
ever to McCarthy. The matter comes up 
for avhearing on Friday. It is stated in 
the application that all moneys should 
pass through the joint treasurers, Messrs. 
Kenny and Webb. 


Poor Outlook for Creditors. 

NEW HAVEN, May 27.—The suspended 
private banking firm of Bunnell & Scran- 
ton filed a long statement in the probate 
court yesterday, showing the assets to be 
about $150,000 and liabilities about $500,- 
000. The failure is worse than at first ex- 
pected and it is doubtful if the creditors 
will realize more than 35 or 40 cents. The 
statement discloses a list of over 300 credit- 
ors who are interested in amounts ranging 
from 3 cents to $8000. 


The Paris Strike. 

PARIs, May 27.—Two strikers were 
crushed and it is feared fatally injured 
while attempting to stop an omnibus in 
the Rue Courcelles. Minister Constans 
acted as mediator yesterday, and asa re- 
salt the directors of the cumpany met 
the union leaders and drafted an agree- 
ment which virtually ends the strike on 
the men’s terms.

Swede Girls. 

Public attention was called in a recent 
issue of the LepGER to the strike made by 
the Swede girls, but a writer in yesterday’s 
LEDGER says there has been no such 
gathering. Now what would this move- 
ment have been called had it occurred in a 
boot factory, where the controlling power 
is in the handsof men. It certainly would 
have been called a strike, to have girls 
band together and make a scale of prices, 
without any idea of the capability of per- 
forming their labors. Ina factory a day’s 
labor constitutes ten hours, without any 
Thursday afternoons off. A girl living out 
as a domestic, if competent to do general 
house work is willingly paid twelve dollars 
a month and most always has a pleasant 
home, and if she tries to do right, her 
services are appreciated and she is the 
recipient of many favors. 

She comes here ignorant of our language 
and our ways of doing work; she is taken 
into the family and all her short comings 
are borne with patiently and she receives 
good while the mistress spends 
many unpleasant hours trying to teach her 
the ways to do the work in this country, 
and strives to make her understand our 
language. Now who should receive a trifle 
of the benefit received by this poor girl? 
She receives good wages all this time, and 
has been taught to be very efficient, then 
without any thanks for favors received, 
she demands more pay, and without any 
compunction of conscience, leaves for a 
new field of labor. She does not seem to 
understand that she is better paid than 
most of the girls in this city. Take for 
instance those who work in stores or 
factories at six dollars a week, and long 
hours, what have they left to dress on and 
to lay by after the lodgings, board and 
washing are paid? Not three dollars a 
week by any means. Domestics, instead 
of getting three dollars a week, average 
from six to eight and have good homes 
and the best of everything to eat. The 
demand among the Swedish girls for more 
pay is a foolish one, and one that must 
retaliate unfavorably for them. M.

On Mangolia avenue there is a very neat 
granite monument which has the name 
“Bell” onthe base; on the polished die 
is the inscription and several Odd Felluws’ 
emblems. 

On the Erskins lot at the back part of 
the cemetery is a large rough finished block 
of granite, one side of which is polished 
on which is the name “ Erskins” and the 
inscriptions. 

Near the main entrance is a monument 
(if it may be called so) that cannot fail to 
attract attention by its oddity. It is a 
large oblong piece of granite, roughly 
finished with the exception of the corners 
which are hammered; on the two ends 
there are sunken Maltese crosses ; on the 
front in a panel is the name ‘* Sayville.” 

A very pretty granite tablet with a 
polished face has been erected on the 
Billings lot to the memory of Lemuel 
Billings. 

J. W. and W. A. Hayden have erected a 
very tasty granite monument on their lot 
with a polished face for inscriptions.

Street Watering by Assessments.

AMATEUR ATHLETES 


New England College Sports 
at Hampden Park. 


THE FIFTH ANNUAL MEET 


Proves to Be the Most Successful of the 
Series — Boston, Cleveland, New York 
and Cincinnati Victorious in Yester- 


day’s Ball Games. 


SPRINGFIELD, Mass., May 28.—The fifth 
annual meet of the New England Inter- 
collegiate Athletic association held on 


Hampden park yesterday afternoon was | 


the most successful of the series, both in 
attendance, general interest and records 
made. The light rain Tuesday had just 
the right effect on the track, which was in 
splen4id condition, very hard and smooth. 
The fine weather brought out a big crowd, 
prominent among them being delegations 
of Smith and Mt. Holyoke college girls 
and the inevitable large number of college 
men. Amherst men predominated to an 
overwhelming extent and the athletes 
from the college won a brilliant victory, 
taking first prizes in half of the contests 
and twice as many as any other college. 
This result was entirely expected, although 
Dartmouth men had strong hopes of mak- 
ing a good showing. Following is the 
Record of Prizes: 

Amherst, nine firsts, four seconds; Dart- 
mouth, four firsts,six seconds; Wesleyan, 
two firsts, one second; Williams, one first, 
three seconds; Worcester, one first, three 
seconds; Brown, one first; Vermont, one 
second, 

After the meet closed the Amherst men 
formed a procession, with the athletes in 
carriages and Dr. Hitchcock at the head, 
and paraded Main street. 

From an athletic standpoint the meet- 
ing was aremarkable one. In eleven out 
of the seventeen events the best previous 
association records were broken, in one 
other the time was within %{ of a second of 
the record, and in another the former time 
was equalled twize. Especially note: 
worthy performances were the running of 
Pellett of Amherst, and the hurdling of 
Ralsten of Wesleyan. The former, a 
freshman, who has been running only a 
few weeks, ran the 100-yard dash in 10 3-5s., 
only 1-5 of a second slower tan the record, 
and captured the 220-yard dash in the fast 
time of 22%{s. Ralsten broke the records 
in both hurdling contests, taking the 120 
yards in 17s. (former record 17!g); and the 
220 yards in 26 2-5s. (former record 28). 
Russell of Amherst fell over the last 
hurdle in the 120-yard race and broke his 
left arm. 

Champion Forced Out. 

In the half mile Dadmun of Worcester, 
the amateur athletic champion was forced 
out by the other contestants in 2m. 1 2-5s., 
two seconds better than the record. The 
quarter mile also developed some fast ones, 
Shattuck of Amherst reaching the tape in 
50 1-5s. (former record 52 1-5). Gregg of 
Amberst had an easy thing in the mile 
walk, making it in 7m. 17s. (old record 7m. 
22s). Barrows of Brown cleared the bar in 
therunning high jump at 5ft. Sin. (pre- 
vious record 5ft. 6in). Potter of Dart- 
mouth carried off the pole vault and run- 
ning broad jump, breaking records in 
both cases. Alexander of Amherst wiped 
wiped out the old shot-put record witha 
put of 37ft. 4!¢in., and Little of Dart- 
mouth followed suit in throwing the 
hammer, making a new record of 94ft. 
1 1!gin. The former record of 82ft.94¢in.,was 
also beaten by two other contestants. 

The tug-of-war contest resulted in a not- 
able victory for Wiliiams, whose team, 
although crippled by the loss of their cap- 
tain within a week, pulled the rope from 
the Dartmouth representativesin both 
trials.

Presbyterian General Assembly 
on Dr. Briggs’ Case. 


THE COMMITTEE'S REPORT 


Disapproves of His Appointment to the 
Chair of Biblical Theology—Final Ac- 
tion Not Yet Agreed Upor—Reports on 
Foreign Missions and Finances. 


DeEtTnRoiT, May 28.—The case of Professor 
Briggs was brought up in the Presby- 
teria: general assembly yesterday after- 
noon by Dr. Patton, who asked leave to 
read so much of the report on theological 
seminaries as bearson the case of Dr. 
Briggs, in order that it may be printed 
and distributed to the assembly when it 
comes up for action. 

Sixty-three presbyteries, whose names 
he read, have overtured the assembly as to 
the utterances of Dr. Briggs. Some ask 
specific action, but most leave to the 
assembly what it snail be. The commit- 
tee praised the presbyteries for their zeal 
and thinks their requests should have 
weight, The committee replied to so much 
of the report of the Union Theological 
seminary as bears on Dr. Briggs’ appoint- 
ment, or transfer, to the chair of Biblical 
theology. Our duty is a delicate one, espe- 
cially as the presbytery of New York is 
trying him ona charge of heresy—as we 
must not prejudge acase which at some 
time must come before us on appeal. The 
question before us is not that of his doc- 
trina] soundness, but that of the approval 
of his election by the assembly. We have 
examined the constitutional requirements 
as to the duty and power of the assembly 
in assenting to or forbidding such ap- 
pointment or transfer. 

Dr. Patton quoted from the records as 
wellas from appointments of professors 
that have convinced his committee that 
the assembly has power 

To Forbid the Transfer. 

We should have been willing to recom- 
mend the reference of the subject toa com- 
mittee, to report to the next assembly. 
But the control of the assembly over the 
mutter ceases with the present session, and 
so we must act now if atall. We admit 
that in one view the trustees may have 
ground for their denial of the assembly’s 
right to veto the transfer of a professor 
from one chair to another. Besides, the 
assembly is one party to a compact with 
the Union Theological seminary,and must 
be cautious in acting onit. The trustees 
of the seminary consider that the original 
appointment gives status, and that this 
assembly has a right to forbid: but a 
transfer simply assigns duty, and with 
that the assembly has no right to inter- 
fere. 

Now, while we think the assembly has 
control of both yet, in view of the cordial 
relations always existing between it and 
the trustees of this seminary, it would be 
proper to appoint a committee of conference 
with these views the committee recom- 
mend that the assembly disapprove of the 
appointment of Dr. Charles Briggs to the 
Edward Robinson chair of Biblical theo- 
lozy of Union Theological seminary and 
that a committee of conference with the 
trustees of that institution be appointed 
by this assembly to report to the next. 
Dr. Patterson quoted the following: 

Basis of the Decision. 
Summary acts and resolutions of the general 
assembly and the boards of Union and other 
theological seminaries connected with the 
appointments of professors: 

The directors of Union Theological seminary, 
in the city of New York, presented the follow- 
ing memorial to the general assembly on May 
18, 1870: 

Resolved, That the board of directors of the 
Union Theological seminary, in the city of 
New York, beingallof them ministers or mem- 
bers of the Presbyterian chureh, do hereby 
memorialize the general assembly to the fol- 
lowing effect, viz: 

That the general assembly may be pleased to 
adopt it as a rule and plan, in the exercise and 
Proprietorship and control over the several 
theological seminaries, that so far as the elec- 
tion of professors is concerned, the assembly 
will commit the same to the respective boards 


of directors on the following terms and condi- 
tions: 


First—That the board of directors of each 
theological seminary shall be authorized to ape 
point all professors for the same; second, that 
all such appointments shall be reported to the 
general assembly and no such appointment of 
profesor shall be consilered asa complete 
election, if disapproved by a majority vote of 
the assembly; and be it further 

_Reso'ved, That the board of directors of the 
Union The logical seminary in the city of New 
York, persuaded that the plan proposed in the 
memorial will meet the cordial approval of 
the ‘patrons, donors and friends of all the 
seminaries and contribute to the Peace and 
Prosperity of the church, do hereby agree, if 
the said plan shall be adopted by the general 
assembly, that they will agree to conform to 
the same, the Union seminary in New York

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RIGHTS OF FARMERS 


Defended by the Bay State 
Railroad Commissioners. 


MILK MONOPOLY KILLED 


In Reply to a Petition of Producers— 
Railroads Must Transport and Care for 
the Lacteal Fluid at-the Rate of Three 
Cents a Can. 


Boston, May 28,—The farmers of Little- 
ton, Acton, West Acton, South Acton, 
Boxboro, Rockbottom and Stowe have won 
a victory in the decision of the railroad 
commissioners made public this morning, 
on a petition for a reduction in the rate 
charged for the transportation of single 
cans of milk and the return of the empty 
cans between the places named and Bos- 
ton. The producers who send directly to 
Boston, instead of selling to contractors, 
have been paying 5 cents per can and ¢ 
a cent extra when icing was necessary; the 
commissioners decide that 3 cents is the 
proper price, and that that should cover 
also the ice. 

The present system is that a contractor 
leases a@ car from the railrord company, 
paying in this particular instance $5000 
per year for its use and transportation 
daily, and providing, at his own expense, 
heat in winter and ice in summer. and the 
services of such men as may be needed. 
The producer who wishes to send directly 
to Boston buys tickets from the company, 
which by arrangement between the com- 
pany and the contractor are accepted by 
the former. The authority under which 
the railroad commiasioners fix the price 
absolutely is 

Conferred by a Special Law 
relating to the transportation of milk, 
and the decision of the board that the 
furnishing of ice when needed is properly 
& part of the care of milk is a reversal of a 
decision made by the board a dozen years 
ago. The way in which the board reaches 
the 3-cent rate is this: Five thousand 
dollars a year for the car and $3000 for ex- 
penses make a total of $8000. Eight 
thousand dollars per annum by the car- 
load is at the rate of 2.44 cents per can, if 
we assume on an average 900 cans to a car. 
The question is, what is a fairly propor- 
tionate rate for single cans? 

The milk business is not one from which 
the railroads should expect to derive ex- 
emplary profits. In amount it is even 
more regular than the passenger business. 
Milk cans, whether they come to the rail- 
roads as the property of the farmers or the 
property of the contractors, may be re 
garded in some respects 

As Season Passengers 
are regarded. On the other hand it must 
be borne in mind that it is more expensive 
to deal with many consignors than it is to 
deal with one consignor and one consignee. 

To fix the price per can at 3cents would 
make the rate per single can 23 per cent. 
higher than the rate per can when taken 
in carload lots, and this, in the opinion of 
the board, would be a fairly proportionate 
rate, considering the character of the busi- 
ness. At this rate, ifa railroad company 
shall carry on an average 900 cans in a car, 
it would receive $9855 per annum, while 
an average uf 731 cans would bring in $8000 
per annum. 

The board, therefore, fixes the rate per 
can from the stations covered by the 
present petitions at 3 cents, which rate is 
to include carriage, care, as defined above, 
and the return of the cans.

NO DELAYS ALLOWABLE. 


The New Haven Directors to Be Tried 
in June—Dilatory Motions Overruled. 


NEw YORE, May 28.—The question of 
fixing aday for the trial of the indicted 
New Haven railroad directors came up be- 
fore Judge Van Brunt in the court of oyer 
and terminer. Counsel forthe directors 
said they were ready‘for trial any day the 
court might set, but the district attorney 
said he did not know when he would be 
ready. The court suggested June 15, but 
the district attorney said a number of 
murder trials would preclude his getting 
ready by that date. Judge Van Brunt 
then said he would set the case for June 
22, but District Attorney Nicoll replied 
that he could not say that he would be 
ready at thattime. ‘‘Then the indictment 
wil! be dismissed,” retorted the court. 

“All right, sir,’’ replied Mr. Nicoll, to 
which the court replied sharply, ‘‘I don’t 
propose that the district attorney shall try 
cases just when he pleases.’"’ The case will 
come up again before final action is taken. 


THE CHARLESTON HEARD FROM. 


Arrived at a Peruvian Port— 
Has Not Seen the Itata. 


WASHINGTON, May 28.—The navy de 
partment yesterday received the news 
from the Charleston of her arrival as 
Callao, Peru. Capt. Remey, her comman- 
der, reported that he had seen nothing of 
the Itata on his cruise down the coasé. 
The Charleston will join the squadron un- 
der Admiral McCann in Chilian waters, 
and it is surmised that a report will at no 
very distant date come thence announcing 
the peaceful snrrender by the insurgents 
ef the elusive craft which the United 
States government will libel and perhaps 
forfeit for violation of our neutrality laws,

Sir John is 
76 years oid.

MASSACHUSETTS LEGISLATURE. 


Fraternal Endowment Companies—The 
Public Bar Bill—An Eight-Hour Bill! 
Refused a Third Reading. 


Boston, May £8.—In the senate, Mr. 
Bennett presented a, memorial from the 
Massachusetts State rd of Trade ask- 
ing for such legislation as shall speedily 
check and put an end to certain so-called 
assessment endowment corporations now 
in operation in this state. 

Mr. West presented the memorial of the 
Boston Executive Business association, 
asking for the rejection of the Champlin 
amendments to the house bill relating to 
paternal beneficiary organizations, and 
the adoption of the Gilman amendment. 

Mr. Champlin opened the argument on 
the bill by making a personal explanation, 
in which he severely arraigned Theodore 
Parker Dresser for his contemptible meth- 
ods in seeking to defeat Mr. Champlin’s 
amendments. Mr. Champlin said that the 
Order of Nemo, with which his name had 
been connected, had not entered for busi- 
ness in the commonwealth of Massachu- 
setts. He proceeded to argue that if the 
principle under which the Massachusetts 
organizations was a correct one, there is 
no reason why the foreign companies 
should not be allowed the same privilege 
that is accorded to the Massachusetts asso- 
ciations. It was the officers of these Massa- 
chusetts associations, and not the people 
of Massachusetts, who were trying to keep 
out the foreign companies. 

Mr. Champlin went on at length to ar- 
gue in defeuse of the endowment com- 
panies, and said, incidentally, that the 
Louisiana lottery was pure and sweet com- 
pared with some of the razzle dazzle 
schemes of the oid-line insurance com- 
panies. By adopting his amendments and 
the amendment of Mr. Gilman the bill 
would be a good one, but it would be use- 
less to adopt the Gilman amendment un- 
less his (Mr. Champlin’s) were adopted. 

Mr. Coveney protested against the pas- 
sage of the bill. He received the impres- 
sion that certain people had the preference 
in these companies, but it was not true, as 
the poor as well as the rich holding eer- 
tificates of the same date were treated 
sxactly alike. The bill, he declared, was 
an attempt on the part of the old-line com- 
panies and the Massachusetts organiza- 
tions tocut off these foreign companies 
from competition. 

In the House. 

The municipal lighting bill came back 
from the senate with the question in con- 
zurrence on amendments. On motion of 
Mr. Quincy the house concurred in all of 
the amendments without debate. 

By 98 to 34 the house voted, on motion 
af Mr. Day, to assign to June 2 the bill to 
repeal the public bar law. 

Mr. Wardwell said a few wards against 
the eight-hour bill for employes of the 
state, counties, cities and towns, that the 
clerks and laborers in their employ did not 
need eight hours nearly as much as the 
mass of workers upon whom falls the bur- 
den of taxation. Mr. McEttrick said he 
would not take the time of the house to 
defend the bill, for he knew it would be 
useless, as every member had decided how 
to vote.

The worst 
thing that could happen to them would be 
to continue indefinitely in the miserable 
quarters heretofore occupied by them. He

We Don’t Want Them. 

WASHINGTON, May 28.—Assistant Secre- 
tary Nettleton has decided that Hollyer 
Pettison and wife of Sweden, who were 
detained in New York as polygamists, fall 
within the prohibited class of immigrants, 
and he therefore ordered their return to 
the country whence they came, at the ex- 
pense of the steamship company which 
brought them over. This is the first time 
that polygamists have been debuarred. 


Verdict Met With Approval. 

New YorK, May 28.—The jury in the 
case of Pasquelina Robertelo, the Italian 
girlon trial for the murder of her lover, 
Nicolo Pierro, brought in a verdict of not 
guilty. ‘The verdict was received with ap- 
plause. Pasquelina’s mother fainted. Sev 
eral men were taken into custody because 
of the applause, but were subsequently re- 
leased. The jury was out five hours and @ 
quarter.

fabout. Most persons keeping chickens use 
the same means of protection that I do. 
If I am the guilty one Lam willing to 
settle with Mr. Smith in a just mannner.

It opens with the official information that 
the United Mine Workers have receded 
| from their position and declared the eight- 
| hour movement off. It goes on to say that 
the miners were selected to make the fight

MADE FALSE RETURNS. 


President and Treasurer of the Sus- 
pended Spring Garden Bank Arrested. 


PHILADELPHIA, May 29.—Francis W. 
Kennedy, president of the suspended 
Spring Garden National bank, was ar- 
rested yesterday morning on a warrant 
sworn out by Bank Examiner Drew, 
charging him with making false entries in 
the books; false returas to the comptroller 
of currency, and with the embezzlement of 
$100,000 and upwards of the bank’s funds, 
Henry H. Kennedy, cashier of the bank 
and brother of the president, was also 
arrested, charged with conspiracy with 
Francis W. Kennely to make false entries, 
false returns, and with making both. 

When the two accused men heard that 
warrants were out for their arrest, they at 
once went before United States Commis- 
sioner Bell and gave themse'ves into cus- 
tody. Counsel for the Kennedys stated 
that they were willing to waive a hearing, 
and enter into bonds for their appearance 
at court. Commissioner Bell declined co 
allow them to waive a hearing, and fixed 
the bail of Francis Kennedy at 220,000 and 
that of Henry Kennedy at $15,000 for a 
héaring on Monday next.

DEGENERATE ITALY. 


Personal Ambition Supplanting Patriotic 
Constancy and Devotion. 


LONDON, May 29.—The Times publishes 
a long dispatch from its correspondent in 
Rome, during the course of which the cor- 
respondent reviews in a detailed and elab- 
orate manner both the financial and the 
political situation of the Italian kingdom. 
After presenting a mass of facts and fig- 
ures, the writer of the dispatch referred to 
comes to the conclusion that constitution- 
alism in Italy is becoming gradually re- 
duced to a degraded state, and that the 
Italian provinces and communes are prey- 
ing upon the state and slowly driving it 
into bankruptcy. 

The sentiments of patriotic constancy 
and devotion, which from 1820 to 1870 won 
the admiration of liberal Europe, is, says 
The Times’ correspondent, giving way to 
the impulses of miserable personal ambi- 
tion and to indifference to the national 
vitality. The government, he continues, 
has lost all coutrol of the chamber of depu- 
ties and its members support or do not 
support the government’s. measures as 
fancy takes them. The deputies interpel- 
late the government without regard to the 
position of the miuistry, which has been 
unable for some time past to gather a 
quorum together even on a question possi- 
bly involving the fate of the ministry. If 
a crisis were to result in dissolution of the 
chamber with the party of the Right in 
power, the Roman Catholic vote would, 
most probably, be relieved of the nun-ex- 
pedit (or virtual prohibition from voting 
for members of the chamber), and this 
would increase the strength of the ministry. 


THE NEW ORLEANS’ LYNCHING. 


sicilians Do Not Appear te Be Worry- 
ing Themselves About the Matter. 


Rome, May 29.—A_ well-known Ameri- 
can, who has just returned from a long 
trip in Sicily, reports that the people have 
been in no manner excited over the New 
Orleans lynching. He says most of the 
Sicilians seemed to know nothing about it, 
and those who had read the accounts pub- 


lished seemed to care nothing 
about it. The trade of Sicily 
with the United States is prob- 


ably larger than with any other na- 
tion. Three-fourths of her fruits and 
more than one-third of her sulphur go to 
the United States. Jt is natural, there- 
fore, that Sicilians should be favorably in- 
clined to Americans. Here in Rome the 
people at large have never manifested 
much interest in the New Orleans inci- 
dent. It would long ago have passed into 
history were it not that one or two papers 
occasionally refer to it, and always in 
terms of contempt and villification of 


Americans. 


Not Very Creditable. 

Moscow, May 20.—The French exhibi- 
tion in this city has proved to be a com- 
plete fiasco. French priests intending to 
visit the exhibition are not allowed to 
eross the frontier without first obtaining a 
special permit, to secure which two 
months’ time is required. Novels by 
Manpassant, Lemonier and Sylvestre have 
been confiscated, and all visitors to the 
show are narrowly watched by the police,

THE BALL SET ROLLING 


In the Case of Bunnell & Scranton—End- 
less Litigation Promised. 


NEw HAVEN, May 29.—What promises 
to be along and continuous string of law- 
suits and troublesome litigation, evolved 
from the collapse of the banking 
house of Bunnell & Scranton, was be 
gun yesterday. Cnaries W. Holcomb, 
one of the heavy creditors, brought 
suit against E.- G. Stoddard, who 
was appointed trustee of the insolvent es- 
tate yesterday,to recover 300 shares of Erie 
railroad stock which Bunnell & Scranton 
purchased for him on margins. He bought 
a block of 100 shares last July, at 234, pay- 
ing $1000 down, the brokers lending hi 
the balance, taking the stock as security. 
In January he purchased 100 shares more 
at 195, paying another $1000, the brokers 
advancing the balance again. Since the 
failure he has offered the balance due on 
both purchases, but a deliverance of the 
stock has been refused, the trustee main- 
taining that Mr. Holcomb's Erie stock 
must go with the assets and help pay the 
other creditors. 

A half dozen other lawyers, representing 
creditors, have demanded of Mr. Scran- 
ton information as to the whereabouts of 
other stock purchased by them on margins. 
He refuses to say, directing them to the 
trustee. The lawyersare looking up the 
law with a viewof summoning Scran- 
ton into court with thebooks and compel- 
ling him to disclose. Other lawyers have 
directed their attentions to the New York 
correspondents of the house where most of 
the stock is and will sue through the 
United States courts to obtain it. 


FISHERY FIGURES. 


Seal Catch in Behring Sea in 1890 Ex- 
ceeds Previous Records. 


OTTAWA, May 29.—The Dominion fish- 
eries report has just been issued. The to- 
tal value of the fisheries for 1890 is given as 
$17,714,902, as against $17,655,256 in 1889, 
showing an increase of $59,646.30. The to- 
tal value of the marine fur fishery in Behr- 
ing sea and adjoining waters was $510,111, 
showing a total catch of 54,853 seals. The 
number of fur seals caught by forelgu ves- 
sels and disposed of in Victoria was 8474, 
of which all but 294 were caught in the 
Behring sea. The total value of the Ca- 
nadian seal catch was increased $177,661, 
owing to the advance of $1 per skin and 
the increase of 11,181 skins in the catch. 


COMPLETE REST PRESCRIBED. 


Sir John Macdonald’s Physicians Think 
He is a Very Sick Man. 


OTTAWA, May 29.—Dr. George Ross and 
Dr. James Stewart of Montreal, professors 
in McGill university, came here yesterday 
afternoon to consult with Dr. R. W. 
Powell, Sir John Macdonald’s attending 
physician, about the premier’s health, 
which has not been satisfactory of late, 
The result of their deliberations is con- 
densed in the following bulletin, signed by 
the three physicians named: 

Sir John Macdonald has had a return of 
his attack of physical and nervous exhaustion, 
and we have enjoined positively complete rest 
for the present and entire freedom from pub- 
lic business.
